Nothing is green for me now in tliofeonce pleafing fpots: they are beeome

Tone purpofe is it to repear to mjdelf, that the Englifli are but fo many 
ftrangers to me, and that yourfelf,. after all, are but one of thufe flxangers. 
Soon my heart recoils at the facrilegious argument; and a recolleftion partly 
pleafing, and partly painful, never fails to inform meinternally, that after an in¬ 
ter courfe of five and twenty years, tlioft ftrangers are become my only country¬ 
men; that yourfelf, honorable Sir, are myoldeft acquaintance amongft thofe 
cotmtrytnen, and, moreover, my pai;tia| and munificent patron; and that, if 
inftead of Ihinihg in the world as the Chatham of iheEaft, it had been your 
fate to^ have moved only in an humble ftadon, you would have been ray 

bofom-friend. 

Ir has been a ftanding rule hitherto w ith me, honourable Sir, never to n'e 
a perfonal leave of my friends. But many are the alterations occafioned in 
me by your departure; and it is not without a fenfr of jealoufy, I fee Colonel 
Maitiire (3) Inirrying dawn to bid you liishiftfarewcl.

T he public has been already informed at the latter end of the preface that 
the Italian or rather the Scotifli Alphabet has been made ufe in this work 
to write the oriental names; 5vit as forne objefllons have been made to fo general

All the vowels are to bfi pronbuncetj. in the Italian or Scoitifh way; but as 
there .are nurabcrlefs places where the found of the Englifh oo is preceded by an <f, 
and three fueb -^s might look ilrange and would infallibly miflead the Reader, the 
figure 8 that is the Gree'ck a iias beifn ufed to fignifie the found intended by the 
double 0 . It is thus the word Scradj*cd-do'alah is written, or thus Seradj-ed*do’ulah, 
the Acute Accentor the double dots marking tlie letter on which the Emphafis 
is to fall, and the voice to beraifed : however the work having been printed by 
feveral Printers, this has been d/fregarded by fome, who have adhered to the ^ 

ufual fpclling; fo that the double o is often feen where there ought to be a

In general the Acute Accent, oi the two dots upon 
a letter denote its being to he pronounced diflindly from the preceding vowel.

But Printers have been guilty of an inBnlty of alterations both through chance " 
and though wilfulnefs; let it be a Handing rule then that all the vowels of a name 
arc to be founded each dillinflly and in th<S Scottifh manner.

and other Aliaticks, made the fortune of feme, and have never 
met with any other reiurn than perfect indiiTcreiiceor. the bUckeft 
ingratitude. — I'he cafe is vei:y di-Serent with the Brkifli: taken up 
by diem after a fhip-wrcck, 1 have been affifled and relieved wdth 
fo much gencrofity, that at lafl a fmall competency was put in my 
way; and th? only return I ever made for fuch important benefits, 
amounts to one or two advices conveyed to government, and feme 
fmall trifling relief afforded to five or fix individuals wrecked or 
diftreffed ; a merit too diminutive certainly to be-fet tb account 
in the line of return.—In reftriiling, therefore, to Britifli infolvent 
debtors only, the benefits ot this publication, l am confeious ofa£t- 
ing with great propriety; nor is this any new thought ; the wor- 
tliy Captain Thornhill, whofe probity and benevolence are unlver-

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fally known, will, I hope, aver, that having lo cafly as the year 
1774, dedicated a yearly fnra of a thouland Rupees to a charitable 
fociety at the head of which hciAvas, I broke my connexions with 
it, on their objeXing to myreJftriXing the donation to Eritifli infbl- 
vent debtors only, agalnft theljiirit of the inftitiition. 

Unluckily ^or me, (and my regrets'fall entirely upon the ufc I 
intend now to make of the work) this publication has unavoidably 
loft by delays and contretemps^ the only merit it could pretend to^ 
which was Novki-ty.— It is now fuperfeded and totally eclipfed 
by a Gentleman V’^'ll Jknown in the literary world, and in the line 
of tranflation in particular, x j, ’ j publiftiing his General Hifto- 
ry of India (a work greatly fuperior to this in arrangement and per- 
Ipicuity of fubjeX, as well as elegance of ftyle) has very nearly 
rendered this flender performance fuperfluousand nugatory. How-* 
.ever, as I cannot diyeft myfelf totally of all regard for twenty-four 
folio quires of paper, .that have coft me fo much money,, and lo 
much bodily labour; and as I fancy that the generality of that gen¬ 
tleman’s plan cannot have admitted an infinity of fiXs and detail? 
peculiar to this performance ; I cannot help flattering myftlf that 
.this humble offering of a well meaning indiv-idual will ftill fliid 
grace with jtiie public.

If AT the man Who has not the honor to be born an Englifliman, and 
is iar from being a PerCan; who never has feen England, and never had any\ 
other inafter in either language but him-lclf, Ihould attempt to tranilate 
from the PerW into Engljfii, and" niorcover to appear in print, is fuch a 
ftrange proceeding, and borders fo jtiudi upon impudence and tetnerky, 
that the ieaft I owe to an indulgent pubhc, andtD my own clmra&er, is tofiib- 
mit to their pleafure fome account of fo uaufual a tranfa^kion, that they may 
fee themfelves by what a chain of ftrange circumflances I have been infenftbly 
drawn into fo adventurous an undertaking. And heresJ am confeious diat 
I am going to fall, (through contagion probably) into tUxiurfe of irkfome 
cgotifms; but as my ftory is likely to give many an infight into the cuftoms 
and characters of Hindoftan,; and I have no ocher way of accounting for the 
temerity of my tranllation, I humbly conceive that, on that foie account, k 
may find grace widi many of my readers, if ever I lhall have any. 

About eighteen years ago^ when I tvas matter of an Ealtem Library, and

coft me fall four thoufani^Rupees; and, if a SIaU-Hamc-MuflevvcT, which tben coR me only fifty Eitpees, would 
now fetch athoufand or inore with the othcrarticles in proportion, I have every reafon to believe, that the cu- 
pous in Oriental LitcratiJm, a fpecies of knowledge ttmt abounds now in Calcutta, anil in w-hich feyeral 
lifhmEn might prov» ; and teacherSi w^ould have infUmly fivept my Colletlion for two or three Licks^ 

- ' C fr^ die 
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the remainder of my fortune, wasfacked and plundered at I^eddah and Mecca 
in 1770 ;’and 1 returned to India, widi an intention indeed to begin the world ; 
a-new under the patronage of ray friends (the Englifli), but vvith a linn refb- 
lution never to employ any money in books: I had even taken adiJliketa- - 
them, I mean to Oriental books ; when an event liappened that reconciled mej| 
to them again. Such a narrative, I acktiowlfdge, would figure pretty well 
at die end of the one dioufand and one nights, but it is.nevertlielefs true, and 
CO mv forrow, but too true. 

I HAu feen fo much bad weather in my youthful days, and fo often fuffered 
both hunger and ihirft in India, tliat whM I was fcraping togedier the little 
fortune which I fince loft at Mecca, I thought it prudence to abftain from 
many a comfort of life, iir order to-lay-by the fopner a provifion for a day 
of diftrefs: But when I returned to India, and faw mjdelf introduced by the 
national munificence, and private partiality of my Englifli friends into a little 
competency, I thought it prudence, to fnatchas faft as I could at thofe gratii* 
fications of which 1 had deprived myfelf liiiherin, and at thofe pleaflires which 
were now leaving me one after another. In time, 1 came to tliink it more 
prudent and more delicate to employ my fndulbry and time in alTembling a 
Seraglio of my oivn: tliis gratification, fohifcious and fafeinating in theory, 
butfbirkfome and cloying, as well as dangerous in pratftice, and which to¬ 
gether with an Indian cabinet of ciiriofities, had alw'ays been a wifh of my 
heart, was fbon acquired; and ivhilft many of the Englifh, who fancy I never 
travel witliout foine mighty febeme in my head, tlioughl I was adlually upon 
the wing for fome political prqjefl;: I diverted myfelf wdtli the ludicrous pur- 
pofe for wliich I was really taking fo many trips to Lucknow. But men on 
the decline of life, who after aliandonning tl\g^heme of making a colleClion 
of books, jump at once into the projedt of m.a£ing a colledlion of Female 
Beauties, muft lay their account with cutting now and then-a capita! figure in 
certain adventures, wliich never

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beauty are JurrtblcdAogether with old age and wrinkles. I difcovercd diat a 
beloved girl of mine, was in intt igire with one of my dependants; and the 
confcquence of that amour loon proved of a nature which felf-love could not 
put up with, but which a fenfe of humanity and a high regard for the girl, 
would not permif'rne either to challite or tofuppfeis. Atlaftl relblvedonturning 
the girl out of my houfe with a fum of money in her hands; but upon recol- 
Icdtion, 1 remembered that a dear bought experience had taught me, that mo¬ 
ney and liberty together, were the very worft prefents that could be made to 
young-women who have always lived i|nnaured within lofty walls; and 
fain was 1 td provide for her in anotl^er mariner. A Mufliatta, that is a 
Procurefs, wasnfeatfor, I mean one ofthofe difereet, flirewd, inquifitive, old 
-women, fo common in Hindoftan, where the bufinels of finding a wife or a 
hufband, 'is neceflaiily tranfadled by brockerage : after rumaging tire whole 
.dty of Lucknow for three inondis together, and rejeding a number ot par¬ 
ties, a young man of about thirty, flout, .and of a good mien, was found out 
at laft. It was a Mogul- 1 ’accha, or man of Mogul origin, and a trooper; 
and of cqurle, according to the notions univerlally received all over Idindof* 
•tan, a gentleman to all intent's ahd purpofes. Contrary to die ndes of die 
country, an interview was managed between the young folks; and by dint of 
realbning an' l entreaties, I prevailed upon the girl to accept him. She was re¬ 
peatedly heard to fay that flic felt bo inclination for his company, but I ob- 
lefled that 1 could not with any regard to myfelf keep her at home, nor with 
any regard to her own well-fare, entruft her peifon to her felf. “ You 
want then” fald die girl, with an .air which ftruck me, ‘‘ You want then to 


turn me out of the houle, and to chain’ me to dial nwa”?-Be it fp” 

added die girl,-^-^after a p^ajide-“ But you (liall one day repent of 

St”. Witneffes were now procured, a contraft was palled, and {he was mar¬ 
ried. The girl received with her own cloaths and trinkets, lome fmall prefents, 
#nda purfe of three hundred rupees ; and flie was carried away by her huf- 
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band,N But wliat is fingular, fhe was bathed in tears, and iU the women of the 
hoiife wete weeping likewife; and although fuch a ciraimftance is always part 
of the etiquette on fuch occafions, diere was now an air of finceiiry which 
greatly affeifted me. 

A Month had not elapfed, when (liefound means to fetid me complaints, 
andtowilhherfelfdead : this was her expreffi^ ; and there were many others. 
In two months more, the giii in a dark rainy night prefented herfell' at my 
door; and I was aftoniflied to find her In my houfe again. 1 informed her 
that I had'divefted rayfelf by a |>ublic wrlting^of every right over her perfon ;. 
that Ihe was anodier man’s wife; and that my interfering in their quarrels, 
would neither do her good , nor redound to niy lionour i Sloe, fell a weeping, 
and complained tliat herhulband, An antiphylician profefled“ (as are moil 
Moguls,) paffed his time in a company of non-comformiib, and had befides 
gamed away her little dowryfo that (he fometimes fuffered for want of ne- 
celTaries, the government being in arrears to him by full nine months. The 
unfortunate girl’s cafe was truly afiefting; and her tears,—and lier proteila- 
tions, that fhe would jump into a well, (and (he attempted it) rather 
than return to him, would have melted a ftatue of ftone, and puzzled a man 
of fenfe. At laft, after three days deliberation, I hit upon a party, which I 
prevailed upon her to' admit; for her inexperience was fitch, that file 
thought fhe could live fecurely in my houft: I hired a garry or a covered 
coach in a diilant parr of the town, and fometime before day-break I had 
her conveyed thither in a hamper, after having, as I thqught, attended to her 
neceifities, by putting in her hands a draught of two hundred Rupees upon 
Benares ;and provided for her Cdety by recommending her to an old man 
who had orders to fee her landed in that city. 1 likewife contrived to get her 
efcorted as far as one day’s journey from Lucknow. We parted with tears on 
both Tides; and Ihe was feen fafe at twelve cofies diftance. Seven days.after, 
as I was getting out of my houfe at day break to take an amng,l perceived 
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a bag clofe t© my door; and on my ordering one of my people to fee what 
it could be, I went to look at it myfelf, and the fiifl object that caught my fight, 
was an atm with a mole and an elegant hand, on a fnial! finger of which I loon 
recollefled a ring made of hair and gold wire: There was no (landing fuch 
afpedacie:,! resumed into the houfe, and my troubled imagination made 
me fee in the hall, right before me, the girl in tears, and faying; " be it lb—, 
but you (hall repent/'-— 

Few weeks had dapfed after this event, when I received intelligence that 
Governor Haftings was going-to depart for Europe : this circumftance, to 
which he feemed to have been preparing our hearts, (a) completed the unJiin- 
ging of my mind, as if by fomeunespeded ftroke. That Gentleman had been 
one of niy oldeft acquaintances among life Euglilh : I had conceived an 
affedion for his perfon lb early as twenty-five years ago; and he had proved 
in the lequel, the principal author of ray well-being ; his quitting India at 4 
time when 1 was yearly lofing fome of my friends by their departure for Eu? 
rope, or by death; and when my mind, afieded by thefe difeouraging lofilesi 
and imprefled with the thoughts of that ill-fated girl, wanted fome potent re*- 
lief, Ixicame a calamity that ovenvhelmed all my faculties. Some people ob-t 
ferved that I was talking to his pidui'e, a pifture of lli*iking likeaefs, by th§ 
iniraitable Zophanii. I was fenfible mylelf that lb i eltrange alteration had 
taken place within me, and I was tliinking how to make a diyerfion to fo much, 
accumulated forrow, when my. good fortune interpofed.. 

On my going into one of the Navvab’s feats, an old woman, among 
* • 

other articles of fale, ofiered me fome broken leaves of a detayedbook, in 
which tire author talked witli encomiums of the Englifli Parliament in Europe, 
and with fome afperky of the Englifh Government in Bengal, A Perfian dif. 
courle upon Englillr Politicks! ftrange indeed! I took the broken leaves, 
and perufed fome of them in tlie Garden; and the llyle, as well as the matter,

(i). He had iireaity feut his contort ti¥0 yeaft betore. 
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Jiaving awakened my ciiriofity, I feized on this opportunlty^to afibrd fbme l elief 
to my wearied mind. I refolved to tranflate it, in order to fliew the author’s 
opinions to a couple of friends; butontranflating, 1 found that I baddnhand 
only Ibme broken leaves of a fecond Volume, aiid tliat the fiiff and third were 


wanting; and thefe I found at Mooifhoodabad, on my foon Returning to 
Bengal. My views by this time had been greatly enlarged by^he perufal of 
my author; and after having lightly thought* of tranflatxn^ fome parts of his 
book, merely as an obje<ft of cufiolity, but efpccially as a/efource againft grief 
find deep felt forrow, I refolved to tranllate tjie whole of it, as a matter of 
honor and benefit, bebg then intent op fending two of my, children to 

England, and anxious to add fomething to an independent fund which I 

* 

Wifhed to ePiabliih for dreir education. Shall I end thephrafe? I tranfiatc it 
flow as a matter of information, which it is incumbent upon me to impart to 
|ny adopted Countrymen (the Englifh) ; and as a warning which I owe to their 
|)rofpcrity. Having lived or ftrolled full five and nventy years among them; be-, 
tng lb far accullomed to their language, that I cannot, for want of pra<B icc, 
write any other fo fluently; having been this long feries of years an admirer of 
their language and hiftory; and being indebted to their national munificence, 
as well as to their private partiality, for the little competency upon which I 
now fobfift: the tranfitionis but natural, (and this Js but a vciy fmall merit, 
if any at all) from fucha fetoi femiments to fudi another, as would render 
me a well-wifher to their government and a friend to their profperityf; my own 
welfare has flowed from their% and even now does flow from it. 

The general turn of the EiiglUh individuals in India, feems to be a tho-. 


rough contempt for the Indians (as a national body). It is taken to be no 
better than a deadlock, that ptay be worked upon without much confidera- 
tion, and at pleafiire : Bat beware! that national body is only motionlefs, 

but neither infenfible, nor dead.— There runs throughout our aiidiaris narrative, 

fit fubterraneous vein of national rerenunent, which cffiits vappiy;/ now and 
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then, aiid which his occafional encomiums of the Englifli, can neither conceal 
nor even palliate; and yet he is himlelf but a voice tliat has fpoken among 
a million of others that could fpeak, but are filent: Nor have figns of this 
national h-illennefs been wanting ihefe fixteen years. Living myfelfin the 
center of Moorfiioodabad; wearing an Hindodany drefs, and making a prac¬ 
tice in the evcnkig to walk the fti;eets.with only a fervant, eidier to liften to, or 
to mix witli, any eorji^pny I meet widi either there or in die market place; J 
'heceflarily get a varietiAofinformationj'which is often out of the power, and al- 
. ways out ofthe way, of any othes European; for an example of diis, I fhall ap¬ 
peal to the tenimonyof Mr. WilliainiWroughton, now Chief at Dacca, a gen¬ 
tleman, to wholf perfon and abilities, no man in Bengal will otyeft : Full fif¬ 
teen days before government -had received any official account of chat cala¬ 
mitous event, I wrote him an affeding note about the ferment actually* 
caufed in the city ofMorlhoodadad, by the defeat at Vargam near Foonah-; 
and exprefled a wifli diat government might receive an early notice of it. 

I HOPE it is admitted on.all hands, tfeit fmall accidental ftories, and Un¬ 
premeditated expreffions on an important event, will better point out the na¬ 
tional turn of mind, however dorraant, than any profeffed rcafoning. The- 
unfortunate affair at Benares with Cheyt-Sing, was repeatedly reported at 
Moorfhoodabad with fuch woe-fid circumfliances, as feemed to partage the 
whole Nation (b): numbers were deeply affected (and to be affofted for att 
European governor, or indeed for any European at all, is a v^ery novel matter 
in India) and diey ufed to fay : ** Pity i a great pity! the father of the 


(b) A thotifand mpeus had been promifed by the Nabob Mubariq-^eddoulaii, to any one chat wonid bring a cer¬ 
tain intelligence that he had tlie governor* (for the uni vorfal and ccsnftant report ivas tliat tie bad difappeared^ 
TenHircEUTas or meSbngers fet out upon that eirand j and ong of them coming back in twenty threie daysj laid 
that ho had feen hk liead and right hand banging at the gale of BidjUigun The Prince filed tearsi md I, could 
henr nothing throughout many flreets* but thc-%vords and the very words I ha-e mentioned.

theinfeives, among whom there was once a violent party againft hrm^ are notboiv pretty wnmimqus in prair** 
ing and rcftret ung * luni. As for Uie lelier I'ogieties, Cuch aa the Fi'^ich. and Dutchj &c* I do not hear of a finglfi 


dhi'ciiting voice. 
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** Hindoflaflies is gone,—we (hall never fee fucfe another Bitt others, 

and this was die majontyi left the perfon out of the (jueftlon j and minded 
oiily the crifis. “ What t are we not men as well as Cheyt-Sing’s People ? 
« and what could prevent me from gitring a flap to one or two of his chair- 
“ men ? (the Gsvernor^s) they would has^^e dropped his fialenqum, as by a 
" fignal, and any man could have killed him with epfe. I faw him 
« at Barwa (c) : he had not an ai-med man by him: And his chairmen 
were but a dozen of people; and this would hav^^ at once produced a 
revolution- —You talk to ^me of the Brigade at Behrampore; it is a 
** name only—there are not two thouftnd men in itj andi a full half of 
them will defert on hearing of bis death—well, Sir, and the other half? well, 
« die odier half—are they not Hindoftanics ? and at all events we are fuch 
“ multitudes here—with each a brick-bat ia our hands, we would knock 
“ them down to a man.” thefe and the like exprefTions I heard at that very 
time in one of the befl corapabies in Moorllioodabad. 

Two days after, as a Regiment of Sepoys on it’s way to Chunar-ghar, 
was marching through the City at day-break, I went out, and was ftanding

to lee it pafs by, the Regiment halted; and a few men from the center ran 
into a dark lane, and layed hold of a hen and fome roots: the people fereamed. 
Do not make forauch nolfe," faid one of the men in his Bodjpooria Idiom(e); 
we go to day with the Feenghecs, but we are all fervants (tenants) to 
JChey t-Sing, and may come back to-morrow with him; and then the quellion 
■will be not about your roots, but about your wives and daughters.” The 
.fljeet, although die main diorough-farc, could admit but fix men in front, and 
there had been two halts more, in which time I had opportunities of hearing

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fiich fufpicious words and cxprefEonSi that I rcfolved to write a letter to Co¬ 
lonel Ironfide on that {ubjed. But ^vo days having been accidentally fpent 
^ determiiung upoa the expediency or propriety of the letter, I thought it 
better to take covinfel fi-om time itfelf, a^d I- went to pay my rcfpeAs to that 
■ Commander, who kept me to dinner. He had a great deal of talk with me: 

I find no great harm,” Cud the Cobnel, « That noWand then,- a Cover- 
“ nor, with a tpuple of CobiSels or two, ftpurd'make way for others; but 
” \vlmtgi\1es roe tvneern is, to hear that we are not liked in the city, and 
“ that fome difaffecrion has c.-epc amongrb our ou^n Sepahees.'* Finding the 
man upon the right way, i tiiouglu it bettestO tlrOp my own information, as it 
might produce a counter order m the regiment, wirii Ibme other fcribtis in- 
eonveniencies. , 

What lias been juft faid, may ferve for a fpeditien of the turn of genius 
of the people of Moorfltoodabad at that time. Here is a Ipecimen of the tem¬ 
per of the inhabitants of Benares at that criticar moment: “Kill that man,”faicl 
a young Mogul to Mirza-Saadet Ally,asiheyvvcrebothraarchingtoCh'jnar- 
Ghur.-r-“Km that man': he is only v/ith another Frcngheein that field yonder, 
" flying Sbr his life ;j fay but one word, and four of uslhall go and difpatch 
them both,, and bring you his head; and after that, march down front 
hence to the very gates of Calcutta. There is not one man in arms fiorn 
hence to Moorihoodabad, or if there beany, on feeing the head, they will 
“ all defer t to you; all the Zemindars will join you with a whiflle; thhday 
two months I will filute yotiLord of Bengal—one word,—(ay but one word.. 
—Has any ainongft you,” laid the Mirza, looking to die right and left"— 
« Has any one of you a lancet about him.? No,” anfwered a voice; “ A pen- 
« knife? a pen-knife?” repliedanother,We? Ncto be fure. A (harp piflicabz 
or poniard ? Y es, ^^>vhat for pray ?” “ Only to let fome blood fioin tha# 
man inftantly: Oouior you fee that he is in a high fever? Man, you are very 
ill certainly; get yourfeif blooded, or goto the Ganges yonder, and take 
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feveral' plunges, until you are thoroughly copied and cured: The fun in-’ 
** deed is fultry.” 

After fo ftrange an anecdote, (and I have heard of twenty more fuch flo»' 
ries) the reader has a li^t to-affc in? my voucher, as I was not preient my- 
felf. Here it is; The man himfelf had been an acquaintance of mine about 
ten years ago at Moorflioodabad, where I ufed to make him dine with me fome- 
times, giving him plenty of liquor, whereas 1 never drink |aiy myfeU. As 
he was a handfome young fellow, and in high favour w-.ri'fome Ladies, he, 
when once in his cups, ufed not only to mention their names at length, (the 
very thing for which I fought his company) hut he had fuch a knack at mi¬ 
micking their particular tones of voices, and fome other particulars in a day 
of ensajtenient, as would have railed a horfe-Iaugh in a dead man. As I was 
juft landed at Benares, and examining the iculptures in a famous Gentoo chap¬ 
el, in Scvalem, (the very critical fpot where the tragedy had been a<5ted but 
a year before, and where Saadet-Ally himfelf lived) the man perceived mc' 
and came down; and I found that lie was in the Prince’i fervice at a hundred 
rupees per month, on condition of furnifhing four horfemeri more at fifty ru¬ 
pees each. He invited mc to fee his lodgings, a genteel feat, full of feuip- 
tures; and, to oblige him, I'carried two bottles of liqueurs. Asfoonastlie 
man was a little heated, he became talkative, and informed me himfelf of his 
converfation with Mirza-Saadet-Ally, and of fomevery curious particulars 
of the then temper of the citiaeris of Benares, as-well as of the neighbouring 
Zemindars. 

On quitting my drunken-Mogul, T went to alarge‘ ftone Caravan-Sera, 
where I took up my quarters, vt'aning for my baggage; when in comes my 
old toothlcfs broker— Khoea Chelaa) " fiiid thc'rnan for all Cilutc, and 
with as emphatic at a gefture^and tone of voice, as if the malTacrc had hap¬ 
pened but die day before. “ Tlje Sabre has worked well” faid again the worthleis 
blockhead, without minding the reprimand 1 gave him,.for his making fucli 
a mighty matter of a couple of hundred men cut down by multitudes, whilft 

^ the 
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they were either preparing their meat or taking their afternoon nap, without 
.any one of them having fo much as a ball to his mufquet: And fuppofe 
fiiey fbculd have had-,*' brokeout the wretch in fiirjs “ Ten Thoulands would 
^ have been pouring upon them, inflead of Ten Hundreds; and the whole 
^ city would have rifen upon the Frengees and flieir adherents.” 

I COULD fill a volume of fuch and the like ftories, cither from mv own 
knowledge or hear-foy. But this is not all; the man (I mean theMogul,) 
had been fo impniij^nt in liis ciupsj as-to banter Saadet upon liis faintneis 
of heart, and the latter having attempted to fee the othcr*s wife, they parted 
upon bad terms together; fo that the man idfl; his horfes as well as his ap¬ 
pointment, He came to Lucknow, took fervice with Affef-cd-doukh, the' 
prince of the country,-fell info a couffe of drinking and gaming, and in 
one unlucky day, gamed away 'botli his wife and horle, and tint too, to a 
man he was jealous of; inibmuch that, rather than fubrait to tiie latter for a 
a fiim of four hundred rupees, he applied to me, and I took his bond, his 
horle, and his wife, which remairtedvvim me a couple of months. The latter had 
been a famous finger and an elegant dWeer at Benares; and fo efteemed by 
her troop, that but for Saadet* Ally*s |nteref{; and fupport, be would never 
been able to have caitied her a-vvay. j Site was a woman of an agreeable 
perfoij and much fenfe; and flie not oiily confirmed to me die above flory, 
but mentioned fome other matters, which fliew that the tlifaffection to the 
Englifh had rifen at once to a height all over the country, and amongft the 
principal men that fi'ctjuented Saadtt*Ally‘’s court- • Two months after, the 
man came to me wotmdal, and brought me three hundred and twenty 
rupees, and I' returned him his bond, horfe, and wife. 

Tirn inference to be drawn'from thefc fentiments of the people at large, 
is now known in Europe; and fome perfons ofBengii, to the number of 
eight or ten, may Kave at that mne fuTpeaed the difaffeaion of the natives; 
ibut 1 had oppornmities of knov/ing it feveral -year's before; when about the

year 1778 , I. made appKcation. to Mr. B, for his mtefe^^^as I Intended to 
obtain the office of Provina4 Fodjdar of MQprfl;iQ<xlahad,. In ejiuxncrat- 
ing fonts of die qiiallfica-Uona neceflary for a man in that ftation, I chaace4 
to mention .an open tabic; and I added, that as die emoluments of fuch an 
ciiHce could not aiford the cxiience, I would endeavour to find it in my 
own private puife, as a political engine of great ufe. I was going on with 
my haiTangue, whilft we were walking towards-die tea-table, snrough a dark 
hall, when at the word p<>liucaL engine, I obfervpd the' gentleman turn his 
head CO the right, and endeavour, but in vain, to fijfle a burft of laughter; 
^ die Ladies in the room prevented iliy defeanting any more upon that new 
polincal engine. Sorely a man of fo much genius and knowledge, was not 
to be intormed, that in a populous capital, the ambalTador, who, being ablle- 
nious himfelf, can give entertainments oftneft, is always, the bed informetl. 
By the fame rub, an open table for a d^^en of perfons, and an exhibition 
of fine dancers once a week, ought, to two important parts of the. politicks 
of a Fodjclar of fuch a city in time pf |war : tliele will actraft fucqeffively, all ; 
die company good or bad in the cic^: men naturally unbend thdr minds 
and fall offdieir guard in fuch aflem|lie 3 of pleafure ; and if he be in intel¬ 
ligent man himfelf, and by all mcifiis an abflEmious one, and alfi) heartily 
mixes in conveifatlon, he will learn more in one week’s time with an open 
table, than fifty harcaras or fpies could tell him in fix mondis, Mr. B. 
feated at the rop of a towering lofty tree, could deftry from a far the elephants 
and rhinocerofes that came to tear off fome branches of the tree, and the 
tygers and bears that wanted to climb up to it: In the humble ftation in 
which I moved, dole to die trunk, I was top low to dilcover any tiling

«p and fhut him within, we fliilk find him breaking out on the oppofite

fide,-bitnielf theiixvh, and cfcajang fafe; VVe -lhall find in the A8dprovince

Nor are thcfhi fo folitary aS'weare apt to imagine ; to-my wonder 
and aihazcment T'fihd that they are otiTy Ibme ioofe fiiiks of a ehairi that Icemed 
onct to bind the whole nation at larg* “• The perufal of die piefent hiftoty has 
neceffarily altered thy private ideas of t.heTndians; a forei^ yoke and a lon^ 
jieacemayh'ivc erfervaied, and emafeblu^i&ddieto ; and the equal hnd fteady, 
though li-iht preifure, of die EngUih ' ma^ keep their necks bowed to 
the grev^snd : but this hiftoty'evilices, that tht.y feve been very lately quite a- 
nother ' Pec of men ftbm what they appear to. bfe'mow.

But all this, however, feems to be greatly inferior to A ly-Verdy-Khan's re¬ 
treat from Midriaporc to Catwa, for the fpace of feven days, through a miry 
country, under inceflant fiiowers of rain, with no bed for any man in the army 

but the barc gi ’‘und, no covering but the Canopy of heayen, and no fopd but 

\ 

field-grafs and leaves. Hiftory records but two retreats to my remem¬ 
brance; that of tire'ten thoufand, whieh implies contradiAions and impro¬ 
babilities without number, and bears evident marks of being a romance, 
like the life 'of Cyrus; and the oihcr, that of Marechal de Bcllifle from 
Prague. Both the one and the odier were condinSled over a mouncainous 
tract of Land ; and both armies were never overtaken, but partially. Bel- 
liflc in particular Iiad ftolen a march on the Cnemy, and was never attacked, 
but by his light Cavalry. But Aly-Verdi-Khan’s retreat was over a flat 
ground, and over boundlefs plains, under a perpetual feries of engagements* 
and under all the difadvaniages which we have juft mentioned, and which 
may be fben at length in otir author. / 

The Indians then have been a 'more dangerous nation than they feem to be 
now: They may be in a Humber; bui^ they may awake, and they deferve a 
more watchful eye than die EngUfli Government feems to think; our author 
fays, a more winning deportment,, and a more carefiing hand, than feems to 
be the genius and turn of mind of dibir conquerors. 

After having taken fo much llbeny with the public, as to differ from it 
on the opinion that ought to be entertained of the Indians; and prefumed (b 
far upon the patience of my readers, as to have talked ,fo much of inylelf, it 
may be expected I ftiould fay fomethingof my author; Jiis matter is certainly, 
novel, rhere being other hiftory extant on that I'ubjedl in any language i 
and as frich, it cannot fail to pleafe, at a time when all Britain is intent upon 
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thctraiilii^oDS in the Kaft: he will, however, be found to fpeak for hiinfelf abtrn* 
dantly: he fpeaks of himftlf, of his faijiUy, of his conncaions,;bf his own pri¬ 
vate concerns, in fo many places of his hiftory, that he liasf without deCgnihg

it, delineated the features of his own mind : lie appears abno-l every where, 
a fenlible, well informed, grave, fincerc man: his' hyte is free endugH 
from thofe blemlfbes v^hich wo-.iid give offence in Europe, and which 
charaacrife all Eaflcm produfeions: I rnean, metaphors ancKulegot-ie& with¬ 
out end, and antithefes widiout number, with a greatet ^-wintion to the jing¬ 
ling of a cadenced profe, than to the clcarnefs of the fenle, or the accuracy of 
tlie diction. He peifonTiS exa&ly enough the promife naatk in, his prefice, of 
his intending to- recount in. a plaini uneriumented flylej and he appears, iii 
general to be an honeft ^mr^ and a. zealous pacriotj bot fliould any rigorous 
reader take offence at foine defoffs which are to befeen in his hilhory, and 
which ouglit to be attributed railier to the writer's education, country, and 
age, fas feverity would be infallibly difafmed on peiufmg die foliowing paf- 
fage, which I fliall tranfenbe whole* 

After having rec:ounted the unjuft death of two- illuftrious brothers, inKii- 
jnanly hacked to pieces by Seradj-ed-dowlah's ordei's, and in his prefence j ho 
goes on in ihefe words; “ The innocent blood fpilled on that occafion, prov- 

ed to be as fertile as that of Siavofti of old; It prodticed a fories of events 
** that proved fatal to that power and dominion, wdiich Aly-Verdi-Khan had 
“ been rearing with lb much labour, and with lb much toil: It lighted up a 
« blind fire,- which commenced emitting fmoke foon after thefe two murders 
“ had been perpetrated’; and, which break'tig out in flames at laft, ddlToyed, 
“ in its progrefs, all that muncrous family; and extending its ravages firantf 
" wide, conftimed every thing in thofe once happy regions of Bengal, and 
** proftrated and overw'helincd totally thofe rich provinces, which it has rc- 
** duced to a heap of afhes and yet fmoaking coals; It verified that tremendbus

“ latter was uneafy in Iiis mind, and thoughtful, at what he Iiad feen and heard 
lately; and as tliis had put an end to all the confidence wiiich he had hi-

fpare noth]that might feciire himlelf in his poll; and it is from diat ve~

** ry time, that'^^p avenging providence commenced providing materials 
for it’s future exertians. But, as it is the faithful hiftorian’s duty to bring 
to light whatever he know& with certitude, I ftiail take the liberty to af- 
** femble Irich events as are come* to my knowledge, and to fpeak of diem 
" precifely as-they have happened, without being biaffed by either envy 
** or love, and without flattrering either fide or party. I repofe fo much 
confidence in the candor and equity of my generous readers, as to flatter 

* “ myfelf, that without fuffering dieir minds to be darkened by the dull of 
** difeontent, they Ihall abate in behalf of the poor man (me), Ibmething 

of the puntflilious delicacy of their tafe; and that they lliall overlook aH 
the blcmillaes of tliis hillory, in favour of it's fmceiity and exa6litude: I flat-

ter myfelf, 1 lay, that they fhall cover the writer with the cloak of forbear- 
ance, fliould they judge the writing ilfelf unworthy of their praife.” 

After an kirangue fo affedting, it is difficult to judge die author widi any 
fevcrlty: If then, I have been obliged to fpeak of fbme blemiflics of his hillo¬ 
ry, it is becaufe I felt tliat they might difgtill European readers, litde accuf- 
tomed to put a difference between the defefts df the coinpofition idclf, and 

* thofe which arc incitlent to the writer’s education, language and eountiy; and 

* Ukewife becaufe 1 have been obliged to account for fome llighc alterations and 
additions into which I liave been occafionally drawn, in order to adopt my nar¬ 
rative to the prejudices and particular talle of my readers; and it is in that 
view, that I fliall toucli upon certain obfervations, wJtich feem particularly to 
be of the tranllator’s province, how faulty and inadequate Ibever liis tran- 

I flarion may prove.

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AtL the Eallcm Authors, at Icaft thofe I have (cen, know n ttlimg of tranfi- 

! 

tion, that isj of that art, which by the means of one or tWtih pnrafes that took 
either way, connedls two fepsrate and (crvcs as a brkige of communi¬ 

cation to ciofs over from one to the other. They feem to be ftrangers to th:iE 
art} fo that die reader at every new fubjefl:, is flopped fliort, to be ' rtied 
over by a boat. Our author, like every one of them, pafles f- jm one fubjeA 
to another, with an oo, that is, tlic particle and: Prom Afghan War, to the' 
affairs of Bengsd. But here I have forae finajl refource againfl fo fudden, and 
fo abrupt a change of hands; I can fay, and I have faid: Maltm were mt jb 
^■e^Jpercui m Bengal: — Let us now refume ihe affairs of Bengal: fhe c&urfe of 
our hifiory requires that wt jhould revert to the affairs of the capital: — Tt is to he 
wijhsd we couldfpcak tis much precifon of the affairs of the Decan ;—^and thefe 

little additions will anfwer fome ptirpofe, and Ihall be forgiven me, I hope, 
by the public; but how to manage with a man, who often interrupts the nar¬ 
rative of public affairs, totalkcfhimfelf, of his brother, Naky-aly-khan^ of Ms 
Djaghiror Landed Ef ate, of hisgkrious Mother, wbofi ffaioW me^ long re¬ 
main fir etched-over her fan, the poor man,- —&c. &c. Who, after having-menti¬ 
oned with wonder, how Governor. Haflings conceived and excuted the 
projedt of fendiug two Englifh armies acrofs the whole conti.nent of India, 
and was very nearly doing with Poonah, what iome others had done with Moor* 
fhoodabad and Lucknow, gives- a fpring at once, jumps over my head, and 
then turns abcut^ to tell me abruptly, and the poor man went to Calcutta, had fame 
intendews with the Neeovah Djihdet-djaung, t^. vabanl Governor Hujhtin, and 
fpoke to him ofhisDjaghir. 1 have no refource againfl fuch an iinexpefted leap; 
lam obliged roliave recourcc to fome aukward addition of my own, and 
to bring tlic new fiibjcft about by fame fuch words as thefe: It Was in thofe days 
of trouhts and anxiety that 1 was obliged to repair to Cakutia; and to addrefs the 
Governor upomry Djaghir, hlejaid, befaid, and he faid', are tlie only words the 
Eaftern Writers make ufe of^ to repeat a dialogue, even a moll animated one;- 
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Gwlcs and Latins much before them In that partiailar, the 
PcJets efpcciaUy, although to make us fome amends probably, they never ftil 
to inform us that their hero fpoke wdi his mouth (a). No European reader 
now will bear fuch a repitition of the wends; he faid^ and I am obliged to en¬ 
liven the tjialogue by intermixtng it with the following expreflions, fo com¬ 
mon in an European convcrlation: He qnfwered—^his antagon'ft rejoined.. ^ No 
■ JiM he^ “with a^rpt ife : youou^ht replied the othef tvith a fmik,

MAH»!Er>-YXtfj-an officer of detetmined courage, was font with tij'o 
thoufand men to intercept a convoy of treafurc : He marches over a-trad of 
fetenty-two codes, in fix and thiny hour?., o^'ei -takes the convoy with only 
fcventy men, and had defeated the efcort, andfeized thenu^ey^ by the time 
his troops are jbini ng him by fcores. Our author adds, with one and the lame 
breath, and the Nawah was difpleafed •mitb Mm , and be quitted the ftrvhe. Here 
the narrative foetus to be interrupted by ibine ckafm; and I am obliged to 
’£11 it up by adding; Such an important fervice, iiufead of making his for- 
tune, ritined him in the Prince’s nund; He took ombrage at fo daring a 
charad-r ; Axcolnefsenfi icd; and the man difgufted, quitted die forvice." 
Such and rhe like indirpenfibleJibemes, although taken with ever fo Ipar- 
ing a hand, Chall pollibly forprile thofe Gentlemen employed at the public of¬ 
fices of Cait'utta, in tranlladng Perfian Letters. I acknowledge with thenj, 
that Letters connefted with twenty matters adlually paffing. in review, may 
bear, nay often require, fuch a dry, ferupulous tianflauon, where even the 
xurn of the pheafe is-obligatory; butin a narration of any lengtli, in an hifto- 
,ry of the cicocs, I aha convinced that k could not anfwer; and -I-hope that 
they (hall upon due confideration, indulge me with their connivance, if not 
favour -me witii tlieir approbation. 

I It AD at firft tranllated about a hulidred pages-ofiny author, (the laft.paitof 
4 us firft volume) in that ferupulous mannet; and tlietcanflation went pretty eafily

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<lown widi me on my perufing it by a. couple of pages at a time, juft as I tran'- 
flated it—but -when I came to read the whole, 1 acknowledge I found myfelt 
tired, flck, of my performance, jaded to death, and unable to drag my atten¬ 
tion to the tweniieih page; and If diis has been the cafe with mylelf, how 
could I pretend to engage the attention of my readers? I have been obliged 
tlicrefore to fet-up a method of my own: I read a few pages of the original in 
the evening, thought the whole of tliem in .Engltfh a coupifc of hours after; 
and the next morning chewed the cud over, by reading and translating phrafe 
after phrafe; foinetiines conne£ting by one or two words what feemed dif- 
jointed, and then parting what I thought conftifed; and not feldora pruning 
what appeared too European in my translation, or elfe paring what Seemed 
to ftep afide from the text. I acknowledge, indeed, that I might haw 
read a vdiole page, and after having thought it in Englifli, might hU?e 
couched it down in one and the fame breath; but this would have proved to 
be my own ftyle, of which the public cares little,and not the ftyle of Seyd 
—GhSlam—^huSIein—^khan. Upon the whole then, I can aSTure the pu¬ 
blic that this translation, aukvvard, and inadequate as it Shall probably 
come to be, Is In general a faithful and a literal one. 

And here it becomes proper to Inform the reader, of Some other devia¬ 
tions from the letter of my author, to which, I have thought myfelf obliged. 
The author for inftance, Speaks firft of Mahmed-amin, then of Saader-khan, 
a few pages after of Eurhan-el-mulk, laflly of Burhan-el-mulk-faadet-khan; 
and yet it is one and the Same man. At the fiege of Bedjapoor by Aoreng-zib, 
his eldeftfon Soltan-iniiazzem, is called within the fhort period of fix pages, 
Shah-aalum, then Sbltan-mahommed-muazzcm, then Mahommed-iniiaz- 
zem, tlien Bahadyr-Shaw, then Soltan-maliommed-baliadyr-Shaw, altho 
tills prince was not complimented with the title of Bahadyr-Shaw, but

the fame man occafions in the reader’s idea, ftill more confufion than thofe 
titles of Earl and Duke of fuch and fuch country, caufe in the Englifli hif- 
toi7, where you fee the fame title, or if you will, the fame name, borne fuccef- 
fively by noblemen that had not a foot^f land in thofe countries, and were 
of different, and foraetimes of inimiait families. But yet, in the Englifii 
hiftory, the farne man carries the lame title or name, throughout a 
whole reign, or cv^en farther, whereas, here the fclf fame man palling 
and repaffing before* you, round and round, with a number of new 
perfonages, and at each rime with a new malk, and in different drefs; 
you come at laft to miffike and coiffoun’d the indenticity of his per- 
fon (6). To remedy that confulion, which has fo much puzzled meat 
times, 1 have made it a point to ftick invariably to the firfl name under which 
' Jfee a man, and to carry him under that name throughout his whole hiftory: 
But even this rule, general aisT have made Ir, has fuffered fome deviations* 
which 1 have thought to be unavoidable: for Inftance, there is no mentioning 
a Mirza-djeladdeendiaider, Hill left a Mirza-mehmedor or a Mirza-fhah- 
cooly-khan; for the Englifli know nothing, but of Sudjah-ed-Douiah, and 
nothing but of Seradj-ed doiirahi Nevei thelefs fuch is my hard cafe, that 
although I have mentioned this, is an exception to. my rule, I have been 
obliged to except upon the exception itfelf: I have been, obliged amongft 
the feveral fucceffive names of one and the lame, perfon, co attend to that 
which the Englifli were moft accuftomed to; for inftance, in my original, 
Naffyr-cd-doiilah Viceroy of Decan is the name generally ullbd: it is that known 
in the Decan and in Hindoftan; butihe Englilli.are aectjftomed to Kaffyr- 
djung j Mehabet-djung, is the name generally ufed in Bcngd.—But the 
Engilh never heard but of Aly-verdy-khan.—By the fame rule Alemghir is

Long, very Long as is this addrtfs, I am obliged to add tsvo remarks 
more: were an enlightened foreigner to read a tranilation of fome of thofe 


excellent books publidicd in fuch numbers by the Englilb, or of the de 
bares in Pariiament, or of the protefts of rhe 'houfeof Lords, he would be 
apt to believe, that the language fpoken by fuch a nation of thinkers-bom, 
muft neeijls be the moft regular language that ever was fpoken by the 
mouth of man ; and yet on lean;ing it himielf, he would find that this 
language of their’s, beautiful, nervous'^ energetic, abundant, verfatile and 
commodious, as k is, is ncverthelefs inconfequent: the grainmar of fuch a 
natiori is inConfequent; and their alphabet is fUll more inconfequent; 3"d 
although the alphabet of all the nations which have adopted the Roman Let¬ 
ters, is more or lefs liable to the faineiinputation, yet I cannot help believing 
that the Englifti alphabet is nearly intra^feble. I have been therefore obliged 
to write all the Oriental names of this hillory in the Italian alphabet, or if you 
will the Scotifh alphabet, as the found of its letters xs iefs variable, and it re-, 
quires the fewer letters for one word, 

My fecond obfervation is on thofe numerous poetical quotations, with 
which our author abounds, as well as all the Oriental writers. When I 
compare thofe inimitable tranflations of die jEneid, and of the Iliad, made 
by the Englifli, with thofe profe-tranUations publilhed by the French; 
and ! confider what a figure the latter never jfail to-cut when let a^nd 
the former, I beccuue convinced at once, that nothing but poetry ought to 
tranllaie poetry; and that our authoi's Perfian verfes, ought to- have been 
tranllatcd by Englifli verfes at leafl, if not by Englifli poetry.—But here I 
found myfelf out of iny depth at once : and although, fometiines an Englifli 
verfe or two, would drop from my pen, when I leaft thought of it; I found

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by ^ woeful experience, that tlie mules would not come near me, wfien I 
was moft inclined to court their company.—Over-ruled by the fenle, and 
• brow-bedten by the quantity, as Well as endlelsly bullied by the rhyme, 1 be- 
■ came Gck of my talk : I became tired of cudgelling a refi'aftory word into 
its place, and of dragging a rhyme fay the hair ; and I have therefore, tran- 
flated in profci;all the veifes of my author : the more fo, as I was afraid of 
affording a handle againft the genuinefs of the tranflation, by applying for af- 
iiffancetoabetterverlificator dian myfelf; nor was this apprehenfion ground- 
Icfs; for an ingenious friend haviqg chanced to oblerve, that I could hardly lay 
in two lines what the autlior had laid in one; furniiled moreover, that 

I muft have been aflifted or correfted by fome Englifh hand. Such a 

remark having given much oS'ence to my fincerity, or if you will, to my vanity; 
and being myfelf on the other hand, fo very proud of my acquilitions in tne 
EngUlh language, I beg leave to declare, that the aukward and uncouth 
gown, in which I take the liberty to come fonvatd, and to make my ref- 
pediful bow to the public, is entirely of my own cutting and fticliing: Nor 
am I afraid, that tirofe, to whom I have the honor to be known chele many 
years, botli in London and in Bengal, ihall ever refiife their full alTent to 
the veracity of my affertion.

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overraken by fete at the city of AhmeU-iiagOF, where, in the ninety-fourth’ 
year of hia life, anti the fifiy-fecpncl of his reign, his venerable perfon was at 
once aflaulted by a variety of dileafes, that reduced him fo low, that he def- 
paired of his life.—^He had then in his camp, two of the Princes, his fons,^ 
Carabaqhlh (4), the yonngeft, and moft beloved, and Aazem-fliah, who 
bore die charadlet of a mari of valor And abilities, and was fond of military 
glory. He fent immediately for the young Prince, gave him the vlceroyalty 
of the kingdom of Bidjapoor, and bid him’ fee out direfUy.,. with all the 
pomp and all the retinue of a ting, recommenfiing'io-him at the fame time- 
to purfue his journey by long arid to pufli forwards without flop¬ 

ping. The order bore drat he fliould fet out oti a Turfday,- the feven- 
teenth of Zitcaad, four houra before day-break (_§). The intent of 
fuch preofe inftriiftions was to- put early the young Prince out of the* 
reach and purfuit of his elder brother Aazem-fliah. Seven days after hav¬ 
ing taken that precaution, he ordered that feme Aa zem-lhalr, his fecond 
fon, to fet out for his government of Malva, four hours after fun-rile, with 
mjunaions to make flaort ftages of about five colTes a day (6), and to 
flop two days at each ftage, foas to march only every third day.—giving 
fuch an order, the Emperor made him underftand, that it was to put it in his 
power, to prevent the diforders that might happen in dmt country, in cafe of 
a vacancy of the throne, and mean while, to be at hand, to avail himfelf of 
his father's demife, for taking poffeffion of his inheritance- But the Empe¬ 
ror’s real view was, to keep fo enterprifing a Prince, at fomc diftance from 
him, and to preven’ his availing himfelf fo far of his ehfeebled ftate ot body,

But hardly had the Prince pre¬ 
ceded a few ftages, when the Emperor fell into a ftate of extreme feeblenels 
and having lent an fear to his maker's invitation, he anfwercd k by the words ; 
(8); “lam ready, G lord," and departed for eternity, k was ■ on a Friday, 
the twentieth of the month, one Paiir, and three garries after day-break,

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to his people. The next day, he took poffeffion of the Imperial Treafiires, 
invited to his Court the Nobility of the Province, and the abfent Grandees of 
the Empire, and gave a public audience (12), his intention being to oblige 
every one, according to his rank or,ftation. With that view, he confirmed 
Afled-khan in the high office of Vezir, and Zolficar*khan, the fon of .drat mi- 
nifter, in that of Generaliffimo of the forces; In a word, no one felt any dif¬ 
ference from the change of Prince; and every'one was left in the place which 
he held, or was advanced to that for which he was fir. 

Mean while, the news of the Emperor’s iilri^s^^h^'dng fpread all over the 
Empire, every one made hafte to fecure liirnP^If in his poll, by every means in 
Jus power. In this confuilon of the timcsj Soltan Muazzem, eldell fon to the 
dcceafed, was then, at CabSl, a city and fortrefs upon the frontiers of Iran (13), 
where he refided as Viceroy. He is the Prince w i»o did in fail fucceed his fa¬ 
ther, under the title of Bahady r-fliah. He had with him Iris two younger Tons, 
Quhodjiftali-ahtar., and Refi-al-cadr; vvhilft his elder fon, Muai'r.edin, re¬ 
fided in MSltan, of which he was the Governor; and his fecond fon, Azim- 
ufh'lhan, the ableft of the four, and the objeil of his grand-father’s favour, re- • 
fided in Beiigal, of wliich he was the Viceroy.

The Prince thinking- 
jif^iiconvc^ent to lofe any^^ne in an affair of fo much length, went on with 
other affairs ^jFimpoitanc^, undi his father Soltm Muazzeni being arrived, 
he effeiM*a'jsjjnaion with him; after which he made Kim a profound bow, 
prayed length of days and profperity to his reign, and prefented the pre¬ 
cious cffcAs and money he hod l.ad the good luck to bring together. No- 
fuceour could be more welcome: for the troops which had already become 
clamorous f^^; want of pay, wee /uffering fuch great hardihips, that they lud. 
become difpirited; and fuch a timely afliftance being taken-for a good omen, 
Soltan Muazzem, from that moment, conceived the fondeff hopes on the 
fuccefs of liis undertaking; he returned thanks to God, diflributed his trea- 
fure according to the neceflitics of Ins people, and changed their paft dif- 
ftreffes into prefent coriifoit. At this very time Aazem-fliah, who had only 
tan ied a few days in the Imperial camp, to take pofieflion of the numerous 
well-appointed army which he had found ready under his hand, was fetcing 
out for Ecber-abad, refolved to difpute the ciown with his elder brodier, 
whom he looked uponco be his main rival. The natural ardor of liis temper 
being inflamed by fuch thoughts, he marched widi fo much rapidity, that 
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he left behinjl tnaft of hjs troops, afid almoft die whole of his artilloty t After 
cootiiiuAl in^rhes, keatriMed at dw foot of the fortr f? of GB,alkr, wh ere 
lie eftabJiSied his litad quarteia. It was on a Monday, the eleventh of the 
grft Rehi, in the year tug, Seven days after he advanced- towards, his

Jp^js•'/^L;.■'turning the 
fortune of-die day, was taken-for a token ctf approbation from providence on 
bis .enteeprife. Ac once there arofe fuch a violent wind, as feemed to give

Aad under the fands of Arabia (20); it blew on the back df Sokan-Muazzem, 
and fell in the face of Aazem-fltaii’s'army. 1 his laft Prince liavji.g ^iven the 
command of his left wing to his eldefl fOn, Bidar-baqht, and that of his left, 
to his ftcOnd fon, Vala-dja, was marcliing to the enemy,, having his youngefl:

There was then in Aazcm-fliah’s army, an Afghan oincer, of great ftrength 
of body, and much proweis, called Munev^er-iui^% he was followed by 
five thoufond men of Ins nation; aifti ^;i.dss;"died to (ay that a day of battle was 
a wedding, day for the brave, he had dreffed himfelf in cloth of gold, and 
had given a fimilar turban to every one of htffmen, every one of whpm was 
ready to flred his blood widi that of the ennny. >This officer havi^ found a 
favourable moment, drew near Aazem-fhah, to get on 

horfeback, in order to rufh on tlie enemy, and (hew to all ,^je world how 
zealous he was for his raafter’s caufe, and how prodigal blood in fo- no¬ 
ble a fervice. The Prince anfwercd his requeft, by defiring>|rim toiromain 
■ upon the elephant he had been allotted from the imperial ftables (io); and 
the officer mortified at the refuffil, pufhed at die head of his n^Qops.as far ai 
the center, where commanded Azimufli-flian himfolf. He was oppofed by 
Huffein-aaly-khaiiand fome odier officers of character, who were fbns to the 
illuftrious Seyd-abdollah-fchan of Adjmir, better known under the appella¬ 
tion of M'ia-khan. But the enemy pufhed-on widi fo much violence, that 
moil; of thofe officers were flam together with then' men;, and Hullein- 
aaly-khan himfelf, having received feveral hideous wounds, fell fcnfelefs on die.

The enemy had loft fuU as many men; but Munevver-klian^ luv- 
ing exhorted the few that remained to him, piiftied as far as Azimufti-flian's 
elephantj and having then in his hands one of thofe fpeai's called Belan by the 
Indi;ws, he ran it with fo much violence againft the boards of the Prince’s 
haodah, that it came out at the board on tlie oppofite fide; and the Prince 
had infallibly been kiUed, had he not fliunned the blow, by inclining his bo¬ 
dy quite to the'left. That brav? man after performing fuch feats of prowels* 
fell at lail among the*'’few intrepid men ^tliat had reful'ed to furvivc their Iic- 
roical commander, | 

This bloody adiorJcoft th^^gSj.o|'.^ infinity of illuftrious perlons': The 
Prince Bidaiybaqht, tJ^io cojnmanded.the left wing, fell dead, as did Vala- 
' ■ his brother*, a young p^.^e who liad never feen an adlion, and then 
yliaiifc up:^o die dregs the 'fitter potion prefented him that day by the grim 
cup-bearer/^j^h. It became neceflary to announce thefe two lofles to 
Aazem-ai'aii|\|helr father; and this unfortimate Prince, who tenderly loved 
. his children, an^l ^particular affa^lion fortlie eldeft, fetched-a deep figh^ 
and feidj tbatf^'t^ory and lifitvere henceforzvard no ufe tohinu With thefe 
^ords he dftiered his driver to carry him into the middle of the enemy ’s ranks, 
, ^ JiVhere his h^dah was fo thick'^ftuck with arrows, that one would have 

iihagineci there had rained arrows that day': Pie was followed by a chofen 
body, pcrfonally attached to him, not one of whom would leave their mafter* 
The Prince carelefs of his own fafety, but anxious about the royal child Aaly- 
tebar, had covered him w'idi his bucler, after having made him Iquac in the 
haodah ; and he himfelf now remained uncovered: ftill he was pufhing-on, fill¬ 
ing his bow incelTantly; But vain were all thofe efforts: the day was already far 
liient; fortune had declared herfelf; and iiis beft officers were flain, fuch as 
Terbyet-khan , Aman-ollah-khan, and Metleb-klian, with the two brothers 
Muiievvcr-kban and Khan-aalem, together with the Gentoo Princes, Radja 
Ram-fing and Radja Dilpet, with an infinity of their troops : in one word. 
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Bis two-kvoptftil fons were no more : Aazera-fliah himfetf woanded by lleve-^- 
lalmwSjufit^Jpalls, badfalkn fenfeLefs ia his hSodah, when a-wtccclaed officer 
• ofthi? natiie cf Rofbeni-tlil-khafl having got upon that liero’s elephant, was 
HOE afiaamed to cotolF liis head. then-took the Roj'al child Aaly-t'ioat 
by the hand, and carried the oneand the other to SoUasi Muaz.xmi bis maftcc. 
This fight made a deep impreffion on the Emperor: the fight of hia 
brother's bloody head, w'as more diaa his fepfibility eould bear; he fetched 
many a deep fob, and wept bitterly. As to‘ cSe royal' orphan, lie 
preffed him to his bofom, did every thing to ; and in chefequel, 

Jhe conceived fo much affedbon foi^ ’iiiat he nc^ret* put any flifletenee 
between him and his own children. The latter too^ umbrage-at fo much 
tendevnefs, and once they reprefented, and t^oinphmed- Uut they were 
Clenced with this anfwer from the Ecnperora moiih’, “ If your inqv4tiHle tw 
“ about hisbeing mimical to my fortune and crowi^,- I infoim %u, tlKit you'

Fob tune having put an end to Aazem-fliah’s reign and pan^j his jT'’''»fl:ers' 
and generals joined Alled-khan the Vezir, and. Zolfiear-khan the geiieiaUlIi-| 
mo; and went in a body to pay Uicir homage to Soltan Mm^zem, now 
ftyled, Bahadyr-fliah, or the Valiant King. The Vezir and the generaiiffi-\ 
mo had got tlieirown handsbound with a handkerchief; and it was in that con¬ 
dition they prefented theinfclves, and made a profound bow": this fight afle<5leti 
the Emperor's fenfibiiity ; he was leen to move from his place, and with his- 
own hands, to fet the Vezir’s' hands at liberty : turning at the fame time to' 
his fon Muezzeddin, he bid him go, and loofcn the genefraliffimo’s hands. 
Not content with fo much condefcenfion, he made it a point to fpeak with

This mild pacific difpofition p^'ved only to encoviJ ^c^'Carn- 
baqhlh; and he fent anfwers that breathed noUii 'g but anger defiances 
Even thefe the Emperor would have over-looked j but. biimng 'Uifeif urged 
and reproached by his own fans, he refolved to oppofe Campaqhfli, With 
that view, he fet out at half an hour before mid-might, being in Monday, the 
feventeenth of Shaabi^n, in the year n-i-g, and marched towifd BidJapot?» 
by tile way of Fateh-poor ami Adjiiiir. The diircl of ZiUr*.d of the enfnirg 
year, being a Wednefday, the two armies fought in the envIrotfv^iA 
derabad, of which city Cambaql Jh had made hiinfelf mafter. After repeated , 
attacks, and much flaughter, Bahadyr-fliah s army drove the enemy out of the 
field of battle, and remained vidorious. This happened at midnight, and 
by this rime, moft of rhofe that were perfonally attacjied to Canfoaqhlh be¬ 
ing flain, die refi l>rook ihemrclves to flight, leaving a complete vidon^tothe 
enemy: The Prince hiatftlf, after exhiliitlng fevera! feats of royal prowefs, and 
leceiving foveral mortal wounds, had fallen lenfelels bn the ground, wltii hard¬ 
ly any other fign of life, than a faii'ii refpiratlon : It was in that condition thac 
the vidorlous found him : He was imtiit: Iktely railal, pheed upon an elephant

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tvith his cbidren, and fent to the Emperor. On notice of this, the Emperor 
,fent his eldeft fon, Mutizzeddin, with orders to ihew him every mark of ho¬ 
nor and refpeft; and on the wounded Prince’s being arrived, he direfted he 
flitHild be lodged in a retired tent, widiip the Imperial enclofure; and he went 
on foot to pay him a vifit. On difcpyering his body, he fetched a deep fob,

^vith pain his diyng eyesi anfwered, “ nor did lever wijh to fee in that 
condition) neither*^ and'expired. The Emperor exceedingly afFefted byfuch

/ ihis nephews.- He ordj^i'ed theiil m be.afdiicated in die fame manner, as he 
iiad done Aafy-tebar; ^d he made it a point alw'ays to lend a deaf ear to the 
.repeated remoflftrances and feivser reproaches of his own children. 

'’ i'liis'^^ittle iiaving rent^red Bahadyr-lhah malter ot all the Oecan, as well 
-as put ane^vt?, comp(.)riiion with refpeft to Hindollan ; and his authority 
tbelng hi^ly cftablifticd, he conceived that tliis was die time to introduce 
fome changes wt'iehoi.r.liad in his mind. One day he reprefented, in a mild 
tone of voice,/both to Affed-khm and to his fon, Zulficar-klian, tliegenera- 
^ffimo, ‘*^that Munaam-khan was an antient fervant of his, and a zealous friend, 
•i* extremely attached to his peribn. Whilft I was yet only the Imperial 
Prince, added lie, I promifed that I would make iiim my Vezir, when-

« to break my word would look like a proceeding unworthy of the Majefty. 

of an Emperor, I wUh you would advife mein fuch a delicate emergency;

A ss ED- KUAN on ofafcrving the Emperor’s inclination, ^tnfwered, That 

a fidelity to their word was always incumbent upon Emperors; but that ho 
hoped likewile that the honor of two faithful fervants cliat had’zealoufiy 
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^ icrved the impci'ial femily for fuch a number of years, would be g^iardedl 
** tiom an afiront.’* This anlWer having eafed the Emperor’s mind, he di¬ 
rected diat Afl*ed-khan ftiould be immediately appointed to the high office of 
Vekil-MStlac, or Agent General and ablblute of the Emperor's; and hr 6r- 
tlercd that be fhouid he Lnvefted with a rich Qhylaat or drefs of honor (23). 
Manaam-khan at the fame time, who had often aCted as Agent General 
to the Imperial Princes, and as Divan or,6uperintendent of iiis Revenue- 
Office, was invefled with dieC^rjdaatofVezir; and the Imperial Caflcet and 
Seal were put in his hands. The rank of thefc. tVo iiltilriom men was al&

fettled by the Emperor lunifelf, wi?^ direded that t-fter Affed-khan fliould

This regulation having fatisfied both thefe ’!; *ufhious pejfonages, they 
joined their efforts in diQiatching the affairs of ftate, and in t,fomoiing the 
welfare of the Empire, which condud after all was thei'" iinnicciiate duty, and 
ooight t® be the intent and fcope of employment and fervice. >

After alt 
thefe arrangements, die prince took liisrefidence in his father’s court, wherehc

adl up to that oath of his ; and thereforc, dignities, titles, and employments, 
were lav iflied away with fo iindiftinguifliing a profufion, that they lofl much 
of their value, and ceafed to be marks ofhonbr anddiflinftion, although no 
kfs a man tlian Munaam-khan had been appointed fo examine the feveral 
requelb, and to adjuft the refpeftive claims. I^vetthelefs, as men 
of low rank, whether Hindoos or Mufulmdn, obtai-ied every day grades 
of fix or fevjEn thoufand horfes ; and the titles ofIJ'ung, and Mulk (26), 
as well as tliole of Ra'i, and Radja, were given 10 all comers j “dignities came 
atlaft to lofe their weight, and titles to forfeit lilt 'yredk. 

IMean w hile , tiie atii y which pulhed forwai'ji> towards ETindoflan, had 
been overtaken by the rainyTeafon; and it was at fuch a tinii aS this, that 
the Minifter thought proper to beftow the Government of, GSdjrat on Ghazi^ 
eddin-khan, who enjoyed already that of Barar,' to which he had been ap¬ 
pointed by Aorengzib; hut fuch was die feeblenefs of the Minifhry,«and fuch 
the contempt into which their adminiftratidn, had fallen, that ibs new Govei-

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vrfh-fhan’s company. The Prince, wlio was in his heart averfe to fuch an in- 
jiovation, took the man witli him, out of rcfi>ed to his father’s pleafure; but 
proved entirely paflivc when the congregation, wliich was moflly compofed 
ofHanefics, having got information'of die fcheme, fell upon tliat innocent 
man, and hacked him .to pieces, before he had rime to utter die offenfive 
words. 

This commotion was followed byanotlier. : The men learned in the 
law, and feme principal inhabitants, ail men of the Sunni principles, 
having for. hwith alH nbled in the Cathedral, fent a meffage, by wliicW 
they invited the Emperor over to die right pai ty, and required every inha¬ 
bitant, Muflehaan or-Gentoo, good or bad, to be afiifting with their perfons 
and fortunes j but the Emperor, without minding the invitation, conti¬ 
nued during die remainder of his life, to promote the tenets of the Shijahs, 
and to pafs a great deal of his time in arguelrii*, with the Dodtors of the 
oppofite patty; although to no purpofe at ah: And, indeed, if the promul¬ 
gation of new principles depended irttirely on argument and reafon, why 
ftiould die Prince of Prophets and Chief of Meffcngcrs, (on whom, as well 
as. on his pofterity, lie fahitation and peace to die end of time!) havereceiv- 
ed orders to fight from die Lord of the Creation? He whe^ wii confefledly 
.the moft cloq uoit man of his time, wbedier in Arabia or in Iran ? 

Five years had already elapfed Cnee the Emperor^s acceCTion to the throne, 
and it was the third year Cnee hp was encamped on the Ravi, dole to the ci¬ 
ty of Lahor, when fome alteration was paceived in his mind ; It was about 
(he middle of Mnharrcm, in the year 1124 of the HeSjra. One day he took 
into his head to give orders for killing all die dogs in camp, as well as all 
thofc in the city of Lahor, As fuch an order, from fo fenflble a Prince, could 
not appear but very ftrange, people were wiiling to account for it by fuppo- 
jGng that fome witchcraft or enchantment had been praftilcd ujion his perfon, 
Such a lUtc of things was the more dilagreeable, as the Syks were becoming 
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eqmfly numerous and troablefome; Forbidden from coming into tfie city 
of Labor, not one of them was to befeen in the day-time; but as foon as, it was 
dark, they never failed to return to tbehoufes of tliofe that ufed to feed and 
cheriili them; and this manege lafted’^during the whole niglif; for at day¬ 
break they would throw ihemlelves in the Ravi (30), an 4 after having fwaia 
on the othe( fide, they lurked in the neighbouring fields. 

These manoeuvres of thyJ^yks, as well as the tumuli in the Cathedral, I 
have mentioned upon the faith of a letter which Amin-ed-doSk, Of Sambal, 
i hM written to I .is children^ and which I have found at length in the pap^ <rf 
his fecretary. The latter fays, diat the Emperor incenfed againft the Doc^ot^ 
that had excited the tumult wl|ieh had ccfl the reader's hfe, had ordered 
fome of themVo be thrown into a prifoii, and feme others, to be fent to the 
fortrefs of G8allar, Sometime after the Emperor having fel^a flight indifpo- 
tion, of which no one ruf^-s^ed any ill, he at once fell into a fwoon, in which 
he fuddenly departed' from this world, to liaften to a corner of themanfions 
of eternal mercy. It was the i9tliof Muharrem^ about two hours before 
night. 

The Prince Azim-ufti-fhan, who happened to'bc prefent, when the Empe¬ 
ror fell mtd a Ifwoon, finding himielf unable to (land fuch a fpoSlacle, had 
tjuitted thatfpot, and retired to his own camp, after liaving recommended to 
Amm-cd*ddSIa to tarry a few hoars more, in order to bring him a fuie intelli¬ 
gence about fo mournful an event: So dme as foon as die Emperor expi¬ 
red^ that nobfeman had repaised to the Prince, and had informed Him tfaa^ 
his father was no more, and'that all was o ver. The Prince wept Bittetly; buj)

body, a'ld would be taken-up with that ceremony as far as tire grave, and 
of courfe could afford a precious delay, in which ""they botli might 4 )ev 
feized and fccurcd. The Prince feemingly unmoved by fo important 


an advice, anfwered “ tliat the imperial honor would fuller from 
fuch a hafty indecent proceeding; and that for his* own part he 
tiufted folely to liis own right and to God Almighty’s aOiflance, .he more 
“ fo, as after all, Zolfcar-klran could do but lir^.” This anfwerflxuck his 
advifers and well-wifhers dumb j and they faiJ in a low voiceMay God 
turn this into lomc good !” In fail die Prince was guilty of an enormous over- 
fight, and tliat too, at the very tlirelhold of his throne. Neverthelefs, Naamet* 
ollah-khan of his own motion went away diredlly, and puting hinifolf at the- 
head of a numerous brigade of his own, he maj^bed ftrait "'TKy the iitiperiaV 





paling; where having found the generaliflimo alreatly gone to his camp, and' 
indie middle of his troops, he returned to the Prince, after having miffed 
his blow. 


It muft be Obferved that Azim-ufh-flian,!jad always borne a great fway 
in his father^s life-time, under whom he had aded as his lieutenant general,, 
whether in figning papers, or in difpatching bufmefs: and as the whole houfe- 
hold, to which he cominanded, as grand-mafter, was devoted to him, he had 
'(bund no difficulty in taking jiofleffion of his father's trcafurcs, and afccnd- 
ing the throne ; Aftep which had afforded fome.ifllir^nceand fome fatisfac-

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Azim-ufli-flian’s party, after which it might be time for the three brothers 
confult together about further meafures. This propofiil was not relifhed by 
Muezzeddin, who trufting but litrie to the Gerieraliflimo’s promifes or 
power, defired him firft of al) to go aJid' found his two brothers. Zolficar-khaa 
returned dircftly to his own camp-, wbei'c having aifcmbled what money and 
efiedls he thought neceffary, he fent tlie vvhok to Muezzeddin, repairing 
at the fame time to the quarters of tHc two'o%er Princes, whofe hearts he 
gained at the firft interview, after having made them agree to an equal divi- 
fions of the treaftires and elTc^ts of the late Emperor. 

All this while Azim-ulli-flian furrounded by Crown-officers, and' by the- 
courtiers and generals attached to his party; was fitting on the throne in full 
poffefllon of the Imperial honors, bdt refblved to fall on whoever ihould 
venture to attack him. He furrounded his ramp with a ditch, planted his 
cannon round, and fbr a few days waited the evtnt, in hopes dm the other 
pretenders, having no njioney, their troops would difperle of themfelves, or 
come over to his camp. But as fortune was- not on his fide, it happened 
that the veryrcvcrleof all that came tocake place; for Zolficar-khan, after hav¬ 
ing performed a forvice that feemed above all reward, invited the Princes to 
join together ;• and this being agreed-to unanlmoully, they repaired with him 
to Muezzeddir/s camp, where they formed'him a couitwoitliy of die Imperial 
fplejndor; this happened in the 1124 year of the hetljrah; the next day, they 
inarched to attack Azim-ulli fiian, and a loyaJ battle was fought; but ss 
deftiny wai agninft liimy in a -litdc time his troops were defeated^ and they 
fed on all fides; but what is Angular, is that Azira-ulh-flian’s body could not 
be found, notwithfhinding all the learch made for that purpole.—This event 
was related in- the following manner: 

The firftday there was a flight attack from-the enemy; but as if they had 
changed iheir minds, they contented themfelves for feven days together wiflh } 
firing flibwers of cannon-ball into Azini-iilh-ftiaa's camp, from wiiich they ,

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|| "were anfwcred in the {ame ftile. On the feventh day , Naamet-oUah khan 

and Aziz-khan, with Radja Moheum-fing die Calitii, and Radja Radj-fmg 
ihe Djatt, came in a body with Shah-nevaz-khan at their head; and lliey re- 
prt fcft'tcd to that Prince, that as his enemtes were not yet grown fo numeroEs as 
had been apprehended, it was poffible to attack them, and to difperfe their 
troops, by fallying upon diem at once, and coming to hand hlowe. For aU 
aiiiwer the Prince defired them Jo wait a Utde; and with this order they wer« 
obliged to comply. " The Prince hoped diat as die Djatt Churamon, and 
“^die Bandjaras (34),1iM lb hefet die roads, that no provifions could reach

^ the enemy’s camp, the Utter would foon be obliged to.difperfe for want 
of daily food.* Whiift he was Jo much inclined to dilatory meafures, ho 
took none to ^’ain the hearts of his troops: Extremely fparing ofthol^ 
treafures he had found ready under his Hand, he looked like one anxious

to carry them to the othew world with him. "W^ith luch a Icheme in his

head, no wonder diat whenever any bolder advice was propofed, he was 
fore to marr it, by anfwering thofc very words of his^— a Itiile more. 
On the eiglith day, Zolhcar-khan having fetched from the city of L-ahor, 
feveral large pieces of cannon, got them planted on a raifed advantageous 
ground, fro.:i which they weie incclTantly pouring Ihowers of Urge balls into 
. Azlm-ulh-lhan’s camp; and as in order to bring up the cannon, the enemy 
had fet open the road to Lahor, the troops of Azira-ulh-flian, already ex^ 
ceedingly dilgufted, availed ihenilclves of that opportunity, to put them- 
feves out of the reach of a heavy fire, by retiring from the rear of his 
camp. This foite of inadion having highly dilgufted the two Gentoo

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Radjas, they repaired to the Prince at the head of their troops^ and repre- 
(ented to him that as there were no means left to tarry in his camp, 
" and they would put up no more with the eternal taunts of the enemy, 
** they were refolred to fall upon them with tlieir own men, whether they 
** Ihould be fuppoited or not, being determined on taking their chance." 
To this j»tu mated rcmoriftrance the Prince made no other anftver than 
thisr, Tvait a ^f(k mere. The tvro brave G^ttxjs fhocked at fuch a recep* 
tioa, vented their mdl^atian in expreflions of reprGach> and wdth one and 
llje fame breath, they (Hlicd forth, and fell fword iii hand upon the enfemy. ’ 
As thcfe did not expcA Hich a fudden attack, they were furpri^.ed and gave 
wy; and the two Prftices, after performing w'onders, palfing through 
the enemy’s ranfca, penetrated as far as the battery in qUcftion, ofwhidi 
they took, pofteftiont: This was the time' to ftapport thofe brave men: but fo 
Jar Was the Prince from any fuch exertion, thu!^ he fent his Aid-de-camps 
abroad to reprimand and bring back fome commanders that had fallied 
forth of their Own. accord. This moment of fufpenfe, having been obferved by 
the Generali/nmo and Roftem-dibkhan, they made a brilk attack upon die 
Gentoo Princes, who received them with great bravery, and a fliarp engage- 
tiient took place; but the two Gentoos, empowered by number, having fall¬ 
en mortally wounded, their men loft courage, and fled towards L^hor, at the 
very time that a brave Afghan, called Suleiman-klian-peni,. was coming to 
their affiftance with a thoufand horfos of his nation. He came juft time 
Cnoi^ to lofe his own life by amufquet ball, and his body was fent to the ci¬ 
ty by the victors. 

Of about fixty or lie venty thoufand hoifcsthat had been in Azim-ufli-flian’s 
army, tlierc remained now about liis elephant, no more rfian about ten or twelve 
thoufand; and thcfe, as ibon-as the Prince was returned to his quarters in the 
evening, retired to Labor by ftioals — lb that the next morning he found liira- 


fdf With no more than two or three thoufand men; and widi tins handful, he 
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wanted to march up tc the enemy; but as they had brought him his acciiflom,- 
cd elephant, and he was going to mount, the animal refuieti to kneel, what¬ 
ever h^ driver could do to oblige him; and the Prince was obliged to fend for 


, another. By this time, even the few that remained with Him had dilappeared, 
■^^d on putting his elephant in motion, he found about his perfon, only J^a- 
amet-ollah-khan with ten ti;0opers, Amin-ed-doSla-khan with twenty, andRadia 
Djebi-fing, with a little mord than a tlioufand; all his people, of ail forts, not 
amounting to two thoufand men; Hill he was advancing to the field of battle; 
^ but hardly was the aAjon commenced, when there aroie fuch a violent wind 


, as put in motion afi the lands of the Ravi; and it railed fijch clouds of dult,

as left no other party than that of fli'utiing. one’s eyes, and turning the head 
away from the violence of .the hurricane; nor was it polGblc to open but to fee 
the flafli, or to unftop an ea^, but to hear the .report, of the enemy's cannon. 
Some troops of cavalry ha|ihg come upon their rear at this moment, let fly a 
foower of arrows; but as there was no feeing Azim-ulli-lhan’s perfon, they pufli- 
ed forwards to plunder bis treafures: A.moment after, a cannon hall ftrikng the 
Micdember, or throne, on i^hich he was fitting, fet on fire tire pillows, and 
occafioned much finoke. The Prince, to fave his lifei, threw all the fiurniture. 
.down ; and i\min-,ed-dd 81 a having afked whether he was not hurt, was an- 
fwered, Notat all~^oda —ga oa.” At tliefc words, the GeneraT having 
fetched feveral deep fobs, and dropped fome tears, was reprimanded by the 
Prince, who, with a magnanimity remarked by all, reproached him for his 
want of firmnefs, “ Firmnefs!” anfwered die General, what puipofe can it 
anfwer to us,now? ’The veflel of our hopes is going to be dalhcd againft 
rocks; and nothing remains to me but to ftrike my head againft a ftone, ora 
** ftone agiiinft my head. In vain have all your faithful fervants been entreating 
" you to let them lally forth, and march to a general attack: In vain did they 
** repeat their inftances for fo folutary a meafure: Y our anfwer was always 
.** ihefe words, of bad omen, “ a lit lie morei" but after all, how could»

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** your Majefty do oriienvifc, Hncc it v/as in the A!nri!gh*^’’s decree, that we 
iliould be undone Still there remains one party ; k is yet time to-take it ; 
but a moment hence, it wiil be too late: Leave your elephant, mount a- 
“ hoife, and fly mdi us towards Bengal: There you liave your family, youi 
have )&iends and fucourers; and at any rate,-DaSd khan-peni,. who com- 
** mauds duoughout all the Decan, is your fetuaiit. Let us retire to Bengal, 
wlflch is a place of fafety; and diere, after hating dried your feadters, and 
uimm^ your wings, you may take your ])arty, and come again, and ad asr 
" occaflon (hall dired.’' **Allthatisveryfine the Prince;” but what hai^ 

“ Dora-Shecoh done alter liis defeat? And did all that avail to Shudjah(35)? 
** If I am yet ddUned to reign, the fcriptual fentence, A/</«y a time did a finaW 
nmker prevail over a multitude, (hall be verifyed in my peifon; nor is vle- 
** tory and fuceefs fo far diffant from us yet.” To all this Amm^ed-d 681 a re- 
joined, that he had no more than Uventy troopers yith him, and that every 
one elfe was gone away- « Very well,” faid the Prince coolly, « let me have 
** one half <fi thefe twenty, that I may with them rufli on that MuLZ'^eddin ; and' 
" with the other ten, do you rufh on that wretched of Qhodjiflah-aqbrarf ^ 6) 
The general was near lofing his wits on hearing tfiele words; and the Prince was 
yet fpeaking, when Qhoadja-fiaflen (fince QHandoSran) was heard to cry 
from behind: “ General, I am going to Bengal: Believe me, let us go 
” together." Never,” anfwered the General ; ** And fo long as there is 
“ breath in Antn-ufib-Jhan, I mill not part with bint.*’ He had hardly faid 
diis, when a large cannon ball having ftrijck the Elephant full on the root of 
the Probofeis, made him nia mad: The animal turned about and made tO' 
the water Cde, with the fury of a whirlwind, and the rapidity of lightening: 
His condudor loft his feat, and fell on the g'ound. Djelil-khan-lo3dy, who

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X /at behind (37), laid hold of die ropes, came to the ground, and fled for hii 
life. Several people attempted to intercept die elephant, and Amin-ed-do8- 
la waft of the number; but there was no overtaking him. In a moment, he 
faw the animal jump down a cliffy part of the bank, and plunge into an eddie: 
-.he plunged and difappeared. Coming clofe, he perceived an cxtraordina- 
\ry motion in tlie waters, with a great deal of mud flying-up; he heard the 
roaring of the waves, but faw no elephant; and he cojicluded that both the 
animal and Prince had funk, never to corae-up again. Immediately he took 


to flight, but w'as loon overtaken and feized; and he was fent clofe prifonct 
to the Citadel of Shah-djehan-abad, where he remained untill he wasfet at li¬ 


berty by an exprels order which Seroh-yur, after hiS viftory ovCr Mueziied- 
din, addrefled to the Governor Yar-khan for that purpofe; and iii theTequcl 
he rofe to the higheft digiiiJties of the flate. 

This important viftor^, which had coft fo little that it feemed a gratuitous 

S 

prefent from heaven, raifed the ideas of Muezzeddin, a Prince who wanted 
neither courage nor merit; and he conceived now the defign of fetcing afidd 
the partition treaty, and of aflliming to himfelf the crown of alt Hindoftafti 
With that view, he difplayed the flandard of contention and fuperiority, and 
in fuch a manner, that the union of the three brothers, ended in difunioia 
and bloodflied. It is certaio that thefe diflentions arofe about the diTtfrOrt 
of die Imperial treafures; This eonfifted in eighty cart-loads of the Efliref- 
fries (38)1 and in a hundred more latlen with ruiiees. C^odjillah-acjhtar want¬ 
ed to divide all this money in three equal parts; but Zolficar-khan made ufh 
of fo much chicanery, and he brought fo many pretences forwards, that 
three fifths of diat iramenfe fum became Mnezzeddin’s fliam, arid the- two

ing could not but exafperate them; and QhodjUhih’aqhtarj rcfolved to afr 
fume the crown, and took the title of Djehan-lhah (39) : fo that the twp par¬ 
ties were ripe for coming to blows. I his Prince, having been joined at the 
fame time by feveral commanders of great diftindlion, fuch as Mahmed-, 
khan, and Il^ftem-dil-khan, men who breaihed nothing but llaiightcr and 
blood, the two armies looked at each other widv a jealous eye; and although 
they did not come to a batde, they palled whole days and even whole nights, 
under arms: For as foon as the King of AJlres ha^l retired behind the wes¬ 
tern trafts of the world, the two armies would light an infinity of tapers and 
other fii-es, and feemed to- wait but for an opportunity of coming to blows : 
Djeltan-ftiah, who had a very cofidcrable party, foon found iiimfelf at die 
head of a great army and a numerous artillery; njor was Mutzzeddin behind 
him in diofe two rci'pefts; and he now took the title of Djehandar-fhah, or, 
Poffcffor of the "Whole, or of the World. The two armies partook of the enmi- - 
ty of the ftvo brothers t and for three days togethet, nothing was thought of but 
Ihirmilhing by day, and watching under arms by night. On the fourth day the 
fortune of Djehan-fliali’s having declined from it's meridian, he faid tdhis ge-^ 
nerals that he wanted to examine his encampment from v/ithout, and due 
mean while they Ihould be careful to keep their troops mounted and ready, as 
he intended a review. At the lame time he recommended to his (pies to be 
upon the watch, and to give him immediate notice, the moment they fhould 
perceive that the enemy’s cavalry had alighted, and were preparing to drefir 
grain for their borfes (40). That moment being cojne, Djchan-lhahi 
who had his troops'mounted and ready, ruflied towards the enemy ’s camp,

where after a flight combat, the confufion became general. The ene- 
, my’s troops confounded by Ibch an unexpeded attack, made but a faint refif- 
tancc, ’aft ground, and at lafl: difperfed. The flight and difmay became at 
oncefo univerfal, that a famous courtizan, called Laheoar (41), who was 
thh favorite miflrcfs of Djehandar-fliah's and followed him every where, 
mtijmted upon a veiletl elephant, was obliged to fly with the croud, and 
that too on foot without 4 veik She fell in the hands of Roftein-dil-khan; and 
fhat officer was aft nail yebufy in loofening the firing of pearl that hung at the 
cordon of her drawers, when fbe was refeued fi-om his hands (42). In a con- 
fuCon fo fudden, Djehandar-fhah hiaifelf having mifled his accuftomed ele-

phant, got upoij, tire firil that came to hand and had no canopy, wrapped 
himfelf up with a large fheet, and bid the driver carry him accroft the ene¬ 
my’s troops, and under colou/of his carrying a woman (43), to find his way 
to Zolficar-khan. The did as he was bid ; and no’ oppofltoin being 
made to a woman's voiture, Djehandar-Ihah got fafe-to his general, juft as

« had no occafion for any father warning,This aafwer having convinced 
the mefienger of his mailer’s millake, he made Iiafie to return, and to give 
notice of what liad happened- This, intelligence afforded at, once an im- 
menfedeal of informaiion to Refi-al-cadr ; like a.man.waking fmm a . dream, 
he ordered the Nagaia or great kettle drum to-be beat, and lideaing only to 
his own defpair, he mounted and went forw^d, h!s troops and friends fol¬ 
lowing as fall as iliey could. Thtfe motions having put Zolficar-klian upon 
his guard, he ranged his army in battle array, and fenr a trully eunuch with 
orders to drag Djchandar-fliah -orjt of the wemen's appartment, and to get 
him mounted by any means whatever upon an imperial elephant. But 
Ejeliandar-ftiah was now in the heigth of intoxicatbn, bare headed, with

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his clothes in the iitmpft diforder (47), and with hardly any knowledge 
of what was about him: and it is in that condition he, was put upon his 
elephant and brought to the field of battle, where die Generaliffiiuo was 
already marching ‘to Refi-al-cadr. This Prince advanced on a full gaflof*. 
and charged the troops of his rival -wuh an heroical valor -rhat deferved a 
better fate. He penetrated through the thickeft of the enemy,.and fell ‘Coyerf-’^V 
with wounds, after having Ihown throughout this bloody a6lioii a great deal of 
prefence of mind : The few troops he had about his perfon being moflly -flain, 
or w’ounded, and biqifelf being left nearly ^ alone/ he took lip his iabre 
and buckler, jumped down from his elephant, and after having performed 
prodigies of valor, he drank undauntedly die bitter draught prefented him 
by death. 

This vidory .having put Djehandar-fhaVf in an uudifputed pofleflibn 
of the Empire, he fent notice of his accefllon throughoiu all die provinces. 
Moving at the fame time from Labor, he marched to Shah-djehan-abad, 
where he made his entry widi all the pomp of aif hereditary monarch, and 
all the pride of a viftor. It was on a Monday, the fourteenth of the fitfl; 
Djemady, of the year 1124,' about three hours before lun-fet. Gn his 
palfage through Badely, he was received by Malimecl-yar-khan, Governor 
of the province, who went fo far on purpofe to pay his homage to the Em¬ 
peror, as he was paffing on his elephant. Pour days after, at about noon¬ 
day, tlie fun being then in the meridian, the Emperor made his entry in 
the citadel, and took iioffeflion of the imperial palace (48).

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Akd now the new Sovereign being feated on his throne, confirmed 
Affed-khan in the high dignity of VekU-mootke, or his Lieutenanc General 
all over the Empire, and Zolficar-khan, his fon, in that of Vezir. Bvji 
here hs commenced embniing his hands in blood. Soltan-Kerimeddin, 
eldcfl Ion of Azira-ulh-lhan, vvasfeizcd at Labor thimigh the management of 

Hedaiet-kelh-khao, and brought to the Emperor’'s prefcnce, where he was- 

« 

inllandy put to death. fJor-were the other princes, of the blood, all 
fons of Azem-ftiah or of prince Cambuqhlh, treated much more fevorably.- 
Thoft unfortunate yputbs, who lived quietly, without fufpeiting any tiling' 
of their impending fate, were all feized at oiiCe and rigoroufly confined. 
Hiftory melted by the misfortunes of fo much innocence, has conferved 
their names; It was Aly-tebar, fon to Aazem-fliah, and Muhi-et*tefla, 
and Firozmend, the two fons of Cambuqhlh. There was a third foir, 
whole name is not certainly knownv 

Ale thefe precautions being over, the Emperor thought only of railing

his relations to di gnities and honors, and of rewarding his friends to theutmoft 
of his power. His niilk-brother Cocai-talh-khan was promoted to the higheft 
offices, and his name was changed into that of Qhan-djehan-bahadyr (46).

' His beloved miftrefs Lal-coar, .was decorated witfi the title of Im- 
tiazneahal-begum, or the Exalted Princefs of the Sanchiary or Sera¬ 
glio, and diftinguilhed with the privilege of riding clofe to her maA 
fter on an elephant covered by an’ umbreha-; an honor afledied to the 
Imperial Perfon only. He was equally lavifli to his milk-brother, whom 
he raifed to the office of Emir-ul-omrah, or Prince of Princes, which 
was now the third dignity in the Empire: ijc even became fo very fond of

Her brothd", QhofhaH-qhan, ifras made a Hcfii-hezaryii 
or a Commander of SeVai Thouland Horier.; and her ttftcle Naatnet-Vhan, 
received the Ccinirnand of five tbonJand. Not content with that, he intend- 
etl to difpofleisan iiluftrioms Nobleman of the Vieeroyahy of Ecber-abad, • in 
Older to lieftow it on QlTolhalEkhan; but here that man's fudden rife, 
well as the Emperor's paidality, met with art uncKpefted check; The Vezir 
on caltiiig his eyes on the patent he produced, refufed to pafs it ihe ftals, un- 
lefs healfo brought the fees of office, which, inderifionbf the new Governor's 
f<>i-iueF calling, he fixed at five thoiiland guitafres, nnd feven thoufand tim¬ 
brels. C^olhall-klian, ftiing to the quick by fuch a niercilcf? farcafin, im¬ 
parted his refenunent to lus fifter, who had a thorough command over die Em¬ 
peror’s mind. The Emperor, who owed tlie highefi: obligations to the Gene- 
raliffinio, now his Vezir, commanded his attendance, and in a mild tone of 
voice, recommended Qmfliall-fchan'a affair to him, adding, tl^t die fhangc 
kind of fees heliatl aiked, was daubtlcfs- by way of jolling. ^ No joke at all, 
anfwered the Minlfter, in a lerious tone, ** No pleafantry si the matter —

Pleafe your M^efty, I was in carndl: for, as the nobility, your fpg/ants, 
“ are, from father to fon, in poffeffion of ferving the crown in Viceroyaldes, 
the “ Governments, and fuch other employments -; and the cuftolh of j'our Im-

perkl anceftors has been only to amufe thcmfclves with dancers and fin- 
** gers, wliofe merits it was cuftoniaiy to reward only by penfions and boun- 
‘‘ ties; fo foon as thele laft fliail afpire to dignities and Governments, and 
** fiiali connive to take pofieflion of them, there fhall remain then no oihec 
" party foryour nobility but tliat of betaking themfelves to the profcflion juft 
forfaken by the dancers and fingers: For, after all, they muft have, as 
** well as tbefe, fome caiUng, by which they may iopport life. When, diere- 
" fore, I havcalkcd ftomdiis gentleman lb many thouiaad guictares, with as

nnivy timbrels, it was with a veiw to diflxlhutrthem to yoiir difpofletled Go* 
vernors and Generals, who certainly have a right to carritlieir bread aswe^ 
** as any others.” This anfwei ftruck the Emperor dumb: He hung hia 
bead; but faid not a word: The new Viceroy loll his promotion. 
Nevertheless. matters were going on much in the fame manner, aod^ 
perhaps, would have been much farther, bad not an accident happened,; 

■ -wdiich gave die Emperor fome infight into die general difeontent. 

L-4 l-coar, svhen yet a common dancer, had beenfo intimately connesHett 
with Zohra, a woman whp fold greens about the ftreets> that flie had madeher* 
her Dogana (47), as is the Ipdian word, tliat is, her fworn-fifter. Tins wo¬ 
man could not fail of partaking of her friend’s elevation fo near the throne; and 
file had become die channel of fevours and graces, an office, by which fhe wa» 
able to appear in theflreetswith a retinue equal tothat of the greateft Lord: (48), 
uhe rode upon a female elephryit(4p), magnificently caparifoned; and when¬ 
ever file went to fee her old f iend, Lal-coar, llie rode throughout the citidel, 
<juite.up.to the aoparttnent the Ladies; a privilege enjoyed only by PrincefTes-. 

Confoits, or PrincefTes of the blood. Her people, in imitation of ihclr Miflrefy, 
wem become exceedingly infolent and overbearing, fo that whenever (he went 
to tlic paUce, they ufed 10 commit infolences upon old women, and fuch other 
people, as they met in’the ftr.eets: a coaduil that could not buc 
give general offi-oce, and excite in pardcukr the indignation of the nobility, 
and of the grapdecs-of die ftate. Thctc was dicn m the capital, a lord of 
importance, an ancient general, fonto a great nobleman known in the

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■world, under tlie titles of Ghazi-eddinjkhan-firoz-djung-tevary : his name 
was Cliin-kylydj'khan (50); and as he had been generalxffimo under 
Aorengzib, had promoted an infinity of officers, and had enjoyed the high* 
eft confidence of that difcernlng monarch, he made hardly any account of 
Zolficar-khan himfelf, whom he had never vifited. This general after his 
mafter’s deceafe, had abftained from coming to court,' finding that the times 
did not agree with him ; he lived retired, was feldom feen abroad, and then 
it was to pay a vifit to fome man renowned for his piety or Ms learning. 
Unluckily one day as he was palfing-by, his very jiumecous retinue was met 
by drat woman's cortege, which was full as mtn'erous, but much more over¬ 
bearing; the general out of regard to tfij? coiriplexion of die times, made a 
fign to his people to ftep afide, and leave the ftreet free, fo that flie might 
not be flopped. But her people flufhed W'ith having got the upper hand, let 
■fly a number of farcaftns at the general’s people, whom their mafter was 
at the pains of keeping under controul; and all Teemed to go well, when Zohra 
coming-up with her ejephant, alked whole retinue it was, and what was their 
mafter's name ? and being anfwcred, (he put her head out of the curtain, 
and called oilt: 7 bou Chin-fyfydJ-khint, fuvelj thou mijl be the Jon of 

** fome blind father'* Thefe words unhinged the general’s temper: (hocked 
at the deliberatencfs of her delivery,* as well as the indignity oflier exprel- 
fipn, he made a fign to his people, Vhich they interpreted in an order to 
chaftife that immodeft woman’s people. Hardly was the fign made, when 
thofe old foidiersfell upon her people, and after having handled them fevere- 
ly, they fell upon Zohm herfelf, pulled her from her elephant, dragged her - 
on the ground , and gave her a full meafure of cuffs, flaps, and kicks : This 
teating waso^-trinan ito: B,« ,,,, enough lomake the ge¬ 

neral rccollea m how much danger he had mvolved himfcif, and how erkial 
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were the times in which he lived: Struck with this thought, he turned to the right, 
and for the firft time went to pay a vifit to Zolficar-than. The Veziir txpreffod 
his furprife, and’wifhed to know what were Ins commands, and to^diat he owed 
the^Jbi.o^^O’’ of fo unexpefted a vifit: the general made liim a faithful namtive 
of what had happened: the Vezjr'-not only condoled with him on fuch an 
accident, but applauded his behaviour, and difuiifled him latisfied. As 
foon he was gone, the miiiii|^r, took pen, and wrote this ihoit note to the 
Emperor: “ Ihe bomr pf ang me df ibt mbihiy, ymr faithfulfervants, belongs 
to them ally andyQiiTj£v: 4 <^fiave joins ipte-witb Chm-kylyij-khan'* It was 
high time that fodi a note fliHld arrive: for by this time Zohra was got 
■ within the preciii*as of die iinilmary,, but without advancing farther than the 
gate, where llie^ was laying alhes upon her head, and rolling herfelf in the 
dull; and Lal-.coar, who thought lierfelf involved in this affair, was 
working the Emperor’s mind towards fome ad: of foverity; and God knows 
what was going to come out of his mouih, when the note was put in his hand, 
and to all appearance interciipted Come flagitious order. 

This affair happened at tlie very time when Lal-coar’s worthy brother, 
unable to contain himfelf in bis fuddeti elevation, was boiling-over, and 
committing excejJes of all forts. This upHart liaving chanced to get a peep 
ai a beautiful woman, married to a gentleman, who lived in the Vezir's 
neighbourhood, fell defperately in love with the clianns he had feen; and as 
intreaties and prefents proved of no avail, he attempted to fatisfy himfelf by 
main force. The hufband foreamcd, and ran to Zolficar-khan's : This 
miniftcr, who was naturally a great lover «f jufUcc and a man of vigor, 
was fliocked at fo atrocious an aiTion': In the agitation of mind in which 
fuch a recital threw him, he was feen to move from his .feat, and he imme¬ 
diately fcnt people with orders to bring die guilty Qholhal-khan, dead or alive; 
the order being executed with as much feverity as it had been given, the man 
was dragged to the Vezh’s apartment, who fo fopn as he few him, ordered him

to be put to tbe cudgel j and this was. done with fo miicli,vigor, that the man_ 
was left for dead; and as he heard at die fame time that every one cqmplaita- 
ed. of that up^art’s violences, he fent him prifoner to ^ die caftlc of Selimgur 
( 5*)» ordered his whole property to be confifeated to the profit of tliq 
Exchequer. 

Th is firmnefs pf the Vezir'sjand die cxcrtioiisit produced now and then, 
could not fail to difpleale die Emperor, in {b\fnO£h that the union and cor-^ 
dklky between him and his minifter, had already been endangered more 
tlian oncei but as he remembered that he owech-iis very life and crown to 
diat ininifler’s abilities; and lie was. over-a\:/d by his undaunted firranels, 
he thought it expedient to bear with him; .the more fo as the Eaftern.Province* 
of the Empire -nore now engroHing his attention. 

Bexgai-, the mod Eadem province of the Empire, and the only one 
which is entirely under the management of die Qhaliflah or Excheqner-of* 
fice, pnxluces the greated revenue to the Emperor; and on that account, 
the Divanfhip or Superintendence of the Revenue of that province, is repu¬ 
ted the moft important of the Empire. This office was aftc-ally enjoyed by 
Djaafer-khan, who !iad bepn appointed in the reign of Aorengzib; But It

was under the adtmutftrauon of the elder Prince of the blood called Azimi lli- 
fljaa^ who \vas Governor of die province, commander in chief of the forces, and 
fully invited with the povver of .making war oi'peace with, any reftadory 
Prince of thofe Eadern extremities of die Empire.’ The Prince enjoyed be* 
fifles, an abfolute com (land over the liitutroplie or neighbouring provinces of 
QreTi, Bahar and Ilah*abad, as we. have already laid. Todighten the burthen 
oflh cuiTi^.: erlbrn an admintflration, and alio to reward two nobleman-brothers 
due had rendered him (ervices of importance, he beftbwed the government 
of Bihar or Azlmabad on Hofiein-ali-khan, and that of Ilah-abad on hi*

the Ganga, where Soltan-Shd^iah, brother to Aorengzib had built i noble 
palace. He left likewife undir the care of fbme pcrlbns of iiiftindtion perfon- 
naliy Attached to him, his tr'-tfures and fome of his effeds, which he did not

iKink proper to fend for, no mffe than the young Prince his fon, even du¬ 
ring the whole feign of liis faih'^ Bahadyr-lhah, under which he bore fa 
great a fway. Matters peniabied m that ftate, until fortune having put an 
end to Azim-ulh-(han’s influence and life, in the manner we have mentioned; 
and that ill-fated prince having by fo ftrange an accident haftened into eter¬ 
nity, Muezzeddin, now Dj^handar-lbah, afeended the throne; and one of 
his firft cares was to difpatch an order to Qaafcr-khan, Viceroy of Bengal, 
for lending tire prince Feroh fjur, prifoner to court: ’Vliisorder embarralfed 
the Khan, who thought himfelf under very great obligations to the Prince’s 
father; he fent him a trufty perfon, who advITed him to provide fOT

his fafety by flying die country in time: or perhaps the Prince himfelf hav- 
ing got fome advice of the orders received by the Klmn, thought it imlafe

for him to remain longer in the country^ Be it at ir may; this much is cer¬ 
tain, tint the prince, who reckoned on the gratitude of Hultein-aaly-khan, a 
nobleman of illuftrious race, who joined to mucli military merit a clnradef 
renowned for goodnefs of heart and muniiiccnce, let out of Radjemalial with 
his family, feraglio, andelfedis and ariivetl at Azimahad, in great dgeilion 
of mind, and very uncertain of his late.. Inllead of entering the city, he 
took up his abode in a Caravan-fom, near a fpot clofe to die water fide, 
called Djaafer-khaaVgarden, and which touches die eaflern extreniiiics of

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the walls: firom thence he lent an humble melBge to TTulE.‘lfi"aa 5 y-kIiar!;>, 




the Governor, in which he exprt'ffed himfelf like a man in the nimoft dil- 
trefs, friendlcfs and hopclefs.. The Governor, who did not think himfelf llrong, 
eoougli to cfpoufc Feroh-lyur’s c^ufe, in. oppofition to. the whole empire, 
which, as well as Zolficar-khan^ theVezk^had fubtnirtpd to Djehander-lhab,. ' 
declined, at the very firft, to haveany concei*wuh him :,He even anfwereJ,. 
“ that the orders he had received from Court,.e^^ned him a very different con- 
duiS; That out pf refpe<ff: for the memory of thi^ Erincc’s father, he could not- 
** bear die thought of feizing his perfonj, as he /bramanded to da; but that 

‘‘ by all means, it was advifeable for him to t^fS're out of the province, th:^:!!.^ 
^ightlhould afford him (the Governor.) fo!|^ cxcpfe with vihich he might 

cover himfelf againft the injures of ajcalous Court, and Ae fufpicions of. 

“ an Emperor litde'accuftomed to feruipes. 

All this is related in a different manner in a memoir that appeared alter 
Feroh-fyur had mounie 4 the throne, and of which welhall make ufe in the fc- 
quel. Aet:ordjng 'thento ihis.author, Ahined-’ieg, alias Ghazi-eddin-khan 
tlte. Colfa, or Goat’s Beard, a man who cut a great figure in tkit province,, 
having taken a great part in this whole affair, had prevailed upon the Gover-- 
nor, to pay, at leaft, one vifit to the fugitive Prince. The Prince received- 
Ivim in fo fmgular a manner, as had never been pradifed by any Prince to a- 
fubjed, or by any Lord to a. fervant: He was all humility and fubmiffion 
he flood up for him, and made him fit in hi^ prefence. After fuch a prcani- 
ble, he reprefented how friendlefs, hopelefs, and cliffa'eflM, was his cofidition,. 
and how fearful he was left he (hould meet at Court with a fate fimllar to that of 
his brother, Sultan Kerimm-ed-din: He added, that unlefs he found fomc 
protedion and alfiftancc, he had nothing.to hope for liis lafety, or for Iris 
life. He had hardly done fpeaking, when tjie Ladies of his family, whom, 
he had ftationed.on purpofe behind a veil or curtain, tell a weeping,and fob- 
ing; and the Prince’s youngeft daughter, Maleka-zemani (tz), came out of the-

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veiled room, and fearing herfelf on the Governor'i lap, flie repeated toadmi* 
ration the pan fiie had been taught. In a foothiiig tone of voice, and a mov-l 
ing- call of features, fhe entreated him to take pity on a forlorn family, and 
to grant his afliftance and fafegtiard tOrher fatlic^. At die fame time flic pay, 
ed him fome compliments, anji-^dded thefe very words, that liave been con* 
ferved by the author of the memoir: « It is true you are of the nee of God*i 
" Meflenger(53); and you ^Kcend in adit eft line from his Saint: Moreover, 
** you enjoy all the advantages whidi power and a high charafter can conferj 

but yet it cannot be denied, that it is tO Azim-ufli-fliana favour and coun* 
“ tenance that you ftand inde bted for your prefent well-being. If, then, you 
« make ufe oi all thefe powers come to my father’s affiftance, and to render 
** liim all thofe femces which may be expeded from your illultrious birth, 
“ and your Iiigh charader for valour and prowefs, you (hall have deferved aU 
“ that my grandfather has done for you; elfe, if you chute to adotherwife, 

“ then, whatever is to be cur deftiuyfliall certainly come to pafs; butdoyoq 

talce care of what die world fliall fay of you.*’ The Princefs had hardly done 
fpeaking, when both the women that had come out, and thofe that had ftill 
remained behind the curtain, joined their entreaties to her’s; and from fobs 
and t^r®> they proceeded to fereams and lamentations: At tliis very moment, 
Ferock fyur, who, on the Governor’s making his bow, had got him dreff- 
ed in one of !iis own fuits of deaths (54) > had made liini fit down, now 
rofe from his feat, and advanced to fallen his own fabre on the Governor’s 
fide. The latter overcome by frich ari unexpected feene, forgot his former 
repugnance and apprehenfions, and defeending now to the humble tone of a

" diat 1 have put on this fibre, I have laV^ farewcl to my head and life; 

having devoted the one and die other, as wvH as my fortune, to your 
« fervice. Command me ihen, diac I may ^if as I am bid. Now is the 
** time to raife troops, and to prepare every tUngdor pi^liing on the war: 
** Afcend the throne at once; and, without aljf ./mg *th'e enemy time to look 
" about him himfelf, let us follow as dcitiny '^iall lead; 

** Let u» fee wbiit die mover iafth« ei^cnti of tbk>oriJ^ 

Shall.iKVc intended to bring forth for 

Ferock-svur’s concerted management having had a full effeft, Hof- 
fem^ali-khan publiOied, that every' one fhouldipay his homage to rKe Prince, 
and make a tender of his perfon and fortune. Such a proclamation having 
produced a great concourfe of people ofall forts,.'afforded to afbologers, for¬ 
tune-tellers, and to men of learning, a full opportunity to approach the Prince; 
Bnd as the latter,, exceedingly credulous and ignorant himfelf, was perpetually 
confulring their fcience about what might be the fate of his expedition, he put 
it in tlieir power to feed him with favorable predictions, and with' 
fuitable to the occafion ; in which ibinc were in earneft, and fome meant no 
more than to provide for themrelves, as in fail fcveral of them proved to 
have done, as foon as Ferock-fyur had ai’ceiided the iln-one, and had it 
in his power to bellow penlions and emoluments upon them. 

Whilst the Prince was liftening to predicliovis, HofTein-aaly-khan 
was taking every mealure that could promote his undertaking; and with that 
view he wrote to Abdollali-khan his Elder Brother, viceroy of llahabad, 
both to give him notice of what had happened, and to intreat his concurrence, 
Abdollali-klian amazed at the intelligence, anfweredhis brother in a drain 
that refleded fcvcrely on the precipitancy of liis condad, ** as wefi as on. 
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the extreme danger it was pregnant-with. He adverted at the iame time 
to the impropriety of a ftep, which bcfidcs all Uic perils of its high nature, 
** involved in its confequences their conforts, children, families and lera- 
glioes, which being actually at Piah-djehan-abad, could not fail to ex- 
** perlence all the relenfrnenrriif a Prince, little lofccptible df fcruple, and 
“ Xvho law his 'throne atter/pted.” To this reprimand^ Hoflein-aaly-fchan 
anfwered, “ that for his otvfi, part, he had taken his parry, happen what it 
would, and could riot, retrograde; that he would never fbrhi any ob- 
“ jedions to his remaining, ^ his elder brother, with the elder party, ihafi 
J “ is, that of Muc:z2.edin/' Ifn the, fequcl AbdoUah-khan himfelf carried 
away by his brother*s intreatie^ and examples, altered his refolution, and 
wrote to hlg yoSnger brother, ** that fince what had happened could not be 
recalled, it became them both to make the befl: of it. Now that you arc 
“ cmlwked in the undertaking, added he, make hafte to join me, as my 
“ proximity to the capital, ^renders me the more liable to become an object of 
** rcfentment to the ImperiaLarmy: Let us then join together, and have but 
** onecaufe.” 

This & what I find in the memoir in queftion: But diere is anodier 
acoiillnt, and this is as follows: 

(55) The Emperor Bahadyr*fiiah having appointed YzeddbSIali, a 
nobleman of high rank to the Government of' Bengal, commanded Feroh- 
fyur's attendance at court, who being apprehenfive of a date fiinilar to chat 
which, his two brothers Soltan-kcrim'cddin and Prince HomaiSn, had 
expe ienced, did not chnfe to truft himfelf near the Emperor, and had protrafted 
the time by contriving a variety of delays, being arrived at Azimabad, and 
unwilling to proceed farther, he under pretence of bis conlbrt’s being near her 
time, found means - to prolong his ftay; and he wrote to Court accordingly. 
DuringhislojourniheK.fomeaftrologcrs, fomnTe-*tellers and other fhrewd rrien,

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vrl’so wanted only to provide for fhetnfelvcs, prevailed on Hcfciffl-refyh, Kii 
Pbyfician, to inftiil in Ins mind notions of afcending the throne, apd thereby 
providing for his own fafety. Whilft Uicfe people were working on that 
lyeak mind, there appeared at once at ^ zimabad, an officer called Mahmed- 
reza, but better known under the name <#-Rai'tt-khan, who Ubgcneof 
tliofe that had fled from Bahadyr-ftiah’s refenti ient, was contriving to re¬ 
pair bis loft fortune, by producing a forged didcr for his taking polTeflion 
of Rhotas, a firong fortr{&, fovuh of Azimabad t and really he found means • 
toeffea lus purpofe, fo that, he was a^ually bvfy in laying in a flock of pro- 
vifioDS and neceflaries, having made Jiis act-bunt with keeping poffeflion. 
He had even the audacity to write to tlie Emperor, and to give him advice that 
his Sjoldier bad ilirough ihe floth and iacapaciiy of the C^iovernor foiind 
means to get fuch a good poft : and ftiis intthigenee was likewiie confirmed 
by the gazetteers of thofe parts and by the Crown-intelligencers. On this 
piece of advice, there came an order from the Empero *, and it was bached 
by a particular letter of Azim-ufli-flian, enjoining P rinc :; Feroh-fyur to chaf- 
tifethe impoftor. But as it was not an eafy matter to get admittance in the 
fortreft, and the Prince was mentioning k to bis friends, one of them, 
called Ddachin-beg, a .Calmuc by natioh, and a flout man of rcfoliati de- 
tennined temper, but who had fo far dlfpleaTed the Prince as to be fotbldden 
the Court, found means to fend him a fecict meffage by one of the principal 
Courtiers, “ I propole’ faidhc, “that die Prince lhall pubiifli that he has 
« received orders to confirm the impoftor in his poft, and that 1 (hall be 
“ the perfon who is to carry to him the robe of inveftiiure. Let the Prince 
** therefore reinftate me in his Princely fixvour,. and Its him try my abilirie* 
“ and his own deftiny in diis undertaking which I hope Iball recommend- 
*' me to the Imperial Notice; But I may perifh in the attempt j and then,, 
if it be after having performed the fervice expefted from me, I hope ir 
^ will entitle ray family and children to a'fubfiftcncc for their lives.’* 
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This fchemeofhis havipg been approved, the officers of Government 
publiflred a fiilfc account of the Imperial order they had received; and thft 
Prince having fent.for die Calmuc put in his hand die Qhylaac, ftandard, and 
patent of inveftiture, and diftnifled him with I>pnor and diliinAion. Xhft 
man thus provided, put himfel^^at the licad of a iiunierous jpiUiuc, 
which cortege he arrived d the foot of the mountain, on wliich Rhotas t 
feated : and from thence h^ fear the impoftor notice of lib errand* But the 
latter who was conflantly upon bis guard, and extremely lufpicious, woul(^ 
not admit aU that co;tege>- ^d fent only a permit for the Envoye and tw^ 
'• more petfons: the Caltnucwe 4 up witli only one; and whilft the Governor,.int<^ 
whofe hands die ftandard had'been delivered, \yas intent on reading th^ 
patent, he gave him a flab with hb poniard, and repeated the ftrokes unti) 
the Governor fell down dead, the Calmuc himfelf with his companion, having 
been wounded in the feuffle. On light of this, the officers of the garnfoa 
feU upon the impoftor’s followers, killed fome, wounded others, conHned 
die reft; and putting the dead man’s head into die Ciltnuc’s hands, they 
fent him back to Feroh-fyur, who loaded him with fa.v^^r8. This happened 
juft at the time when intelligence had come of Bahadyr-fliah’s demife, and 
wheu Hofleln-aaly-khan was gone^nan expedition where hr intended tobnhg 

to order and to quiet foinc dilfant parts of lib govemraent. 

This time of fufpence was feized by Feioh-fyur; and before any intel¬ 
ligence might orrivo ofuay of the deceafed Emperor’s children having alcenf 

ded the throne, he ordered die public prayers at the mofqucs to be read la 

Azim-ufli-Ihan, hb father’s name, publidied that he had afcendcd die throne 

and taken poflfcffion, and he wifticd him a prorpero.J 9 reign. Having refla¬ 
ted in die fequel on the high nature of his proceeding, and dreadingdic confe- 
quences of hb haftinefs, he fent a fubmillive meflage to Hoffem*aly-khai, 
the Governor of the Province, by which he excufed what had paffed, ^d« 
the fame time defired his attendance, as he had fentiments of the high 
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efttfetn forliis pcrfon. Some days after the Governor rchimcd to Azunabadj 
hut as he did notfeem inclined to enter into any connexions widr Fcroh-fyur,' 
he was vifited by the Prince’s mother, who foothed his mind, promifed 
him the difpofal of dll the affaiits of the Empire j and taking to witnefs her ' 
pflm Cuian which Ihe had brought for tlie^jurpofe, Ihe protefted by God 
/Almighty’s mefienger, that he would never repi^t of fudi an union of con¬ 
cerns- This interview had calmed the Governor’/apprehenfiorfe, and Intliely 
g ain ed his"heart when news came of Azlm-i^iK Ihhiin s death, and of 
Djeliandar-lbah’s afeenCon to the throne. Bu^hy ihisnime the Governor 
(jad advanced himfelf fo far with .Feroh-fimr^'that--there was no receding ■ 
feith any fafety; and he thought-it better hrjJdly to piilh-on : 'He therefore 
tMidcred public prayers to be faid in the mofques for Feioh-fyur, coined 
money in his name, and dlfplayed to the fall the ftandard of contention and 
0 pcn war with Djehandar-fliah : Feroh-fyur in return, made it a point to 
jiement daily his union with him, and to add every day to his influence 
and authority. 

fjf The Governor bsing now in eameft, alTembled the bankers and puncipal 
men of the city; and having borrowed from tlrem large fums of money, pro¬ 
portionable to their circumftances, for which he gave bonds figned by the 
Prince, and payable on his having fubdued his enemies, he foon affembied 
ft good .army, and on ap aufpicious day, he fet out cn his expedition, can7- 
ing the Prince at the hcad of his t roops- At the fame time he appointed Seyd- 
ghairet.khan, Iris fitter’s fan, for his Lieutenant General in the province; 
4 md knowing that a convoy car^'ing the tribute of Bengal was Qn us way to 
llahabad, he wrote to AbdoUah-Jkhan, Iris .brother, to intreat his feizing 
fo fair a prize, which, however, he was to referve intlrely for the Prince s ufe, 
unlefs he might want fome finall part of it for his own neceflities. This con¬ 
voy was under the charge of Shudjali-khan, fon in law to Djaafer-khan, \ i- 
ceroy .of Bengal. AbdoUah-Uian no Xooncr received die Prince’s order

Aercon, than he (lopped it, converted part of it to the ufe of his troops, 

but kept the remainder for his brother’s occaCons. He alfo reviewed the 

artillery of the citadel and province, and pitched upon a number of pieces 

that vrere to compofe his train. Whilft he was pufliing his preparatives with 

vigor, Djehandar-ftirh informejl- af his rebellion, had given his government 

to Radji-mahmed-Vhan, lieutenant, Seyd-abdol-ghafFar-khan, a man 

of charader, had orders to expell Abdol!ah*khan; and he had been furnifli- 

cd for that pitrpofe with tw elve thoiifand horfes, and a quantity of artillery. 

Abdollah-khan, who'had been all this while expeding his brother with die 

Prince, confounded at \heir non-appearance, and not thinking hts finall 

force a match for die Imperial "'foops, had (hi it himfclf-up within his citadel^, 

after having lent one half of his people to liarrafs the imperialifts.. Tkelb 

troops of his which hardly amounted to feven thoufand men, cavalry and in-

fantry, were commanded by his three younger brothers,Noor-eddin-aaly-khan,f 
Kedjm eddin-aaly-khan, and Scifeddin-aally-khan, to whom he added his 
own Major-general and Paymafter, the BaqlUhy Abdol-mohfen-khan, a man 
of refoliJtion, bom at Bidjapoor in Decan, but originnaly of Nedjef-elh- 
rcfF (56;. Seyd-abdoi-gha0ar, who had as good an opinion of himfelf as 
he bad a fmall one of thole three .young men, turned their rear, and pufh- 
ing to the Citadel, he befieged it in form, after having (cut word to the 
Governor, that he had left his nejdiews behind, becaufe he had no inclinarion 
to play wiih children: this farcafm which was laithfnlly repotted lO dtofe j'ouhg 
men, put them upon recommending therafeb^es to that General’s good opi¬ 
nion; With this view^ they fell upon his rear, as he was on full march; but 
their troops, which befides being all hew levies, were greatly inferior in num¬ 
ber, fell into confufion on the firft on a let, and were loGng ground every mo-

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ment. This was no fooner perceived by the three young men, than they ref di¬ 
ved not to furvive adefeat, they joined foine of thc/e that yet fbod their ground 
to a body of Se'ids of Bar, pcrfonally attached to diem; and fhetching the 
feet of boldnefs and defpalr through the field of battle, they fell on the enemy 
like fo many familhed tygers of th#wilderi«];fs, and were performing exploits 
wonhy of being recorded in hiftory. Fottune feemed to take fide ^uh the 
young heroes: one of tbofe violent winds, common in that leafon, arofe at 
that very drae, and blew fuch clouds of duft and faod into the very faces of 
l^e enemies, as blinded them entirely: Idnable to refifb Its violence^, and ftill 
left to dilliiigviUh the friend from the foe, they fell into confuCon, and became 
incapable of liftening to command, or of keeping their ranks. This being 
perceived by the young heroes, diey redoubled their efforts,-killed Abdol- 
ghaffar’s brother, and were puffiing with fury forwards; when a rumotir hav¬ 
ing arifen in the enemy’s troops that their General had been (lain, it made fuch 
a difcoiiraging effc£l, that even tbofe that flood bravely their ground, fell off 
and retreated. From that moment the confufion and flight became general, 
and the proud Imperialift General received a fhamcfril defeat; for Djehandar- 
fliah’s fortune was now upon the decline. This viiflory could not fail of rai¬ 
ling the fpirits of Feroh-fyur’s party: but it affefted Abdollah-khan in a very 
different manner: his younger brother Noor-.eddin-aaly-khan, a young 
man of the greateft hopes, loft his life in it; and in his firft campaign, 
drank of the cup of the martyrdom, and went to join the chorufles of his 
brave and pious anceftprs. AbdoUah-khan, obliged to order the military 
Hiufic to ftrike up, was at a lofs how to conceal his grief and tears upon the 

iofs of fuch a hero whofc Eulogium he pronounced 
*■ The Cup of gluduef* ia hia hand, with his brother's corpfe, on his Ihoulder.” 

The lofs of tills battle having given the Emperor fome fufpictons about 
the event of the war, he thought it proper to try what policy could perform. 
with that view, he font a diefs of honor to AbdoUali-i^fom, appUudedwhat 
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he had done, added a conGmuuon of his government. But it proved 
In vain; for Fcroh-tjur was already at Ilah-aUd with a numerous a«ny 
in which they reckoned a number of Generals of chara«fter, for ^fancej 
V Saf-fliiken-khan, Ahtned-klian-coca; Muezzeddin die Coffa, alias Ghazi* 

' eddin-klian, fince Gbalub-djung; and Qhoadja-haffen, fince Qbandogran. 
the two brothers, who were jiie fouF of all that multitude, having niade 
choice of a favorable moment, invoked die fouls of their pious and brave 
anceHors, and fet out foil of l|iirits, on an expedition that already promifed 
fo much. This intelligeiice having been foon conveyed to the Emperor, 
he rcfblv'°d m foftd hisdon Yezzeddin at the head of a powerful army to fondshifonyo*

' ” bppofe Femh-fyur on his march. But in fadl this young Prince himfelt 
was under the care of Qhadja-ahfen-khan, brother to Cacal tafli-khan. 

This nobleman who enjoyed the grade of five thoufand horfes was then 
raifed to dut of feven with die effeilual command of fo many; and die 
whole management of the expedition, as well as the fafety of die Pdnee s 
perfon, was recommended to liis care- After his departure, the Emperoc 
difpatched Chin-kylydi-khan with orders to reinforce the army with bis body 
of troops. The Pnnee, after many marches, having advanced asfor as Kedjwa 
near die Ganga, he;ird that the two brothers were in full march to fight hiim 
Tills piece of intelligence flopped him fliort; and altho* he was fo vaftly fo» 
perior to them both in numbers, (for he had above fifty thoufand hories) and ^ 
in artillery, he did not think himfelf a match for the enemy, but chofe to in¬ 
trench himfelf. His perturbation already great, became ftill more glaring 
when he heard that the enemy was drawing neat by continual marches. On 
this intelligence he betrayed, as well as his General, every mark of trepida¬ 
tion and pufiUanimity. But when Abdollah-khan drew nearer and feU a can¬ 
nonading his camp, which he did for a whole day, he could contmn himfelf 
no longer; and his General being as much out of his fenfes as himfelf, 

they failiui' together at the back part of the camp, after having loaded 
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themfelves with as much gold and jewels, as they could; and at the beginning 
of the night they took flight together, leaving their army, camp, artillery, hag- 
age, jewels, andinilitarychcft tobedifpofedof bythccnemy, who as yet kne%v no¬ 
thing of the matter. But the army was loon infonned of there being neidier 
prince nor General iti chief; nor could any party be taken in fuch a fingular 
evenement: for the officei's and grandees In the camp difagreed with each 
bther, and could come to no final refolution amongft themfelves, but pafled 
the whole day in difputes. On the evening, the enemy got intelligence of 
the ftatc of things, and rulhing widiout order into th^ Imperial camp, they, 
plundered it fo leifurely, and found in it C? much booty, iVr ''ail ntuubers 
of people that had never had an affured fubfiftence, now enriched otliemfelvcs 
for the remainder of their lives. Notwithftanding all that^ plunder, tliere 
cemainedftiU a vaft deal of wealth, wiiich together withthe artillery, was feized 

for Feroh-fyur’s ufe: tills prince tanied a few days to give fome rett to his 
army, whilft Yezzeddin in his flight towards Ecber-abad fell in withthe corps 
commanded by Chin-khydj-khan. This General fnocked at fb flagitious a con- 
dijft, imdciifc|of force and violence to Hop the Prince, who wanted abfoliitely 
to fly farther; and he obliged Iiim to wait in his camp, until the Emperor 
fliould fend orders. 

Such a fliamcful defeat, very nearly bkfted all the hopes conceived by diat 
Prince. Tmfling now to no one, tliat monarch refolved to march in perfon 
againfla rival lb fuccclsful; and on the Tuefday of the twelvth Zilcaad in the 
year 1124, he fet out of his capital witli an inunenfepomp, and an array of fo- 
venty clioufiind horfes, befidcs a numerous infantry and a train of large can¬ 
non capable to (hake the foundations of the globe- It was Zolficar-khan who 
commanded this mighty hoft: he liad under him the famous Cocal-talli-khan, 
with feveral Generals and ofSicers of chara<3:er, all renowned for their atchieve- 
ments, all fond of battle, and all thirfling after an engagement, like fo many fa- 
miihed tyger* howling in the wildcincfs; fuch were A* zem-klfe^ii aod Dja- 
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ni-klian, and Mahmed-amin-khan, and a multitude of TSranian and Iranian 
Lords (57). On his march he was joined by Ser-bolend-khan,. Fodjdar of 
Corrah, who taking poffeflion of the money he had been receiving there on 
Ferah-lyur, his mafter’s account, deferted to Djehandar-fiiah, to whom that 
Ciiall merit rendered him fo dear, that he gave him the government of GSdj- 
rat, and fent liim to Alimed-abad it’s capital, after having pafled many enco¬ 
miums on his conduft. As a counterpart to this, Chcbilram the new Fsadj- 
dar of Corrah, and Aa!y-^:(hgar-klian, fon to Car-talabTkhan, Fodjdar of 
Atava, went over to F^r6h-lyiin But by. tliis time the Emperor having ar¬ 
rived at Semo&y^ a town in. die neighbourhood.of Ecber-abad, found liim- 
y felf over ^agaiofl: die ei.'Cray, who was parted from him only by the river 
E^umna. What looks fingu’ar is, that the fight of the enemy occafioned tranf- 
ports of joy amon^ the two" Seids. and in Feroh-Syur’s Court; whereas it 
occafioned much trepidation in the Emperor’s camp. 'I'he rcafon is plain: 
unanimity reigned in the enemy’s camp; whereas Djehandar-lhah’s flagitious 
behaviour had alienated die hearts of moll of the grandees of his court. 
The TSranians in particular, had promifed by letters and meflages, that they 
would join Feroh-fyur: Abdol-femed-khan alone .gained from fuch promifes. 
Neveitljelefs there was fo vifible a rupenority of force on the Emperor’s fide, 
that it was generally believed that,his rival would have no chance againft him,. 
Unluckily there reigned fuch a difference of tempers and fentiraents between 
his principal Generals, Zolficar-khan and Cocal-tafli-klian; and this differ¬ 
ence had given rife to fo much enmity, and to fo inveterate an averfion, that 
nothing went forwards in the Emperor’s camp. Cocal-cafti-khan, in particu¬ 
lar, who enjoyed the Emperor’s confidence, was a man equally incapable of giv¬ 
ing or of receiving a good advice. In conlequ?nce of fo much animofity.

Such a ftate of things could not be concealed from an enemy who 
had fo many well-wilhcrsj' and in faft Abdoiai-khan having received 
information of a ford wliich was four codes above tti:, enemy’s rgmp, 
croffed over in the night time, and march'-a-on without Impping al 
far as KSzbeliari, a village beyond Ecber-ab'.d, on the high road toDeh- 
hli: there be took poll:; and Ibme time after he was followed by FeroK- 
fyur himfeif, who croffed over llkewife and joined his General- To impofe 
on the enemy, and to perplex his ideas, Hoflcin-aaly-khan with the rear or 
corps de refirve^ remained where he was over againft the enemy’s camp, and 
did not crofs over, but when liis motions could be effectually concealed by 
the darknefs of the night. He had with him Chebilram-nagur, an Hindoo of 
charaiter. Wliat is very Sngular, and marks the finger of provideace in this

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ficar-khan, by whom he feemed to be governed in whatever related to matters 
of war and politicks, but who in reality had not his confidence, as his 
extreme firmnc6 difpleafed die Emperor, came to place liin^feif before that 
Prince with a body of old troops and a quantity of anlUery, together with 
the Imperial MuCc of trumpets, haut boys, and ketde drums. Cocal-tafli-khan 
and Djani-khan, with Aazem-khan, and other Lords of liis party, tookpofi: 
at the right wing; and the TSranian Lords, fueh as Malirned-amin-khan, 
Abdol-femed-khan, ^and Ciiin-kylydj-khan, cook poll arthe right. Radji- 
maiiraed-khan, with Hafiz^llah-klian, and fome other Generals, with their 
Cor^ were j)ofi,ti as light troops., Reza-cooly-khan, the Grand Mailer of 
3 ie Artillejjy:, was ordered "o attend diligendy to liis bufinels; and the reft of 
die troops were placed as the ^T/ound-would permit. 

On the oppofitefide, Feroh-fyur, incompliance with the loiperial cui^ 
tom, placed himfelf-in the center of his troops, feated upon a lofty elepliant, 
having Abdollah-khan before him, who with many other Commanders, took poll 
overagaioftZoIficar-khan j and Khan-zeman and Aaly-afghar, with Cliebilram- 
nagar, were oppofed to Cocal-tafii-kiian. The engagement was commenced 
by Abdollah-qhan, who, with his troops in good order, advanced firfl: agaioft 
the TSranian Lords of the enemy, and then inclining towards the Imperial ar¬ 
tillery, he, with an apparent iu^ertitude in his motions, found means to pufli 
beyond it, and to come near the enemy's centre, where I)jhchandor-:fliab appear¬ 
ed, On the other hand, Huflein-aaly-khan, fupporced by Fateh-aaly-khan, 
Commander of Fetgh-fyurs artillery, and by Zin-eddin-alimed-khan, fon to- 
Bahadyr-qhan tlie Rohilla, as well as by the two iltuftrious brothers, Mir Efh- 
ref and Mir Mufliref, direcled his attack againft Zoificar-khan; and being 
vigoroully received, his troops prcfcntly fell into confufion, and were flaln.in 
heaps; and his braveft officers, as well as his oideft fbldeirs, diofe men pii 
whom he trufted fo much, being mowed down in his prefence, gamed away 

the capitate, their h^'es, *md covered the field of batde with their botnes. 
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HufTdn-aaly-Wmn, feeing how his beft troops had been nfed, clofed at^r>rc 
with the cuftom of valiant men in Hindoftan; and jumping down from hhelep* 
hant, he engaged, hand to hand, and with a number of brave that followed him 
every where, he performed heroical a&ons; when, having received fevcral 
wounds from fabre, mufquet, and arrow, he fell fpeeclilefs on the ground, and 
was trampled under foot. His brother, Abdollah-khan, had no better luck: On 
his attacking the TSi-anians, he was received by clouds of arrows, which 
threw his troops into confufion, and made them divide into feveral bodicsf each 
of which was oppofite and contending with a body of enemies; and as he was 
exerting himfelf in the hotteft part of the engagement, hfe -wa*! away 

by the crowd, without knowing where he was, "intil he found hii/lelfamon^ 
a body of about three-hundred troopers, parid from the ftandard-bearing ele¬ 
phant, and at a diftance from his feveral corps. It was at this very moment 
he faw himfelf lingled out by a General eneihy, who proved to be die fame 
Seyd-abdol'ghafFar, wfrp had received lb Ihamefril a defeat a llali-abad, he 
cried out who he was, and fliot an arrow at Abdollah-khan; the latter was as 
quick as he, and lodged an arrow in his breaft; and the General finding him¬ 
felf dangeroufly wounded, quitted the field, and retired at a diftance; but Ab- 

n 

doUah-khan was not the better for this adlion,: he was again carried away by 
die crowds, without knowing where he was, and without having it in liis power 
to guefs what might be the conlequence of fo much confufion. Luckily for 
him, he was at fb critical a moment joined by a body of his troops, with whom 
he gained an eminence, from whence, he no fooner deferied Djehandar-fllah 
in the middle of his troops, than he marched up to him, opening Ms way witli 
fiiowers of arrows; and he availed himfelf fo well of the diforder into which 
the enemy was thrown, tliat he penetrated as far as the female elephants of thf 
Seraglio. The Emperor carried away by an elephant that became unruly, and 
unable to range his troops in order, found himfelf in the middlei;>f''‘■number 
of war elephants, which becoming furious, were en ^ch other, and 
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>',^hibiting afccne as dreadful as that of the laft judgement. Laal Coar*s fe- 
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male elephant taking fright, bad turned about and fled, followed by multitudes 
diat fought to get out of the reach of the enemy’s arrows; and that difmayed mul.. 
titude of men and elephants, falling upon two bodies of troops that yet ftood 
their ground, confounded their ranks, and then bore them down. The Em¬ 
peror iiicapabln to make afland upon an elephant become ungovernable, was 

m 

clofely purfued, by AbdolIaJi^kh^, whole troops were joining him by whole 
bodies'"; and diis Gener;|l, without giving the enemy time to recolleft himfelf, 
was carrying every thing before him, in lb muclt, that the Imperial troops, 
amongft'^scii^dfe Mufrs; had already commenced to play, were now fly ing 
on all flde^. Cocaltafli-khiJnj, who with his corps made an effort to cover 
Cjehander-fhah^ was encountc’ fed by Qhan-zeman, and Chebileram, who 
came out of a poll thej had chofen at the beginning of the action, drove Co- 
caltalh-khan’s troops, and wounded Inni in feveral places: And here was 
flain Reza-cooly-khan, Commander of the Imperial Artillery, as liad already 
been E^ani-khan and Moc^tar-klian. Mean while, Aazeni-klian, brotlier 
to Cocaltafli-khan, being wounded, came up to the Emperor’s elephant; and 
this Prince, finding that matters were -now paft remedy, went down to Laal 
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Coar, and taking her with hini, he, on the dulk of the evening, turned about 
towards Ecber-abad: Such was &ie ftate of things with the Emperor; but with 


Zolficat'khan, they bore a very different alpoft: This General without be¬ 
ing difmayed by the general difeomfiture, had kept his footing, without lofing 
any ground; and, he even intended to renew the action, as foon as he could 
bring, either the Emperor, or hi fon, Yezzeddin, to fliew themfelves at tire 
head of bis troops; but all his endeavours to find them out, proved abortive; 
and feveral intelligent peribns whp were prevailed by dint of money and pro- 
mifes, to go on that errand, came back without even getting any intelligence 
about ; All his efforts failed; and the mufic of gladncfs and viiflorjt was 
already filling 'ilic 4U- ' ;f die enemy’s army, whUfl the officers of all ranks were 
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running up to Fetoh-fy»ir mih their congratulations and their Nuzurs. Ail this 
jpy, however, did not remove the uneafmefs he felt, on obfcrving, that Zolficar- 
khan, furrounded by a ftrong body of veterans, and by much artiUery, did 
hot move from the fidd bf batde. Such a refolute countenance had fome- 
thing very iitipofmg: He expreffed his furprife in ftrong ternis at what that 
General could mean by fbying fo Utc at night; and at kft he Cent him this 
meffage: « He that pretended to the empire# has rdinquiflied the throne and 

« is fled_Pray, have you any pretenfions yourfelf, diat you tarry to long 

” ^fter him ? If you have, this is another matter; bui d youhave not, and you 
** are only for an'Emperor of the Houfe of Aoreng'zib, wh*i. o.wt£tion5 can 
« you have to my being that Prince, inftead of i^ueezzeddin? Such a mef* 
lagc, and fuch a tone of voice, informed ac once Zolficar-khan of what he 
wanted to know ; and finding, that things were paft remedy, he inarched 
btr at the head of his troops in good order; and he had fo refpeaable a coun¬ 
tenance, that no one thought of difputing the ground with him. The Emperor 
mean while had paffed the night at Ecber-abad, where he fliaved his beard like 
a Hindoo, changed his apparel for an humble one, and taking Laal Coar with 
him, be, in the latter part of the night, fled towards the capital, having 
about his perfon a number of people of all foi^s pcrfonnally attached to him; 
but inftead of going to the citadel, he landed in the palace of the old Vczif, 
Afled-khan, who immediately feized and confined him; and hardly liad he 

been fecured, when Zolficar-khan lumfelf arrived. 

ABDoniAH-KKAH, On feeing the field clear of enemies, ordered ftrid 
fearches to be made for his brother; and the latter was at laft difeovered 
ftretched on die ground, fpeechlefs and fenfdefs. This lucky difeovery was 
made by two of that valiant nobleman's fervants, one of whom remained by 
him, whilft the other went to give notice ; and this piece of intelligence £> 
overjoyed AbdoUah-kban, that he took away aU the jewek hp wore 

and prefented them to the man. Thero is another at count, which fays, that 
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the fervants difcovering their raafler, they found him watched by two 
officers, at the head of a body of troops. Thefe were Lcfhker-aaly-khan and 
Muhi-yar-khan, two men attached perfonaily to Hoirciiiraaly-khan. StiiUhere 
is'a third account, and this is in the memoirs of Hafhem-aaly-khan-khafi, a no¬ 
bleman of great diftinflbn who has wrote the hiftory of the Tirnurian Em¬ 
perors. He pofitively fays, that Hoffem-aaly* khan having received feverol 
3 V 

dangerous wbunds, had fallen fenlelefs on the ground,where he liad been ftrip- 
pedftark naked; and it was in that condition that his fcrvarits had found ' 
him fpcechlefs, after a very laborious (earch. On receiving fome alfiltance, he 
recovered his icnfes fo far as to hear with pleafiire of the vidory of his party: 
neverthelefs, it was with fome'difficulty he was put in a Paleki and conveyed 
to his brother, who on feeing h'3n fo unexpectedly, profhrated himfclf on die 
ground, and returned thanks to providence for fb lignal a favor. 

Zolficar-Khan, on landing at his father's palace, difapprovhd of the 
feifure of the Emperor’s perfon: he wanted to bring him a fccond time in 
the field, and to try a fecor^ time the fortune of war; for as he had been' 
fo inftrumental in raifing Djehandar-lhali, and in undoing Azim-ufli-fhan, 
father to Feroh-yfur, he apprehended that nothing but what was inimical 
could be expected from the Ion; and at any rate he wanted to retire into De¬ 
can, a rich country, where he waS'^ibfoiute, and where he tliought himfelf fully 
able to teCll die new Emperor. Biil the father oppofing his paternal 
authority to both thefe refolutions, and adding intreaties and prayers to 
all its weight, prevailed on the fbn to lay afide all thoughts of oppofidon, 

and to lubmit quietly to the new Prince : A fatal acquiefcence, which fo 

\ 

prudent a man would have never thought of, had he not been aCfually under 
tlie prefiure of a deftiny that had decreed diefe very days far die laft moments 
of Afied-khan’s profperlty, as well as for the epoch of the extmftion of his family 
and the deftmClion of his beloved fon. The oldVczir, without any cer- 
atude of w^ell .'received, and even with a moral cerritiidc of his 

t 
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risking .his lifc as well as tlmt of his fon^ took him by the liand; and tmfting 
to the merits he lud acquired in Aorengzib s family, and to the high re¬ 
gard conftantly Ihcwn him by both tliat Prince and his fueceflbrs, he 
went without any retinue to pay his refpeits to Feroh-fyur, and to intercede 
in behalf of his fon. 

This Prince was yet on die field of bhttle : Thinking this a favorable 
day, and finding no oppofition before him, he refolved to afllimtjjtlie crown; 
and on aThurfday being die fifteenth Zelhidj, in the year 1124, he afcendeddie 
tlirone at day-break, and gave a public audience to the people. Imme- 
diately after this inauguration, Abdollali-khan introikiced Chin-kylydj-khan 

Feroli-fjnir ^ t 

cndiutedu-on* Abdol-ftmed-khan, and Mahmed-amin-khan lyr^i all the TSranian Lords 
of their party: thefe Generals payed their homages to the new Emperor, 
wifhed him length of days with a profperous reign, and were received with 
diftinftion, as well as forgiven die errors of their paft conduct; at the 
lame time Abdoliah-khan with Lootf-ollah-knan-fadyc and fome other 
peribns of diftinftion, received orders to fet out immediately for the 
Capital, in order to quiet the minds of the people there, and to eflablilli 
order and tranquility throughout the whole country. He had likewife 
coramifiion to take care of die Imperial palace,-and citadel, and chiefly of 
the Princes of die blood confined there.' Femh-f^r himfelf followed a 
week after; and on die fourteenth of Muharrem, he encamped clofeta 
the capital at Bara-palla, where having fent for Abdoliah-khan, he gave 
liim the giade and command of feven thoufand liorfcs, beftowed upon him 
the title of Cootoob-el-mulk or pole of die ffate, and raifed him to the 
high office of Vezir-Aazem or fupreme Minifler.. His brother Hoflein 
aaly-klian was decorated with the tide of Ahtimam-el-mulk, or iieiformer 
of the ftate, with the giade and command of feven thoufand horfos, and 
with the glorious dignity of Emir-ul-omerah, or Prince of Princes, as 
well as with die office of Pay-iiiafter-gcneral of die /<:>«-c,esv 
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smin-khan was made fecund Pay-maHier, with an addition of a tlioufutd 
iiorfes to Ills a£tual g-ade and command, to all which was added the title 
of Umad-ed-d 861 ah, or prop of the Etnpire. Chin Kylyi^ khan, who enjoyed 
already the command and g"ade of five thoufand horfes, was taifed to that 
of feven, and moreover decorated with tbetitle of Nizam-el-mulk, or the Cctn- 
fofer ofthe ft.ite,.as well as invefled widi the Viceroyalty of Decan, in lieu cf 
DaBd-ktun-Peni, who a<fted asdepiitv Lieutenant of Zolticar khan’s: and 
tliat officer fiom ehe^ government of Boorhanpoor w'hich he poflefled in 
chief, was transfered,to that of GSdjrat. Ql oijahafTen was honored with 
the title of Semfiim-edTdoSla, and the lirname of QhandoSran (58) together 
W'ith the grade of feven, aiul the command of fix thoufand horfes. Ahmed- 
beg-Coca-Miiez7.cddin, who had fignalized himfelf by much a£livity, and 
bad rendered impoitant fervites, was decorated with the titles of Valiant 
CJiampion of the law, ever viclorious In war; (59), promoted to the grade 
of fix thoufand horfes with the command of five, and entrufted vvidt the 
office of third Pay-mafterJ^gencral. But a 11 an w ho rofe fuddenly to the 
higheft dignities, and |=1 ofe el vatibn fhall have hereafter fo much influ¬ 
ence over the politicks of Feroh lyur's reign, was the Cazy Abdollah, 
then judge fiipreme of tjehangT-nagar-Daca. 1 his man who was already 
known for having executed with fiiccefs, feveral coramiffions ofconfequence, 
and namely that of going fecretly to the capital, and gaining the Lords of 
the TSranian denomination, (and he was a TBranlan himfeif) now ap¬ 
peared with fplendor at court, where h^ was decomied w'ith the high title 
of Qhan-qhanan cmirdjximlah (60), promoted to the command as well as 
grade cf feyf? thtu'adhi Ci, and honored with the utmost confiJeace 
of the new-monarch, who already fcemed to have no ear but for him, and 
who entrufted him with his private fignet, ahhouth he feemed to have 

ibe lord of xhv or ot tbe ttrnes. tlio fword of £rn|rirc. 

£60) JLortl of lords, Commdfidor of aU, or Friaco fuf reme* 
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yet- no other office than that of Daca. The moonthy or fecrctary Mahmed- 
Djaafer, who enjoyed already fevcral offices, now received the tide of 
Tofcnn-ub-Uian, and to his prefenc offices was added that of High Steward, 
a charge equally important and lucrative. Seif khan, a relation of Abdollah 

f 

khan, was made grand Equerry; and offices, and favors, and govern- 
tpents were beftowed on that minifter’s two younger brothers, as well as on 
aJl thofe that had received promifes. All thefe promotions being over 
Abdollali-khan, now Vezir, diligently applyed bimfelf to the duties of 
his office, one of which confifted in curbing that air of independence af- 
fumed by the grandees of the Empire during the confufion inevitable In 
civil wars.; and hap^ had it been for the Empiror, had he had his mind' 
employed in that laudable manner, inftea^^ of paving the way for his 
own min, by demolifhing almoft all the antient families, and cfpecially that 
of the venerable Affcd-khan, diat ancient Vezif fo much lefpe^led all over 
that Empire. 

We luve left him in full maixh with his fbn to the Imperial catrip of Bara^ 
palia, where he was no Iboncr landctl, tlian both ex^efled a dfefireof paying 
their refj>efts to the new Emperor. This was precllelythe circumllance the new 
favorite Emir-djemlah waited-for; ihi^ man w;!io had grown jealous of all 
the antient families, and had formed the Ichetne of pulling down every one 
of them, in order to make room for a number of friends which he wanted 
to raiie on Uiicr ruins; that man, who had already conceived an antipathy 
againfl; the blunt, refolute charafler of the Generaliflimo's, and wanted to 
make an end of liira,; did not fail to add fuel to that indifpofition of mind 
which Feroh-fyur liad conceived againfb diat GeneraU But Emir-djeralali*s 
ill will and machinations would have produced but little, had Zolficar-klian 
been fortunate enor.gh to liften to the propofal of the Prince of Princes, 
fein-aaly-khan, who h.id gene’‘Oufly offered his mediation, and had fblemnly 
affmed liim, that if he chofe to be introduced tin ough not a 

hair 
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hair of his head would be touched. Such an offer could not long te- 
main a fecret; and Eniir-djumlah who felt all tlie confequences which it 
would infallibly produce, exerted hinifelf in warding offTdie blow; He for that 
purpofe difjiatched the new high-fteward, TucceiTub-khan, in hopes* 
diat his being a Mogol, &c. as well as Zolftcar-khan, would give him thp 
more influence on that General’s mind. This Nobleman Iiaving found 
a heartiet ^vel^comc wkl^^he .Generaliffimo on that very account* *' repre- 
fenced to him tiijc as the Emperor was diflati&fled in fecrct with the ex- 
ceffive pOwp- aHUined by the two Seyd brothers, to reckon' upon fuch 
afupport, and to mak’e.his peace with the Emperor tlirough‘their mediation* 
would be as much as to >an agamft a rotten tr^ that would produce no- 
“ thing but repentiioce and d.ijppoinunent. But where is the neceflSty of rc- 
“ curring to others, added he, and wliac need is there of any medi£«ion ? fo 
** foon as you fliall have payed your refpe< 51 ;s, and tranquiUzed your own mind, 
*• you lhall become yourfelf a perfon to be recuCred to by all die courtiefs. and 
** ail the grandees the Empire, as your dignities and influence are to be 
** augmented indubitabily; for the Emperor, who has the higheft opintonof 
** your talents, intends to. make ufe of them, and expefts the mofli cailnent 
fervices from your anachment." Thisfpeech of Tukurnib-khan’s, hav¬ 
ing been clofed by the moll folemn affeverations; and oaths having been ex¬ 
changed ujxin the glorious word of Gotl,. both lather and Ibn feeraed to 
give their confidence to the meflenger: Tlie old man was in earneft; but 
the (bn could not rid h** mind of (bine doubts that remained about the Em¬ 
peror’s finceriiy, and f^jiecially about that of his ininifter. Xo dilpel there¬ 
fore thofc that hung ftill about his mind, Emir-djemlah himfelf went 

“"to the Generaliffimo, and after having renewed his oaths and infinuadons, he 
bound his hands together with a fliaui, and introduced him to die Emperor* 
It was in that condition he payed his obeifliance to the new Monai'eh,"whiKl the 
venerable Afled-lthan Iiaving faid a few words m extenuauon of his Ion's 

___ mifeon- 
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mifconccived pafl conduft, fiippHcated the imperial forgit'enef. in his behalf. 
T he Emperor with the greateft appearance cf kindnefs itnaginable, com¬ 
manded his hands to be let at libeiiy, and a chefs of honor of the l>igheft 
diiUnition to be brought in with a fet offuitable jewels: he then diffnilfed die 
father on account of his great age, butdefired him to let his fon remain in 
an outer tent for a few moments, as he had fome queftions'of conP-quence to 


put to him, and fome obJeAs of moment on which he wifhed to h^vi his ad¬ 
vice, This unexpeded turn rendered the old nobjenian uneafy; and he 
went away in a great perturbation of mind; as to the fo", who'itow doubted 
of his fafery, he was too far advanced to recede, afid he did as he was bid. 
He was hardly feared, when the tent was lurrf- tinded by a iftinnber of men 
forwarded from the Imperial prefence; and the Emperor at the fame fent him 
fome'taunting meflages, in which with bitter expreflions of refentment he 
chaigcd him with his father, Prince Azim-iih fhan’s death, the General, who to 


all his innate loftinels of mind, and to his generous feelings, added an un¬ 
daunted courage and a rough temper, having amiycred with reproaches and 

with haughtintfs,chcCalmucDihGhin-beg (now becon',eB..hadyr-dil-khan) (61) 

/ 

who ftood behind, feixed a favourable opportunity*to throw a. leathern thong 
round his neck; and whilft he was ftriyirg l| 4 d wiih'the general, a num¬ 
ber of men rufhed-in who foon dilpatched fnm with their poniards. That 
fame day a number of men were difpatched to the Citadel of Shah-djehan- 
abad, who having paficd a leathern thong about Djehandaofliah’s neckj lent 
him on his travels in the regions of annihilation, 

It was after fucb horrid executions that the Empcr;^r thought of making a 
triumphal critry in die Citadel and in the Imperial palace;*' l/pcoplc be¬ 
lieved that fuch frightful feenes ivould be over; but as foon as he was fettled 
in the palace, (and this was on a Tuefday Uie feventeemh Muharrem in the 
1125 of ihc Hcdjrali) he dire£led that Djehandar-fhah’s head fiiould be

“ fixed 
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fixed on a fpear, and his body thrown acrofs upon an elephant, to whore 
“ tail Zolficar-khan's bodylhould be made fall: chat bodt bodiesfliouid be car- 
" ried throughout the moft frequented parts of the city, and then thrown be- 
« fore the main gate ofthc Citadel, there to rot. Notfaiisfied with all this, he 
ordered that Afled-khan liimfelf, the venerable Afled-khan, fliould be 
feized and put in a Paleki with only what cloaths he Ihould have actually 
** on hi^liack^ and thatjn 4rat condidon he fliould follow tlie elephant in 
quefl'P^j attended Ijy all the ladies of his family in veiled carriages, after 
which li^ confined for life in Qhan-djehan’s palace, and his 

whole property as Veil ^as that of his fon, to be confifcaced.” Whilft 
that mournful’proceffion waat. going round the principal ftreets, the Emperor 
recollected tha? a Gentoo of'diftinClion, called Radja Soba-chuiid, had 
been too free of fpeech; and he ordered his tongue to be cut off, and his 
property to be confifcated; the man underwent the operation in all it’s rigor^ 
and what is Angular, he continued to fpeak as freely as ever. At leaft fo is- 
the general report. /. 

“ Never lofe fijht that thellay of retribution-is to come,’* 

“ Nor ever forget that whti^ arifes from wheat, and that barley produces barley.” 

It was by fuch bloody beginnings that Feroh-fyur marked die firft days 
of his reign: nor was Zolficar-klian the only viCfiiii he facrificed to his refent 
mentor to his fear. Moft of the grandees of the old court underwent the 
fame iT^unent, and finiflied their days by the leathern thong. The Princes 
of the blopd themfelves were as mercilefly ufed: Yezzeddin, fon to the late 
Djehandej-fliali; Aaly-'ebar, fon to the late Aazem-fhah; and even the young 
HomaiSq-baqht, .younger brodier to Feroh-lyuc himfelf, were deprived of 
the benefit of light by a large red-hot needlewhich was drawn accrofs their eyes. 
So-many cruelries at the ver)’ beginning of a reign, and fb many unjuft mur¬ 
ders unneceflarily perpetrated, excited lb much terror in tlte minds of every 
one, from the hJglxcft to the low eft, that people having continually the im¬ 
age of inftant dea( 5 i before their eyes, did not think, themfelves fure of their

cxiftence for one fingle day; So that fuch perfons as were, by their ftatiom,' 
or by the duties of their offices, obliged to attend every day at Court, never 
failed, on returning home alive, about the evening, to receive the congratula- 
tiom of iheir equals, and the Nuznrs of their inferiors; and nothing was fo 
common, on coming home fafe, as to diftributc, late at night, money to the 
needy, and thankfgrving-viauals to the hungrj^ juft as u is cuftomary for 
people to ao, when they have efcaped from fome Imminent peHt (6a)

and the defolation of the whole empire. The firft fpark of that fire, tbit has 
fince blazed out, and caufed fuch a confiagration all over Hmdoftan,was per¬ 
ceived on the following occafion: Abdollah-khan, who, immediately after the 
gain of the battle of Agra, had been dlfpatched tb^he capital, with orders to- 
quiet the minds of the people there, and to bring bade the affairs ol ftate mto- 
their accuftomed channel, had, amongft many ot^W promotions, beftowed 
the office of Divan of the Qhaliffali-office,, or of J'irft Lord of the Treafury, 
then vacant, on L8tfoUah-klian-fadyc, the very perfon aflbeiated to him in 
that Coramiffion; and he had alfo confirmed Seid-amdjed-khan, in the office 

of Supremefadr,orgreatalmoner,ofwhichtl-iat nobleman liadremamedmevefted

It was at lafl agreed that the QhaUinih fhould rcmaiE with LSt-^fbt* 
iah-lihan-fiidyc, aiiJ the High-fs-dyrfhip, wtth Afzooi-kiiaa; but this agiee* 
ment, which feined to have quafiicd iiiuch acrimony and difcontcncj did 

nor fiil to leave dr^p'^mpreffions on both fides : Nevcrthelefs the original 
cauie of thefe commotions in the Empire, and of the infubordination 
in the' grandees fcomniorions which redounded to the ill renown of the 
SSids, and which at luft overwhelmed thtir own houfe and family); 
the orio-inal caufe of the commotions in the empire, I fay, may be 
traced in .the Emperor’s incapacity and in the particvilar caft of.bis ge- 
luus, Feioh-i'iur Tiad neidier the extent of gemus, r-or the finiinefs of 
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femfcr, nor the kecnefs of penetration^ rcquifite in an Emperor. He 

was low-fplrited, and. homely minded, as well as fordidly inclined;

or if at any time he chanced to ftiew any liberality in his dirpofition, it 
when be enjoyed the company of fome low vile people, equally deftitute 
morals and capacity; and then he would thoughdefly bellow on them, 
prefents which they did not know what to do with, and which they 

were unable to manage. Such a difpoCtion of mind. Bordered upon 
digality undoubtedly, but yet produced fome prefcnt advantage^^ which 
being layed hold-of by fycophants and other people' *br tnat fUinp, nevec. 
failed to be received with the higheft applaufe ; b^at fuch applaufe however, as 
will never reach poilerity. No wonder'after that, if Feroh-lfyur was fond 
of keeping company with common ftreet-lha-pers; and hence the reafbn l»f 
his being fo wedded to an Yticad-khan, and to a fee of people upon a par 
with his Yticad-klran. The truth is, that b ing totally incapable of holding 
the reins of an Empire, and indeed incapable of ary command at all, he 
was at a lofs how to fpend his time; and what i^,ftill more unfortunate tor 
him, that Emir djemlah his confident, that opinlatlrd man, of lb much am¬ 
bition, fticli li'gh pretentions, and lomiich obftinao^ and.oppotiton, was him^ 
feJf unfit for any higher office, anti yetwjmted ^'overtop all the grandees of 
the Empire; and tliis unworthy favorite, wlTo had made nothing of pulling 
down and deftroying die families of an AlJed-khan and a ZolfiW-kijan,. 
Pvo men whofe houfeswere thefe one hundred and fifty yeats part in jlbffeffion 
of immenfe wealth, as weUas of the highefl dignities affd offices ofthc ftate, 
now thought of no lefs than deraolifliing two fuch lobl^cn as tlie Seidsi 
two men who had conferred the higheft obligations on h« UaJJ a’siiand who 
now figured in the world, as the two principal men of llie Empire.. But 
this was precifely what wounded his jealous mind, and whatfet daggers inliis 
rancorous heart. 
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VER tlie difeafe that Had faftened on the vitals of the flatc, would 
have never rifen to fuch a head, had not the adihiniftiation of the moft im* 
portant affairs been ftrangely negleded by the very perfons at the head of 
the Empire. The Vczir Abdollah-khan was a mao of abilities iodecd,’ but 
Co pafiionately fond of fine women, fo addicted tb feafUng, mufick, and 
dancing as /as to all kinds of pleafiarcs; and of courfe fo defirous of 
that he Vas leaving the whole management of both his immenfc houfe- 
holdan \his high office to his Divan, Ratan-chand, a man who had been once 
a ftiop-keeper, boTwho by all means was too enthufiaftic in his falfo religloa 
to difoharge decently all thi duties of that important charge; and too nar¬ 
row-minded likewifo to feci his own confequence and to ad, witli a temper 
luitable to it. And yet it wa. fuch a man who under his mailer’s name car¬ 
ried every thing with a high hand, and enjoyed an uncontroled influence 
all-over the Empire of Hindoftan. In confequence of fo much incapacity 
on one fide, and fo much floth and fupineiiefs on the other, enmities gained 
daily ground, anddailv fuel was added to attentive rancour: and thefe en¬ 
mities in their confcqvences rofe to fuch an amazing height as to overtop 

the fublime columns of 'rhe Timurian throne, which they crulhed down at

laft under their weight, irlvolving in its down-fall the families of the two 

Seids whicli they demolilhed entirely, and ultimately altering the very 

-CGTiftitution of the Empire.- 

At laft Emir-djemhh'and the Emperor with fome others who expelled 
great things from contrived, or at leaft thought they liad contrived, a 
fcheme for part, ig ti le two brothers, whofe union and prefence had becom# 
li was propofed to Hoffein-aaly-khan, the yonngeft, to undertake 
an expedition againft Radja Adjet-fing-rhator, a powerfiil Hindoo Prince, 
who fince the deinifebf the Emperor’Aorengzib, had alEimed great airs of inde¬ 
pendence, and had been guilty of fome unwarrantable anions, fuch as demo- 
lifliing Mofques in order to raife idol-temples on their mins; and all diat in 
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the very mldcile of Oodei^or, his capital. . Such cxceTes had neceflatily 
paflTed unnoticed during the whole reign of Bahadyr-fitah, who being eternally 
-involved In civil wars, or bufy in deftroying the Syks, had no attention to 
fpare for To inferior an objeft : for the Syks f.otn a fraternity of inendicanfSj, 
had in Iris tim: beco.ne a whole army of Bandities, which ruined and defo- 
latedtbe whole province .of I^hor. lloffcin-aaly-khan, who was fond of 
glory atid military atcliiev-ements, foon clofed with the proj^iofal, and he fet om 
at the head ol a mimerous .w'cll appointed army, follovved by a train of^ . 
well-Cerved (66). . Being arrived in the Radja’s countryhim gono 
into a difficult mountainous cra.5l, -where lre had co,nceale;.l hi? family, t eafures, 
and even troops, having never thought himlclf a patch for fo pu .verful ari ar¬ 
my; but what is lingular, and llrongly chara^Jerifes the genius of the Coitrr^. 
is, that the Hindoo Prince was adually receiving letters from the capiial, in 
which the Emperor exhorted him to Hand upon his defence, and tocrulhhis 
invader by every means in his power. The Hindoo Prince, unmoved by thefc 
impotent .exhortations, thought it much more exped*enc,to ^ome to term?, and 
Co obtain a pardon; nor would he have obtained it Oifily, if at all, had not 
HoJTein-aaly-khan, at th’s very time, received intfiuigence, that the jealous 
and envious of his family, had laye^l hold oftheoj^jfertunily afforded by his ab- 
fence to rp-ead a fiurc for entrapping and foizing Ins edict brother, Abdol- 
lah-k!ian. The latter, who h<:ul no certain intelligence, but who flifpc^ijg^ 
milchief, lent letter after letter to requeft his brother’s immediate aitet.'dancc. 
Thefo letters having rendered Hollein-aaly-khan exceedingly anxious,.^ he

to the capital, whe/e bis prefence could pot fail of raifing a frcfli ferment: ,Eof 
n'' -the two br‘oriicr^J\in confeqiience of their enjoying the two higheft offices 
of tile’poflefled an unbounded influence in every afiair, civil, and 
military; aiiil-!I.'’i.rTdipmIah, on his fide, who wanted to render them odioiia,

Emir-djomlah on his fide, was perpetually dropping in the Emperor*s 
prefence, words and expreflions, all which had a tendency to depreciate the 
two brothers whom he thought his duty to reprefent, as overbearing, and of 
fuch a conduft and depoitment, asfeemed highly «ndtKiful,,and ftrongly 
voured of independence: Moreover, he reflefted, now and then, jpontheir 
abilities, aswboliy unadequateto the high polls they pretend v fill. It was 
upon luch and the like infinuations, that the Emperor had become fo fiifpidous 
■ and fearfiil, tliafhe had formed the plan of feifin^ AbdoIlah-kban*s perfc^j and 
itwason tlut account that hehad put himtelf on the footing of coming often put 
of the Citadel fometimes under pretence of a hunting, and Ibmetimes under that 
of taking an airing in thofe delightful feats that adorn the fuburbs, and efpeci- 
ally in Mohfen-khan’s garden (68); but although he had the cunning to vary

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IT was in (uch circumfbnces that Hoffei'n-aaly-khan fupj^HcatecI from the 
, Emperor the Viceroyalty of Decan. Not that he intended tO‘re^-Kiir him- 
felf thither: nothing was further from his thoughts4 he expected only 
thatjhe ipimenfe emoluments of fo rich a government, would enable him 
to keep his footing at court; tor his intention was only to fend thither as 
Iiis Licuienattt, the fimous DaSd-khan-peni, who was to return him the fame 
■,„con,tributiOn,nvlneh ite^uted to pay to his late lord, Zo!ficar-khan. This was 
die vclj of what the Emperor and his.favonte intended; for they 

reckoned tliai repair to tlidfe rich, but verj' diftint countries, and 

This coulj not fuit HoIlein-a:illy khan, who 
thoughji^it very improper to letfve his brother alone expofed toall the refent- 
meps^of the Enjperor andtoall^ihe machinations of his MiniRers.

,Two letters of recall were likewife difpatched, one to Chm-kylydj-khan-nizam 
-el-inulk, Viceroy ofDecan,^ with orders to quit his office, and to repair to 
the prefence; anti the other, to Da 3 d-klian-Peni, Governor of GSdjrat, re¬ 
quiring him to repair to Booihanpoor, there to wait die new Viceroy’s arri¬ 
val, whofe commands he was to obey. But this was only the oftenfiblc letter: 
a ferret, buta ftrong onti|jwas at the fame time conveyed to him, enjoining him 
to lay ii^wait with a ftrong^army at Boorhanpoor, where he was to fparc no 
meatis to deftioy Hoflein-aily-kliaa and his troops, as in that cafe, he would

IN the fecond year of that officer's adminlftration, w'hich was lifcewife the 
firft of the Emperor’s, it happened that in the night, in which, the Gentoos 

Q have 
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have it in cnftom- to burn their H8i}' (69), one of them was going to per¬ 
form that rite m his own houfe-yard, a fmall part of which appertained to 
fome Mufultnen’S houfes, when thefe lafl,' objeaed 10 it. The Hindoo hav¬ 
ing pleaded that every man \ras mdier in his own houfe, payed no regard to 
the objection, and burned his H 81 y. The very next day, the Mnrulmen taking 
advantage of the Hindoo's plea againft himfelf, brought a cow widnn that 
very yard, and killed her with intention of eating in common, an^l 
buiing fome vitbuals to the poor, as it was the day of the den>\e of the 
crown of created things (70). This aaion brought upon them all the gen- 
toos of that quarter, who having overpowered ihe Mufulmen, put them to 
flight, and obliged them for their lives to conceal themfelvesin their hditfes. 
The Gentoos tranfported by a religious fury fought out die butcher who h;wl 
flauglitered the cow, and on not flnding him, they dragged his fon, an in¬ 
nocent youtli of fourteen, into that very yard’, and flaughtered him in atones 

ment for what they deemed a faerilcge. The Mufulmen fliockcd atfuch a

One of them who w;» freflily landed from EtTope, an^l 'tnew ,, 
notiling of this ceremony, vYes approaclicd with many hows and many excufes, by two whole' 
naked men,, and two handfuls of duft were, not thrown, but put, in a corner of his Palenjtin. The Erig- 
liihman confounded at what he faw, watalking wliatthcy meant ? don’t be angry, my Lord, fanl two of them, 
it ii out euftom, we grow mad thefe three days. Bat bis dog, who comprehpJryi, as little a.-: his majfcr at 
what he was teeing, Iming gronifaled, and barked angrily, one of the two ^leakei^, made him a falam, asjd 
told him in a refpeilful foothing tone of voice: do not be angry* my lord, it is our c iftoro! it is our cullonij! 
we mean no barm.

ameng aU the Gentoos. In one word, it was for ever excluded from fociety; and the whole quarter partook 
of the poUntion. H» Crown of created fubffances is, Mabommed. 
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fight, fet-\ip a general hue and cry throughout the city, and drew after them, 
not only multitudes of the Mufulinen inhabitants, but likewife ISme thou- 
lands of DaSd-khan-Peni’s Afghan foldiers; and all thefe repaired to the 
Cazy or Supreme Judge’s lodgings. The Judge, who did not chufe to med¬ 
dle in an aSair where he knew that the Governor had taken fide witli the 
Hindoos, flint his door in their faces. This could not but incenfe the Mu- 
fulmen, who tarried away by their own prejudices, or poffibly direAed un-

der hanaiby the Cazy himfclf, deraoliftied and burned his gate, and liaving 
taken the magiltraie’s perfon amongd themfelves, as if to authorife their ac¬ 
tions, they proceded to let fire to the fliops in the market-place, and to as 
many Hindoo houfes, as they met in their way; and they would have gone- 
burning and*deftioying, had they not been oppofed by one Cop8r-chund, 
and eininenf jewel-merchant, much in favour with the Governor, but a moft 
violent zealot againft the Mufulmen. This man feeing his own quarter in 
danger, armed hiinfelf and friends, Ihut the gate of his quarter, and put 
himfelf upon his defence^ He placed mufqueteers on the gate, opened 
port-holes, and a fray enfued between the two parties, in which numbers of 
lives were loft. The turnlilt continued for fome days, the fhops wer« fliiit, 
throughout that great city, afid bufiflefs was at Hand. When the tumult had 
fubfided, the Mufulmen who thought themfelves the aggrieved party, depu- 
■^^rfireemen of note to carry their complaints to court, and tliele were the we- 
ry meii that had been pirched-upon before, to manage an accomodation be¬ 
tween die Mufulm'S?. one fide, and the Governor and Gentoos, on the other; 
tcwit,-Sheh-aMol^aheil,Sheh mahmeJ-aaIy an eminent preacher, and Abdol- 
aaziT - BSSd-khan himfelf, who found his perlbn compromifed in this affair, 
deputed Cop8r-chund, after having put in his hand a S8riit-hal, or narra¬ 
tive of the whole difturbance, figned by the governor, by die Cazy, by the 
commander in chie^ and by all die crown officers, which certified that the 
Gentoos were not’c" the wrong, and that the Mufulmen w^erc tlic-aggreffors. 

Q^z But 
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But as foon as die three deputies were arrived at the capital, they were all 
direC: caft ija prifpn by Ratan-chuad’s management, a man zealous in Ids fe£>, 
whp found means to ftilFe their complaints: And God only knows how long 
thefe innocent perfons had remained in prifon, had not Qhoadja-mahmed 
djaafer, the dervifh or religious, clianccd.to hear of them, and concerned, 
lumfelf in dicir unhappy cafe. This perfonage was no lefs a man than a 
brother to QhandoSran, one of the principal lords of the court:' a pious man, 
Vho devoted to tlie love of God, had renounced the world and lived retired. 
It was in his retreat that he heard of Ratan-ehund*s cruel partiality; and 
. from thence that he requefted his brother to get thofe unfortunate per- 
fons,^ releafed. So great a favour made fuch an imprefilon upon one of them, 
namely on Sheh-mahmed-aaly tlie Vaez or preacher, that from that moment 
he attached iiimfelf to his bencfa£lor; and as it was ctillomary for a number of 
putdic fingers and comedians to alTemble in his retreat, and in the efFufions of 
their ardent zeal, to fing verfes in honor of the crown of created things and of 
Ills twelve defcendants, to the unfpeakable delight of the Ulufttious holy man; 
the preacher who now was become a frequenter of chit retreat, made it a prac- 
RtUgious tice, after he liad done preaching, to lay a few fentences in honor of the mef- 
1 fenger, anti then to launch out in the pralfes of the twelve Imams or Pon¬ 

tiff^ Ills pious defeendants: a novelty which was likely to excite commotions 
in. the capital, but which however excited none, as w‘e fhall ftiortly menticc^:- 
Our bulihefs at prefent being to lay a few words about the Emperoi uuptials 
with his intended bride, the daughter of the Hindoo P’'ince Radja-adjelt- 
fing (71). Her father in difmifling her, had put in her hands a number of 
important papers w'hichlhe was to deUv'crto the Empefor, namely tl»e letters 
and order he had received for oppofing and dellroying Hoflein-aaly-khan by 
any means in his power. Whether during that nobleman’s journey to court,.

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or during the Ranie*s or Gentoo Princes’s refidencein hiS palace, it is certain 
tliat HofTein-aaly-khan found means to get at thefe papers, and alfo to quiet 
the inquietude, which the Rmiie fekon finding that they had been in his hands. 
Thefe papers of courfe were produced by the two brothers to the Emperor, 
who made an apology for them, when his mother managed an agreement 
' between her fon and; them. This explanation having put an end to the dif- 
fentions and dlfputes, and peace having been further confirmed by Emir- 
djemlali’s being exiled from court, the Emperor thought of celebrating his 
nuptials with the R.tni, as it had been agreed, tliat after iliat ceremony flioultl 
be over, Hoffem-aaly-qhan would fee out for his Viceroyalcy of Decan. 

The Emperor therefore layed his commands qrvhis houfeliold-ofiicers for 
making the neceflary preparations for diat folemnity, and they in a Qwrc 
time performed their bulinefs. But this riot fatisfying Hoflein-aaly-khan 
who thought his honor concerned, as the Princels had been brought to court 
by his means, had been all ibis while lodged in his palace, and might 
be deemed his adoptive daughter j he made it a point to give that folemnity 
all the magnificence and all that fplendor for which Hindoftan is. famous; 
^d he made fuch preparations both for the bride and the bride-gfoom as 
exceeded alt that had even been heard in the capital, as well as all that had 
been done for the greateft Radjahs and Kings of Decan, or for even tlie 
.qagnificicnt Emperors of Hindoftan. The furniture, jewels and illumina'. 
.iOns lurpafled by muck any ilsiiig that had been done by the Emperor 
himfelf. As foon as nig’tt came-on, an infinity of fires and imitative flats 
threw out at once fuch a blaze as feemed to difpute of preeminence with tire 
ftary hoft of the finnament, and to reproach it with its inferior twinkling: 
Whilft the artificial parxerres, by the variety of their colours, and the differ¬ 
ent {hades of dielr hues, gave the beholder an idea of die celebrated gardens 
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of Irem (72). Pleafures and fliews of all forts, as well as fplendid entertain¬ 
ments, followed' each other with fo uninterrupted a profufion, that the loweft 
• man in die city could partake of them, as well as the higheft; and furprife, de¬ 
light, and hilarity, would run alter every one of the fpedlators, like fo many 
beings put in motion by fonie animal inftinft. Sucli were the throngs and 
the crowds of attendance, and fuch the concourfe of fpcdlators, that the flreets 
and markets of fuch an immenfe city, feemed’ to have become ‘narrower, and 
each of them more uneafy than the heart of a lover in defpair; and, on the 
other hand, pleafure and joy were enlivening every face widi fuch a bloom of 
florid freflinefs, that the flowers of the gardens were flung with the pangs of

envy, and rofes felt themfelves feated on the thorns of jealoufy. At iafl, 
after feveral days of fo animated a fcenery, the Emperor attenddi by his whole 
Court, repaired to a noble hall of Heflein-aaly-khan’s palace, where an illuftti* 
oys affembly was tt^aiting for him; and the reading of the marriage ritual hav¬ 
ing ciofed the ceremony, tire Emperor took his bride in his own cortege, and 
in the middle of a mufick, whofe delightful founds filled the air with gladnefs, 
he haftened to his Imperial habitation. It was on a Thurfday, tlie aad of 
Zilhidj, in tire yearof 1T27 of ihe Hedjra. 

Who would have thought that fuch a feene of pleafure and delight, w'ould 
have been followed at once by religious difturbances ? Sheh-abdollah, g divine 
of Note, fiom MSltan, having come to the capital on forae particular bu-' 
bufinefs, took his abode near the cathedral, where he often preached to crow¬ 
ded audiences, with whom lie foon acquired fo much celebrity, that the very 
paflages to ihat Mofque were always thronged. Once he went to pay avifitto 
Qioadja-djalter, that religious nobleman, of whom we have already Ipoken ; 
and on obferving that fome of the latter’s followers and difciples always faktt-

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in which they kifled the ground ; and alfoj that 
the Comedians and Singers, who frequented that holy retreat, made it a 
’praftice to ling vcrles in honor of the Meflenger’s Immaculate Spirit, and that 
of his l^red offspring; he wasfcandalized ; and he remarked, “ that profterna* 
fternation. was appropriated to God Almighty alone, and of courle, xmlaw- 
ful and indecent for any other; That to liften to fongs and verfes in mat- 
ters of religion, was reprobated and forbidden; And tliat to content 
“ one-fclf with a few prailcs in honor of the crown of created things, in 
order to launch odt in the prailes of his defeendants, without faying a 
“ word of his venerable four fucceffors, was repugnant to the IVinciplcs of 
Muffulmanifm/' Qhoadja-djafter anfwered, that as rellgmi per fins as -well as 
their folUnvers adirKftt^kdge the Omniprefince of no being exijiingy hut that of God 
AlmightyIt was mpqffible that th^ fliould pay a projiematio.i to any other 
being’, and of courfiy mpojjfible that their DireSfors Jhould connive at fuck a prac^ 
tice'i but that at any rate, men, who, tranfported by the extacies of their zeat, 
funded every ivhere prefent the ohjeB of ibeir adoration and love, and therefme' 
profirated themfilves on that ground, and hijkd it devoutly, would not be likely tee 
give over their praSUce upon any one’s reprefiniations : and if that were the cafi, 
hozv could he prevent it; and where was his fault in not putting a fiop to it He 
ended by thefe verfis: 

The traveller, the friend at your fide, and your neighbour, are all hh: 

“ Whether in the beggars rags, or under the gqld-cloth of kings, they are all his; 

“ Whether divided by dlflrance, or aflembled under one roof, 

They arc ail hii, mdeed they arc all his*’* 

“ As to the. jinging of the comedians, and the verfis of public Angers, thefe people 
Jlng nothing bnt what they have learned from their mafiers-, nor do Ichufi to in- 
terfere in their finging, it being no hufinefs of mine^ As to your ozvn part, 
if you knaro) of ary verfis in praife of th^e four Lords (']%}, do impart them to thefe

This aiifwer could not fatisfy Slieh-abdolkb, whoftrongly fufpcabg that 
tc could not have come out but from a man inclined to the Shyah foS, went 


away difeontented; and on his next fermon-day, he reflc« 9 :edon Qhaadja-djaf. 
fer’s words, as favouring of Shyifm, and condemned them openly. He add¬ 


ed fome invidous afiertions: For inftance, that Aaly Morteza, fon of Aab8- 
" taalub, was not within the cloak (74): That it was Improper to call him a 
** Seid; and that the expreflion of five pure bodies (75) was contrary to the prin- 
ciplcs of Sunnifm; for, whoever fliould admit, the lame would thereby give 
** an implied exclufion to the three odisr Lords, as not being equally pur'e.^^ 
He added fevcral words and expreflions, all-tending to depreciate the 
Iraafnite fed; and be feeined to aim at calling refledions and ftric- 
tiires upon its tenets and pradices, Qhaadja-djafter, on hearing of that fer- 
mon, fent liim word, that to drop fucb exprejfions from the pulpit, toas dijfonant 
from the current belief, and repugnant to the cufiom and ufages of the Sunni feB, 
and might pD^ffihly give ofence, and excite difientions: ‘that JhouU he chufe to 
came to hif humble cottage, or to aiy ether place, rvhere a number of learned per- 
Jons might be ajfemhkd, he flattered himfelf that .the trouble be would be put~to 
would not be without its advantage, ai hs .night thereby find an opportunity of 
having his doubts ttyed by the rules ofreafbning and the authority of tradition: For, 
in that cafe, th^ would be referred hf the tnojl approved writings of the Sunni feB, 
and to the fix holy coUeBions.

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This meflage was received with exprefliom of peevyhaefs and refent- 
inent; and a few days afrer, a mulrltude of young ihonghdefs men, of 
an Iranian, extradlon (yfv), having aflembled at the catliedral m fermon 
time, placed ihonfelves full in the preacher s face, with their beads and 
Amulets of Kerbeiladay before them (77), ufing at the fame time fjme 
threatening expreOions and geaures; This was refented by two or three 
thoufand of his follower, all of the Sunni fed, who rufpeding this fcenc 
to have been concer^etl by Qhoadia-djafer, and the whole intended againft 
their preacher’s fafety, took fire at once, and falling upon the young men 
with reproaches of impiety and blafphemy, they drove them out of die 
Mofque: And. this affair was likely to end there; but an iU-faced ^doo, 
who was a Military man of fome charader, and had come to hear the fermon, 
having chanced to go out immediately after them (78), was remarked by fome 
people, and in particular by one of the fervanes of the Molquc, who taking 
him to be one of thofe that hid jinT; given fo much offence, ran after liim with 
an intention to ftop or kill him; but the man having turned round and killed 
bis purfuer, he was foon overtaken by lome others, who hacked him to pieces; 
nor would the multitude for three days together fuffer hb body to be tak¬ 
en up, being in expedarion to get fome further ligh ts from fuchas migh t

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come to do him that office. After this unhappy affair, fbmc of the mod zealous 
of the preacher’s followers having found accefs to fome principal cotiitiers, and 
by them to the throne, went in a body to the Emperor, and complained, that 
Qhoadja-djafer wanted to excite afchiftn in the Sunni fe<fl:, ftmilar to that 
which had excited commotions in the reign of Bahadyr-fliah, when that Prince 
attempted to introduce the words Aaly u Heir to God's EleSt into the Muffiil- 
iman Profeffion of Faith; And they added, tl)at as fomethhig ftill more ftrious 
(eemed to be in agitation, it was better that the offender fhould be command¬ 
ed to quit the capital. 

One would hardly believe that fo fmall a commotion Ihould have exdred 
fuch heats in thatimmcnfe city; for whereas it was heretofore common enough 
to fee profefled lingers and others go finging about die ftrects the praifes of 
the pure and holy offspring; and numbers of even learned men ufed often to 
flop and to take a pleafiare in hearing their verfes and mufick; now matters 
became fo much altered, that fuch fingers were ftire of being hooted, and 
accufed of impiety and blafphemy. The Emperor on hearing of this new 
difturbance, confultcd the Cazy Sheriat-oUah-khan on the fubjecf, as the 
maft eminent divine that attended the Court. The theologian anfwered 
that ** what Sheh-abdollah had faid would not ftand the left of a con- 
"■ frontation with the beft treatifes on the Sunni tenets; and that therejFore it 
“ would prove difficult to convid, Qhoadja-djafcr of heterodoxy; but as on 
the other hand it would be proper to put an end to this ferment, he gave 
** it as his private opinion, that the Qhoadja iliould be requefted to change 
“ his abode, by retiring to thefuburbs, the morefo, as there would be nei- 
thcr harm nor trouble in tbat."” This decifion was no Iboner rumoured 
about, than QhandoSran one of the principal Lords of the court, and a mi- 
nifter of ftate, having fent for the preacher, inquired of him what might be 
the fubjeft of his wifhcs in coming fo far to the capital, and whether he had 
any commands for him; And the preacher having anfwered accordingly, 

QuandbSran 
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'^^^.ji^ixQhandoSran difpatched his bufinefs in a few days, and wifbed him a protpe- 
roiis journey to MSltan, his native country. At the lame time he pay 
fd a refpcAful vifit to his iiolynefs, Qhoadja^djafer, and in the courfe of a 
converfation on tliat fubjed:, he fupplicated in humble terms the Holy man’s 
condelcenlion, giving it as his private opinion, that if he would change his a- 
bode for a time, fd for as to take his refidence at the monument of Saint Ni- 
zammed-din, iii the fuburbs, fisch a conceflion would effectually fliut up the 
mouths of his opponents. In this manner the commotion which bore a 
threatening afpedt, fubfided at once. It was high time; for very feriom 
troubles were riling in the northern parts of the Empire. 

In the year one thoufand one hundred and twenty-eighth of the Hcdjra, 
that is in the fifjh year of Feroh-fyur’s, a bloody adion happened in the plains 
of the Pendjab, between tire Syes and the Imperiailfts, in which the latter 
commanded by Abdol-femed-khan, a famous Viceroy of that province, gave 
thofc inhuman fi-ee-booters a great defeat in which their General Benda, fell in 
to the vidor’s hands. This barbarian, whom nature had formed for a butcher, 
trufting to die numbers and repeated luccelfes ofthofe. other butchers he com¬ 
manded, had csercifed upon the people of God cruelties that exceeded all be¬ 
lief, hying wafte the whole province of Labor; fluflied with vidories, he had 
even afpiredto a crO:Wn; and we flTall fay fomething of his liiaory and perion. 
He was a Syc by profeflion, that is one of thofe men attached to the tenets 
of GSr8-govind (79), and who from their birch or from the moment of 
their adiniffion, never cut or fliave either tlieir beard or whilkers orapy hair 
whatever of their body. They form a particular foclety as well as a fed, which 
dillinguilhes irfelfby wearing almofl always blue cloaths (So), and going armed 
at all times. Thefe, when once admitted into tliat fi-aternity, never make any 
difficulty of mixing or communicatrng w'idi one another, of whatever tribe or

hitherto been in their tenets, principles, or common way of life. This feiil: or fra¬ 
ternity,, which fpread itlelffar and near about the latter part of Aorengzib’s reign, 
reckons for Irsinftitiitor a GSrS-govind, one of thefucceflbrs of Nanec-fliah, 
the patriirch of thefeiffj and here is what we know of this Nsfnec-fhah. He 
was fon to a grain-merchantof the Catri tribe; and in his j'Oiith he had been as 
remarkable for a gq 0 condua .and a laudable charaaer, as well as for the beau¬ 
ty of his face, and the fcnfiblenels of his repartees ( 8 z); Nor was he dcdiiute of 
money. There was then in thofe parts a Fakir or religious of note, called Seid- 
haffen, a' man of eloquence as well as wealth, who having no dhldren of his 
own, and being fmitten with the beauty of youngNanec, upon whom bechanced 
to coil his eyes, conceived an aifeaion for him, and charged himfelf with 
his education. As the young man was early introduced to the knowledge oi the

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much in learning, and became fo fond of bis books, tha: he made it a prac- 
tlfe in his leifure hours, to tranflate literally or virtually, as his tnihd promp¬ 
ted him, fuch of ihofe m :xhns, as made the d^epeft itnpreffion upon his 
heart. This was in the idiom of Pendjab (34), his raate/nal language. 
Little by little he llrung together thefe loole fentences, reduced them into 
fome order, and pbt them in verfes ; and by ibis lime he had fa far Qiuken 
off thofe prejudices of Gentilifnj wliich he had imbibed with bis milk, diat 
he w'as become quite another man. fiis colletlion becoming numerous, it 
took ihe form of a took, which was entitled Grcnt, and became fo famous 
in the times of Soltan Babr, as to give celebrity to its author, who from iliat 
day was follovt-ed by multitudes of fpedators or well wiihers. This book is 
to this day held in fo much veneration and effeem amongft ihe Syes, that 
tlicy never touch or read it, wiiljout putting on a refpedfol air and poflure. 
And in reality, as it is a compound of what he had found mofl: valuable in 
thofe books which he had been perufing, and k is written with warmth and 
eloquence, it has neceflarily all the merits and aitraAions peculiar to mith 
and found fen'e. 

In times of yore, the religions perfonsof that fraternity, Could not be dif- 
ftlnguiOied either in their garb or their uTages from the Mulnlmen fakirs; nor 
is the difference eafily perceptible eVen to this day. They live in communities 
both in villages and towns; and their Ijabltations are called Sa'ngats (85) 
where we always fee fome one that prefides over all the reft. Nanec, iheir 
Patriarch left only two children, one of whom when grown-up, iifed to 
mufehimfclf with hunting and .ill the other pleafures of high life; and m 
this he has been imitated by his defeendents to this day, all of whom are te- 
puted heirs and partakers of his authority. The other fon, havuig addifted 
hirnfelf CO a religious life, and -taken up the garb of it, his followers have 
done the fame, and look to all intents an I p urpofes like fo Mufulmen

Fakirs. But what is ftrange, Nanec-niah had not for his immediate ' 

fucceffor either the one or die other of his children, but only a fervant of his, 
caUed Angad, who fat on the patriarch's carpet with full authority (86). 

The ninth in fucceffioii from this Angad was one Tygh-bahadyr (87), who 
was of fuch an extraordinary charafter, as drew multitudes after hirn, all which 
as Avell their leader w'ent always armed. This man finding himfetf at the 
head of fo many thoufands of people, became afpiring; and he united his 
concerns with one Hafyz-aadem, a Mufuimon Fakir, and one of tkofe that 
(tiled themfelves of Sheh-ahmed-ferhindi's fraternity. Tbefe two men no 
fooner faw themfelves followed by multitudes, implicitly addided to their 
chiefs will, titan forfaking every hondl: calling, they fell a fubfiftmg by 
plunder and rapine, laying wafte Ute whole province of Penffjab: for wliilft 
Tygh-bahadyr was levying contributions upon the Hindoos, Hafyz-aadem 
was doing the fame upon the Mululmen. Such cxceffes having fbon attrafted 
the notice of the crown-officers, gazetteers and intelligencers, they wrote to 
tlie Emperor Aorengzib that thefe two men ntadc k a practice to live by 
plunder and fac: in anfwer to fuch an advice, the Emperor commanded the 
Viceroy of Pendjab, refiding at Labor, to feize thefe two mifcreants, and to 

fend the Mufuhnan to, the country of Afghans, quite up to the laft limits cf

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again uncier pain of death. Tygh-bahadyr, the other free-booter, he was to 
fend prifoner to the cafHe of GSaliar, The Governor executed his orders 
pnnftualh'’- Some days after there came an order to the Governor of GSa- 
liar, to put Tygh-baliadyr to death, to cut his body into four quarters, and 
to hang diem at the four-gates of the fortrefs: a fent^nce which was literal¬ 
ly executed. But this execution was followed by mournful confeqoences. 
Hitherto the Syes had always worn the Religious garb without any kind of 
arm or weapon at all:” but G8r8-govind having fucceeded to his fadier, 
diftribuced his numerotis followers by troops, which he put under die command 
of his beft friends, to whom he gave orders to provide ilieinlelves with arms 
?aid htrfes. As foon as lie law them accoutred and mounted, he commenced 
plundering the country, and railing contribudons. But he did not go long 
unpuniflied; the Fodjdars of the province joining together, fell upon thofe free¬ 
booters, and loon difperled diem; but G8r8-govind s two fons having fallen 
alive in their hands, were put to death. The father’s fituation was now become 
full as dangerous: hunted down every where like a wild beaft, he retired to a 
ftrong.hold wliicli fecured his peifon for :he prefent, but at the fame time, 
precluded his eft aping to his country and fimily beyond Serhend; the coun¬ 
try betwixt being full of troops an^ garrifbiis. The man pronipted by his 
ciitical lituation, applied to the Afghan-mountaineers that live behind Serhend, 
and he promifed th,cm a large fum of money, if they could contrive to carry 
him to ‘ place of fafety. A number of thefe accepted die bargain, and com¬ 
ing down from their motmtains, they engaged liimtolct grow his beard, whil- 
kers, and every other hair of his body; and when they fawit of a proper length, 
diey put upon him a fliort blue garb like chat ufed amongft thofe highlanders, 
brought him out of his flrong hold amongft themfclves, and made him tra- 
verfe the whole country, not only with perfedt fafety, but also with honour. 
For whenever any one put any queftion about this man which they payed Co 

much refpcii-io, they would anfwei, that he was a Fir-zada or Holy-man of 

their's,

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their’s, thePir-zadaof Stcli. GSrS -goviiid having been fo lucky as to extricate 
bitnfclf out/>f fo great danger, confcrved the Afghan garb in memory of that 
event; and he even made it henceforward die diftinaive garb of hia followers, 
no one of which could be admitted into it, uolels his hair and beard proved 
of the proper length, and his garb of the prosier pattern. But the lofs of tiis 
children had made fo deep an impreffion on his heart, that he loft Ins mind, 
fell in demcnce, and fliortly after died of grief and forrow; he was fucceeded 
by Benda, that butcher-like man, of whom we have fpoken above. This infernal 
man having affcmbled mukitudes'of defperate fellows, all as enthufafts, and all 
as thirfty of revenge as himfclf, commenced ravaging the countr)' with foch 

r 

a barbarity as had never had an example in India. They fpared no Mufui- 
man, whether man or woman or child. Pregnant women had'their bellies rip- 
ed open, and their chidren daflied againft their faces or agiinft i!ie walls. The 
Emperor, (and it was the mild Bahadyr-fhaw) fliiiddered on hearing of fuch 
atrocious deeds. He was obliged to fend againft thofe barbaiiins not only the 
trdops of the province, but entire armies, and these too, commanded by Ge¬ 
nerals of Importance, fuch as the Lord of Eords, l^unaatn'C^han, who at the 
head of thirty thoufand hories enc lofed that federate in the fort of LShgar, 
where he befieged him. The man after having defended himfelf for fome 
time, contrived to give htm the flip by an expedient in which he (hewed as 
much fagaciiy and wifdom as animal courage and prowefs. Neverthelcfs 
being ftiU purfaed, he was encircled again by three Generals that had joined 
their troops together: ItwasM.thmeti-amin-qhan, Aghyr-qhatijandRoftem-dil- 
qhan; but his genius fertile in expedients, extricated himfelf again: Not that he 
made any dan J before the Imperial troops; he hardly gave them an oppottunlty 
to (ee hail: Perpetually on the wing, he kept out of their way, when luving 
given daem the flip, he fuddenly (allied fonb at an oppofiie fide, like 
fome ravage efcaped from die hunter’s nets, and dien he put every thing 
to fire and fwoid, maflacrcing every Mufulimn, and deftroying every 
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temple and every Sepulclireof their'?, whicli he could find; in Co much 
that his ravages and barbarities deemed to. go on encrcafing; and fuch 
was theftate of tilings, when Sahadyr-lbali departed this life. His children, 
5 occupied in difputes about the dirone, had no attention to fpare for Benda, 
fo that his power became formidable at hft. On Feroh-fy uf’s acceffion to tlic 
throne, Eflem-khan, Viceroy of Labor, received orders to dcflroy thole 
free-booters; bht tliofe free-booters defeated hira totally in a pitched battle ; 
and tliat Viceroy after lofing the greatelt part of his men, retired within 
Xjalior with his ftilf nicaftire of fliame. Benda elated by lb unexpected 
a fucceft, recommenced his barbanties with more fury than ever. It was

ii^e time ^fter this battle that Bayezid-khan, Fodjdar of Serhend, hearing 
of Benda’s appaoach, thought it better to meet him half way; and he was 
encamped without the walls, when in the evening he retired to a private 
tent where with a finall congregation he was performing the afternoon pray- 
, ers, when a Syc, as defperate doubtlefs as any of Haflan-faba's devoted 
young-men (89), having creept under the wall of the tent, gave him a 
^ mortal flab, as he w'as proftrating himfelf; and in die confufion and fur- 
prife which enfusd, lie • retired to Kis brethren without receiving any hurt. 
This piece of intelligence liaving fbon reached the capital, the Emperor 
commanded Abdol-femed-khan, aTSranian Viceroy ofCalhmir, who en¬ 
tertained Icveral thouiands of his Country-men, to march againft thofe fee- 
Jerates; and to encourage him in that expeditionj the Emperor fent him 
the patent of the government of Labor for his Ton, Zecariah-khan. Thk 
General, who fince became lb famous, had with him fevera! thouliind troo¬ 
pers of his .nation with feireral commanders of the higheft diftiniftion, fuch 
as Kamcr-ctidin-klian whom w'e Iball fee Vezir-aazem in tlie fe^ueli Mah-

mcd-amin-khiti and Aghyr-khan: they were at the head of their own 
troops, to which die Emperor added feveral bodies of his own guards, 
filch as the Vala-flialiies, and the Ahedians (90). 

With fuch reinforcementsAbdol-femcd-khan, who waited only fora 
train of artillery, fet out for Labor, after having appointed for -his Lieute¬ 
nant at Caflimir, his own flavc Aicf-khan; and taking with him the troops 
he found encamped at that city, he marched in queft of the baibarians. 
As he had a good army in which were feveral thoufands of his own country 
men, thefe troops fell with fuch fury upon thofe wild beads, and they re¬ 
peated their attacks with fo uninterrupted a perleverancc, that they cnilh^d 
them to atoms; nor did the General give over the purfuit, until be ha a 
made an end of them. That raifcreant of Benda ftood hiS ground to the 
amazement of all, and in the firft engagement he fought fo heroically, that 
he was very near giving a complcat defeat to the Imperial General; for 
although beaten and vigoroufly purfued, he retired from poll to poll, like a 
lavage of the wildernefs from thicket to thicket, loling endleffly his men, and 
occalioning lofles to his purfuers. At laft w'orn down by fuch an inceftant 
purfuit, he retired to Goordas-poor, i^c native country of mofl; of thofe 
Barbarians, and where their chief had long ago built aftrong caflle, in which 
they kept their wives and families wiili the booty they ufed to make in 
their courfes. The Imperial General blockaded it immediately, nor was the 
place unfurnilhed with provifions; but the multitudes tliat had fucceffively re¬ 
tired thither were fo coofiderablc; and the befiegers kept fo watchful a guard, 
that not a blade of grafs, nor a grain of com could find its way to the fort; 
and the magazines within being at laft emptied of their concents, as the block¬ 
ade drew to a length, a famine commenced it’s ravage amongft thebefiegent,

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who fell a eating any thing that came in their way: alles, horfes, and even 
oxen became food, and what is incredible, cows were devoured. Never- 
thelefs fuch was tlie animofity of thofe wild beafts, and fiich their con- 
fcioufnels of what they had deferved, that not one of them would talk of 
a furrender. But every thing within, even to the moll venerable, as well 
as to the moft loathfome,lnving already been turned into food and devoured; 
and diis having produced a bloody flux that fwept them by flioals, the furvi- 
vivorsafked for quarter and offered to open tlieir gates. The Imperial General 
.ordered them to repair to an eminence, where they would fee a pair of 
colours planted, and where they were to depofe tlteir arras and clothes, 
after which they might repair to hh camp. The famifhed wretches oblig¬ 
ed to comply with an order w'hich forboded nothing gopd, obeyed pundtuaU 
ly; like beafts reduced to their laft fhift; and having been made faft hand 
and foot, they were made ov6r to his Moguls or Tartars, who had orders 
to carry them clofe to the river that ran under their walls, and there to throw 
die bodies, after having beheaded them all. The officers and principal 
men w'ere put in irons, and ordered to n ttrch in a body, mounted upon 
lame, worn-down, ma ngy afles and camels, with each of them a paper- 
cap upon his head; and it was with fuch a cortege that the General entered 
the city of Labor, wliich he reached in few days. It happened that Baya- 
zid-khan’s mother, an old TSranian woman, lived in that city; and hearing 
what had happened, and that her fon’s murderer was amongft die prifbners, 
file requefted her attendants to point him to her: For, the man having ac¬ 
quired a charajfter amongfl; his brethren by fuch a daring adlion, had been

fowatded to the capital, under a ftrong efcort. As foon as they had ariivcd 
in the dut-fkirts of the city, the Emperor fent' out Mahmed-amln-khan, with 
orders to bring them in, mounted as diey were ; but preceded by a number of 
heads fixed upon pikes, amongft which fliould be feen Benda, with his face be- 
fineared with black, and a wooden-cap on his head. That wretched himfllf^ 
having been, brought before the Emperor, was ordered to the caille, where he 
was to be fliut up, widi his fon, and two or three of his Chief Commanders- 
The others were carried by a hundred aLatiine every day, to the Cotvals tri¬ 
bunal, -where they were beheaded; until die whole number of them was com¬

of an iHuftrious pedigree, who had acquired fuch a high charafler in thofc 
Southern countries by his great bodily ftrengthand his heroical prowefs, that 
he was revered in all that tiwft, and held in the higheft efteern with the rulers 
Generals of the Marbatra Empir<^ Thofe letters brought him die patent 
of the Government of BSrhanpSr added to his own, with orders to lepair 
thither at the head of his army, it being on the high road to Decan; and 
to demollfh Hofle’in-aaly-khan and his troops, by any means in his power, 
after which he would of courfe fuccecd him in that Viceroyaky then become 
vacant. On the receipt of thcle inftruflions DaSd-khan, who made but 
little account of his enemy, repaired to BSrhanpSr, where he without befi- 
tation afTumed all die ftate of a Viceroy of Decan. This intelligence having 
been foon conveyed to Hoffein*aaiy-khan, the latter wrote to the Afghan, 
« that as he (Hoirein aily-khan) was aftually invefted with that Viceroyaky, 
** it was but proper that he, Da8d-khan-peiii, fhould come to pay his 
" refpofts to his fuperior, and fhew himfelf ready to execute his commands, 
this being Cc very coaforniable to the rules of fcrvice: elfe, he had 
better repair to the Emperor’^s Court at once, without giving fb unjufti- 
“ fiable an example to thofe refi'aiftory countries, and rendering himfelf 
« guilty of proceedings t hat could end in nothing but in difturbances and 
« dUTentions.’* Tliis Icttcf having not made die leaft Impreffion upon DaSd- 

klian- 
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r;,\ khan, he came out of BSrhanpSr, and encamped in the plain fully relblved 

___ 

on a vigorous oppofition^ He at the lame time invited over a number of 


Murhatta. Generals, who had become Crovvn-fervants, having been deco-

•' C rated wiih grades and commands of honor and emoluments, fuch as of five 
and feven thoufand hod'es, lb early as the reign of fiahadyr-fliah. The 
moft confiderable amongft thefe was Eimba-find'iah, who enjoyed the whole 
territory of Aorengabad in lieu of his pay. All thelc came and remained 
encamped with DiiSd-kfaan until the twenty-fifth of Ramazan, at which 
time Hoflein-aaly-khan appeared at the head of twenty fix thoufand horfes, 
* the only ones that were able to keep pace witli him, but all veteran troops, 
accuftomed to be led to fuccels and viaory under his command. This hap- 
■ • pened in the fbu«h year of Feroh-fyur’s reign. The Viceroy being arrived 
within fight of the enemy, endeavored to reclaim due haughty impmdent 
Afghan, by fending him feveral very inviting melTages j but finding lum 
deaf to all remonflxances, he thought only how to reduce him by force. He 
therefore ranged his army in battle array, mounted Iris Elephant, and 
marched down upon the enemy : the latter did the fame on his fide, after 
having pkeed on his front a body of Afghans, all his country men, every 
one of whom thought himlelfequal to a Roflem (92). The battle proved ob- 
ftinate and bloody : the valorous on both fides, prefling upon each other, 
as in the day of judgement, were ruflilng forward, regardlefs of every thing 
but how to engage amongft the foremoft. In a moment it commenced 
raining beads, which dropped like hail from the clouds railed by the in*

of fo iriany heroes in fury were drenching the dry thrifty earth. How -many 
bodies hitheno aceuftomed to all the conveniences and delicacies of a lux- 
urious life found diat day their bed on the bloody hard ground ? and how. 
many heads ftreaming with blood, did colour the point of fpears, like fo 
many fidl hlowa rofes, fixed on their ftaiks? the ponderous cardi etcjnally 
(haken byihc incefiant roaring of cannon, fectned to have atfumed amotion 
Kkc the heaven, whilfl; heaven kfelf confounded at die appearance of fo 
many blood-drunk warrbrs, flopped ftiort, and ftood motionlcfs, like a 
Kimpilh clod of earth (94). DaSd-khan had given orders to his conduftor 
to carry his. Elephant clofe to that of Hoffcm-aaly-khaa’s, as foon as he 
could defety him. But mean while Hiramon, a valorous G^ntoo, who com-* * 
manded the Afghan's van, had puQied as far as the enemy’s aitillery, where 
he was making a great flaugh'tcr, when he was himfelf given for-food to- 
the fainiihed fibres of a body of Seids of Bar, who threw themfelves in 
his way, and killed or wounded cveiy one of thofe that had followed 
him. But this loft did not divert DUSd-khan from Ins defign; he was 
eagerly pufliing forward amongft a body of officers mounted like himfelft 
ainoagft whom he towered out as terrible as the man on the Elephant mention¬ 
ed on the Coran (9i) • He was feekihg his rival every where, being pre¬ 
ceded

torrents of their blood : Aalem-aaly-khan with Qhan-zeman-qhan and a num- 
of pcrfons of diftinSion, were wounded there grlcwoufly.

. . againft Mir-muIlirefF, an ancient General perfonnally attached to Hoffeih-

■ aim, lodged it in Mir-mufhrers neck: that officer fainting with anguifli 
and lofs'-of blood fell down from his haodah, to wdiich he juft held by one 
of his hands. In this fitaation Dagd-klian’s driver, making a ftout ufe 
of his Iron-crook (99), gave him tm the back two or direc blows, (b well 
conditioned, that the nobleman remembered them for the remainder of his 
days; and feveral years after, on recounting all this detail, he could not help 
carrying his hand to his back, and laying tliat they were fevere blows indeed.

WTailft this terrible execution was taking place, 
Mir-muftireff's elephant-driver feized this opportunity to part the two beafts; 
and as he hung ftill by the hand, a report fpread throughout the whole ar¬ 
my that he was flainj and this report only increafed the Panic ,' and now the 
Afghan drawing near Hoffein-aaly-khan's elephant, people thought that all 
was over, and numbers fell off their ranks, whilft others fled in earneft - :: 
Cgnal difeomfiture was going to enfue, few chooftng to ftand by their Gene¬ 
ral, but a body of men of note, who refolved to perifii rather than to for- 
lake him. Matters grew critical, and the confuflon as dreadful as that of 
the day of judgment, when a mufquet-ball, as if by exprefs order, ftruck 
P'aSd-kban, in the forehead, killed him outright, and changed the mourn¬ 
ing of his life and glory into an everlafting evening. The dtivir feeing liis. 
mailer without any fign of life, turned his elephant about, and fled with 
thofe diat fought to avoid the edge of die puriulng fabre. At light of this, 
Hoffein-aaly-khan ordered his military mufick to ftrike-up in token of viftory 
and rejoicing; and fending his people after die Afghan's elephant, which 
was foon overtaken, he ordeied his corps to be f^fened to tliat animal’s foot, 
and dragged throughout the whole city of BSrhanpSr. 

It may be aflted wliat has become of Bimba-dji and his Marhatta Cavalry, 
of which we have laid not a word? And the anfwer will beIhort: The man, 
like a true Marhatta, contented himftlf with fcampering about at the begin¬ 
ning of the a«5lion, and then remained raotionlcfs like any common fpeilator; 
fo that when he faw that victory had turned towards Hoffein-aaly-khan, he 
gallopcd-over, and prefented him his Nuzur as did ail his officers: And aH 
this while his Mahrattas having broke in the enemy’s camp, were plundering 
every thing diey could lay their hands upon. Neverthelefs there ftilJ remain¬ 
ed much booty for the victorious anny; and the whole of DaSd-khan's 
equipage, money, horfes and elephants were feized for thc\ Viceroy’s ulc: a 
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^ fmall part of which only he vouchfafal to fend to the Emperor, and that 
top, after a length of time. 

Pa8d-khan had left at Ahmcd-abad a confort, by whom he was tender- 
ly loved.'*^ She-s.vas the daughter of a Hindoo Zemindar, or great Land-lord 
"" of that kingdom, where it was a Handing rule, that fome of thofe Gentoo 
• rV!4nces fhould givp their dai^hters to the Viceroy in being. This ladywho 

had been initiated in the Mafulman Religion, on her entrance into the Scrag*

lio, was now pregnant, and (even months gone with child; and (he liad in- 
treated for the liberty of following her hufband, of whom at his departure, 
ihc had obtained his poignard, as a token of his love. The news of his death. 
in the mkhUe of a vi<ftory having now reached Ahraed-abad, (he took the 
joignard, and tyening her own belly with a precaution and dexterity that a- 
mazed every one, Arc carefully drew out tiie child, and tenderly recommend- 
• ed it to f e by~ftanders; after wliich. few words, (he expired (97). 

The report of this viftory foon reached the capital, and it was remarked 
that the Emperor could not conceal ^s concern and regret- He even faid in 
the Vezir Abdollah-khan’s prefence, that it was a pity that fo hcroical a man 
as 9a8d-khan (hould have been flaiti; and lie added that he had been unwor¬ 
thily ufed^’. This exprelfion was taken-up by the Vezir, who anfwered “ that 
« had his brother being Aain by tliait,favage of an Afghan, his death, he fup- 
« pofed, would, have appeared very proper, and at any rate would have been 
« more welcome to his Majefty”. 

When dkiogues between the Emperor and the Minifter could be tainted 
withfo much acrimony, it was not difficult, to conjedure how far matters 
might proceeds and this was foon put to the teft by two events that happen-

been promifed one with another,fifty rupees in ready money; but twelve months 

had already elapfed fince (hat creation, and they had as yet touched nothing! ’ 

when at once the body was broke and difmifled; and its pay* mailers were told, 

that at prelent, there was no money in the treafury. The fecond event is the 

fudden arrival of Emir-djemlah from Azim-abad, where over and above thd 

ftinding troops of his Governinent, he had raifed a large body of Moguls, and 

other foreigners ; and as the revenues of the country, very-ill managed by him, 

could not afford to maintain thofo adtlitional troops, they fubfifted tly pillaging'- 

the fiat country^ and exercifing violences even in the middle of its capital, where 

» > 

they put under contribution the poor people, as well as the nobility. Such enor¬ 
mous iliforders could not but render Emir-djemlah's admlniflration an objeifl 
of iiniverfal deteftation; but as he had alfb mofl extravagantly fquandered away 
the public-money, and no rclburce remained for him againfl the infolencies of 
thofe people who threatened his perfon, here is the expedient he imagit^^vouid 
cxtiicate himfelf; Hegotinto one of thofe veiled-chairs that are ufed to convey 
■women; and without imparting even a Kint of his dcfign to his moft Iniimate 
f iends, or even to his menial fervants, he ded towards Dchli, where, terror 
a<lding wings to liis fright, he arrived in fifteen days; and where, in the very 
middle of a dark night, he fuddenly made his appearance at the cafUe-gate, 
like a ghod from his grave. This was at a time when terrible reports were 
fpreading every where throughout the city, as if flhemes were actually in agi¬ 
tation, about fclzing the Veziv's perfon; And, indeed, as the Emperor liad 
now conceived a rooted averfion againfl the two brothers, a rumour ran, tliat 
Emir djemlali had been fent-for under-liand. This much is certain, tliatwhen 
dint Governor made his appearance, at Court, he was ill-reeeived; and that

^his reception Iiaving only added to the bad opinion whicli die World had con- 
^ ^ ccived of his charaaer* he turned himfelf towards Abdollah-khan, to wliom lie 
cdmrhenced paying an alTiduous courtfliip, as he. was, faid he, refolved, hence- 
/^fcrrwar<Kxo dqjotc himfelf folely to his family ; but all thefe protections were 
- attributed to artifice by the public, and e\'en to a concerted ftheme of fetzing 

^ --d lf Vezir’s peifcjp. It was even fiifpeded, that the unexpefted difmiffioii 

of the-eight thoufand troopers, together with the vafl; crouds of Moguls, and 
odier dlfbanded foldjers, who arrived daily in Hioals from Aziraabad, and went 
every where armed and mounted about the ftreets, and efpecially to the palaces 


'of MaJimcd-uinin-kUrm the Pay-mafter General, and of Eniir-djemlah, and of 
'^handoSran, were nothing more th^ fo many contrivances to circumvent the 
ij^zir; and they raifed fupicions in every one’s breaft, as if all thfife ma- 
ntEuvres meant no more than to fall unexpectedly upon his palace. Xhat 
MiniftiJr, at laft, came to think fo hitrlfelf; and now giving way to his appre-. 
henfions, he ordered his quarter and his habitauon to be put in a ftate ot de¬ 
fence, and a number of troops to be raifed. It happened, that his nephew, Ghai- 
rat-khan, who had been appointed Fodjar of NarnoSl, and had gone out of 
\53£N<u,iy with a ftrong body, to take pofleflion, came foon to*hear of thelb chf* 
turbanc^; and he turned about, and took his quarters round his palace, nof 
only with what troops he aAually %d with him, butalfo with fome new leviea 
which he made by the way, and chiefly with a large body of Seids of Bar^ 
who had flocked into the city, on hearing that the Vezir, whom diey looked 
upon not only as their coimtry’man, but alfo as tlieir kinfman, was in danger 
from his enemies. Such ta-rors were fpread evcty where, and fuch appre- 
hcnfions conceived, tha .Abdollah-khan’s friends, who had fortified them- 
felves in his quarter, or in its neighbourhood, were now fitting upon theif 
elephants the whole day, and ftanding to their arms the whole night; tlW 
more fo as Ilioals of dilbanJed foldiers were now feen armed and mount¬ 
ed in almofl; every large ftrcct. But what looks very fingtilar is, that it 
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was fuch a time of miftruft and confufion, that Emlr-djernlah, at a loft 
what to do with his own perfon, chofe to refngie himfelf in Mahmed- 
amin-khan’s Iioufe, after having rendered himfelf not only odious, hut'even 
sxHitemptible and ridiculous by his thougUtlefs behaviour,^ It ,>vas with 
fuch a pufiUanimous conduft, and in fuch an abjoft ftate of body and 
mind, that he ftill harboured thoughts of not only contending with fugb 

I 

mighty men, as the vidotious Hoffem-aaiy-qhan, and the Vezir AbdoHah>- 
qhan, the pole of the Empire, as well as with the late Zolficar-qhan, the Prince 
of Princes, bnt alfo of overtopping them in the ftate. Amidft all thefe move¬ 
ments and troubles, the Emperor who felt his own inability as well as hia' 
favorite’s incapacity, and who through his innate levity of mir4 liad already 
grown fick of thefe commotions and preparations, undertook to put-an end to 
the whole, by difearding Emir-djemlah. He was dlfinifTed to his native 
country of MSltan; and Ser-bSIend-qhan, appointed to his government of 
Azimabad-pama. Entail this repentance, and all thefe clianges produced no 
convidion in any min^l amongft difcei nhig men; and the Emperor’s iniin- 
cerity was now fo publkkly known, and fufpicion* had taken fb deep a root 
on that head, that whenever the Emperor went out a hunting, or the le^ift 
don was obferved'in his houfehold,. the report ivas pretently fpread^that the* 
Vezir had been feized. Ko wonder aftef that, if that minifter continued to 
raife troops, and to prepare every thing for his defence.- 

This year, wliich was mai'ked by fb many troubles and difTentlons, became 
alfo memorable by the deniife of Afled-khan—the venerable Afled-khan—that 
wife Affcff (98) of the State, who had been fo long Prime Minifter to Aoreng- 
zib. He departed to the manfions of eternal mercy, after having completed 
tlie ninct) -fifth year of a virtuous life, full oftnerits; it was the fixth of Feroh- 
fyur's reign, and the feven hundred and twenty-ninth of the Hedjrah. He may

be faid to have been tiie feal and lad member of iliat antient nobility of Hin- 
i doftan, that had done fo much honour to-die Empire.

" private rof ‘i-Rl^C‘'tbility of temper, and of a benignity of difpofition fo cn- 
• dearing, that to ibis very day, his name is affeflionately remembered by every 
■ '.ne. Withoutof the having ever ftooped to any Lords of the recent Courts, he 
lived with dignity and fpleadour to the very laft, conferving uninterruptedly, 
his boundlefs influeace over every part of the Empire, where, to his immor- 
.tal honour, as well as to the emolument of all contemporaries, he never ceaf- 
■ ^'"ed to employ liis credit, as well as purfc, in obliging any one diat prefented 

himlelf, whether a friend or ftrange/.

; beginning of his reign; and people remembered, that the fon being unwilling 
-{! iiihmit to the new Emperor, and fully ab’e to'aflert his own independence, 
was foothed by the father’s entreaties, and totally fobdued by the weight of 
paternal authority, which engaged*, him to lay afide all thoughts of oppofi- 
tion, and to repair with him to Fefoh-fyur’s quarters : Upon which, there 
were then handed about two very affedting lines, that deferve to be preferv- 
■ed. They are as follows:

The venerable old man, after having attentively liflened to the mcllage,an- 
fwered in a mil;:! tone of voice: “ You have committed a very grea^/?it>f; 
“ but fuch doubtkfs was pur deftiny,—and you was yourfelf under the adbiaf 
“ impuUe of fate;—but now the day g? retribution, I am afraid, feems at 
“hand; you arc full in its way;—and I much fear, left under the appeaiance 
“ of tliefe dilTentions, rain and defolation fliouM have crept under the 
** columns, of the Timurian thione. Now that you have fo unfortunately 
“ given up your .aiidioriry and Empire into the hands of the Seids, it is 
“ too late to retrogade; on the contrary, fpare nothing to keep tliem eafy 
« and fatisfied, left thefe diffeniions, by being protraded to a length, fliould 
“ give birth to matteis of a high nature, and reduce you to the neceflity of 
“ fuffering the reins of your liberty, to flip abfolutely out of your hands.”

OTHING could be wifer than the dying Nobleman’s advice: but it made 
but a momentary impreOion, and the Emperor continued as thoughtlefs as ever. 
Eternally obfeded by couruers equally imprudent and ambitious, he ufed to 

U beftoyr 
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beftow on their recorninctldations all the fubordinate offices and employments 
of Decan ; and fo foon as any one was requeaed, fo foon wasthe patent of ffi. 
drawn-up and beaowed, to the great difeontent of Hofle'in-aaly-qha'»>' die ac¬ 
tual Viceroy, %ho looked upon all thofe promotions, as derogatoVy-to his au¬ 
thority, and ^is- even dangerous to bis fafety. His conaant pradice was to fet 
alide the promoted with fair words, and lometiines with raillcrj'^, and-to ad¬ 
vance his own creatures to all polls of trufl: a condud that could not fail to 
occafion cndlefs heart-burnings at court. Nor was Abdollah-qlian the other 
broiler, more fcnipulous. His divan, Ratan-cliund, proud of his maftcr,s 
unbounded influence, meddled at pleafure with the Imperial regifters, without 
minding the Mutufuddies or crown officers and fervants, wljofc province .it 
was to keep thofe books. Even die Divan of the Qhallirah office, who is 
• properly fp^king, tlic rainifler of the finances, or at leafl the accomprant ge¬ 
neral, was become a mere cypher, ora body.withot a foul; and every matter 
of revenue and adminiflratton pafled through the hands of diat Gentoo, who 
in a few hours time would tranfad bufmefs to die amount of fevcral corors. 
He leafed out all the Crown-lands. A cohdud fo over-bearing and fo decl- 
five could not but embarrafs both Ettefam-qhan, who liad been put at^ih" 
head of the Qhaliflah-office, on C^iandoEran’s recommendation, ant?. aieRai- 
Takn, or chief counfcllor who had the -Divanfhip or Infpedion general of 
all the muftets; die more fo, as thefe two officers were differently affeded: 
the former inclining to the Emperor’s fide, and die latter to the Vezir’s; an 
ambiguous condud: v/hich expofed them to the dlfplcafure of both fides, and 
which at laft rendered it expedient for drem to give both their refignauons 
of one common accord ; So that diofe two officers were vacant, when Yna'i- 
et-ollah-qhan made his appearance at court on a fudden. This nobleman 
who had fallen in difgrace in die firft year of the Emperor’s reign, had made 
the Pilgrimage of Mecca, from whence he was now returned. As that no- 
blanan had acquired a great charader for acutenefs and fidelity in the feve- 

ral 
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ral offices of adminiftradon and finances, which he had held under Aoreng- 
zih’s and under Babadyr-lbah's reign, and he palled for an able minifter and 
an excellent accomptant, the Emperor could not but be pleafed with the ar¬ 
rival of a of whofe talents he wanted to avail himfelf for the purpofes of 

remedying thole diforders occafioncd by Emir-djendah’s incapacity; for he 
was Tio<v confcious^to liimfelf, how improvident he had been in detnolilhing 
the ancient nobility. He, therefore, caft his eyes upon him as the fitteft per- 
fon he could fubftiiute to Ettdam-qhan in the two offices, which the latter 
had thrown-up, dredoftwo employments that expofed him perpetually to 


mfurraountable difficult^, and tendered it impoffible to manage two fuch 
oppofite panics) as ihofe of the Emperor and the Vezir's. The Emperor ha¬ 
ving received his refignation for drole two offices, and given him the Go- 

f 

vernment of Cafliinir in exchange, immediately appointed Ynaict-olloh qhan. 
This nobleman fliewed much backwafdnefs in alTuming wo offices which he 


conceived he never could dilcharge to his own or to his mafter's fatisfadion, 
fo long as Abdollah-qhan or his minifter fliould continue to carry every tiling 
with a high hand; nor was this laft minifter himfelf pleafed to fee appointed 
-'•man, w hole leverlty he had more than once experienced in Aoreugzib*s 
reigm luuckily that this difagreement was put an end to by Yqhlaf-qlun, 

aGcncoo convert of Bahadyr-ffiah's reign, a wife, learned, ingenioos man] 

who although profelTionally attached to the two Seitls, Was too much dif-' 


plealed with the complexion of the times, to accept himfelf any office. 
He lived a retired life folely occupied by the Emperor’s order in wridW 

O 

the hiftory of His time, under the title of Feroh-fyiir-nameli, or liiftory 
of Feroh-fyur. This nobleman having connexions ivith either parties, 
and enjm'lng the efteem of both, propofed the following expedient: that 
ynait-offah-qhan Ihould be appointed, under condition that he would 
never propofe any thing to the Emperor without having firft confulteti 
Abdollali-qhan; there ware too more ftipulations. the firft, tliat Ratan- 
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chund fliouid not interfere in TnaVeE-ollah-qhan’s province; the fecondj diat 
AbdoUah-qhan litinfelf fliould be more arduous in the difcharge of his pt- 
fice of VcziTj as the only means to put an end to the clamours of ai>» ibfiiiity 
of men, whofc bufinefs was at Ihmd, for want of his feal or of'his fignamre. 
It was agreed tliat Abdollah-qhan Chould repair twice a week at Icaft to the 
caftlei where he fliould Ct in ftare under the Vexirial canopy, ready to hear 
petitions, and to determine differences. And with this agreement, the Vezir 
complied for fome time ; but he was fo aveife to the Emperor’s prefence, 
and on the other hand, he was fo addidled to women and Indeed to every fpccies 
of pleafure, that be foon relapfed into liis former Hath and iiegled, having 
tiine to fpare for public bulinefs. 

. Whi lst this, minifter’s effeminate conduft, left every thing to take its 
own tourfe, Ynaiet-ollah-qhan was increafing the confufion by an exafl;- 
nefe and a fevereity, of which his difeerament ■ought to liave pointed out the 
inexpediency and danger at prefent. Without fufficiently attending to dic affu- 
al complcxlon ofthc times., or to Ratan-chund's boundlefs influence, he propo- 
fed to the Emperor to enforce certain laws relative to the capitation levied on 
Gentoos; and the Emperor approved of the propofah On the oiherhand.'n*' 
the Court and palace were ftiU of Eunuchs, Gentoos, and Caflimirians.-fAhohad 
availed themlHves of the inattention of die Vezir’s admlniftration, loget at 
exorbitant falaries, to engrofs the beft Pjaghirs, and to difappoint or to render 
very precarious the pretenCons of thofe tvho alpired to fuch emoluments on 
better titles, theminifterof the finance propofcd dmc part of thofe exhorbitanc 
grants .-and falari€S,fl:iOuId befupprefled, and part reduced within properbbunds, 
or that they fliould begranted on fuch temis as were pointed out by the Imperial 
regifters. Thefc two propqfals having proved highly difagreeable to Ratan-chund 
and to all the pillagers and defiulters, they complained to Abdollah-qhan, to 
whpmlikewifc they proved unwelcome; and all the guilty joining together in a 
general cembination againft the propofer, gave rife loa coolnc% which brought 

* on 
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negleaof the ieveral articles agreed-to between the Vezirandthe Miniftpr 
of liis finances, daily bickerings gave rife to daily.difgtifts, and a breath en- 

fued on die foUowlog occafion. 

A Ge£«TOO who managed fome crowndands, was found indebted to the trea- 
fury in a large ballanGe> for which he was put under confinement,, notwitli- 


ftandhig the repeated appliciitions which Raian-chund had the front to make 
on fa glaring an occafion; fo that the man who was conldous -of liis guilt, 

t 

corrupted his guards, and made his elca^e to Ratan-chund*s houfe, where 
he was proteded. Yniaet-ollah-qhan having reprefented die matter to the 
Emperor, engaged him to fend a detachment of the palace-flaves, ^to fetch 
the delinquen»j but Ratan-chundX people having put themfelves upon their 
defence, matters from high words and an altercation were proceeding to an 
affray; when the Emperor fliocked at fo much claringnefi, commanded the 
" Vezir to difmifs liis Diyan, which the other promifed without having ever 
thought of comply ing really with the order. But the main fubjed of diflen- 
tion, which brought all heart-burnings to a head, and proved that the Einpe- 
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ror had loft all power, was Churamon, the Djatt’s affair. 

"v- ^ tiis was a powerful Zemindar, or Gentoo prince in the neighbourhood of 
’Ecber-abad, who was of a family which at all times had proved fo trouble- 
lome, that fever^l Emperors kid ndt difdained to march againfl bb anceftors in 
perfon, and to bring them under cqntroul. Ele had himfelf been once chafri- 
fed for his refradory, turbulent tUfpofi*^t>n, ever ripe for commotions. This man 
.becoming troublefomc again, the Emperor at die beginning of Shevvalin the 
year 1129, appointed tliC Radja Djehi-fjng-feval, fimamed Radja Dehiradj,to 
bring him to order. The, Emperor on appomting him to command tliat expe¬ 
dition, raifed his military grade, and prefented iiim with an elephant, a fuit 
of the jewels, an 3 fome lacs of rupees. After hb departure, he difpatched to Iris 
aflUlance a large body 'of troops under the command of Seid-qhaa-djehan, 
brother to AbdoUsh-qban. By this lime the Gentoo prince was arrived be¬ 
fore 
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Tore the Hjati’s forterefs, where he had puflied his trenches clofe to the place, 
after a great lofs of time and blood. It was at this conjunfture that the new 

i 

General arrived. The latter being young and 6ery, difapproved of the flow- 
iiefs of tliefe approaches, iind gave feveral aflaults, which proved fo unfltc- 
cefsfiil, that the cariip was full of wounded men. But yet the place being 
already inveftcd this whole year, and fuffering diftrels from the want ofeveiy 
diing, could refiftno longer ; fo that Churainon wrote to his Vekilor agent 
at Court, to apply to die Vczir Abdollah-qhan, offering to fubmit, to lend a 
Peilhcnfli or prelent in money, and to attend at Court, fhonld the Emperor 
be pleaPed to forgive the errors of his pall conduit But all that only, under 
the exprefs condition, that the negotiation would not be communicated to 
Radja Hjelii-fing, nor that Piince, his enemy, admitted to any (hare m the 
treaty. All that was no fooncr agreed to by the Vezir, than the Gentoo received 
advice of it, and was Blocked at his excliifion. He quitted the army, re¬ 
paired id Court, and Infnfed his refentment in the mind of the Emperor, 
who found himlelf compromifed in this affair and humbled. As an addition 
to all tills, Churamon himfelf arrived a few days after at the capital, and 
took up his cjuaiters clofe to the Vezlr’s palace. After all thofe provoca*.ons, 
he had the aflurance to prefent himfelf to the Emperor, who deteAing his 
perfon, would fee him no more; andhefeemed greatly affeiled by the turn 
which this affair has taken, at a time cfpecially when nothing but dilagrecable 
news were daily arriving from Decan, where troubles had arifen that involved 
the Emperor and the Empire id their confequences. 

We have left Hoffem-aaly-qhan at the head of an army become viftori- 
ous againft all appearances to the contrary. After fo important a viiftory, he 
returned to Aorengabad his capital, where he fpent his time in introducing 
order and fuboidination every where, when he lieard from the province 
of Qhandefs, that CandS-behary, one of the principal Marhatta Generals in 

die Radja SahB’s fervlce, was committing enormous exceftes in tliat province 

where 



where he ciijoyetj ail extenfive command. It is obfervable tliat although 
that country was w’iihin die vlceroyalty of Decan, and of courfe of'Hof- 
fein-auiy.'qlian’s jurifdiaion, yet it had, as well as the other provinces of iliat 
extenfive.co'antry, a Marhatta Coi^ander, upon a par widi the Imperial 
Governor birafelf, and whofe bufinefs was to manage on liis mailer’s part, 
the chbSt or quarter, that is that part of the grofs revenue allotted him by trea¬ 
ties. This ftrange cuftora had found its way all over the Dccan, ten op 
twelve years after d^: demife of the Emperor Aorcngzib, at a time of trou- 
ibles and civil wars, and when the Princes of die Imperial blood, fully oc¬ 
cupied by their own ii^eftine broils, had no thoughts to fpare on thole dil- 
tant parts. Tliis Marhatta General having lined die road from B8rhanp8r 

up to Surat, the principal port of India, witli a number of mud-forts wIiicK

he had garrifoncd, made nothing of ftopping merchants and whole Cara¬ 
vans, and exatling ode quarter of their goods': to which exaclion if they fub- Depredations *; 
niitced, all was well; eUe, he ufcd to get the goods plundered by the way,, wai-hatta, can- 
and die merchants ranlbmed at fo much a head. Such arbitrary prac¬ 
tices having raifed a general clamour againft him, the Viceroy difpatched 
# ■ 

pay-mafter (loi) Zolficar-beg, at the head of a detachment of eight 
thoufand men, Cavalry and Itifriatryfto.put to order thofe rapines. Zolfi- 
car-beg having got with fome difficulty over the difficult pafles that are 
beyond Aorengabad, was mairhing in that trad of hilly ground whicli 
borders on die Qhandefi as well as on the the territory of Surat, when he 
V, difeovered CandS-bebari at the head of eight or nine thouland veterans, 
all cavah y, and all effediye men, but which had been fwelled by £ime as 
far as fifteen or fixteen thoufand. It was at about feventy colTes weftward j 
of Aorengabad, on die confinea of die Buglana. Zolficar-beg immediately ' 
prepared to attack; but the Maihatta, -who was accuftomedto fight only on 
liis own terms, declined the combat; and he went on retreating untU he had

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drawn his‘enemy into adffictiltcountryifuHdfimdenvood anduneven ground, 
in vain Zolficar-beg’s harcaras and' fcouts iriformed their mafter that this 
was not a proper fpot for engaging futh a'fet of expert froe-boofors as the 
Marhattas, he made ho account of the advice; but proud of his 6\v1i prowefs, 
and full as thoughdefs as a numher of' Seid:-. of Barr that followed him, he 
fell upon them direffly, and killed a number of thofe uncircumcifcd, whoiri 
he fent tO the bottom of hell. Tlie Marhattas fiithfiil to their own cuftom* 
gave way on all fidts immediately, their General feeming to fly likewife with 
lio more than five-hundred men, although this manoeuvre was calculated to 
draw the Mufulmen fiiither and fenker mto that dangerous country, which 
obliged them at each turn to Iplit into ^fcveral diftinft bodies, parted from 

V 

each other by ravines and bnifli wood. This was precifely what Cand8-be- 
haiy had intended. As foon as he faw his enemies entangled svlihin fiicli a 
net, he fecured the few pailes by which they might join again, and having 
fallen at once upon them on all fidcs, he flew their General at the firfl; onlct, 
and killed or wounded every one that fell in his way. The maflacre lafted 
for foine time, when thofe that furvived it, having exchanged their late 
haughtinefs for prelent hmnility, obtained that their lives Ihould be fpared>^c.ii 
condition of parting with their hoifes, arms and clothes, and of remaining pri- 
foners. 

So difgraceful a defeat having Ihocked the Viceroy, he appointed Radjah 
Moheum-fing, his firft Mmifter, wMi a good army of veteran troops, to avenge 
the honor of his anns; and not fatisfied with that, he got him followed by ano- - 
ther body of troops, of which he gave the command to Iiis own younger bro¬ 
ther, Seif-eddin-aaly-qhan, whom he appointed to the Government of B8r- 
hanpSr. Thertwo Generals who had orders to aft in concert, were rcfolvcd to 
put an end to the Marhattas; but CandS-Beharyj who had no inclination to 
fight on fuch difadvantageous tertns, retreated fouth-ward with all bis people, 
whom he placed in foveral ftrong holds of the Sah8 Radjah's dominions. As 
CO his mud-forts, as foon as one of tlicm was bclieged by a daachmeni, ic 


was 
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was direAIy eracuatcd; but m fooner had die troops marched farther, than 
the garrifou returned: And aithou^ Moheum-fing defeated and dUpferfed 
another oody of free-booters tliat advanced from Ahmed-nagor in quefi: of boo¬ 
ty and plunder,, and he puriiied them inceffantly to the very gates of Satara, 
neverthelefs, Zolficar-^beg’^ defeat and death remained unrevenged. 

Sn Off a difgrace could not but afT^ tlie Viceroy’s credit, as well as the lio^ 
nour of liis Government: Th^ more fo as the people of thofe paits, at all times 
unruly, were now l>eco!me fenfible of the int^ine diffentions, between their 
Viceroy and the Emperor, and Iiad grown refiradory, and, rebellious j a djlpo* 
Ction which was not a little encouraged by letters from Court, where not only 
die Radja Sah8,< but alfo ail die crown-fervants and fubordlnate Governors of 
Dccan were direded to deny Hoflern-aaly-khan’i aiKhority, and, moreover, 
to d'l every thing in their poiver, tct ruin and deftroy Km and Ks array. Such 

fecret orders could not but excite troubles and rcfiftancc; and although at this 

\ 

very time, Mubaiix-'qhan, a nobleman famous in thofe parts, and Governor 
of the kingdom of Haiderabad, fubrtiitted to the Vkeioy, who received him 
with great honours,, and confirmed 1 im in Ks poft; yet neither tliat kingdom, 
therto.-»liat of BidjapSr.nor that of Camatek,could be brought under complete 
order and “eOntroul;- and the Viceroy fallible from whence the wind blew, and 
convinced that all tliefe manceuvres we-e calculated to undermine him filently', 
tefufed, on Ks fide, to admit thofe Dlvaiis, or Superintendants of Finance^ 
tliat were lent him daily from Court; andheeklter tired them with endlels 
dtiays, or cut them fliort with a flat deniai 

Sec If a fubterraneous wax-fore between the Viceroy and die Courr, 
could not but undermine die foundations of tfiat little tranquility and or¬ 
der, which the warlike and victorious Aorengxib had been at lb much 
pains to eflabliCh in coonmes, where he had fpent fb great a part of Ks life, 
anti dif^rfed all the creal'ufea amafled by that fecond I^cd of the Coojunc- 
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tion, the Et^perbr Shah-tijfehiMi,- his father'(162).' ■-With irifinite-labour 
and Jicrfonal-toil he had in a campaign which lafted full' five^ and twenty 
yean, wrefted thirty or forty ftrong holds from the' hands of the Marhattasy 
driven that reftlefs nation from it’s own home, and reduced it-to liike fKelter 
in fkulking holes and in faftneflTes. But fome' years after His death, inteffine 
ware and t-rwibles having dlftrAfted the attention of the pretenders to hb Em¬ 
pire'; and Bahadyr-fhah, who at laft mOtmteif the ilifone, having chofen for 
his refidence, the City of Labor, ai'piaee remote from the center of the empire, 
and ftill farther frdm thofe troublcfdme freintters, now bccorrie thefeene of lb 
much adlion; tlie'Marliattas availed themfelves of this overfight as well as of 
the general! nattendon, to rufli out of their foftnefles'; and to fpread them- 
fclves over all the neighbouring provinces, where ftep after ftep, they noC 
only recovered feveral of their ftrbng holds, with moft of tlie conquefts made 
upon them, but committe l fach ravages in the Imperial territones, as obli¬ 
ged them to redeem themfelves by fubmittirtg to pay them a yearly tribute of 
one full quarter of their revenues, under the appellation of ch68t (103); whilft 
thofe that refilled to bend under fo infamous a yoke, were conligned every 
year to all the atrocities of fire and fword. Not but, that they met with a 
vigorous refiftance in fome particular fpots, from whence after a blockade of 
Ionic length, they retii ed with fliame aud lofs ; but it was in order to return 

again. Such a ftaie of eternal warfare had tired the' Marhattas ’thenifelves;

But this 
Prince, who wHhed for fome reft, was difappointed in his wlfties, by tke. difr 
fentions which ibon after took place betwem the Prince's relift-and the reign- 
!-OgPrinre: and matters remained on that uncertain footing until the times 

ofthe famous DaSd-khan-peni whb governed all thole countries as Ucute- 

hant of the Veiir 'Kolficar-khan; this Lit utenant for \Vho!e prbwefs and bodily 
ft;-eiigth the MarhatSis entertained the higheft fefpeCt, and who Irired m a 
commerce of amity and brotherhood with them, foiind means to bring 
them to this agreement: that they wou'd henceforward abftain from any 
“ demands on fach tracls and territories as were-held in apanage by the Prin¬ 
ces of the royal blood; but that as to any bthCrs thar ftlould belong to the

This agreement which feetned topilt ah end to all btoite arid pretenfibns, 
gave birth to an infinity of bickerings and troubles, which always ended iii 
forne blood. Under the government of-' Nizam-el-muIk, which laftied nb 
more than one year and fome months-f io_5), the ChbSt whuh oath beeii 
-hitherto levied by muttial agreeiiientj ended in battle and blood. Fie 
chaftifed the Marhattas once, and took from them a vaft Ji’imber of 
mares, and two or three elephants, which Lift he lent to the Emperor undfer 
die care of Mirza-beg. But this Viceroy, who was a man of vigor, hiving

and his letters of Juflion to command i:s execotion to every one. The 
Emperor inlTiigacccl by thofe neared his peiloS, difapproved the-whole treaty, 
as highly derogatory to tho honor of the Empire, as -introduitor'y of wholo 
band?, of frec-booters within the Imperial territories, and as favoring ftrongly 
tliat fpirit of independence with which Its author was fo much infeAed- At 
■ die fame time he appointed Djan-neffar-khan to be the Viceroy^ Lieute* 
;iant in the province of Qhandcls; an antiient nobleman, who borte a high 
charades both for valor, and prudence, and who derived a new kind of iUuf- 
trstion from his having once exchanged turbants with the old Abdollah-khah, 


alias Mu*khan^ father to die two Seids. The Emperor on diGnifiing turn 
prefented him with a fumptuous drels of honor, an elephant, and a lerpkch 
or a piece of jewel work for the forehead. This was in public: in a private 
audience, he charged him v/ith fome admonitions for Hoflem-aaly-fehan, 
'n hopes that as that antient nobleman was reputed an uncle to that Viceroy, 
and in fed was held as fuch by him and treated therefore whh the unnoft 
rerpsfd and condefcendence, he might by the weight of his authority prevail 
on his nephew to behave with more fubmlffion to the Emperor. This hap¬ 
pened in the fixth year of his reign, which anfwers to the 1130 of the 
Hedjrah. He at the fame time appointed Mahmed>aamin-khan to the 
Viceroyalty of Malva, dn the frontiers of which he was to receive his patent 
:Ath letters of recall for Radja bjehi-fing-KvaL tut the general report wa* 
that he had fet out.upon a very different errand, and that there was at the 
bottom quite another fcheme* and it is tins rumour which engaged Djan- 
nt^ar-khan to flop on the borders of the Kcrbedda, the firft boundary of 
IDecan, with hardly any thing more than his ufual retinue ; being too pru¬ 
dent to rifle reirdering “his peribu furpidous or odiou?; by appearing with a 
body of troops on the fi'ontiers of a province, R> which he had indeed been

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appointed, but where it was doubtful whether he would find admittance* 
On d\P other hand Maltmed-aamin-khan after having advanced to Serondj 
the firft, great town of Matva, Ifopped ilaorr to take fome rell; and inftamly 
a report fpread throughout Dccai), .Uiat he was .marching to Aprengaljid 
at the head of fifty thaufandhorfes, and that, his vanguard of eight tho- ifand 
horfes and tnoie, had puflicd forwards under Pian'-neHar-cjlun. Tliis,piece 
of inteihgence hiving been circulated in that great city by the novelifta 
with wiuch- all .capitals fwarm, at laft imprelfed the Viceroy liimfelf wkh. 
ap^rehenfiois.. All thefe doubts however yaniihed on letters coming fron? 

Pjan-neflar-kluD jhuidelf, where he reqnefted a fraall number of troops to

elcortiiiin through certain narrow and difHcuk paflages, wlie^ a free-bootci: 

of the name of Sinta, was robbing and pillaging on his own private account, 
without any dependence on the Radja SaliS, his mafter. T he Efcott was 
fentj.and it brought Djan-neflar qhan,.who immediately waited on the Vice¬ 
roy:. TThe latter who knew chat the QhinJefi was his northern frontier 
againft any invafion from the fide of the Court, did not chufe to put fuch a 
country in tht difpo-ilofamm of the Emperor's recommendation; butasoa 
the other hand he profefTed himfelf a high regard for his perfbn, he made it a 
point to. pay him every kind of honor, and to welcome his arrival with feve- 
ral very rich prefents. Three other perl^ns of importance arriving at this 
very time from court, with letters patent for two great offices in Decan, fer- 
ved only to fhew how the Viceroy mlflrufled the Emperor’s defigns, and how 
little account he made of orders feat from, the capital. Thefe were Zya-ed- 
din ^har .} who wasaPprfian born,and a Sheriff of Qhoraflan (io6), who on 
the death of Dianet-qhaii nephew to Eaianct-qhan, had been appointed to

and fatlsfipd. Djelal-eddln-qban received for a While the fuperlntendence of 
the Barar, inflead of that of Qhandefs, to which the Viceroy had ol^cdions; 
and as to tlie defigned Pay-mafter of the forces, die Viceroy did not even 
•ouchfafe to return him the falute. Thefe pieces of intelligence having foon 
,*bund their way'to court, raifed the Emperor’s grief and refentnicnt to a

arch; but wi'ithout howev- r occafioning any change in his manner ofliving, or 
I'g^ging him & conceal from tlie public fight the infamous vices to which he 
as now found to be ftrongly adddi<fted- It was on the following oecafion ; 

One Mahmed-morad, a Cafhmirian, at all dmes reprobated for his vicious . w^unnjiutai 
life, but now univerfally held in abomination for the. unnatural praftices to * 
which he feemed fo prone, was by a countryman of liis prefented to Sahaba> 
nifvan (107), the Emprels-mother, and by her, to the Emperor her fon, who 
gave him a pnvate audience. The man laid that he had .thought of a vari¬ 
ety of expedients to feize AbdoUah-qhan’s petlbn, and to dcmolllh his bro- 
dier, without it being neceflary to recur to open force, or to any violent ex¬ 
ertion. • This advice was imraediateiij;^ embraced by the Emperor, who being, 
too faint liearted -to betake bimfelf to any vigorous meafures, was glad to hear

of any expedient to circumvent his enemies; and he increafed’ his- affeilion *. 

Tar bis ad vifer in proportion to the importance of his advice. He changed 
his name into .that of Yticad-khan or the the u-uft-worthy Lord; and as he 
^as himfelf fo ftrongly addi<ftcd to unnatural pradlices, hf was ove^oyed to 
find-fo able a partner, who hence forward became bis bofom-friend, and to. 
whom he configned his mind as he bad already configned liisi body.

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TitJSrinMi. Infitiuating hinjfelf deeper and deeper in die Ernpei'or's good- 
graGes, fooD became the foul of all his motiom».as well asdie depofitoi-y of all In# 
fchemes againft the Seids: and now titles and dignities and honors commen¬ 
ced raining upon him: his name and titles were lengthened into thofe ot-

ytic 3 d-qllan^fcroh-Illahy-roc 8 nred-d 631 ah, which figni'fies tht prop of the Em¬ 
pire, as. Well as the trujl worthy cf the Emperor Feroh-J^ur. Thele titles were 
followed by the military grade of feven thoufand horfes with the foil pay and* 
command often thouland; and; thefe were followed by dailjr prefonts of an 
immenfe value, and by jewels of an exquifite beauty, to which were added* 
the mofl: curious and coftly fluffs from the Emperor’s wardrobe.^ All thefe 
s«re beftowed upon him with fo unbounded a* profoiion, that the man hiiti- 
felf came to be fiefc of them, and was at a lofo what to do with focK a deluge 
of gifts. Mean while politicks had become the topicks of the whole court, 
tfpccially as the Emperor was every day holding councils with his new fevo- 
rite, in one of which it was at laft agreed that three perfons of great impor¬ 
tance Ihould be fom for to court from their different flat ions: Scr-b8Iend- 
qhan from his government of Azimabad; Nizam-el-mulk, from MSrada- 
bad; and Radja-adjet-fing, from GSdjrat: all men of talents and militaiy 
character, whom it was intended to gain over by heaping honors upon them * 
and by promifing them the higheft offices of the Empire. But hardly was 
Nizam'^ehmulk arrivedj than liis Fodjdary of MSradabad togaher with 
the rich E^aghir he enjoyed in that province, were both transferred to Yticad'» 
qhan with thefe further ctrcumflances, that the name of MSradabad was 
changed Into chat of RoeSn abad, or RocSn-ed-dbSlaii’s-colony ; and that 
the whole was beftowed upon him v& Altimgha. Altirngba, tllat is as a freehold,, 
irrevocable. With all this thoughtlefnefo, the Emperor, who now and then 
reflecled on the imix>!icy of difeontenting powerful men fo unwortliily ofed, 
tliought proper to make amends to the Gentoo Prince, at leaft by the title of 
Mabecad^a or great Prince, aid by pointing out to him all the graces and dignities 
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to which he would be encitScd, fo fboii as he Hioxild compafs the min and dcC. 
trudlion of the two Seids. But the Genroo Prince, who was fully appriftd 
of the Emperor’s levity and pufiUaniniity, declined taking any concern in 
fuch an affair; and fenfible of both the innocence and the great power of 
die two brothers, he went over to their fide, and became Abdollah-qban’s 
bofom friend. As to Nizam-el'tnulk and Scr-liolend-qhan, who had come 
from fb far under the promifes of being promoted to the high offices of Su- 
preiiie Vezir and of Pay-mafter-general, they not. only were difappointed in 
diat promife, bqt moreover loflevcn the pofts and emoluments they had hitherto 
eiyoyed. Their furprife and dlfcontent bad no bounds; but yet as they had 
fet tlieir hearts, on thofe offices, and as they were men of valor and execution, 
they fupplicated his mayeft]^ to entruH: the calker of the Vezir-fhip, to either 
“ of his faithful fervants, then prefent, if hcwiflied to undermine AbdoUah- 
** qhan’s over grown power and influence; after which change that noble- 
man wwild meet with what chaftifement he deferved, if he continued to 
** prove refraftory and affuming: and that they took his ppint upon diem- 
“ felves.” To tins refolute propofal the Emperor made this'curious anfwer: 
/ how no man fitter for a Fezky than 2 Tuad-(fiatii There were then at Court 
feveral great Lords of both Iranian and TSranian extradiort, all men of known 

h 

charaders, and all men of execution; but fo fooa as any of them would 
open his- moutli, and propofe to fid the Emperor of the two 5eids under 
the condition of having the Vezir-fliip as his reward, he was immediately fa- 
luted by thefe ridiculous words: 1 knew m mm fitter for a Fezir^ than Ttkad^ 
qhan. Such a fong repeated at eaeh-tum,, could not but difguft every one: 
and every one retired with indignaricn, no man chuling tO' exppfe his life 
’for fo childilh a mafler, or to ferve under'fo infamous a minifler. What made 
-all thofe lords fo forward in offering tlieir endeavours on that trjdng pete of 
Srrviee, was the fevourable opportunity afforded by the approaching fcaft of 
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theCorbanor nicrifice (108), where the whole dry would pour out and 
advance beyond the fuburbs to pray in the open fields; and it mull be ob- 
ferved that the retinues and troops brought by diofe two Lords and by the Gcn- 
too Princes added to thofe always attending the Emperor’s petfon, could not 
amount to Icfs than fevemy or eighty thoufand eftedive horfes: whiUlit was 
well-known that, the Vedr Abdollah-qhan had no more than lour or five 
thouland troopers about his perfon: nor could it be denied but that on that 
very day a general report had run all over the city that Abdollah-qhan was 
going to be arrefted or flain. And yet with all thefe favpurable dreutn^ 
fiances, and with fo favourable an opportunity, nothing was done, and not a 
man railed his voice- Nay this very report ferved only to-put Abdollah'' 
qhan more upon his guard; and he that had hitherto admitted no man 
but thole of Barr, whole Ibldiers, being all Seids like himleif, he was in¬ 
clined to trult mofi, now ordered twenty-five dioufand horfes to be railed 
* forthwith, avithout any diftinftion of country or nation. The report was 
of lb prcllinga nature, that jt had already reached the o'her brother, Vice¬ 
roy of Decan': imprelTe.l with well grounded fears for rhelafety of his brother, 
and alfo for that of his family and wealth, which he had left in the-capi¬ 
tal, he relbived to pofipone every other objefli, and to quit the Uecah 
in order to march to that city, where he intended to nd himfelf of all ap- 
prehenfiuns for thefotarcj by crulhingat once all the ene.mies of his fami¬ 
ly and power. 

This delign having taken polTeffion of his mind, he rememberd of Muezed- 
din, a negleAed young man, now at the Sah8 Radjah’s Court, wheie he 
paired for a fon of Prince Ecber, youngeft fon of tlic T‘,mperor Aorengzib; 
he Tent an clcort to bring him, and he made him enter the city of Aorengabad 
iri the middle of a pompous retinue; but in fiich a manner, however, that no one 

(to$) That thr out of xha city yi tiifi opea fields, prayers ore laid in tli« 
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co'uld diftlngnifli the young man's features. This event was now made a pa- 
r igraph in his difpatches to the Emperor, anaitiftm< 5 Hons\yere requefted there¬ 
on: vTodiii he added, a private fapplication of his own, “ where he intimated 
“ his being forcedto quit his ftation, and to repair to the city in order to recover a 
* ‘ hcili h i .11 paired by the ai r and water of Decan, as well as broken by the fat igues 
of ib continual' and fo labodons a campaign”. Thefe letters f ighteneJ the 
Emperor : His natural pufillanimity was deeply imprefled; and to get rid of 
hisownuneaftnefs at'a time when one of the brothers was coming to the city 
/with :i powerfn^army, whilft the other was enlifting men on all bands, herc- 
; folvcd to tna|.e his actonimoderaent with fo powerful a family. He there¬ 
fore fent the Gent'>o Prince, Adjet-fi.’ig, to carry an apology to Abdolia- qhan; 
and as the meflenger was of a fincerity of charafter welcome to both parties, 
Jie (bon found means to lelien the diftance that divided the Emperor from his 
Verjr, as he had attached himfelf to the latter for life, and had obtained ma- 
'ny favours on his tecommendation, without fo.ftiting, for all that, the good 
opinion which the Emperor entertained of him. To put a feal to this recon¬ 
ciliation, which took place at the end of Shevval, the Emperor fet out of the 
citadel, accompanied by his flivourlte Yticad-qhan, and his Minifter Qhan- 
doSran; and with a deal of pomp and magnificence, he went in ftate to pay 
a vifit to Abdollah-qhan, to whom lie f.vore that henceforward he would be 
his friend in full Cncerlty, and without any referve, or any^reinaindcr of 
rancour; and thefe proteffatioas having produced a feene of excufes for 
pad errors, and of f >Ieinn promife of future :Utichmenr, the Emperor re¬ 
turned r«isiied to his palace; butfuch was the Inlibility and ficklenels of his 
temper, that he never continued in the fame mind for any length of time; but 
fhifteJ emllefsly—nowfobmitting quietly to his fate, and taking diffimulatlon 
and acquiefcence for his part — and then relolving on coming to extremities 
with the Seids, and making them feel all the weight of Imperial refentment: 
And all this alternately j-ofl as his mind chanced to be indaenced by the dif- 
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tow-ininded and pufillanimous, dlfconraged the men of valour and rcfolution, 
who were fully able to execute the moll dilScult orders. The latter, of eoiirfe, 
refufed to be diftated-to by fuch a vile fetof men as had the Emperor’s ear, or 
even to have any concernat all with them: fo that they, retired one after anotlier 
to their lodgings, fujl of indignation at the enormous credit of thofe worthlefe 
men that approached die Emperor’s pcrfon. And ev en the very men whom the 
Emperor had fent for from afar, in order to ftrengthen hisrown caufe by tlieif 
valour and advices, had, by tliis time, loft the employments they Eid hither-' 
to enjoyed; and they lay negkded and imthought of, as was the cafe with 
Ser-bSlend'qhan, and Nizam-el-mu!k, v ho had come over tipon his prcA 
ling invitations and his exprefs commands, and who had his Imperial promifes 
under his hand-writing. Once thefe two Generals being joined by Mubaniz- 
ehniuik, and the RadlahDjehi-fing-livai'i went in a body to the Emperor, 
Md propofed, “ Thiit Abdollah-qhan ftiould be difmiffed from his office 
forthwith, as the whole bufmefs depended upon dropping the veil, and ad;- 
** ing openly, after which, himfelf, as well as his younger brother, might ealily 
“ be crufhed; and, in that cafe, they undertook cither to prevail on the two 
** brodiers, by dint of reafoning, to behave henceforward like dutiful fub- 
“ juds, or to fight them as incorrigible rebels, guilty of numberlefs it^len- 
** cies and infults.” So bold a declaration did not roufe the Emperor: He 
continued to liften to his favorite, dilappointed and difgufted the two Gene¬ 
rals, as we have already faid; and as if he had not done enough yet, he took 
a rich EJjaghir fronn Ser-bSland qhan, and to this affront added die greater one 
of bellowing it upon Emir-djemlali, that vile dillembler, who had already 
perperrated die ruin of AlTed-qlian’s family, ajid was working iurd for demo- 
lifhing the empire likewlfe. 

The Emperor, on returning to his palace, fent for Yqlafs-qlian, a nobleman 
wliofc intimate connexions with the two Seids were known, and he gave him die 
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Coniftii-Sori of quieiing Ahdolkh-qhan’s mind, fd as to reclaim him from exci¬ 


ting troubles, and to engage him to prevent his brother from quitting the Decaii, 


For the report ran ftrong that he was already in full march; and this much' 
is ceitain that he had aheady fent Ids younger brother Se’ifreddin-adly-qhatt 
to BSrhanpSr, at the head of a body of four or five thoufind horfes, with mr** 
ders to prepare a, camp-equipage and a train of artillery. He had bcea 
I'oufed bv the troubles that were riling in the capital ; and he intended tot 
march, when he received intelligence that the Emperor had gone to vilii 

t * ■ 

/Abdollah-qhan^n order to bury all the pafr in oblivion, and. to fwcaraa 
eternal fnendiliip to tl^ir family. This contrary intelligence could not bur 
perplex his mind, but yet he frayed, the preparatives he was making for hk 
''departure, andjefolvcd to wait for further advices from the capital} and he 
was in a fufpenfe of mind, when to his amazement he was rOufrd again by * 
prefling letter from Abdollah-qhan, who requefted his haftenmg to his affif-' 
tance without a moment’s delay. At die fame time the general report svas 
at Aorengabad that his brother, the Vezir, was reduced to extremities at 
the capital ; and that he had not a moment to lofe, if he wanted to five 
him from deftrudion. What added greatly to his inquietude, was an an- 
fwer rctbmetl to his fripplieation by the Emperor, which purported that ** It 
might be better for him to repair to Ahmed-abad in GSdjrat, if he only 
“ w'anted to change his air; cUe, he might come to the capital, where hl< 
w Majefty would fee him with plcafurc.” This was accompanied by an or¬ 
der to fend to Court, the pretended fon of Prince Ecber. 

Whilst the Viceroy was preparing every thing for his march, his brOf 
dier Abdollah-khan was inlifling troops with all his might at the capital; ia ' 
whicit operation he was greatly foconded by the wretched circumftances ia 
which not only the train of artillery at die capital, as well as all the troops 
in and about dw immcnfeciry laboured, but alfo by thediftrds which even the 
body-guards with the whole Imperial houfehold fuffered for want of pay and 
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fubfiftence. Full nin e months in arrears were due tothein, whether in confequence 
of AbdoUab-qhan’s ncgle£tj or perhaps through his own contrivance.' Tliey 
had received nothing in that long while, find their difeontents had rlfen to a 
height; but they had no one to direft k, or to lead them to adion: So that 
Abdollab-qhan’s levies amounted by this time to full twenty thoufand hoifes; 
and he had befides the art of adding to his ftrciigih by a winning deportment. 
Here is an inftance of it: 

Ser-bSlend-qj^-'I'M was by tliis time reduced to an exttjerae neceffity, 
not only becauft he had been at all times indigent, and his Kaghlrhad been 
taken £ on;, him of late, but efpecially becaufe he had fpent his alf.in fupponing 
the tJ-oops he had brought with him, which were now perfecudng'him for their 
arrears and pay. Driven to defpair by fuch large dcK^anils which-he could 
jiot fatisfy out of his own purfe, without depriving himfelf of every thing, 
he had now refblved to get rid of the clamours of his troops, and of the 
pcrfecuvion of his other creditors, by abandoning to them, his .elephants, 
’.horfes, equipage, furniture and jewels, as far as they would go; after which 
he intended to put-on a religious gaib and to turn Fakir. Nor was Nizatn- 
el-mulk better circuraftanced: that General who had been fent for to court 
with fuch preffing invitations and under a folemn promife of the calket of 
the Vezir, not only had been difappointed, btu he had befides loS; a rich 
Djaghir which he poflefled; and he had the mortification to fee it bellowed 
on Yticad-qhan, this new favorite, on whom the Emperor feemed fo far to 
doat, that he feemed to have no eyes and no ears but for him. He now lived 
retired without ever going to Court, and was pining away in difeontent. The 
Vezir being infoimed of all thefe particulars, engaged the two Genet als 
by dint of intrearies to come to his palace; and when they were arrived, he 
fent for Ser-bolend-qban's military officers, and his other cieditors, and af¬ 
ter having adjuftetl all their demands, he payed them out of his own pri¬ 
vate treafury, and more over recemmended hipa to the govtrnment of CabSI, 
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the vacant. Turning dien his attention towards Nizani-el-mulk, he made 
him hope that he would Ihonljr be appointed to tlie government of Malva: 
two actions that gained him entirely the hearts of thofe two Lords. It was 
juft at thi? time that Mahmed-aarain-qlian arriverl ftiddenly at Court from 
Malva without any leave and without any letters of recall/ This dehgned 
governor had advanced as far as Scrond where receiving no further inftruc- 
tions from court, and hearing allb that Hofttin aaly-qhan. Viceroy of Decan 
was upon his ^uarch tor the capital, he quitted his poft, and repaired to 
tfoun, where tp Emperor would not fee himi and he moreover difmifled 
him from his prvice. ^ AbdoUaii-qhan no fooner heard of this, than he fent 
for itini, and liy dint of prefents apd favors gained him to his party : and 
he was fo fticcesful in 'itiiiS of warfare, that QhandoSran himfelf, who In 
fociety with Emir-djemlah had i^een fb inftrumetal in blowing the coals of 
diffentions, now went over to the Vezii's fide, and was admitted to all lu* 
fecrets. 

So many defertions could not but four the Emperor's mind; and he wa^ 
contriving expedients every day to chaftife thofe defercers. One day the 
Emperor going out with a hunting party, had agreed with his comtiers, thac 
at his return he would call at the Vezir’s; and as Maharadja*adiet-ling s 
lodgings were upon the road, and clofe to that minifter’s palace,-it was ex- 
pcifted that the Gentoo Prince would ftand outtn make his bow and: prefent his 
Nazur, in which cafe he might be feized eafily, without the Emperor's appear- 
ing to be of the plot. Unluckily the Gentoo Prince, who was feartul of -vliat 
might come to happen, being confeious how much his attachment to the Scids 
bad rendered him obnoxious; or who poflibly had received timely inrelti- 
gence of what was intended, thought proper to repair to the Vezrr’s palace,, 
where he tarried. This tnilciuiage coiiid not but aftefl; the Emperor's tpirittj 
and although part of his retinue was alrea ly le.idered at the ^ ezir's, and 

that minifter himfelf had coine out and watted on die ftrand lor the moment 
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<il paying his hm, the Emperor tspi his eyes fixf.cl on the oppofice fide, anti 
having ordered his bargemen to fteer by the middle of die ftream, he foon ar¬ 
rived at die citadel. 

By diistimeHofleiii-aaly-qhan had quitted Aorcngabad, and was on full 
march towards the capital. Although his army was numerous, and his camp- 
followers ftill more fo, he made them obferve fo exaift a difdphne, that nc^ 
.man was bold enough to offer the leaft injury to any one in the many . villa¬ 
ges cnciofed every night within his encatnpmeni. One, day ^ a girl, daugh¬ 
ter to a poor widow, that could hardly fubfift, came out of om of diefe villages;, 
.and impelled by the pangs of hunger, Ihe availed herfclf -^f the darknefa 
;of the night to ftroU about the rents in .queft of forae food. A man was ac¬ 
tually drefSng forae viauals; anddiaving afked nc,'-iihether die dvofe to fol¬ 
low any one that would take care of her. She confe'otcd, and fell alleep 
clofe to die man, who overcome by the fatigues of a long march, flept found- 
ly the whole night, without ever dunking ol tlic girl, hz dity bi'etk .he got 
her mounted'upon a .camel tliat carried his things, and fent her with die bag¬ 
gage. Mean while, the widow, who. had la vain waited late at night foe her 
daughter, could noc obtain a'moinent of fleep; but tit day-break, fhe took 
her poft upon a riling ground, clofe to which fhc knew, diat the Viceroy 
would pafs. Ondeferying his elephan€> foe fereamed oat, “ that a virgin 
** daughter, the only property left to liis affliaedfervant, having ftrayed lafl 
“ night about the camp in queftdf fome food, had to all appearance been 
enticed away by fome of hie people.” She added with a flood of tears, 
“ that foe hoped diat the Viceroy out of a tender regard for afflicted widows 
** and ail injured people, would condefeend to . flop, until her daughter 
foould be found out, as foe could not bear to live witiiout her only child.'* 
TIIE Viceroy greatly attefted by the woman's tears, flopped fliorr, and 
after having fworn that he would tafte neither food nor drink, until foe was 
lighted, he ordered ilrict feat ch to be made throughout the whole army. 
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the Payriuafters produced their rolls, and fending their offi¬ 
cers every where, they enjoined to each coimnafider td fend a ilumbpr of 
trufty men amidft the ranks,in order to fee upan.cxadt feaich; and asithereate 
angek always ready to fecond the Attentions of virtuous mfch in high Offices, 
.this immenfe. multitude, that equalled the crouds at the, day of the judgment; 
and which .moved like the waves of a fea,-proved of nojohftcudion to .the 
fearch ; for afiejr a flight.inquiry; the man and the girl were berth found out, 

i ■ , 

aiid both- brougfet bef<?re*die General. The latter turning towards the 
aiked her how cametogo aftraiy; and whether her perfon had been med¬ 
dled with? tiielgirl anfwered, that. tired.with-fufleriag every d^ the pangs qf 
lwinger, and the thought^of^h« .f>uijine, A: c had followed the man .of her own 
.free-will, in hopesof putting an end,toher fufferings: and that as fh^yhad flept 
the whole night found! y,' he not touched her perfon. The Gcneml, 

on this anfwer, returned thanks to God Almighty, that her chaftity liad re¬ 
mained undefiled in his camp, and that he had it in his power to gratify the 
difconfolate mother. At the fame titne. he fent one of his guards with het^ 
with orders not to quit hei; cottage, until , the whole-army flioold be-gone, 
aad .at a diftance (1.09). 

It has been mentioned, that HoflTein-aalyrqhan had fent, his younger bro¬ 
ther to BSrhanpSr to prepare a camp equipage and a train of artillery. It was 
.the fifteenth of Shevyal, in the year 1131 of the Hedjrah; but that-city being 
upon the high road to Shah-djehan-abad, he waited tliere for another letter from 
the capital, rcfblved to take his flnal rclblution upon it; but on receiving Intel- 
.ligence of his brother’s danger, he fet out immediately, and having carried 
only a few days in that territory to dtfpatch fbme prefling bufinefs, he com¬ 
menced his march: It was in the beginning of Muharrem, in the fevemh year 
of the. Emperor’s, .wluch anfwers to the year 1132 of. the Hedjrah. He was

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accompanied by a vaft number of perfons of difbnftion, fuch as a fon of his 
own uncle, called die holy Navvab, but wliofe name was Afled-ollah-qhan; 
He had alfo all that Nobleman’s children, together with Djan-neflar-qhan? 
Yqlilafs-qhan, Deputy to thcGoyernor of Berar; Aflcd-aaly-qhan, die mai¬ 
med, a relation to Aali-mcrdan-qbanj togctlier with Dilir-qhan ofPaniput, bro¬ 
ther to Qlian-faadyc; and Yqhtilks-qhan, nephew to C^an-aalcm; as well as 
Hadji-ieif-cllih-qhaii, and Zyaeddin-qhan, Divan of-the wl^Ie Decan, with 
Firoz-aaly-qhan, the Pay mailer, one of the moft rcnowif^d SeiJs of Bar. 
Several Gentoo Princes had liJtewife accompanied him of ti.tir own motion, 
fuch as Radja-partab-fing the Buiidlah, and Radja-nioheum-Jiig, one of the 
principal I:x»rds of the Viceroys Couit. Ik 'vas. alfo attended by all the 
crown-fen-aiits of Decan; Tome of their own accord, and fome much againft 
their own will. His army as numerous as the billows of the fea, covered the 
whole plain; his cavalry-alone, amongft which were ten or twelve thoufand 
Mathattas, amounting to full thirty-thoufand hoifes; the infantry was innu¬ 
merable, as numbers of Manfobdars, or Military OfEcers, who had never 
moved from their homes for either Viceroy or Prince of the Blood, had 
noiv been obliged to attend. As to the fortrcQes, fome like Ahyied-abad, 
were garrifoned byliimfelf, and fome he left to be garrifoned by the Mar- 
hattas. 

All thefe arrangements being taken, and fome days fpent in difpatchlng 
bufinefs about BSrhanpSr, he depaned, and proceeding by continual marches, 
he crofled the river that flows by AcbarpSr: On his arrival at Mandou, he was 
met by Yqhlafs-qhan, the nobleman tliat had been fent by the Emperor to footli 
Hofrein-aaly-qlian’s mind, and to prevail upon him to return to Decan. This 
nobleman in a private audience recounted,liow“ An accommodation had been 
“ two different times agreed to, and two different times broke: How thefeedsof 
" difeontent anddiflention feemed to flioqt-up every where: How the Gran- 
** dees of the Empire were flocking to die capital: How bodi Nizam-ul-mulk 

and 
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**■ and Mahmcd-aniin-qlian continued fullen in their discontent: And hovv 


the Emperor was more than ever addidled to Ytlcad-q!tan.” AH thefe 
matters being reprefented in their proper colors;, couU not fail to render ths 
VicciVy anxious about his brother’s fate. He was advancing with ardor, and 
receivihg.on his way the homages and compliments of all the Governors and 
Commanders, on his paffage; but he had the mortification to find himfeli 
flighted by Merhamet-qhan, an officer of charader, who commanded at Man- 
dp3, wh’it|ier ht\had been fent from Court for the purpofe of bringing'to 
order the tefraitary Zemindars of that country; a fervice which he hiJ 
performed to his honor. This afficer having negleded to pay a vifit 
to the Viceroy, could iik fail of becoming obnpxious, 

as he experienced in the fequtl. Whilfl the army was on full march about 
Odjein, news came, that the Eraperor. intimidated by the Viceroy’s, march..to 
wards the capital, had payed a vifit to the Vezir, Abdollah-qhan, in which ho 
had entered into a frefti treaty with him, and an end had been put to all diiTen- 
tions. He had fwom- to liis promifes upon the glorious word of GoJ, EiA 
folemnly promifed to be lienceforward a- friend to his family, and liad en- 
dM his vifit by taking his own turbant from his head and pu ring it up‘' 


on that minider’s, as a token of a • brotherhood indiflblable. The Empe¬ 
ror not content with thofe protefbrions had turned cowards Ydcad-qhan and' 
his other favorites, and had ftroagly recommended to them to-bury all dif- 
concents in oblivion, to look upon this day as the lafl of the difientious that 
bad d'ifbracted his Court; and hence^ward to live Upon good terms vvidi 
bis miniftcr. This reciral liaving feeraingly affected Ho.Tein-aaly-qhan, he 
faid aloud in the middle of his Court, that as the “ Emperor was fincerely 
“ reconciled to them (the two brothers) he might red afliired that they on 
“ their fide would henceforward behave as dutiful fuhieSti; aa J I intend no- 
thing more now”'add he“ than to pay m/ refpeifls to the Emperor, and 
“ then to-return to Decaa.” The greate I part of the ajb.iibl> being.com-

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p6le<3 df'Decanets, could not be but much pleafed at thefe words, as eve¬ 
ry one of them expetSled Ibon to return to his own home. But the Vice¬ 
roy’s bofom-friends though, very difFerently; cfpecially Cnee that Vieeroy 
being in private with them was heard to fay that, all that vifit of the. Em- 
** peror’s was but a farce, and all thofe proteftations of his, but a-tale to 
* lull him a-fleep (no) or at leaft to put a ftop to his march: and 
** that there was not the kaft truth in the monarch’s prornife, whom he 
“ knew too well to repofe any confidence in him; and reff affuri^,” added 
**■ he, that “ if the Emperor, finds an opportunity to get us wiuin his clutches,, 

he wiU'nat mifs it on any account; nor will it be, poffibk- io fave either 
« our honour or our livcs^: bm he falls within our's, 

^ we ihall not ufe him beftar.” 

,/JiFTER having pronounced thefe words wtb much deliberatenefs, he de- 
eamped and advanced into the territory of the Radja of Gohud, vdiere fame 
villages were plundered, and fome havock committed. But on the Gentoo 
Erinett's Vekil or Ambai&dojt appearing with a peilhcufii or a fum of money, 
the country wa& fpaied, end fufiered no further damage; fo Uriel were the 
ttfders ^ven, on that head. This was not the cafe with l^adja Djehi-fing-fi- 
val’s dotnimons:' tho whole countcy. was facked and plundered, to pimilh its 
o;iynei^ for his fiding fo warmly with the Emperor. In vain did the Prince’s 
principal agent humble hnnfelf before the Viceroy, to whom he prefented a: 
Gonfiderabk fura, of money. The compliment was rejefted; and every thing 
ip his counjtiy was, abandoned to the rapacioufnefs and fury of the foldiers.. 
Tilled, fields wiihout number were ravaged, and young perfbns of both, fexes, 
carried into captivity; nor wps any inquiry made about thofe dilbrders- In, 
aJiede time die army arrived at about diree or four days journey from the 
capital; and the roads became thronged with the minues of people of the

Lords of the Cbiirt, who fawthe Emperor’s levity of temper and his m&- 
'tuation for Ms unworthy fe.orkes. thought it expedient to declare themfelves, 
or to take the lirad in an .■tffait in which hirnfelf feemed quite paffive. And 
what is fingnlar, whilft Djehl fing’s atlvice lay unminded, no firm refolotion 
was taken to come at leall to feme fincere accommodation. 1 he fober atl vices 
of fo many Grandees zealous for the honor of the crown, were dilhegarderS; 
and dte Emperor approving nothing but what was fuggefted by his own mind,- 
or by his thoughtleS fovourites, fpiead the difeonragement every where,- and 
was ruining his own affairs. No wonder tfen if at laft he faw what came to pafsa 
For numbere of Grandees, equally wife and brave, on.behoUing fueh a tle- 
plotable ftate of things, wem broiling on the fire of imparience and in Jigna- 
tion; and they groaned at having their hands tied-up, and at finding them- 
felvcs condemned to inafUon. Nay, fome that'had herctofo e lieen put tinder 
fiie Vezit’s command, now quitted his party of their own motion, on difeovor- 

mg to what lengths Ms ambition and arrogance might proceed, and matters 

might have taken another turn; when the Vezir, awate of His danger, and 

obliged to halVen a ctifis, fern the following meffage to the Fjnperor; “ Should

£0 moderate an anfwer ferved only’to embolden, the two brothers; the more

■ftruflion; and he was eternally exhorted by the boldeft of his fervants to put 
himft=lf at their head *and to fall an once upon thofe rebels, nevcrthelefs, 
fuch was his pufilhnimity, that he did not dare to put himfelf upon his 
defence, and Hill lefs to fally forth and attack his enemies. Againft hisown 
conviaion and inclination, he fent the confent requefted by the Vezir;

fdt^btite, Imtiaz-cihan, d^ Comptroller of the houfchold, and Zafer-qbsn 
the iriffodufior, with a few others of which the Vezir ufed to make no ac¬ 
count ^it all, together' with a few menial fervants-ajid eunuchs. A few' hours 
afeerj the Viceroy furroonded by a pomp truly Imperial, put himfelf at the 
head of his troops, marched through the city in battle erray, and having tak¬ 
en pofleflion of the gates and rAmparts about which hi^ tvoops spread fj as ton,-I 
feveral Ilrcets, he continued liis march to the caftle, where bav'^g -Jighted be 
payed a very Ihort vifit to the Emperor. It was ntmrked diat very few 
words were exchanged benveen , ’-d c.V’r^ugl: the p,.’i:peror prefented 

him with a quantity of elephants, horfes and jewels, he vouchfafed his accep¬ 
tance only for a few, excufed himfelf a? to die reft, and on his departure 

made fo carelefs a bow, that it gave general offence. Even fuch a feene did 
not roufe Ferohlyur: he continued inorionlefs, arid paflively faw Iilmfelf 
divefted of his dignity and patrimony In the middle of his palace. Two 
days after, the Vezir returned to the caftle, difmiffed die few perfons thiipie- 
mained attached to the Emperor, placed his own creatures everywhere; axld, 
giving the charge of the gates to a irufty .friend of his, he fent for the keys of 
the private ftairs, the dormitory, and of all the courts df jufticc. As fo'on as 
the Viceroy was informed that all was quiet within the citadel, he fet out in 
as much ftate and pomp as before, and taking his march along feveral ftreefs 
which had been filling thefe two whole days with his troops, he repaired to 
his own palace, called Shahiftah-qhan s Bara-dery (112), which was clofo 
to the citadel. What is lingular, he had widi him the pretended fon of 
Prince Ecber, but mounted upon an elephant in fuch a manner tliat his face 
could- not be diftinguiChed.

** edij^ou in your times of Impotence and diflrefs; In return for the blood 
we have fhed in your fervice, as we had already done in that of your fa¬ 
ther.and grandCulier, fuch faithful fervants as we, have met with nodiing 
' byr miftruft, fufpk'gins, and a variety of I'dicmes againft our lives and ho- 
'• ■*‘or pr^of of which alTertion we want no more than this letter which 

you wrott that lavage of DaSd-qhan-peni, to exhort him to arm hkn-t 
^ ^ *r** felf for the^f^eftrudicp of fb meritorious and fo innocent a fervant as ray 
brother^ any other vouchers than thefe repeated and 

prcffing orders which you were continualiy fending to all the great men of

' ‘VN.OW, there remains but one expedient capable of quieting the minds of 
ns, your faithful fervants; and that is, to put us in poireffion of the two

tilt hands of flrangers; who mdce it a point to mlflead your mind } Fo* 
** uqlefs .we obtain thofe two favors, it will be unfafe for us to come as fub- 
« jefis to the cafUe; and as fervants, impoffible to fervc our niaftcr with 
“ any peace of mind.” 

To this fpeCi-h the Emperor, as uncaimous and as thoughtless as ever, an^ 
fwercd only by promiling that fliordy he would comply with all thdr re- 
quells, although he few full* enough that matters had come to fuch a crilis. 
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diat he had no.other party left but that of acknowledging die Stiids for hi? ‘^5 

mailers. The converfition mean while being protraded to an une.xpeded 
length, degenerated into an altercation in which high , words and harfh ex- 
preffions were exclianged. The Emperor unable to contain himfelf called 
both the Vexir and Yticad-qhan names, and made ufe of unbecoming Ian* 

A a gtugc; 
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gnage; and the latter fooliOily endeavouring to pacify them, the Vezir 
ped him fliort, by giving him the moll opprobrious abufe, and commanding 
his being taken out of the caftie immediately. Ydcad-qhan, ihunderftriick 
by fo unexpeaed a command, loft all prelence of mind; and hardly aWe to 
diftinguilh his feet from his head, he thought it high time to fave his 11^ • he 
retreated, and meeting his Mufhreff or head-accomplant’s Paleky, he got 
into it, and fled as faft as Ids chaimien could fly. 1 hat very moment 
every pait of the cit}^ was in an uproar; and this uproat whicl^ was occa-Goned 
by multitudes of people running to and fro through every flrcec 
hne, gave the Emperor an infight into his real fituation. H’J fibmitted to 
his fate, and retired into the^ fanduary women’* apartnyht, wheie he 
took-up his abode, unmindful all the wiulo ot tbc iet’rwnce of 
God: Dmtb Jhall find mt be ye Jhut up even in ieett : a dreadiui 

fentcnce which then did not occur to his mind. 

Am I PST all this uproar and this fudden reverfe of fortune, all enliah* 
tening Sol, putting duft upon his head, had defeended like Feroh-fyt>r’s fta 
below the horifbn; and frightful night in her fableveil Hiding gradual) ; 
down from the battlements of heaven, had covered every thing .with d::fk- 
nefs and horror: fliut were the gates of the Citadel, thofe once doors of fec'dH. 
ty and peace of mind; Ihut were th6y, and barred forever! Thi Ve- 
zir with Adjet-fmg flept that night within die caftie, wliilft the Emperor’s 
^alous fervants were obliged to take their abodes without. 

Ev'cry'oue, coufoimdcd^ remained tnotioRleft, anxicus eo fee 
* What further fccnes would bnng forth the pregnant womb of time/' 

In that night of fereams and confufion, which like that darknefs which 

is to p'rccede the day ofjudgment,covered vvithits fable veil the whole extent 

of the. city, nothing was heardbut confufed noife; nor did any one know what 

might a< 3 :uujly be doing within the caftie: for the Vezir s troops having 

taken pofleflion of every great ftreet and mai'ketj as wcU as of every gate of 

. die 
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the city, pafled the whole night under arms, whiht the Marhatta officers 
with their whole Cavalry remained on horle-back, m expeftation of being in- 
ftantly called to adion. But the moment the day commenced dawning, 
every one. of the citizens rofe in a ftate of incenitude, and with a mind that 


floated betwixt hope and fear; and whiltl Sol was (bedding his firftrays 
on the golden ftandard of the Vezir’s fortune, a report ran that he had 






been killed; and nothing was heard in the ftreets and markets but cries 
-.andicreams. ijuft tlrat moment of fufpenfe, fonae conliderabie Lords, 

incenfed - at the reverie of fortune of which they heard only &om common 

\ 

report, thought it incumbent" upon themfelves to run to the Emperorisaf- 
lifknee, and*'>as^ they titougbt, to fapport his defenders; thefe were Saadet- 
*qhan his faffier-inri^i "Gliazi-eddm-qhan, the goat’s beard; and the brave 
Aghyr-qhan, the Turk ; thefe three mounted, and advanced-toward*rhe caf* 
lie, with what troops they could colieft. But Nizam-cl-mulk and QhandoS- 
‘ran, thought it would be prudent to (lay at home. On the other hand Mah^ 
medaamin-qhan mounted likewife, but it was to go to the Vezir’s aflilbuice, 
'\But as a body called the Cammul-pofbes or bhnket-wearers(io5), were going 
ilo^>in QhandoSran, their commander, they felhin with a body of troops of 
Ma hatta horfes, who forbad their paffing farther; and this threat having 
been'received by the others with athower of arrows whilft Mahma^ -min- 
qhan’s flandards were making their appearance on the oppoflte fide, the 
Marhattas who took them all for fo many enemies, and did not relifli their 
finding themfelves cooped within a city's walls, where they could not fight 
but in ftreets and lanes, took fright, and putting fpur to their horfes, they fled 
on all fides without further inquiry, to the unfpeakable fatisfaftion of thofe 
idlers and (harpers who thronged the (beets, and erpecially to the great joy of 
the Mo<^ols and other difbanded foldlers of the Emperor’s, who already in*

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Hreets betwcea 
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cenfed at the haughtiitiefs thofe ia6dels, mfhed junongfl them pell-mefl, 
and coiTUnenGcd killing and ftripping the runaways. The Marliattas con¬ 
founded to find nothing but foes in every ftreet and at every door, difperled 
and fled &«h^, as far as the camp, but not without leaving fifteen hundred of 
their’s upon the fpot, who as well as the whole corps of one Sinta and of two 
or three officers more, were hacked to pieces: lliey had alfo numbers of 
wounded. The hoHes of all thefe flaJn were laid hold-of by the vldors and 
by the mob, who on breaking fome faddles by accideat, w&x furpriled to 
find the fluffing foil of pieces of gold. 

It was at this very-time that Mahmed-aamin-qhan arrived with Ms troops 
in the Viceroy’s camp, where he was received with the higheP. applaule for 
his - readlnels. Whilfl all this was paiiing in die oadat-qhan wTtK 

bis five fonsj, was arriving near the caftle at the head of a body of troops, 
as did Ghazl-eddm-qhan with another; and ehe oppofite ftreets were filling 
by thofo brought by the favorite Yticad-qhan, and the kte grand-mafter qf 
artillery, Seyd-qban; thefe were followed by three thouCuid Hind 8s in the 
Emperor’s pay, under the command of Manhar, an officer of truft: all thefe 
were taking poflenion of polls in and about Saad-ollah-qhan’s mar-ket, .^Siiid 
■preparing for an attack. Thefe movements, being rumoured in the V.ce- 
roy’s camp, as well as the Vezir’s pretended death; and the Maihattas con¬ 
firming the account by their diforderly flight and their wounds, the whole of 
the Viceroy’s army was In an uproar; and one rumour more, and it difperfed; 
luckily for him that certain intelligence arrived at this critical moment of 
tlic Vezir’s being alive and fafe. This having reyived the Viceroy’s fpirit, 
he difparched a choice body of his beft troops to drive thofe that had af- 
fcmbled in Saad-ollah-qhan's market. Thefe troops pufliing forwards with 
ardor, fell upon the enemy, and commenced a lliarp eagagement. In the 
midft of a hot fire, Ghazy eddin-qhan’s elephant being wounded in the 
tmnkby a rocket, turncxi about, and ran away with his mailer, who was 

immediately 
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followed by I,is whole corps. Sadat-qhan was wounded at the 


fame time together with his five fons, and he quitted the field; and Yticail- 
qhaii, after having given, himfelf fotne motions, without any inclination tq 


tome to blow's, retired to his houfo, and intrenched his quarter. His perfon 
* was but offmall moment; but here by his trepidation and flight it became 
.a Cgnai for foiling upon feveral fliop^ and ftreete about Saad-ollah-qiian*? 
marlcet, wliich were all plundered and lacked; And as if no effort made 
in fovonr of Ferohr.^ur was to meet with fucceCs, the brive Aghyr-qhaq 

y 

who now appeared from the fuburbs at the head of a body of Mc^ls and 
otlier foreigners, found the‘Labor-gate fliuc up, and the walls lined with 
(§ ‘troaps. Mortified a' fuch a difoppointmenr, he was obliged to return,, 
fiorae filing-ana lonte fighiing was Itiil kept-up in the ftreets and lanes, when 


proclamation was made by a number of public cryers that Feroh-fyur was 
confined, and that the Prince Refi-ed-derjat had afeended the throne. The 
4mperial mufick ftriklng-iip at the fame time, and quarter btdng procUimed 
every where, with injunftions to every one to retire to his home, the 
vanquifhed recovered from their defpair, the citizens retired to their homes, 
v . and the tumult feemed to fubfide. 

W E have left Feroh-fyur widiin ihe apartment of the ladies; and the 
Vei?r with the Gentoo Prince was wailing in expedation of his conung 
out to hteir what further they had to lay, aud of his furnilhjng them with aa 
opportunity to feize his perfon, as the tufnult% that had'apparently fobfided, 
had commenced a frefh, and piil:^e and flaugUter were going-on. But 
Feroh-fyur did nor come out; and the Viceroy fenfible of the eonfeqncnce 
of a moment’s delay, was fending meflage after melTagc, reprefenting to 
his brother “ that the tumults were increafing; diat the throngs of armed 
men were becoming more numerous; that a general revolt was going to 
take place, and would not fall to raife a great blaze: and that therefore 
the bulineft was to be put an end to fomc way or other, as a moment of

delay, might prove irrecoverable.” Wliilft the laft meflage was deli¬ 
vering, a body of Afghan Ibldters mixed with fbme of the Vezir’s flaves, 
had found means from the top of the houfe of Nedjm-eddin-aaly-qhan, 
younger brother totheVezir, to. defeend within the yard of the Imperial .wo¬ 
men’s apartment, which was clofe to it, and which proved guarded by a 
nnmber of Habelliinian, Georgian, and Calraiic women (ro6). I'hefe be¬ 
ing driven away, the foldiers penetrated within the gate, and fell a rumaging 
every apartment in fearch of Feroh-fyur. At hfl fonae women too delicate 
to bear the tortures to which they were expofed, pointed to the place of 
his confinement, and the foldiers ran to him. At this fight die Empe¬ 
ror’s mother with his confort and daughter, unable to endure fneh a fpefl:?,- ' 
cle, ran to his afljllancc with a number of Princefies .ajid ladles of die firft 
rank, who having enclofed him within a circle which they formed round his 
perfon, fell to prayers and intreades. But of what avail could be thofe tears 
with a troop of Soldiers ? and in fuch a moment whole pity could they move ? 
At laft after a deal of ftruggle, he was difengaged from thofe women, dragged 
upon the ground, and confined in a dark frnall room on the top of the Tir- 
p681iah(io7), and all this with fuch outrages and fuch indignities asii&d 
never been afforded to the Imperial perfon. 

Hrs reign, without reckoning the lin.e eiapfed from Muezzendin-dje- 
hander-fhahs exaltation, hlled fix years and four months. All the foregoing 
events have been collefted from memoirs or memorandums written at tiiat 
very time by peiTons of credit and diftintftion, who wrote cither as witnef-

'nTIic Vezir having difpofed of Feroh-fyur in tliis manner, thought that as 
the whole city was yet in an uproar, it was incumbent upon him to proclaim 
anothei- Emperor; and he got him proclaimed accordingly under die names- 
and titles of §hem3-«ddin-ab8-al*berecat-refi-ad-dcrdjat(roS), younger fon 
to Refi-al-cadr„nepl\ew to Bahadyr-lhah, from a daughter of Prince Ecber, 
/ounger fon of Aoren^zib. It was on a Wednefday about nine o-’cloclc in the 
morning of the fecond Reby, in the year 1132 of the hctljrali. The young 
Prince was then twenty years old; and as the fereams all over the city did

not allow any tiitair-iiii^ient to fend him to the bath, or even to make him 
fhift his clodies, he was drawn in all hafte from the place of his confinement, 
and in all hade placed upon the throne, with only a chaplet of large pearl 
which the Vezir had juft time to dirow over his apparel, fuch as it was. 
The Imperial raufrek having.ftruck up immediately to announce diis event 
p the people, die fereams and uproars ceafed at once, and in a little tiin© 
die tumults fribfided every wliere. 

T^e Vezir after fo critical and fo perilous a day, diouglit proper to pal^ 
that night in the citadel, furroundedby a numerous body of bis braveft aiic^ 
truftieft fr iends; having previoufly plsvced at die only gate left open, a guardj 
on which he could depend. Not fatisfied with all thofe precautions, when it be^ 
came neceffary to form a houfehold to the young Emperor, he appointed the 
whole of it from his houfehold and dependants down.to the Eunuchs, Cham¬ 
berlains, Menial Servants, Cooks, and VVater-c.irriers. As a f trdier precaution 
he placed his own guards cveiy where, and filled all the avenues of the pakes 
and even of the private apamnenrs, with his own dependjints. The next day

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the neiff Emperor having according to the cuftom given a public general au¬ 
dience, Adjet^fing and Ratun-chiind fupplicated that the Hindoos-all over 
the Empire might be releafed from the opprobrium of the capitation (109) : 
this favor was granted, and orders were at the fame time difpatched e\'ery 
where for confirming all Governors, Commanders, Viceroys, and Crown-ofii- 
cers, in tlieir rerpeftive commands. In the mean time the famous Yiicad- 
qhan was confined with a deal of contumely, his Djaghir - refumed; and his 
Palace, where he had amaffed an immenfe tieafure in gold and filver, coftly 
jewels, and cxqoifite ftufls, was taken poflTeflion of; But what is Angular, on 
rumaging for treafure, there was difeovered another feeret hoard of his, which 
confifted only of gems and jewels of an amazing value: all ^refeiks from E'e- 
roh-fyur, but which now fert'fcd only to"enhance hIs.difgraceV-and the many 
afflxjnts put upon him. The whole was feized for ' the Vezir’s ufe, wlthoiit 
Ills taking die leaft notice of the outrages and contumelies, that had been of- 
feied to their late owner,- At the fame time were refumed all the Djaghirs 
and fends which Feroh-fyur had bellowed on his fycophants, and none was 
j^ared but that wliich was enjoyed by the Rani, late confort of that dethro 
ned Prince; and this was rather out of regard to Adjet-fing, her father. The 
Mimfobdars and officers of the body-guards, called Vala-fliahies, who ciyoyed 
lands and Djaglun, until they might be phyed in ready money, were ftnppcd 
m the fame manner; and as to the common troopers they were given to un- 
d'eifknd that if they wanted fervice, they mull repair.to the Viceroy^s camp, 
where they would be inllfted at the rate of fifty rupees per month, ready mo¬ 
ney one with another. Mahmed-aamin-qhan, already Second Paymafter, was

The rich Fodjdary of MSratiabad was given to Seif-eddin-qhan, one of the 
Vezir’s younger brochd's. One Mahmed-reza, a new man, was appointed 
Supreme Judge and Cafuift of the Court; and Emir-qhan-aalonghiry, who 
had enjoyed the Sovernmenc of kcbcr-abad, was made Sadr-el-f8d8r (no). 
Dianet-qhan was made Divan oy Superintendane of the Revenue Office, as 
im Radja-baqhtmulof the Military Cheft ; butaU.thcfe, together widi every 
one of the Officers of Finance and Adminiftraivon, were held to be no more 
»ffian fo many Lieutenants of Ratan-chund’s. Himmet-qban one of the Vezir’s 
h ofom-friends was made Comptroller of the Privy Purfe, and. moreover Tu¬ 
rn: to the young Prince; and over and above all that, lev oral lucrative offices 
■were bellowed upon him. As to the Offices and Governments that proved at 
a diftance from the capital, no change at all was attempted in them, for fear 
of lofing all command over thofe diftant parts. Only the Oovernment of 
MandoS was taken from Merhamet-qhan, that Officer of meric, who had 
flighted die Viceroy, when he pafled by his dillria;; and it was'given to Qtad-

As to the dethroned Emperor, liis exit being related in two different manners 
by two different men of diilinftion and credit, then upon the fcene of-aaion, we 
fhallinferithem both, refting the truth or the falthood of either narrativedn 
the refpeaive merits of either author : For it has been reported to me by men 
of honor and veracity, dut the two brothers had never ekertamed dioughts of 
attempting Feroh-fyur’s life (i iz), or had ever intended to offer him any ill- 
ufage; their only view being to make fure of his;perf0n; and for tiiat purpofe 
they had put him under tlie care of a cniay Afghan-ofScer, who was to have 
him under his care night and day. Neverdielefs it happened that Feroh-fyur 
availed himfelf fo well of a moment of abfenc»," that he 3 le a way unperceived 
in the dulk of die evening, and going from terrace to terrace, he wanted to jump 
down, being already at adiftance from the place of liis confinement; when die 
Afghan returned. On not finding his prifoner, and knowing that Ins life was 
at ftake, he looked narrowly every where, and fpying at adiftance forae one 
diat was lurking under die ftiadow of a wall, he ran thitlier, and finding it wai ’ 
liis prifoner, he threw himfelf upon him, and brought him back. Tint vile 
fellow had no fooner feen liim in die place of confinement again, than making him 
fit on the floor, hejW'ith that hardnefs of, heart and that btutalicy which feem to 
make thebafis of the cliaraaer of an Afghan, fell a beating and a cuffing liim 
unmercifiilly. Feroh-fyur, unable to bear fuch vile ufage, ran to die wall with 
allliismight, and dafhed his head witlifomuch violence againft it, that his fkuU 
was broketo pieces, and that very moment he departed to themanfionsof eternity.

I, the. poor man, Ihould incur the imputation of fome partiaHty for them, I 
have drought it beft to refer his very text, without taking any liberties with if, 
fave that of coficftmg fome falfe couftrudions which had crept in itj either 
dirougli the waiter’s, inaccuracy or the copyift’s ignorance.. Let then the 
credibility of the follbwiog' narrative reft entirely vddi the autlior- It is. 
as follows: . 

Two mondis had already elapfed fince diat unfortunate Prince Iiad been 

confined iti chat nj).’‘’'cw*’dark place, where he experienced a variety of hard< 
“ ftilps, when a retl-hot ncedlfc was pafled over hU eys; a cniel operation, 
which however, did not deprive him entirely of die light of.the day. Tired 
of luch repeated feenes of barbarity, that ill-fated Prince, in the fimplN 
** city of heart, natural to a man in dlftrefs, and in that love of command, 
lb capable of putting a man oft" his guird, and of letting at nought every 
“ Ollier principle, betook himlelf to feveral expedients for putting an end to 
his fuflerInTjs : At one rime he would fend to his enemies excufes for his 
“ former condii(ft,promifingto let thbmdirporeofthe Empire, ifihey would but 
place binf on-die throne as before: At another, that unfortunate man, bm 
** ried alive, would turn towards the Afghan, Abtlollah-qhan, (forfuchwat 
his keeper’s name) and would tempt him widi an iinmenfc fura of money, 
if he could but carry him as far as the dominions of Ratya-djehi-ljng-fivaj, 
** All this did not fail to be exaftly reported to the two brothers, who being 
cndlefsiy inftigated by their adulators, as well as prompted by tHeir ovvq 
“ fears, drought it high time to put an end to fo dangerous a life. To effiaEk 
their purpofe, they got poifon to be mixed at two different times in his vichi- 
als, and this had no effedt or very little j but the third time, the dole operated 
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■ and as diey went to fee how the unfortunate man’s fod was wrung out of 
« his-hody, he lofl: all patience, and After having reproached diehl in feverc 
f ‘ terms for their atrocious ingratitude, and that faithleilirefs of their’s that had 
fo often taken the facred word of God to witnefs, and had fo often pledged 
tlae holy writ for dicir fidelity; he apoftropized that facred volume itfetfj 
and wondered how it had not worked a miracle inftantly for the punifhment 
“ of fo much perfidy : He even vented reproaches agaiuft the Majefty of 
Divine Juftlce, which had fupinely fuffered, asdie faid, fuch faithlefs men 
“ to be ftiH alive ; and as he continued to exhak: his feelings in that reproach- 
« fill ftrain, the Vezir impatient, ordered a leatheiji thong to be (trained 
round his neck fo as to put an end to liis talking; but the unfortu- 
nate Prince having layed bold of it widi t. jth ha^vL^ (h 3,5 to keep it afun- 
^ der from his neck, and having ftruggle^ hard with both hands and feet; 

the two Barbarians tired with fo much refiftance, ordered his Ixands to be 
** parted by dint of blows; and the Prince having fufitred for a length of 
time all the agonies of a lingering death, at laft departed this fragile world. 

Beware of ftrctdiiag & eafily thine hands towards that table fpread by time* »

** It is true that a report ran their, and it runs fo to tliis very day, that the 

djdng Prince proving too tardy, the two brothers finiflied him with plung- 

ing their Qhandjars (144) in his bowels; but neveithcleft this.report is con- 

" tradi<fted by the very man who fuperintended die execution, and who ne- 

" ver could relate that mournful event, w'idiout fliedding abundance of tears, 

** and without bitterly lamenting the neceflides of his fitiiation. He has been 

heard pofitively to fay, that tliere Imd been no dabbing at all. Be it as it 

may, the body remained for fix and thirty hours unattended to and unbu- 

ried; and it was only after fuch an interval of time, that it was thought of; 

“ then only it was purified according to the rites of religion, put upon a bier,

XwoperfonsXifdiftiTidion, to wit, Dilavcr-aaly-qhan, and Seyd-aaty-qban, 
** both Fayma&ers to thi.brothers, had been fent to attend the body as Chief 
** Mourners; and th% wer^ followed by a muiutude of the principal citizens, 
** all melted in tearss but no Iboner had the proceflion quited the fuburbs, 
“^than the Cliief Mourners Were hooted fcveral times, and feveral times 
** faulted witn fton^v and clods of earth: Nor would atiy one 

out of that multitude of needy,people ftoop to accept of the money they had 
brought for difti'ibution,or partake of that quantity of viftuals whidithey had 
prepared in confonnity to the cuftom ; but on the third day after, a valt 
** number of poor people and beggarshaving afiembled in an orderly man- 
ner at the place where Feroh-fyurs body had been waihed and perfumed, 
made a colledlion amongfl; themfelves, and prepared with it a lal'ge qtiaiiti- 
ty of vidimls whicli they diftributed fb others; they fent Ifkewife fol'feveril 
readers of the Coran, pafled die whole night with them in prayers, and 
** lamentafiofts,-and departed in an orderly manner.” 

“ Wonderful Gon ! how thy divine juflice did manifeft itfeff in the 
“ feveral events of this revolution! his enemies had fo many reafohs foir 
“ being expeditious with him, and fo many motives of hatred befides, that 
** one would think it was incumbent upon tliera to make him pafs rapidly 
and at once from this little fragile habitation into the Other world. But 
no: Feroh-fyur in his days of power had ftrangled his brothers, yet in 
their tender years, murdered numbers of innocent perlons, arid blinded 
forae otliers: and he rauft therefore favour the flavour of all thefc cmeh 
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ties, before he is permitted to make his exit: he muft from the hands 
of others experience all thofe agonies which others had fuffered at his hands. 
“ Nor did the two brothers efcape the day of retribmbn, or go ihemfelves 
iinpuniflicd. In a little time they met with that fame ufoge whi;i(,‘iiey 
** had offered to others.” Thus far Hafhem-aaly-qhan-qliafi. 

To return to our own narrative, the two brothers after having difpofed of 
Feroh-fyur, took poflefGon of die Imperial ftotes and rrpafi*; ,;: Elephants, 
horfes, rich furniture, ready money, exquifitc je\|els; in a word whatever

they flieweda miacl to, was carried away and piixed wlih their own (lores,

in what manner they thought proper, fliaring |he wliijle amongft themfelves. 
It is even reported that AbdoUah-qhan, who vas exceedingly addidled to the 

A 

fox,, carried away fome women of incompa^ble b?apty ftorn the Imperial 
Seraglio: But this God only knows. 

Soon after this fatal event, it was reinaifed that all cordiality had ceafed 
between the two brothers; and although that coolnefs did not appear in pub¬ 
lic, it was foon perceived by thofe friends of iheiris who knew their refpeaive 
tempers; and foveral matters tending that way were fucceflively, but lilendy

taken notice of by die bye ftanders. There was likewife fome unequality in 
merit between the two brothers; and indeed it was univcrfally acknow¬ 
ledged, that HoflTien-aaly-khan, the yojunger brother, was far fuperior to 
his elder in difeernment, bravery, and many odier valuable^ qualificarions 
which a bountyfol heaven had implanted in his conflitution. In power he 
foemed fuperior to all the Princes of his time, nay to foveral that bore i 
charafter in hiftory for having beftowed kingdoms and crowns, and. con¬ 
quered Empires. Unfortunately neither his power nor his life lafted any 
length of time: If they had, it is highly probable that the times which we 
have-the morttlication to behold, would not prove fo humiliating and fb 
deplorable, as they are; nor had the honor of Plindoftan been thrown to 
the winds; nor bad the Indian nobility and gentry bean-reduced to that de¬ 
plorable 

O % ^ 
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rlorable condition to which wc fee it reduced. But as the mofals of Ihe 
whole nation required die iron hand of con'edion, it is nor furpriling that 
the peefon .and power of that hero, fiiould have been Only fliewn to the 
fc' Let us therefore fubrait to our fate; for God ordains what he pleafes^ 
dtfii acts as he pkafes. 

UitFORTINNATELY for the two brothcrs, and for the difpofitions they 
had made, the young Ernperor, Refi-ed-derdjat, laboured under a confump- 
tion, and was fabjeft’to ;.-r|pitting of blood, which foon put aft end to his 
reigii; in fo much that t|ree njondis and fome da}fs after he had fubmitted to the 
odium of afeending tht throri?, he departed his life oh a "Saturday, being 


tlie’twenty-firft ofRedjeb. His Tounger brother Refi-ed-d 681 a, was brought 
forth and " feated in. die two St?ids continued to difpofe of 

every tiling in the Empire, and i^ith as great a fway as ever. As thefe two 
ftckly young Princes may be laid to have iuft made their appearance 
upon the theatre of the world with the bare tide of Emperors, in order to 
be immediately withdrawn; and they m"“y be compared to two travellers 
who jiiil made a flioit paufe on die throne, in order to coiiuniie their jour¬ 
ney towards the regions of eternity; We hardly kn^v any thing of them: 
and tlie rife of Nlco-fyur, fon to Prince E^bef, and Grandlbn to Aoreng- 
young Prince, then confined at Ecber-ftbad, having taken place in 
Refi-ed-do 81 ah's iife-time; we have thought it expedient to bring into one 
point of vieiv whatever we have been able to cofleft about thofe three j r- 
fons of the Tiimirian family, in order to conneft it with die body of om- hif- 
tory, and to give to the whole an orderly appearance; for tlie reader may 
reft aflured that what litdc the younger Princes afford to this hiftoiy, has been 
carefolly afeertained, although their lives have been fo obfeure and fo little 
-■''an objea of talk, that their very names arc hardly known to dus day: in fliort 

it amounts only to diis little: 

A 
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A SH611T time after Refi-ed-dbSiah had been brought from fus prifon ta 
a throne, another young Prince of the Imperial family, but who was confined 
in the citadel of Ecbcr-abad,, the fecond capital of the Empire, was proclaimed 
by the Governor and Officers of the place, as well as by the Militia of titil 
lages dependent on that fortrefs, and the Manfobdars and Cavalry dependent- 
On the Governor of the province : all which foon formed a court about Ids per- 
fon. His name was Nico-fyur(i 14), a younger of Prince Eeber’s.: 
They were allUted by the inhabitants of the city of Ecber-abtd, who feeing 
the convulfions tiiar delblated the Imperial family, w llingly embraced' Ids 
pitrty. Such an event being likely to prove of 4 dangerus confequence, the 
two brothers refolved to ftifle it in it’s very beginning. They quitted tiic 
capital, and taking-with them both the younf' Prii*w- Reii-ed-dbS'ah, and 

the principal perfoas of the cky and court, th^y marched to Eeber-abad, and 
layed fiege to it’s caftle. And although Nico-fyur did not betray any want 

of valor or capacity, in defending the place; neverchelefs the gates were 
foon layed open, and he was feized and confined. The Garrifon was chang¬ 
ed, and a proper punilhmeDt infliifted on the officers of the caftle, and the 
commanders of the Militia, who had planned die whole revolution. But 
this little fuccefs did not much tranqnilize the minds of die two brothers. A 
flux and a confumption were preying on the young Emperor Refi-ed-d68- 
lah; and although the Vezir fpare J no pains in bringing LOgef':*, the ableft 
Phyficians of the Empire, his care and anxiety proved of no avail; and the 
Prince after a nominal reign ftill fhortcr dian that of his Predeccflbts, gave 
evident Cgns of his drawing to his eiul, and of his being on the point of quit¬ 
ting the borrowed hofpicc of this world. In a flioct time his life was dclpair- 
edpf; and the two brothers, who needed a pageant upon the throne, fent two 
perfons of ncte, to fetch another Prince from the caftle of Selimgur which is 
a part of the citadel of Shah-djehan-abad. Thefe were Nedjm-eddm-qhan,

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ishejr Tounger brother, and Chuhm-aa!y-qhan; although othe-^ fay that tire 
firft, as Governor of ifae province of Dchli, was alone entrulled with that com- 
raiflion/raiid that the other only did accompany that nobleman. 1|he orders 
e to bring foith Rolhen-aqhter (i 15), fon to Qho.ljcaah-aqhci-, ali.iB- 
Djehan-ftiali, who was fon to Bahadyr-fttah. This yoiir;g Prince was theh 
in his eighis-^nh year; and fo early as Muezzeddin’s acccffion to the throne 
under the name of Egeftander-fhah, he had always jived in obfcurity and 
conHneinenr, iji an a^rtnJ«-,nt of SeJirngur-caaie (116). He was a yovitb of 
a charmingafpcd, a ^^re^dljiift budding, and a beautiful £ice,/in which 
Atone fo much acutendfs of nind both in his air,and forehead, as feeraed to 
progoofticate all his future elc^on/He was not yet arrived at Ecber-abad, 
nay, he Svas yet iii the environa^pf the capital, when netvs arrived tliar Refi- 
ed-ddSlali was departing this furtive wovkl, and Itad already put off the gar¬ 
ment of conlcioufnefs* His death was: kept d fecret for a whole week, edicts 
iay for ten days, until his fuccefibr could be at hand. On his arrival, tire 
coffin of the deceafed Prince was carried to the Maufolemn of Qhadja-C8t8b- 
ed-dinand buried there in llie fame manner as had been liis brother. This 
death left the throne open for Rofiien-aqhicr. 

This young Prince eondudted by liis rifing fornme arriveti at Fateh- 
and on tlie fifteenth of the fame month, in the year 1131, of the 
ineflengci's retre.it, ;it about four aftronomical hours of die morning, he a- 
vailed himfelf of .a viAorious Iiour and of the luckieft moment, to ftep fortii 
on the theatre of rhe world, and to grace the throne with all the atti-aciions of 4 
his beauteous perfon. It was then tlrnt the fleps of that fubliine place were 
dignified by the mention of his name; and th^a that the filver and gold coin 
diftributed on the occafion, received an acceffion of value from the honor of 
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his {lamp. He alTumed the aufpicious titles of the Succotirer of Religion 
lliC Father of viftory (i 18). From that moment provifions that had ritento 
an immt^derate price, commenced becoming cheaper, and once mox plenty 
{hewed ji’s face in every market. It was remarked that the Navvab (i 
Cadefliah, his motiter, a Prlncefs of great keenners of mind and great wii- 
dnm, had taken cai e to nurfe in the thade of obfcuricy and fdence that fond¬ 
ling of tlxe fun of glory. - Fully fenfible of thx complexion of the times and 
of the ncceffirics of her fituation, ihe made it a to conform herfelf to 

the pleafure of the two brothers, who were now becor le the omnipotent dif- 
pofers of tlie Empire; and her precaution went lo far, that when fiie quitted 
the capital to pay a vifit to her fon, gone to Ecber-abad, fhe fet out with fo 

modeft a retinue, and fhe appeared with fo mveh referve, tnat flic declined the 

* 

voluntary attendance of numbers of people o. diftmdlion, that had been in her 
hufband, the late Djehan-ftiah’s fervice. On hearing that they were pre¬ 
paring to follow her, and to augment her cortege, flie requefted them to 
forbear, and even forbad their coining ta the gate of her apaitment and 
fending in their JMuzurs and ofierings. 

It being obferved on her fon*s afcending the throne, that the three pre* 
ceding reigns had being lb momentary and fo confufed, as to lerve only 
to confound hiftory, it was enaaed .That to prevent all confiifion die 
records, the feven or eight months that had elapfod under the fhort lived 
reigns of thofc three Princes, fhould be omitted intirely; and that they fliould 
be comprehended within Mahined-fliah s reign, which of couifo was made to 
commence immediately on Feroh-fyur’s demife. At the fame time to pro¬ 
vide for feme of the moft urgent expenccs of his mother’s female houfchold,

^ndence, as it had been praAiced with the dirce preceding Printes j (on 
whom be mercy for ever!) and theminlftcrin providing'eunuchs, guards, 
upholderer’s, ejephant-drivers, menial fervants, cooks and even water-car¬ 
riers, took care to place ■tone iti that number, but his own fervants. It was 
on the lame principlCj^ chat, Him met-qhan, one of the Vezir's intimates, a

man who ei^oyed already five or fix offices, was prepoled over the netv 
monarch’s peifon, as nis Tvfpr; and more over entrufiied with the^ privy 
purfe, as well as with the tr^ifucy of the palace. All this was pauendy 
fubmitteci to by the young Emperor, who fenfible of the cridcalnefs of his 
firuadon, formed no oppoficioC to any of the Vezir's pleafurcs, and liad 
beGdes the. good fenfe to Ihcw him every demonftration of deference and 
regard. But this did not produce the leaft abatement in the jealoufy, 
with which he was watched: for whenever he went abroad, which happenei^ 
once or twice a month, for the purpole of taking an airing, he was encir- 
clcd by a body of Seids who-did not lofe fight of him, nor ever carded 
him fanher. than the feats and gardens in the fiiburbs, which at moft are at 
onv- coflss from the caftlej. and then it was always in order to come 

back before the dulk of the evening. But whilft die Vezir was bufy in 
quieting the capital, troubles were riling in th? neighbouring provinces. 

Chebilram-Naagur, Governor of the province of llahabad, refilled 
to acknowletlgc his authority, and even thought it unlafe, on account of fome 
improper behaviour of his to the two brothers, lliele in return took arefolu- 
tion to make an example of him; and HofleTn-aalyrqhan had already fent 
his camp-equipage forwards: when news came that the obnoxious Goyernoc

that piece of inteltigehce, news came that Gurd-hur-bahadyr, (bn to Dm-ba- 
hadyr; Coofm to ChcBilram, whole Sword-bearer he had bSen,* had feized 
on tlifc Governmertf after his uncle's demife, ind wai raifing troops, as w’ell 
as repairing the towers and fortifications of Ilahald^d. The Viceroy oh , thh 
irttclligcnce ordered a brklge' of boats t6‘ be tlnhwh c^. the Djtimnah; anti 
fading for Mahmed-fliali to Ecber-abad, he pablifhed that he was going to 
take llahabad; ordering at the fame time, his'5#i(ilg,i'y.'d to marcli inftantly. 
It was at this conjimdlure that Emir-djemlsSi thofight proper to make a- 
gain’his appearance upon the ftage of the world, in order to be invefled widi 
the office of Grand althoner; but this did not hinder Katan-chund from con¬ 


tinuing to acl in'all matters relative to finance and government, and even in 
thofc relative to diftritotive juflicc aiid to Ecclefiaftical ihatters vv'itli fo un¬ 
bounded a fiv'iyiithiit the Motefeddies and Crowm-officers w'erc like (b many 
cyphers in liis prefence; Nor did they give any fign of life, birt when any pa¬ 
per was to pafs in their ciiftody- At lafi evesi matters of dillributive jufticc came 
to be of his refort; and it was impoffible to become a Cazy,.fif city, or 


to have any judicial or Ecclefiaftical preferment, without his good-will being

His family, at the lame time, gave countenance to the re;-*a<^- 
toryfpirits of that province; ; and the holders of Djaghir-latidsin particular, la^ 
hold of that opportunity to with-hold their rents. Such a flate of things ha¬ 
ving engaged the Viceroy s attention, he reflcfted on the nabiral ftrength of 
^he place, wliich was at the confliicnce of t^o mighty rivers (lai) ; on the 
courage aud jwrfbnaJ abilities of Gurd-hur ; and on the diiEculties he would 
to all appearance have to encounter in a fiege’ likeh' to be protrafted to a 
length; and which would confume in that fipgle operation a precious time, 
which was required in other parts of the Empire.-,where the enemies of his 
family might avail themfelves of his abfence ;o excite commotions, iufcepu- 
ble of blazing into a mighty flame. Seufiblerof all ih^ diSiculties of liis fitu 
ation, hewaslikewifedifcouarged by foine fparks of difunion which then broke 
out between himfelf and liis ^Jder brother, the Vezir Abdollah-qhan. It was 
about the divifion of the jewels and treafure found ■ at the caftle of Ecber 
abad; and meflages full of difcontent and peeviflinefs were and re 

pafhng between them; but only in fecret, Ratan-chund doing every thing m 
his power to conceal thcfe diflentions from rhe-Eublic eye. Whilft the Viceroy 
was revolving in his mind haw he might afk, letters came from Cinor 

Gurd-hur, which promifed tliathe would fubmit, if Ratan-chund were fent. 
to him with fuil power to grant what concerned his former demands, 
as well as the laiety of his perlbn. The two brothers plcafed with fo fair an 
opportunity of fmothering a flame which might have rifen to a great heigth* 
difinifled Ratan-chund; who, fetting out with a good body of troops about 
the end of the fecond Rebi, foon arrived, at the city of Illahafaad, where the

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Governor of the fortreft payed him a vifit, and a treaty was Cjon concluded 
tween thefe two Genioos, to which they botli fwore upon the waters of oan- 

ga, this being the moft facred oath arnongft them. By this treaty, the govern* 
inehi jf the Province of A8d was given to Gurd-hur, with all the Fo^jdaries 


contained in it, as an atonement for his parting with the foitrefs of llahabad; 
and this being evacuated accordingly, it received anew garrifon, and came again 
within the power of the two brotliers. It w'as the Second year of Mahmed- 
fliah’s reign. Katan-chund., after putting the finilhing liand to this treaty, re¬ 
turned to his two mafte-'s, who received him wiili every demonftradon of re¬ 
gard and and honor. 

Whi I.ST they were flatting Co a breach in the northern parts of the Empire, 
dlfccnteiits and a very Wtening afpea wererifmg in the fouthern 

ones. We have already mentioiied that Nizam el-mulk had reUidantly ac¬ 
cepted the Government of Malva. He found the Proyince infefted with whole 
troops of Banditties, audits tranquillity diaurbed by a number of refraaoty 
Zemindars; nor were all thefe brought to a thorough fubjeaion, without a 
deal of trouble and perfeverance: But the fuly^^ which ftruefc out a fpark 
and filentlyfet on fire all thatcombuHiblemattcrheapede very where, wasMer- 
hamet-qhan, tliacFcxljdarand Governor of thefortrefs ofMandbS, whohad lieen 
J" j-led by Hoffein-aaly-qhan for haying fo far flighted him when he pafied 
clofe to the walls, as not even to pay him a vifit. This negled coft him his 
poft; and Qhadjem-cSli-qhan, aTSranian, had been appointed in his ftead; 
but without being able to take poffeffion, as Merhamet-qhan delayed the 
delivery of the fortrefs under a variety of pretences: he therefo-e wrote to 
court to complain of the afFcfted delay, from whence he obtained an or¬ 
der to NIzam-cl-raulk, Governor General of the province, to fee him righted. 

' The Gcreral who entertained an advantageous opinion of M^rhamef-qhan, 
rent for him, and peffuaded him to furrender the fortrefs quietly; and as he 

lud obferved talents, with a deal of valor in that officer, he took him in hh 
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rervke,. where lii& ahvays eSprelFcd for bis perfon a fincere regard, P 
jf^g ”;;^ry opportunity to,;employ his abUicies-' And as in die confoiiofis that 
had pr^^iifod in the province in confoquence of the inattention pf'tlie 
ihf^fort-^h of Rat-gijr had been feized by a certain roftadtory Zeiumtar of 
the neighbourhood, whom Nizain-ehmulk, now honored with the title of 
Fatch-c^ung, received orders to expel; he dbpatched Merhamct-qhan thither 
»t the head of a good body of troops. This .iervipt: was performed by that 
itfiicer with his ufaal vigor and difpatbh; and )ie flattered biinfejf that It 
nbuld foften the minds of the two brothers in: favo;-: But they wore irre- 
eonciliable; and Nizam-ehmulk to make Himjbme amends,gave him the 
oiBce of ckaring the whole province of d:e isuiditties diaf. lurked in it, and 
of bringing its Zemindars to a thorough fujimiffion. xin*:. fervice aifo was 
fuccefsfohy performed by that officer, who tiok care belides to;^ bring under 
fulyeftttin certain difficult pafleSj and Certain ftrong holds of the diftrlbf of 
Chandiry, which ferv^ for a retreat to a number of free-booters. 

As foon as Nizam-el-mulk law every thing fettled in his Government, he 
turned his attention towards encreafmg the number of his troops, filling his- 
magazines, cxercifing his officers and foldiers, and in making continually, 
new acquifitions from the rebellious province of Chandiry. 

Such warlike preparatives could not be concealed from Abdollah-^^^j^jj^- 
who received dayly intelligence from the Imperial ihrelligencersj and the 
crown-officei-s; but he had a nearer fubjed of inquietude: he was informed 
tliat Miihmed-aatnin-qfom now and then made ufe of die Turkilh lah- 
guage( 122), to enter into a clofe converfation with the Emperor, and he

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^ knew that he held a fecret correfpondence with Nizam-el-mulk, about whole 
perfdri, people could obfcrvc any more troops than be had occafiOil for, 
^vhilft he entertained a laili more numerous body with the difcontentcd officer 
*tic 4.^.?:met-qhan. Ail theic intelligences having given fome inquietude to 
\h0 two brothers, HolTc'm-aaly-qhan, the younger, who was Viceroy of Dc^ 
can, wrote to Nizam-el-mulk, that as both liimfelf and his brother, wirh^ 
view to put an end to the eternal troubles of Decan, wiflied to eftablilh thci« 
refidence in tl>e province of Malva, which was midway betwixt the Decun 
and die capital, tliey t^tii hoped that to accommodate them he wotild take 
his choice of the the fobr governments of MSItan, Qhandefs, Ecbcr-abad 
and Ilahabad. This letter chaheed iq produce the very breach it was inten¬ 
ded to prevent. Ni^ai» already difeontented at Dilaver-aaly-qhan's 

being encamped upon the limits pf his government with an artiiy; and fufpi- 
cious of his motives ineffeding ajunAion with the Gentoo Princes, Radj^ 
Biium-fing and Radja Gudj-fing, Whofe neighbourhood to a province but 
verv lately quieted, had already excited commoiiuns amongft the Zemindan 
of his frontier; anfwered the moderate letter of Hoffe’m-aaly-qhan’s in ^ 
haughty taunting ftyle; and to fliew how little he was inclined to conceal his 
defigns, he added with his own hand thele tVo verfes of his at the bottom of 
tlie^ letter: '

** Btit as 1 arti fiuE like you, neither,—I now fweai' to you^ 

die rtvo brothers having fOon comprehended the meaning of thefe two yerics, 
fent for his principal agent at court, and they had a very brilk converfotion with 
him, which ended in threats againfl: Kls mafrer ; and Nizam el-mulk, hav¬ 
ing foon received intelligence of it, and knowing at the lame time that Mah- 
med-aamm-qhan xvas endeaVoXiffog to kincne a fpafk of indignation in the 
young Empemfs bfeall, he concluded that the confervaiion of lus honour^ 
power and life, as well as that of all die Mogul Lords, and of ah infoity 
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pprions of diftinaion, depended on the downfal of the two brotliers, whole 
pride wounded his feelings, and-whofe enormous power and pretention's left 
DO fafety for any one, but for their creatures. He was alfo eXeeffively (hoc- 
ked at the infolcnce and overbearing behaviour of Ratan-chund andof 5 djei- 
fing. Full of- thefe ideas, he held a confultation with his moft difoerning 
friends, and with die bdt of his Generals; and; on difmifiing the aflbmbly, 
ke declared that he was refolved to commit his cafe to, his own fortune, and 
to difplay full open the ftandard of refiftance and oppofidon... His refolution 
being now taken, he wrote a Ihort letter to the two, brothers; and cpsiiing 
out of his palace with- Abdohnihlm-qhan, Merhamec^^han and Raliim-qhan, 
he put himfelf at the head of his army, which by comprifing both -his old 
troops and his new levies, amounted to:twely_ tnoniisid hqries.^ It was about 
the middle of die fecond Djemady (i23)j^ in the- year 113a of the Hedj- 
rah, which anfwers to the fecond of Mahmed-lhah’si He was then about 
the town of Seronj, where he had been .encamped ail this while to over awe 
into fubmUhon a number of refradory diflxids on that frontier. Hispurpofo 
being now accomplilhed, he. decamped on a. fudden, and marched to^ 
die foutht 

This intelligence arrived at Ecber-abad in a few days, and became pub¬ 
lic in a moment. The Vezir wrote immediately to Dilaver-aaly-qhan, and^ 
to the two Gentoo Princes to fc^ow Nizain-el-mulk ftep fe’y itep, recom^ 
mending to them at the lame time to omit nothing that could gain to their, 
caufe the numerous clans of Afgfens fettled throughout the Decan: after. 
wMch their bufinefe would be to crufli Nizam-el-mulk before he Oiould: 
have time to make any further progrefs. 

The confulion and diforders in die Empire being of liich a nature, as to* 
fet open a bad example, it was very natural that the meanefr men foould,

, - 0-NE HolTein-qhan, an Afghan Qho’ilhky, who was head man of the town of 


Collbr in Pendjab, had thefe many years taken podeflion of the befl diflrifHs 


about Coflbr and Liahor, where he a<3:ed as an hereditary Lord of thofe terri¬ 
tories. The<e troubles commenced, whi'fl: Abdol-femed-qhan, the Viceroy, 
was ocaipied againfl; ^the Syks; and the Afghan had commenced by turning 
away both the ’fcolle<5tors and crown-officers from his totvn. After this exer¬ 
tion lie aflembled troops; and hearing that ‘C8t8beddin, an officer of charafier

was marching againft him with a body of ho-fes, he met him hall-way, 

, - , (leal iif-dkflicuU 

killed tliat commander, dcftrojred or difperfed his Cavalry, and took pof- 
feffi'’-. of his ‘baggi^eli 'This ^it^ory having railed his charafter as well as 
enlarged his views, he loon foiiAd himfelf at the head of eight or nine chon- 
fand horfes, with which be eftablifhed his contributions far and -near: So 
that the Viceroy hirafelf, although with only feven or eight thouland horfes 
about his perlon, found it worth his while to march againft him; and the 
two armies met at Chaony, about thirty coffea from Labor. Abdol femed- 
qlun gave the command 6f his center to Kerim-081y-qhan, his pay-maltcr; 
and at his right he placed Djany-qhan and Qhoadja-rahmet-ollah, two rela¬ 
tions of bis, and both men of tried valor, whom he put under the com¬ 
mand of Hafyz-aaly-qhan, brother to Qtun-mir-za, after having advanced 
before them a body of a thoufand Rohilla Afghans, whom he knew to be 
perfbnal enemies to the Rebel. At his left he placed Aref qhan his own 
Lieutenant, with Aghyr-qhan, and took his own poft in their front. On tlie 
oppolite fide Hoffe'in-qhan placed his own nephew Mufleplia-qhan in his fiift 
line, together with Rahmet-qhan, Bebiol-qhan, Seid-qhan andfome other Af¬ 
ghan commanders, all refolute men, all mounted upon elephants, and all 
men of tried valor. But no fboncr had the combat commenced by a fi e of 
mufquetry, Hoffem-qban having advanced on a full gallop on the 
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caemy’s artillery, which he left behind, pullietl-on to Kerlm-cSly-qhan, 
whom he unhorfed at the firft onfet, making a great daughter of his men- Con- 
dnuing his blow, he fell on A ghyr-qhan, whofe troops being moltly new levies, 
qould not ftand fo furious an attack, and fled on all fides; fo that A^iyr- 
qban remained only with five or fix hundred men of old troops, who were 
ali TSranians or Tartai'S, armed with bows; and thefe unwilling to'forfakc 
tbeir CQmraaadcr> let fly fuch Ihowers of arrows, as difordered die Afghans, 
and llackcned.their ardor. This was no fooner obferved by Aghyr-qhan, than 
he ruflicd upon the enemy, bringing down a man, at eacl^ time he fijot an arrow; 
and encouraging his men with bodi his voice and estample, he foon made fo 
much havock amongft the Afghans, that Muftepha-qhan was flain, with die 
beflj-part Qf the three tboufand men that had-'followed Hofiejin-aaly- 

Qban-without minding this iofj, was pufliin^ wkh ardor to Abdol-femed 
qhanhimfolf; and he fell upon him with fo much vigor, that the Mogol-ge* 
neral was upon the point of being borne down, liaving none but men wounded 
or flain round his elepliant. At this critical moment, arrived Aghyr-qhan. 
witk liis body of vi^orious Mogols, and here again he clianged the face of 
the day. Juft at this moment the driver of Hoffe'in-aaly-qhan’s eleplunt fell 
dead from his feat; and one Shah-bohftiec, fpiritual direitor to that General, 
who ufed always to carry him feated on his right hand, being alfo kjUod, that, 
brave rebel himfclf was ftruck in the forehead by a mufquet-bafl flibt by Har 
fyi^Iy-qban, and fell down likcwifei and from this moment $ panick feizett 
bis. troop&i and the trappings and ctlftiions of thq elephant having tak«i fire 
at Utc fame rime, the Afghans who had loft almofk aft theift officers, feU oflT 
their ranks, and at Uft fled openly on all fitles.. This flight having left a fiiB 
vtftoryto Abdol-femed qlian, be ren-arded his commanders upoa the field 
of battle; and as Aghyr^qhan had fo much eontdbuted tothe fuccefs trf ih« 
day, he raifed hk military grade by five hundred horfes, added two hiindred 
fr o the fix hjjndrcd he commanded already, and made him prefcat of 
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an elephant^ a pomard and , a fibre. The report of this vidfcory having 
reached the court, the tivo bi'othcrs wrote Jetiers of aicomiiims to the Vice¬ 
roy, and added the title of Se'ifed-doS lab, or fwdrd of the Empire, taail 

thofe with which he wis aheady decorated. . 

, Whilst th^e events were taking place in Pendjabythe Decan Was beco** 
ining a feene of moft ferioiis cornniotiabs- ■ Nizam-el mulk, rcfqlved not tOt 


tulMTiit to the Seids, had paflTctithe Nerbedda, Whk.i is the northern boundary 


of that extenfivc Vicefoyalty. ; Hts fortune to which he had entirely commit- 
red himfelf, had favored him fo early, rh^t on his-fording tliat. river >it Ac* 
bar^pSr, the fortrefs of Afsk, that had cofl: years of fiege and labour to the 
Viftorious Soltani Ecber, furrendered to him without a blmv.* The officers and 
troof5^ -aif the Gareifon, afTembted ar the inftigattort- of their commander, Taa- 
fub-qhan, who owed both his appointment and fortune to the youn^f of the 
two brothers; and they delivered the keys to N'izairt-ebmnlk., who payfed- thetii 
inftantty the twenty-four months arrears which were their due, and befidcs that, 
Conferred many favors on them. The citadel of BSrhanpSr fell in his bands in 
much the fame manner; and to crown fo happy a beginning, GhoSfs-qlian, 
Governor of the province of Barar, who bore the chira^er of a man of valor 
and talents, came to join Nizam^l-rtiulk, to whom lie was nearly allied, and 
brought with him a good body of old troops and a train of artiltGiy. Hsu'd- 
ty was he in camp, when Simblia, si Marhatta officer, who was difeonrented 
with the SahS Radja, his matter, quitted his fervicc, ^ with two thoo&nd 
feorfes, which he comihanded,'he joined Niiam-ei tnulk. Tliis example 
Was followed by fotae Zemindars of thole parts, . and by fome Afghan eliicf- 
foins; fettled this long while in that country. The defetaioh becoming coma- 
^ous, even Anver-qUan, Governor of the province'of Qhandefs, or B&rhan- 
p8r, who owed every diitig .to Abdflilahiqjiiany one of the twq brothers, came 
overlikewife. What looks pretty fmgular is, that hewasaflually in Aalcm-aa- 
iy-qhan’» camp, who being a nephew to the two Seids, Had been appointed 

dfek all over the Decan; diere hearing of the progreffes and motives 
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of Nizam el-mulk's, he at onte forgot all the obligations he owed to th-* two 
brothers; :aiid under pretence of providing for the city of BSrhmpSr, he 
went over'to his benefeftor’s enemy. The approach of fo fac<^esfol a Gene¬ 
ral as Nizatn-el-mulk (and he-was now called A(Tef-dja) (134), ftruck 

a terror throughout aU that rraa of ground; in fo much that numbers of 

Marhatta commanders, who at the head of djeir troops, were colkding the 

Ch68r every where for their tnaaer, the Sah8 Radja,felloffflomtheirfta- 
dons, and gradually retired to Satara. Wbild N .zam-el-mulk was advan- 
dug fouthward, an adventufe happened that fet that man s charader in ,a ve¬ 
ry advantageous light. A Lady of the higheft diftlndion, who knew no¬ 
thing-of the revolution wltich was adually taking place, was advancing to¬ 
wards the north. It was the mother of Seif-eddih-aaly-qhap, and of courfo 
a filler of the two Seids; (he was going to vhe capital to pay a vifit to her 
fon, and Ihe carried with her bis confort and feveral finall children. On 
reaching BSrhanpSr Ihe was amazed to hear of her being upon an enemy's 
ground, and that Nizam-cl-mulk was advancing that way: ftruck with 
the difficulties of her fituaiion, flie fern him a mati of diftindion, witli an of¬ 
fer of whatever money and jewels (he might have at her difpofal, in humble 
hopes, that he would be contented wiihifoch afacrifice, and would fufier her 
to proceed on her voyage with honor and lafety. Nizam ul-mulk fmiled on 
peruCng the letter; and fending for a drefs of honor, he ordered his introduc- 
tor to put it on the Lady’s Agent, whom he requcfted to take care of feme fruit 
whidi he was fending for the children; and calling at the fame time for one of 
his officers who commanded two hundred horles, be bid him wait on the Lady 
with his corps, and gave him ftrid mftiuftions not to lofe fight of her, until 
he nad fecn her fafe in the camp of Dikver-aaly-qhan, who commanded the 
Vezir’s army which was marching to attack him. This General, who was 
provided with every thing neceflary, had orders to fight and demplilh Nizam- 
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ul-miilkj and Ho(fem-aaly-qhan waited only for letters from him, in order to 
fet out himfelf for Decan. Ratan-cliurid intked had more than once propof- 
, • ed to get rid r/f Nizam-ul-mulk, oy relinquilhing to him the Viceroyalty of 
Decan; but fuch a propofal Ihockcd all the feelbga of his Mailers, although 


the northern parts of the Empire feemed eonvulfed as much as-the ibutherir 


ones: For violent commotions and bloody troubles had arifen ut Calhmir. 

One Abdohnebi, a Calhminam', better known by db appellation of Muhte- 
vi-qhan, a man, who was dus long while infefted with the folly of hating all the 
Gebtoos, availed himfelf of the conflillon of the times, to give vent to his 
averhon. He aflembled a number of idle; d-forderly, inconiiderate people, 
from amongfl: the MdRilmen ; and went at their head to Mir-ahmed, the De¬ 
puty Governor, an^ to the C^y, or Supreme Judge of the Province, to whom 
he propofed, that henceforward, Hi idSS of all forts fhould be forbidden the 
ufe of horfes, djamas, green-turbands', and arms (i^s) 5 
ihouia be forbidden to go at their ftated hours to gardens and liadung places 
(i 26). The Governor and Supr ;me Magillratc anfwered calmly , that “ What- 



ever. 
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ever regiiJations his M^cfly ftiouM think proper to proirmlgate by the ad- 
vice of the learned Divines of his Court on thofe matretSs as a ikndiin*- rule 

* O 

« for all the HindSs of his dominions^ would of courfe fiudvtheir way into 
f‘ CailnTiir, whefc it would be their buhnefs, as his fpecial forvants, to put them 
incxectitioB.’' This anfwer having n6t proved fatisfaitory toMuUtevi- 
qhan, that, man henceforward made it a practice to acack every Hindfi he chan¬ 
ced to meet, and to idc him according to his own wild notions. One clay as 
Salmb-rai, a GentOo of diftinftion, was giving an ditcrtainfnenr at a garden in 
ihefuburbsj.thatlateliiteofthedeviij inftigatedby liis n^aftetj fell iinexpededly 
onthefc innocent people, and killed, and wohnded, and mangled as many as 
he could come. at. Sahab-ra'i finding himfelf aimed at, fled to Mir-ahracd- 
qhan the GovemorV lodgings ; and whiilfl; he wass concealed there, his houfe 
in town was-let upon by MuhteviTqhan <ad his followers, who plundered and 
fadted it icifurely. They likewife plundered that whole Geiitoo-quarter, af¬ 
ter which they fet it on fire, killing and difperfmg not only as many Gentoos 
as came out to entreat their mercy; but as many Mufluhnen befides as at¬ 
tempted to intercede for the latter. Heated with this performance, they march¬ 
ed down to the Governor's lodgings, which the^ attacked at firfl with (tones and 
brick-bats, nnd at laft wLdi arrows and rndlquet-balls; and whoever came 
out of it, or fell otherwife in their liands, waS fure of being intuited and pltin- 
4 ered, if not killed and ftripped upon the fpot. The Deputy Governor re¬ 
mained befieged for a whole day and night; nor would it liavc been pofli- 
ble for liim to efcape, had he not rilked feveral contrivances, and expofed' 
himfolf to die moft imminent peril. The next day he aflembled fome foldiers, 
and fome other people, mounted his liorfe, and being fupported by his Pay- 
mafter, Shah-yor-qhan, and by feveial Manfubdars and crown-fervants, he 
advanced towards the fcdirious v/retch; but that wfemal man, who lud re¬ 
ceived advice of his defign, had aflembled^ vaft number of men of Iris own 
flamp, with intention to Hand his groiuid; and on obferving that die

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, had advanced on tliis fide of a bridge^ then full in vWv, 

’ fent foine of his fatellites who fet it on fire; and who following dieh

his people getting amongft the mins, as well as on the tops of the hou^,

made iticelfant difcbarges of mufqnetry, arrows, ftones and brick-bats ; anil 
their wives- and children were ftriving co out do them, by toffing baikef- 
fuU of human dung and other immondices, and by throwing every miC 
file they coufd think of; and a fuiious combat was going-on. In a lit¬ 
tle thne Seid-veli, Nephew to die Deputy-governor, and Zolficar-beg thii 
Cotval's Lieutenant, were flain, with a number of others; and many more bo- 
ing grievoufly wounded, or dilabled, Mir-ahmed-qhan faw himfelf almoft I- 
J lopf .-.<Jnable t&-go back, and afraid of advancing, as well as of flopping, he 
t had recourle to intreaties and fupplications; and after undergoing crerj fort of 
opprobiu'ra and outrage, fliortof death, he was fufferedtoefcape. Mtihtevi-qhart, 
now fiercer than ever, returned to the Governor’s hoiifc, where Sahab-rai had 
taken flicker, with a multitude of Gentons of all forts; and having forced it in 
a twinkle, he feiaed every one of them, killed fome, cut the nofe of others, 
and circumcifcd all thofe he thought proper to conferve, but all this with fo un¬ 
feeling a precipitation, that fome had theif peiicS cut off. The next day, he re¬ 
paired at the head of a great throng to the cathedral mofqoe, where of his 
own authority, he depofed the Deputy-governor, proclaimed himfelf in his 
ftead by the ftyle and title of Dindar-qhan^f^raj), Supreme Ruler oftheMu- 
fulmcn, and onlered that until the ariival of another Deputy-governor, the 
Cazy fliould hear and determine all matters relative to diftributive juflice; 
infomuth that for months together, Mlr-ahmed remained a private 
man in his own capital; Muhtevi-qhan fitting every day in ftate in the cathe¬ 
dral, and hearing and determining all contentions about matters of finance 
and goveniment, oi;even about whatever concerned the diftributive juflice. 
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These difturbances having been taken notice of at Court, Moommin- 
qhan was fent to Caftimlr, as Deputy on the part of Ynajct-ollah-qlian, 
who had the Government of the Province : This intelligence intimidated' 
Mulitevi^qhan, who by this time had very much*cooled, fo as to become 
fenfible'of all the confeqnences of what he had done. In the firft emotion 
which he fek, he took two fmall children of his by the hand, and went with 
themto Qhadja-Abdollah, one of the principal Religiousof the city, vdth whom 
he had an acquaintance; and as he had heard that he ftitended to go out to 
meet the New Deputy-Governor at the head of the principal Religiousand the 
principal cidzens,. he wilhed to be of his company in fuch a day. The holy 
man anfwered that he had no objeaions; but diat he thought he would aft 
widt more propriety, were he to go to the Paymafter, Mir-ftiah-yor. firft, 
whofe forgivenefs be ought to afk for what had pafled^ .Muhtevi-qhan be¬ 
ing of the fame opinion, went to the Paymafter’s lodgings, where the latter 
had, by die Qhodja’s advice, concealed a number of men from.the Djud-bel, 
that much injured quarter of the city. On his entering the room, a few 
words were exchanged with him, when the Paymafter feeling Ibme urgent 
neceffity within his body, excufed himfelf and went away; and this being 
the fignal agreed upon, the concealed men ruftied from their corners, and 
fiift of all ripped open in his face, the 'two children's bellies, and then fall¬ 
ing upon him, they put him to death with all that variety of tortures which 
refemment could contrive. Hardly had this execution taken place, when his 
followersrefolvcd to revenge his death; and running to the Djudd-bell, they 
commenced killing, wounding, beating, and mangling the inhabitants, after 
which they fet the houfes on fire. About ihree-thoufand men were hacked to 
pieces by thefe federates, and thefe proved to be moftly Moguls, Merchants, 
and other Strangers come for the purpofe of trade : An infinity of women and 
children were likewife feized on, and carried away as fair booty. Property to 

the amount of fevetal lacs was carried away likewife, or Ipoiled utterly; nor 

is 
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15 there any deferibing the ufage offered to thofc defencelefs people that were 
carried away by thofe tnifereants. Thefe infernal men, after having finifhed 

fi 

Vhat they called the firft volume of their rellgioas war, proceeded to the fe- 
cond, that is, they marched in a body to the lodgings of the Cazi, and of the 
Pay-mafter. The latter found means to remain concealed: tlxeCazi chang¬ 
ed his dref? and flunk away: and the feeierates incertfed at his efcape, tore 
up his houfe from the foundation, and handing chfc materials about, they 
left not a brick on the fpot. It was fome days after this execution that 
Mo6mmin-qhaii, the hew commandant, arrived. His firft care w.is to fend 
Mlr-ahmed-qhan to a place of fafety; his fecond, to re-ellablifh order and 
fubordination; a diffichlt talk this in a country known for a difpofition to 
baibtiJency, and Tor being inhabited by a wicked race of men with whom 
in power muff make a ftuft to live fome times by yielding and as often 
hy ftiffening. 

WniLsy^the northern parts of the Empire were recovering from a date of 
convulfion, the fouthern ones were becoming the theatre of a very dangerous 
war, that ftruck at die very being of the two brother Seids. We have left 
; Dilaver-aaly-qhan in full march for BSrhanpSr. Nizam-el-niulk, informed 
t of his motions, fent agalnft him fome of his heft Generals with lus beft 
troops, to whom he foon joined GhoSfs-qhan’s cavalry^ with a train of ar¬ 
tillery and a camp-equipage: the whole under command of his trully friend, 
Ynaiet-qhan: himfclf mounting his elephant, came out of die city with 
GhbSfs-qhan his kinfinan, and die reft of his aimy, and he encamped in the 
neighbourhood, fo as to be at hand to luccour Y iiaiet-qban. As fbon as the 
enemy was difcovered, Ynaeit-qhan drew up his armj', and purfuing Nizam- 
cl niulk’s inftruflions, he placed the greateft part ol his light and heavy ar¬ 
tillery behind a bufhy ground, where it remained loaded with tku fmall ball 
called churra in Sndia. It was along a brook wh^le lhady banks feemeft 
calculated for concealing k from fight; and fudi was its commandei s intention. 
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\rho had under his orders a niimerpus body of men, whofe valor had been tried, 
and wliich Nizam-ei-ntuik knew to be capable of conferving d*eir prefence of 
mmd in a mpmmt lof trepidation and danger; On the otlter hand Dilaven- 
aaly-qlian, with that firey courage peculiar to him, and that obtuhoels of uti- 
dcrifeindhig fjecome proverbial for the men of Barr, advanced armed and 
mounted, in company widi Doft-tnahmed-qhan, an Afghan' Cbmmander; 
and lie Tanged Us anny in this manner. He was himfelf at the head of 
eleven thoofend horfes; and die two Gentoo Princes - Behim-flng and Gudj- 
fiiijg fdlawBd wih a compad body of RadipSts. On the back of thefe were 
ius aailiory, and behiod idl, were bis war-elephants. It was with fuch an 
order of ibaale Iffi was advancing in a"fi-antic manner againil: the en^my 
who waited ftradily for ym. Ynaiet-qhan on the contmrrwas waichf»g the 
motions of Ids enemy. The battle commenced by dif. arges of .mufti >.;-' 
and rockets, 'when Dilaver-aaly-qhan, inflamed by the fight of his foes' 
and unable to contain W mfclf, advanced farther and farther on the retiring ene¬ 
my, without ever fufpefting any thing of the ambufeade which ky in wait 
for him; until he found hi mfelf uiioa very unequal ground, which neceflarily 
obliged his troops to break and difeompofe their ranks. Umnindful of this 
dfforder, he was puftiing-on, until he arrived over againfl; that bufhy ground 
which concealed the Ambufeade, and wherehe wasrxpefed by a-fteady body 
of men, who taking mm leifurely, let fly a general difeharge of mufquetry, 

. canon and rockets, whidihrougln dawn almoQ: the whole of thofe chat follow¬ 
ed him fo eagerly, Thofe behind, terrified by that terribk execution, availed 
themfelves of the fmoke which had covered the plain, 10 quit the combat 
•and to retreat: in fb much that Dikver-aaly-qhan was left almoft; alone, and 
-with no one about his peefon, but the two Radjas and about four or fivediun- 
'dred men. As the ground was too uneven ibreitlier a hotfe'or an elephant to 
-move, with eafe, and the greateft part of the cavalry withthe RadjpBts werelaying 
dead or -wouaded on the field of baoie, whilft the cefi were flying on all fides;

Doft-raahmed-qban, tliat Afghan of fo much courage and fb great a chara^- 
s ter, thought proper to retire iikewife : die fenfe of honor liaving been fupef- 
t ^^eded in liii^ by a fenfe of fear; for fqrtune had already turned her ba^ijc 
on the two ■ brothers, and nothing that concerned them could be brotight tp 
’take a favourable iflhe. Ditaver-aaly-qhan in defpair to fee the difcomfltute 
of his whole aany, ftili pufhed-on with the tw* Radjahs his brave 
troops,’’ refolved not *to fiirvive his (hatne; and thcfe being fhot a\ like fo many 
piarks, were flain to a man. This viAory wliich had ahnok dcftroyed 
the dnenjy's array, coll hardly any .thing to Nlzam*.€l-mulfc; and it is agreed 
on all liands that he did not Jofe a fingle officer. The enemy flying every 
j where, a fliout ofvidtory arofe in itevidorious army; a,idDilaveri-aaly-qban's 

. tnilitary-cheft, baggage, artillery, and equipage, with ever^ thing, that could 
4 ^; a general pill : was taken-poflefllGn offer Nizam-el-mulk's ufe. Tliis 
General, now in ..d pofieflion of vii 9 :ory, returned in triumph to BSdjanp8r, 
%'here he fp^nt his time in cherifhing the inhabitants, ^d in rewarding his troops 
widt elephants, dreflcs of honor, rich arms, and other fiivora, whilft he took 
jcare to relieve the wountled by giving diem money and medicines. 


T HE repoit of diis-viiStory having foon reached the capital, gave a fecret'but 
■ fincere fatisfa^lion to the Empetor, as well as to Mahmed-amin-qhan, and to 
‘ - all dtofe who profeffed -an attachment to that P rince; but it ftruck the two bro¬ 
thers with fear and anxiety. Tliey were holdin g confultations every day: Some¬ 
times they propofed to march againfl Nizam-el-mulk together: And fotne- 
times they thought it better to carry the Emperor to the capital, where he fliould 
be left under the care of the elder brodier, whilft Hollein-aaly-qhan, the 
‘ younger, fliould march againft the dangerous rival diat had rifen in Decan. 
At one time, they liad a mind *to-carry dxe Emperor in the middle of the thea¬ 
tre of war, fo as to make him partake their o\vn danger; and at anodier, they 
thought it more decent firft of all to fend for Hoffein-aaly-qhan’s cocfoit and 
cl^dren, and then only to think of marching againft Nizam-cl-mulk. Another 
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objeft of debate ainongft them was Mahmcd-amin-qhan, who did not doubt 
himfelf'of his giving them very great umbrage, infomuch that the public report _ 
was one day, that he had been put to death by the Seids, or at lead, arrefted; 
and another, that a reconciliation had taken place, and that every fubjefl of 
animofity was buried in oblivion. They fay, that tlie younger brother voted 
for his being put to death; but that die elder, who objefted that oaths and 
promifes had intervened between himfelf and the TSranian Lord, objedted 
that fuch a death would begun enerous, and at any .rate, diflionorable, and 
even inexpedient. The difpute grew warm on that fmgle fubjeft; an’d the 
elder brother was heard to fay : “ My Ufe is a pendtwi of his; if you he bent off 
killing him, then kill me alfo, or let me kiil myfelf" It was after fuch debates 
that his lifc was fpared at lafl :; and indeed, as he was pi.,deflinated to Ijill 
HoiTe'in-aaly-qhaa liimfelf, how could he come to be killed by him ? 

Ths mighty events with which the womb of time was’ evidently pregnait, 
feemedto have been prognofticated by the convulfions which aP the elements 
underwent at this time. On the twenty fecond of the blefled month of Ra¬ 
mazan (128), in the year 1233, as the people were aflcmbled at the cathedral 
at a little paft twelve, to fay their noon-prayers, and to afllft attheQcthba, on a. 
fudden the whole building vvas ftiaken by a violent earthquake, and bricks fell 
fiom the cupola to the great terror of the congregation; who thought that fome 
tiling mighty and unufual wasprefaged by fuch an event, orthat itreminded- 
them of fome paft one. Moft of the houfes in Shah-djefaan-abad and in Old 
Dchly fell down, or were fhaken to the very foundations. - Numbers of in¬ 
habitants were cruthed tinder the ruins, and numbers were wounded and 
maimed ; and the rumbling noifo underground was fo frightful and repeated,

no lefs than nine fucceffive fliocks, and they overturned mod of the houfes in 
rhe city. The earth continued Ihaklng violently for forty days and forty nights 
together,' producing every day fome new damage to the flrattered buildings, 
hiolfes, voices, and groans were now and then heard fl'oin under ground; and 
the alfrighteji ii^abitants were in fuch a difmay, that no man in his fenfes had 
the daringnefs to deep in a place (hut-up, or under a, roof. After tliefe forty 
days of cotitin jat ftiaking, the earth feemed to have fettled indeed,' but not

wlthoot undergoing now and then fpme (lighter commotions during the four or 
five months that followed. And commotions were yet felt, when on the firft of 
Zilcad, it was determined in a granr^ council, that the Emperor's camp-equi¬ 
page, with that of ihe Vezir’s, Qiould quit the environs of Etber-abad, in or- 
derate riiarch to die capital; and that the younger brother Hoflem-aaJy- 
qhan, who was fond of war, fliould with a number of noblemen accuftomed 
to a camp-hfe, fet out at the head of a numerous army, for an expedition into 


Decan. 

Whilst the preparatives for fuch a campaign were making, die tale¬ 
tellers were lb buly, and the lupicions entertained of all the XSranians were 
fo rooted, that Mahmed-amin-qhan's life and death came again to be an 
an objeft of debate; difputes arofe about his ftite, and the differences in opinion 
having tranfpired abroad, became a general topick all over the city: matters be¬ 
came fo critical, that expecting every moment an attack upon his perlbn, he ufed 
to Deep in armour, and to be furrounded day and night by a body of TSra- 
nians devoted to his interefts. At laft, and whilft extremities of the moll: 
fatal kind were expeded, both parties came' to an accommodation: and 
mutual proinifes, and folemn and tremendous oaths were enterchanged wirfi 
folemn afleverations of a fincerity quite diffcint from difguife and treafon. 
How far all tbefe proteftations were fincere on the part of one of the two 
parties, we Iball fooh have occafion to fee; and mean while we Ihail refume 
our narratiYC of the projeded campaign in Decan. 
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As the vainquifbed army had been almofl deftroyed, the few that had 
cfcaped from that field of flaughterj but which did not amount to more than 
two or liitpe tlioufand meiij made the bcAof their way tO Aa!em-aaly-qhan s a/- 
my in tl^e moft wretched condition imaginable, whilft Nizam-ehmulk em¬ 
ployed tliat time of refpite'in repairing his artillery and camp-equipage, in 
providing ammunition, and in diftrlburing medicines to his wounded; as well 
aS in quieting the minds of the ditizens, and ifi rScfilitiftg his trOopS, whofc 
hearts he was gaining by every ifidans in hiS powefi, But his main btifinefs^ 
although in fecret, was how to debauch and eiitScfe away Aaleffl a'lly-qhan's 
ibldiers and officers; the mOre fo, as whilfe he was bufy in debauching the 
other’s foldiers, he was lofihg fomc of his own. Aiiver-qhan, tltat vJiigfate- 
ful man who l\ad fo far forgot all die obligations he owed to the two brothers, 
as to go over to Nizam-el-mulk’s party, now turned again to the other fidcy 
as if a (ingle treafon could riot have anfwered his turn. He wrote to Aa- 
iem-aaly qhan, “ That Nizam-el-mulk was not grown fo pov. ?rful, as that 
« he might not be cruflied by a timely diligence and a rapid match, 
“ whiffi he fpent his time in making up medicines, and in eftablilliing con- 
“ trlbutions: an inaflion which afforded a precious Opportunity, which men 

** of genius would not let flip out of their hands.” This Icttftr having 

* 

been intercepted, (erved only to render the writer defpicable, and to bring 
fo much the nearerihe punition which he deferved. 

AALEM-AALY-QiiAK, who had no need offuchan incitement, feto.i 
in the beginning of Ramazan, with an army of twenty-five tlioufand horfes, 
amongft which were ten or twelve thoulwid Marhattas of the Sah8 Radjah’s, 
under the command of CandS-dehary and 'Sancradji-malkar. He was Iike- 
wife attended by fome Commanders of charaAer, who remembering iiow they 
had fhed their blood more than once under Hoflein-aaly-qhan's command, 
were attached to his caufe, and devoted to liis perfon. Several other officers 
and perfons of diflinilion were in liis army, fome outjof fincere zeal, and fome

by a principle of tmie-fen-ing. Wid. ihefe troops, Aalem-aaly-qhan thought 

hitnfclf a match for the enemy; and having with fome difficulty carried his ar- 
foy tlirougbahedifficult pa6 of FeiidapSr, which is midway betwiat the Qhaii- 
defs and thC Aorengabad, he encamped in the neighbourtinod of the latter ci¬ 
ty; where his Maltiattahorfe, foithfol to their wonted cuftom, fpread aUovet 

the plain and plilndered all the vilUers, Thefe ravages engaged^ Nizam-el- 
mulk to fend Iris family and heavy baggage, within foe fortrefeol Afslr, an 
then to meet his enenty in the add. But dte river P3ma, which flows at abom 
leventien cofles from BSrhanpSr, being then fwoBen by the rams, was likely 
to occaflon much delay, had Ite not been eatricated by Gh68fs-qhan. This 
General, who was acqtninted with the'conntry, propofed to march about eigh- 

teen cofles hi'J- the left, towards a fpot which he knew to have a fordj 

and to this they amivetl fooner than eapeaed by bye-ways, which were pomted 
out by the Zemindars of the country: So that Niaam-el-mulk, having forded 
over, was alf^ady in foil march towaids the eiieiny, before the latter knew 
any foing of hU approach. At laft he received intelligence, and marched up 
to his antagonift, whillt the latter’s Marhatta horfe to be before hand with 
what booty might be had, ran forwards, and by fcouring-the conntry, occa- 
fioned a dearth and a foarcity in Nigatu-d-mulk’s army; efpeciaUy, as the 

heavy tains which were faffing daily, l»d fpoiled the roads, and dm Marhatta 
hotfe were pcrpco^lly harrafling him on all ftdes: Infomuch, that it be- 
came difficult to move; and here agffin Gb68fs-qhan was of grem ferviee: 

At the bead of fome dmtdinds of thofe Mathatta-hoefe that ferved in Niaam. 

eUmulk’s army, he ent his way thtongh the other ftee-bootets, and was fol¬ 
lowed by ffiat Geneml, who found himfelf obliged to advance through per¬ 
petual fleirmUhes; his intention being to avoid a general-aedon, until he 
anight find a field of battle to his mind. Having found It at laft about the 
town of BalapSr, he propared for a battle. So foon as tlte two armies had 

got fight of each other, Aalem-aaly-qhan prepared to attack the enemy: and 
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fhis was the 6fLh of Shcvval. He put his firft line under the command ol Mun. 
evver-qhan and Ghalub-aaly-qhan, the Decanlan, and fiipported their right 
by feveral corps commanded by Aamin-qhan, brother to. Oha'-aaktr. ,i.)y 
Umer-qhan, coiihn to the Jate Da8d-qhan-p6ni, and by Shimfhlr-q[han, Efti- 
ref-qhan and Fidvi-qhan, which laft was Divan to Muntehi-qhan : That 
officer^ as well as Mahmedi-beg, his brother, were two Coiftmandersof con- 
fequence, renowned &r their valuer and military talents. His left he filled 
with the feveral corps, commanded hy Refa'iet-iaalcb-qhan, and Qhadja-rah- 
met-qhan, and by fome other officers of-charafter, to whom he added all the 
Marhatta cavalry, with ftri£t injunctions not to mix their ranks: Aalem-aaly- 
qhan liimfelf took his pdft in the center, where he fhared.ltis elephant with 
Ghaiair-qhan. His artilleiy marched in from furrotinded^t by ten or twelve 
thoufand Mufqueteers of the Carnatec, fupported themfelves by a number of 
war-elephants, that looked like fo many mountains cafed in iron. The 
General having reviewed liis order of battle, feemed eafy in hii mind, and he 
was advancing wkh a cheerful countenance, pleafed to find he was going to 
an engagement likely to prove decifivc. But he was but frcfhly arrived in 
thofe parts, unacquainted with the nature of fhe country, and.totally unexpe¬ 
rienced; and although he was mfoimed that Dilaver-aaly-qhan had loft both 
his life and army by giving way to the ardor of his temper, which had earn¬ 
ed him head-long into an ambufeade of which with a link more precaution, 
he might have got timely intelligence; neverthdefs, he fell himfdf head¬ 
long in the fame fnare, where after exhibiting prodigies of valor and aiftivt- 

ty,hefawhis fweetlife cropiied up in the very flower of his youth. The 

truth of the matter is, that he was under the aftual impulfe of fine, and that 
“ By no feheme by no contrivance is one’* deftiny to be efcapcd,, 

» Be it by a boary old man or by an unexperienced youth.” 

On the morning of the fixth of the month, Aalem-aaly-qhan, furrounded by 
thirty or foity commanders, all mounted on elephants,^ marched to the ene¬ 
my with a bUnd fecurity,. which hiftory can neither conceal nor diflemble. 

. NiZAM-EL-MULK 
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Nizam-el-mulk Oft his fide gave the conimand of*his firft line, to the 
brave Merhamet-qhan ; and to make a trial of his fon, Glmzi-eddin-qhan’s for- 
tiiiie, he joi''.ed him to that renowned officer. Abdol-rahim-qhan, Raiet-qhan, 
S?h.d-ed-dih-qhan, Darab-qhan and Camiab-qhan afld Ynaiet-qhan, all at 
die head of their troops, were difliibuted in his right and left wings, together 
with thofc corps’ commanded by Cadyr-dad-qban, AhtifalT-qhan, and Rohol- 
lah-qhan, and Dilir-qhan and Anver-qhan; to thofe troops he added all the 
RadjpSts commanded by lome Radjahs, and all thofe brought by fome com- 
maridcrsj'diighly dlfcontentcdwkh die two brothers, as well as fond of war and 

’V 

battle. Himfelf took hispoft in the center, wnth GhoSfl-qhan at his fide. As 
CO the troops brought by fome Zcminuars, as well as fome thoufands of Marhat- 
ta cavalry, he tl^ught it better to leave them in his camp under Renbah, their 
General, with orders to fecure his ca;np againft the enemy’s Marhatta horfe. 
He had a numerous artillery, which had been vaftly augmented by what he drew 
from the foftreffes of Afstr and BSrhanpSr, but efpecially by that whole train 
which he had found after his late viftory. AH this he placed in his fioiit, in 
ftiU view of the enemy; but as foon as it became dark, he fent great part of 
it to the left and right, where it was concealed by a bufliy ground from the 
enemy’s fight, and ranged with fkUl by men of tried valor and abilities. All 
thefe were loaded with chnrrah or fmall ball, and intermixed with fwivels, 
wall-pieces and rockets, Rationed by his own particular direilion. He had 
hardly done, when Aalem-aalyqhan’s army wasfeenin motion; and the ac¬ 
tion commenced by the forlorn hope, confifting of ten or twelve thoufand 
horfes, whicli under die comnaahd of Munevver-qhan pufhed for the enemy's 
artillery. But upon the firfl difeharge he was ftaio together with fome of the 
braveft of his men, who were all from Bar or from Dccan. On fight of this, 
the firft line of Nizam-ct-muik’s, which was moftly coitipofed ofMogols, 
charged the enemy’s line which they threw mftantly into conftifion; and diis 
being reported to Aatem-aaiy-qhan, he took a number qf choice troops and 
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marclied in hafte to repair the tlifordcr which he now perceived in his center^ 
and here the battle growing warm, Aalem-aaljr*qhan, who was the ^ore noil 
in every attack, overthrew the eneufty, confounded their rankf ^ and made 
them lofe ground. Flulhed with this fuccefs, he pulhed on with aider, 

l)ut without the leaft caution : the enemy was falling back:, 'Aalem-aaly- 
qhan was purfuing; and both parties were drawing ne:.ter and nearer 
to tliac fatal fpot, whf;e fneh an infloity of fire-mouths were concealed. 
All tlfis artillery was under the management of a body of tried 
perfonally iniirfical to the two Seids; and foe beiug gi\ca to it, all tltofe 
guns loaded with grape, and all diofe fwivels and tpckeis, went ofi'atone 
and the fame time, and gave an image cl the day of Judgment. 1 he fun a 
light was darkened by the fraoke, and the day was turned inth night. When it 
cleared up a little, Munevver-qhan the commander oi the van, with Ghalub 
qhati, and Shimfiiir-qhan, and Alhref qhan, and Qhttdprrahmet-qhan, and 
Muntehi-qhan, and Mahmedy-beg with a vaft number of the Uaveft com¬ 
manders and foldicrs were feen dead, tw fprawling in their own blood, 1 he 
beft and greateft part of the cavalry was deftro-yed or dilabted. Bur this did 
not difeourage Aalem-aaly-qhan; akhough woiimled,- he made a ftand, and 
rallied round his perfon a number of veteran foldlcrs, all ^^.cuftomed to batde, 
all ready to part with their blood in his.caufe, and alt capable to fiice fo many 
Hons in a wildernefs. With thefohekept on advancing j when he was flopped 
by Yqhtifafs-qhan, and by Ynaiet-qhan, who had juft been wounded in the 
eye by an arrow, as well as by numbers who could not help admiring the valour 
of that young hero and here commenced a long and bloody conteft, which, 
could ntk be ended but by Yqhtifa^fs-qhan’s joining Alem aaly-qhan*, and cutting 
off one of his arms atoee blow. This wound haying difabled him, he was over, 
powered by fome of the braveft of the enemies and flain on the fpot, together 
with nineteen other commanders of chat after, and the greateft part, of that 
brave body that had kept pace with him.. The young Scid cheerfully parted with

Wh i L St %cli a teene of daughter osGupiecl every one, Oiiter-qban, bro¬ 
ther to the kte'DaSd-qhan-pefti, anU.A^uiii-qhan, iMOtlieiT-to Cjhan-aatem, 
two commanders who had treacberoiitly taken fe'-vice.wirh Aa!eni-aaly qhan, 
availing themfelves of the general cofifafiOo, feized on three or four elephants 
and oh three or four laps of rupees, and (Tyly pattedwith the held bl butle,as diey 
thought, but as they really did, with ibeir own boiidiar,;and charaeler : Whee¬ 
ling round widi 3 dumber ot troops as treacherous as themfelves, they went 
to furrender-to li'zain-el-mulk. Tliat Geieral ordered the enemy’s artillery,' 
military cheft, camp-equipage, and v/hatevtr belonged to the commanders 
flain in battlci to be Iciz-ed on for his ufe, as much of it at leaa as could efcape 
a general plunder. It was obferved in this fecond battle, as had been akeady 
in the former, that the vldor’s troops fulFered fo little, that not a man of 
charaaer was flain amonga them, and that he bad hardly any wounded. 
Some citizens and feme ofneers who were of the number, were foon cured 
with-the unguent of bis liberality, and the cerate of his encomiums and

When intelligence this difafter was brought to the two brothers, it 

threw them into a ftate which it would be difficult to deferibe; efpecially the 


younger, who from his deep fenfe of fucha reverfe of tbrijine, was epnfumiog 
inwajxity by guef and imp.atlence; and lie really fuffered the agonies of 
death, whenever he refleaed that his confort atid famil y^ere yet i^v

fered himfelf to bo tatoi bp by vormiu ia order, as be faid, W £air. heaven. 
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Fortunately for him, in a few days more he received intelligence that before 
Nizam-el-mulk’s approach to Aorengabad, the Governor of D681er-abad, 
( 130 ), although ill uled by the two Seids, and very dilladsfied with their 
proceedings, had had the geaerofity to receive that forlorn family wi; n all th^-ir 
dependants and efFedts within that ftrong fortrefs. What is lirgular in that 
Governor is, that he was adtiially upon ill terms widi the very man to whole 
cohfort and children he was affording all the afliftauce and ail the convenU 
encies in his power. In a word he took an ample revenge of the two 
Seids by conferring upon them an important benefit at a moft critical nine.

Hofrcin-aaly-qlian on hearing fuch a comforting piece of i^cws^ recolledted 
his wonted firmnefs, and became eafy in his mindj alchougi; ..e heard at the 
fame time that Mubaruz-qhan, Governor of the kingdom of Ha’idcrabad,

as well as Ddaver-aaly-qhan his brother-in-law, had both quitted his parry, 
and gone over to Nizam-el-mulk, to whom they carried a body of feven or 
eight ihouland horfes. 

The news from Decan.becoming every day more ferioiis, the two brothers 
held frequent councils together on the fubje-ft; and after much examination 
and debate, it was at laft determined that Abdbllah-qhan, who was die Em¬ 
peror's deputy by his office, fliould march to the capital, in order to over-awe 
it into fubmiflion and quietnefs ; but that Hoffein-aaiy-qhan fhould march 
with that Prince in Decan at the head of a numerous army. This refoiution 
having been feveral times examined and confirmed, the Viceroy turned his

He took from SHd-qlian- 
diehan the office of Grand-mafter of the artillery and gave it to HaidercSly- 
qhan: an office of the uimott importance, and which always involved the 
difpofiil of the Emperors houfehold, family and even petfon. Several days 
more having being fpent in ihat encampment, it was the ninth of the n^xt 
month of Zilcaad, when the Emperor, quitting the Imperial refidence of 
Ecber-abad, adviced three cofles on the road of Decan ( 13 .0> a fpot

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Vczir Ab(^oUah-qhan, who waited only for a proper opportuniry to take 
his leave and to commence his journey towards the capital: for as tlie ariniver- , 
fary of the Emperor’s coronation was at hand, and fell on yhe fifteendi, 
he wanted to affifl at the efcfeimonies and rejoicings dfml on tha»-occalic(h, 
and then only to commence bis journey (ija). HoflTem-aahbtlhan objeft- 
cd to fo much delay ; and he engaged the Emperor to difmill the Vezir more 
early, after which he-decamped himfelf with the Emperor; and on the 
fourteenth, he had marched One full ftage morC, to ftop at Fateh^poor* at 
which town he ipetit thVee or four days in rejoicings^or the anniverfary of 
the Emperor's coronatior-l' I'lsefc being over, he rh' ^^it only of march- 
int^ bv lori» ftao-es to Decan.

could guefs, he fet out for the caplml, and in the road was met by Mahmed- 
qhan bangalh, the Afghan; who not fatisfied with foine lacks of rupees 
which he had touched fiiotn Hoflein^aaly-qlian, under promife of following 
him with his body of national troops, protefled a want of money, and got 
fifty thoufand rupees raoi e from the Vezir. The latter continued his march 
to the capital whiHl his brother was intent on marching into Decan. 

The Vezir continuing to advance, was at two flioit journies from the ca¬ 
pital, when he received intelligence that his brother had been killed, toge¬ 
ther with his younger brother N8r-eddin-aaly-qhan and his nephew Ghai'ret- 
qhani* This intelligence was contained in a fhort note brought by a drome¬ 
dary corier, which Ratan-chund had hurryed away on the firft tumult. 
And here is a detail of this event.

ASren^zib’s, fucli as Kizara-el-mulk, Maluned-aamin-qhan aud fcvearl 
others, w^|> bdield with indignation the enormous power of die two brothers, 
andj were j'j;njiftually revolving in their mixids the various means by which, 
they might be idelivcred from a boundlef^ influence, fo injurious to the 
Imperial family, and ib capable to cclipfe them wifh every one of their 
party. Mahmcd'aamin-qhan, although narrowly watched, had found means 
to lay a few words of Turkilli to the Euipeitir, boj;h to obtain Iiis confent, 
and to put liim upoiiijhis guard; and this conLij* having been impar¬ 
ted to Nizain-el-n’;’.'^*., it put him upon afleiting h'i owm Indepieiidancc and 
Upon wr-efl:ing„i>''L ’*'4'? Decan fromt4&. two brr>£!icrs; and it is to thefe intrigues 
at court, and to that General’s exertions in the field, that Dilaver-aaly- 
qhiiti ijiHl,,^^ 7 .Iem-aaly-pVii owed their niisfoitune; although after all, it 
denied but that the whole did happen by the immediate impulfe 
of an unavoidable deftiny, For Mahmcd-aajnin*qhan, who faw tliat the 
Viceroy was bent"^on the deftrudlion of his confederate, Nizam-el-mulk, and 
who fufpeded that the latter was not a match for his adverfary, concluded 
tliat his ruin would be followed by his ow'n downfal and that of all die TSt 
ranians. Impreffed with fuch ideas, he was watching day and night with his 
confederates for a favorable opportunity of falling at once upon Hoflem-aaly- 
qhan, and of making an end of him. But it muft not be believed that they 
would have rsufed their views fo high, had they not been allured of a vigoious 
fupport by a powerful party; and thisUiey were augmenting every day. The 
firftperfon they thought of acquiring, was Seid-mahmed-aamin, better known 
under the name of Saadet-qlian, an Iranian born at NifliapSr in Qlioraflan. 

This man’s firft rife in the world was by appearing as Colonel or Heziry in 
that corps of Mulqucteer-guards, called Vala-lhahies. It-was in Beroh-fyur s 
time* Some time after, he was promoted to the Fqjdary of Hendon-biiuia;

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one of the principal and moil refradory diflrids of the Province of Ecbcr- 
atbad. It was here he firtl: gave a fpecimem of his valor and abilities. With 
a few troops which he obtained from the Vezir Adbollah-qhan, and a few 
more which he added of his ownj he found means to bring rhU whiole cc in- 
try under order and controul; and thisfervicc having producfd nim an aag- 
mentation of five hundred horfes to his military grade, he ,-henceforward be¬ 
came knotvn at Courts where he bore the charader t^f a refolute man and 
an able commander; and he was now come to camp to carry feme points of

As he 
retiring, the V^iceroy advanced, and hawing accompanied the Empe¬ 
ror as far as the firft entrance of the Ladies enlofure where he faw him enter, 
he withdrew, and took the road of his own quarters, which being in the 
vanguard, could not be at lefs than one cofle diftancc- As he was approach¬ 
ing the outlet of the Imperial paling, called Calal-para, Mir-haidcr, who 
had availed himfelf of a riftng ground to fiiew himfelf from, afar, and to 
make his bnw, raifed his petition as* high as he could; but the chopdars, 
and Slave-guards, having forbidden his approaching nearer, fate, unavoi¬ 
dable fate,, pur it into the Viceroy’s mind to becon. to the man, and to com?

quarters. This- fight thade lb deep an imprellion on the Eunuch MacbSl, 
fuperintendant of the Viceroy’s Seraglio, that afluming courage from his very 
ddpair, he drew his fabre, attacketl the Mogols vigoroufiy, and received 
leveral wounds of which he died three or four days after. Whilft lb much 
noble blood was dreaming round Hoffein-aaly-qhan’s body, Iiis head water- 
bearer and head*fcavenger, taking to their fabres and buclers, ran with alt 
their might towards the Imperial paling; and throwing themfelves head¬ 
long amongft the body-guards, they cur dieir way towards the Emperor as 
far as the pait called Telbigh-qltana, where they were hacked to pieces, or, 
asforae others fay, hewed down by Saadet-khan, who barred the paffage 
with his body—A troop of refolute men, attached to Mohcum-fing, Divan 
of the murdered Viceroy, having on the very fird tuittult, ran with drawn 
fabres as far as the Calal-para, dnough which many of tliena cut their way

moftly wounded, they cut their way back on hearing that their mafter could

his Elephant- without litte' ' -,.’; wo- d. V ,,Jv'inced to fight hlmlelfagaiiift 
the Emi>eror antii«i the defers othls uncle. With abotit threeihoufand horfo 
joined hin:’ ifoop by troop by the way, he ruflied on the enemy 
’’4di a.fo.rv which can be compared to nothing but to the rapidity of lighten¬ 
ing or to the fmy—of a ftorm. WhiUl he was advancing,. Saadet-qhan, 
and Mabmed-aamin-qhan with Haider-cSly-qhan, fenlible of tlie Empe* 
tor’s danger had ruflted head-long amon^ a number of enemies that hatT 
penetrated as far as the women’s enceinte, and were thronging and barring 
tire very entrancej and liaving cleared the paffage by mere bodily ftrength 
and a vigorous execution, they called on the Emperor to fhew himfelf: but 
the Emperor was aftually held body to body, by his mother, and entangled 
amongil a crowd of women that had feizedonhiRperibn. Saadet-qhan fenlible

As it w£^s 
cuftomary for the Emperor’s guards and for fome other corps to afle ’, ole early at 
ihe entrance of the Imperial enceinte; ahd they hadhaftened tUthpr that day 
earlier than uhial, whilll. fonie troops of ISSogols wers haflening towards Sa» 
adet-qhan, and fome others-were joining Mahmed-aamin-qhar by detached 
bands; tlie Emperor a: ce appeared furrounded by a rcfpeftablc body 

of men. But fliil his ' ii Ter had been great, but Haidcr-cSlirqhan’o 
aftivity, who lenfible th;v fuch emergency was at 'f™yd, had had the 

forefight to cxercile evci7Uay jopsor^^^^ 'vlvc^ ’’/■arts be.,had 

been gaining all this while by his liberality; in fo much that on the firll report 
of the tumult, hc' had marched up t6 the Emperc:*'.cmarters^ 
Gha'iret-qhan ■was advancing on one hand with a‘ confufed difordt^rly .l?Gdy 
of men, lie was mai-chitig up oo'the other with-a-fteady pace and a numerous 
troop marthalled in order, with which.'he furrounded the Emperor’s perfonj 
forming without his own circle another circle of field-pieces and war-ele¬ 
phants.. This once clone, he went up to rt body of his own horfe, and ad¬ 
vanced to the charge, himfelf the fca-emofl. It was high time: a battle, as 
terribfe as the day of judgment, had already commenced. Gha'iret-qhan, 
who had come with all the fury of a hungry lion or a fumiftied tyger, was 
broiling like incence upon the fire of impatience: his eagernels did not 
give him time to take breath, foditte was he apprehenfive that all his e.ager- 
D,ets would onl) ferve to precipitate him into-tlic abyls of eternity. He had 
refigned his^own life, and was ready to part with it, if he could but revenge 
his uncle’s murder, and clofe with the Emperor’s pei fon, or thofe of Mah- 
tned-aamin-qhan and Haider-c8U-qlian. The Cannon and inufqiieiry of ihls 
general accuflomed long ago to order, wac already firing with a fteady hand. 
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jnd already baUs were raining as rhick as if had been a ftorm of hail, i’he 
tM-o adverfc parties were engiging wMi fo much'furyi that nothing was 
th^fgroans of the dying and the cries of jfwe dtyou. - For by this 
tlA LoMs of the EmpetOr’s party were flocking from all parts round his 
perfon; aVi Ghairet-qlian’s troops were likewife haftening to their Lord’s 


afliftance; Jo^hat the two parties, which had now affuraed the appearance of 


complete armies, were already come to hand-blows, and engaging body to bo¬ 
dy. In a littie time Gha’iret-qhan had advanced lb near Haider-c 81 i-qhan that 
he had fliot an arrow at him, which funk widrfo m Jch violence in the latter’s 
bow, that it required alterwrds a great force to exu'^ it. This was no fooner 
feen by Saadet-qhap<ald Camer-eddin-qhan; tfian tlfey ran to his afliftance, and 
performed expi^iti worthy of dieir anachmenc tqrlie Emperor. This Prince 
hsmfelfwas inc^flantiy ifiYljng his bow and fttooting arrows on alt ftdes. Whilft 
t>2 Ratfies^were fblely intent on each others’ deftixidUon, the fharpers and 
vj3phbers of both tides, availing themfdvcs of the confufion, fell on Hoftem-aa' 
ly-qhan’s quarters, fet them on fire as well as all the tents of his body of 
Seids; and whilft the fervat.ts were bufy in’putting out the fire, they plun¬ 
dered out of the Viceroy’s tents money ami jewels to the ainoum of feveral 
croies. It was at fuch a time that QhandoBran arrived to the Emperor’s af- 
fiftance; the aclion Teemed then inclining to one fide. Ghairet-qhan enfee¬ 
bled already by two wounds, now received a third. He was Ihot dead with 
a mufquet-ball by an Habeftiinian who fat in the Qhavvas behind Har- 
der-c 81 i-qhan; and the young Seid, without uttering a groan, went to fit 
c!ole-ro, and to wait upon his glorious anceftor, the DoflorAaly, the Prince of 
the pious, (on whom be grace and mercy for ever!) all this while the Vice¬ 
roy's baggage had been pluodeicd leizurdy, and there remained but little of 
it to be fecured for the Emperor’s ule. 

The Viftory being now feci .red, Haidcr-c8Ii-qhan feiU word to Moh- 
cum-fing. Prime Miniflcr or Divan to Hoftein-aaly-qlian, that he advifed 

him 
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hjfn his hcniage to the Emperor, as that Prince had ordered that hi-, 

life and property ftipuld be fpared. He. came, and on his making his bojV, 
the Emperor forgave the errois of his paft condti£t, and augrhjaited his mdi- 
tary grade to fix thoufand hO’.fo. Word was alTo fent to Ratanichund, biit ^s 
from that General hlmfelf, that he might come and be fafe. But j-gtan-chund, 
who knew how much he was daefted, made hafte to di!patch a dromedary- 
courier to Abdollah-qhan, as we have already (aid; and getting into his-paleki, 
he was haftening to Ins Siwn quarters. But he was foon ftopped. by fome Mo- 
gols as well as by crow ■ . of mob, who, incenfcd this long wlule at lus vi¬ 
olent behaviour and at lu i opprefilons, flew at him, and hiving torn him from 
hisPaleki, they gave hiir .> fevere beatiqg, and dragged hi^m flnrk naked to 
.Mahmed-aarnin-qiian's quarters, who immediately ordered lorae clorfies, 
but lent liiin into confinement with a chain at his feet. Kai-feromendafs, a- 
gent-gcneral to Abdollah-qhan, was more lucky: oftfervinghow naatters went, 
he lhaved his beard and w'hiflceis, changed his apparel; and wnilft his baggage 
was pillaging, be went like a thief into his hrs own tent, took fome jewels, 
and reared fucceffively to the quarters of fome tnifly friends, who fuccef- 
fively found means to conceal him; at kft lie made his efcape good to Ab¬ 
dollah-qhan his mailer. But Mir-aaly-qhan dfd not meet with fo much 
good luck: he was a fervant attached this long while to Hofiem-aaly-qhan, 
who let fo raufh value upon liis fervfe, that he had raifed him to fome 
offices equally lucrative and honourable, fuch as that of D3gh-ce.;uya; (135), 
and he in acknowledgement for tliofefavors had now approved liimfelf a worthy 
brave companion of Ghairet-qhan’s. He was now plundered as well as 
others, and fent into confinement, after having beeti refpeded for three days 
together by that fame populace, that had proval fo licentious with others.

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Mlrmunireff. who had cut fo conQiicuous a figure, when Hofleltt-aaly-qhan, 
wai murdered,^'was now offered offices and even money: But he thought 
it iacumhent upon liim to decline both, and he retired to his houfe where tie 
lived for a' Ih^ig while undiought of and in .oblcurity j when die Eniperor of 
his own motion fent for him and took him in his own fervice. 


As to the three corpfes of Hoirein-aaljr-qha-n, ^ "^reddin-asly-qhan and 
Ghalret qhan, they were wrapped-up in cloth of fvr by Malunevl-aamin- 
qhiin’s order, and decendy put into coffins, that nob tertian mtendiijg thereby 
to fereen himreif fromjthe reproitclies of the pi^.blic He even went to the 
place where they lay ib ftate, made his demotions at die foot of them, per-* 
formed the ufo^^yites, jmd-iaid aloud; Min lUt- thm valoi-eui XJoni ajlsep, 
-rther this lie ordered the three coffins totbfe caken-up and c&frred fo the 
rnily monument at Adjmir, where Hes luirted the great AladoHah-qhan, alias 
Mia-qhan, the iviy.wder of that foitiily. Cotibdels the intentibn of die gold 
cloth and biher ccflly ornaments, was to excilc by the way the cupidity of the 
banditti and highway-men, who by plimdefing the whole, anti committing 
a variety of indecencies, might render the proceffion ridiculous, biit if fuch 
was his idea, he was difappointed. Wherever the coffins were defery ed fibm afas 
people of all ranks would flock to thepi, and out of a rcfpeflfiil regard, would 
accompany them a great way; and it with fuclr a cortege they arrived at 
Adjmir, where they were depofed in the fotnily monument: ’

Feroh-fpirand fc^me 
odieFs of his enemies, was of his and their own feeking, .>nd had n-ver 
taken pVaGC but in his own defence: Ami indeed where is the rhan tllac would 
liot -ftdve for the confervatlon of hk life and hononr? Tr is unheard to this 
day that any man of the worid flibhld have ever parted with either, whild 
he had power to defoid them. If may even be faid that few men have 
been found of a ftan't ard fo free' fiomt alloy, as ta have l|.yed their Jives 
and honor in the caufe of God and of his Metrenger, although a total dere* 
liiftion of cidier orof but! in fudi a mighty cafe); of divine obUgationi 

and never foils tp prodiice in the other world the 5dgi»efi: degree of hap- 
pinefs and glory: whereas ihe.hke.derelidiioo in die caufe 6^ our own fpecies> 
is far from producing fuch a glorious return. And how ihall it be believed diat 
it can w'hilft. the many important lervices. rendered Fexoh-fyur by thefo 
two brothers at the. expenfe. of fo much blood and property,, were no better 
rewarded than by his perpetually endeavoiing to make them fall a focrifica 

to fuch vile reprobate, men as an Emir-djemlali and an. Yticad-qhan_The 

mod contemptible and mod prodigate wretches that ever difgraced a.court?. 

THE.vi< 9 :or’s lenity was never fo conlpicuous as in his condefeendence 
towards, thofe perfonsattached to the Seids. Aded-olkh-qlian, better known 
under the name of Navvab Evliah, a fon to Hoireln-aaly-qhan’s aunr, hav¬ 
ing loft all' his efFefts in this general confofion, as well as his credit and in¬ 
fluence, obtained leave to quit the Court,, and he went in pilgrimage to tho 
lioofe of Gbd in the glorious Mecca. Gholaai-aaly-qhan, who had the 
merit of having been one of thofe that went to fetch the young Emperor 
from Sdimgur-Caftle, and on that account had been fpared both iji his honour 

and property, no-fooner fow himfelf at full'liberty, tlian he made His efcape 
to A'bdpllah-qhan. Nufret-yar-qbaui, one of the principal Seids of Bar/who ai- 
tfiough much diftatisfled with Abdollah-qhan, Had had ihc generofity to marcli 
tO' his brother's afliliaace at the head of his body of, hoife, and was al- 
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^%idy at three coJes dii^ance, finding on his arrival that all was over, 
ap^Jied to GhapdoSran with whom he had an inrercoutfe of. friendftiip and 

ciyikies; and he was fent for by that Nobleman who prefemed him to the 

Empcior. -Ga) his paying his obciflance, he was raifcd to the grade of five thou- 
find horles, with an addition of two thoufiind more, to his command. 
This fivot feemed to ferve as a Cgnal for bringing fonvaids a variety of promo¬ 
tion. Mahmed-aamin-qhan, wh o enioyed already he grade of eight thou- 
faiM hoifes, was compKmented with the effcaual command of fo many 
troopete at two horfel each, prefented with a donative of two Corors and 
a half of Dams (137)/and decorated with the dignity of Supreme Minifter, 
under the title ^d ftylc of Vezir-ehtnemalic, Zaafer-djung (1S8). The of- 
lice of i-aymafter-general was given to QhandoSran, together with the grade 
of eight thoufand horfes, and the title of Emir-ul-.umera, that is, Prince of 
Princes. Camer-eddin-khan, fon to tlie a<fi:ual Vezif, was invefted with 
the fecond Pay-mailcrfliip, and the fiiperintendance of the Bathing place. 



which implies the private apartments; He was aifo complimented with fome 
other offices, and promoted to tlie command of five thoufand horfes, with" 
the grade of feven. Ha'ider-cBly-qlian, who had cut lb confptcuous a 
figure, was promoted to die fame grade, with the effbaual command of 
fix thoufand troopers at one and two horfes each; and he received befidcs 
the title of Nalfer-Djung, that Is, Succourer in battles. Saadet-qhan was 
promoted to the grade and command of five tbouland horles, and com- 
plimcntecl with the title of Bahadyr or Valliant, and with a nagarah or a 
large kettle-daim of command, Zaafer-qhan had allb lhare in the Impe¬ 
rial favor; in.one word no one of the Emperor’s frieii'dsanrient or recent 
were fprgocten, and every orie was rewarded in officer, dignities, and em¬ 
ployments, as his merits potntftl' oiit, or as he had intereft at Court.

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•Abdoi-ah- (iHAS liad advanced about foity coffl-s, and he was already at t’?o 
fliort jburnies from the capital, -when he received tliac note v which- Rat in- 
ehnnd had huiricd away on the very firft tumult: that mournful note which 
darkened tlie light of the day for hinij blinded his eye-bails, ;:£tid rendered 
his exiftence a burthen, with eyes brimful with tears, and a mountain- 
load of grief on his br ift, he thought it unlafe to flop, and was for march¬ 
ing-on to the capital Some of his friends objetSed to this notion, and 
were of o>?inion that as the Emperor veas not yet joined by the troops of 
the PfQvinces, and bad not bad time to pranElifo upon the inclinations of

^pHtinued his t4 the capital, lut imitfcrt were already much altered

For as foon as ihe news of the revolution hatl fpread for and near, the 
peafonts had joined the higlwaymeii and banditics, and^ made Jt a prafl^ice 
to plunder every one of tliofethat chanced to'lag behind, or even any baggage 
that happened to be at fbme diflance from the main ; and although they 
were more than once chalbfed, there was no weaning thcria fiom fuchpric-

AbdolJah-qhan’s quarters, and almoft within his fight: Another day 
they funounded a convoy that came from the capital with a vafi: quanuty of 
cffefts for Hoflcm-aaly-qhan, and plundered it entirely, ftfipping all ihofc 
that compofed it; and this at only two coffes from Abdotlah-qhan’s camji 
On the other hand, alUhe lands and Djagliirs, t belonged to the twd 
brothers or to their aciherems, had been layed 1 ■ I of by the Zemindars, 
who rook polftffion cf the revenues, until, faid they, they might know 
to wliom they weW to remain. All thefe However being but inconfidembic 
objefts, Abdoilah-qban difpacdied ^.udjahar-fflUaU-qhan and MSrteza-qhan 
two Nobiemeij of importance, to the capital, with orders to bring irom 
llience one of the Princes of the Imperial blood.-^ and he wrote to bis young¬ 
er brother, Nedjmeddin-aaly-qhan, Governor-general of the protdnce of 
Dehly, in which the capital is featedi toraife as many men as he could, 
and to provide a camp-equipage with every thing requifiie for talring the 
field. ■ ■ 

The letter arrived-in the evening of the ci^th of Zilhic^,' that is, fome 
time before any certain intelligence could arrive at tfie dty; but as 
rumour had aleady found it^ way thither, the Governor had fent a number 
ofarmed men with the (city Cutval aftlieir head (139), to take pofTeffion of 
Mahmed-aamin-qhan’s palace, which they had kept encircled For the greac- 
eft partof the night whilft the people within fliewed a rdidmion to defend 
themfelves; but in the morning the (jdvernor, whether from his own motion, 
or in confequence of an order from Abdollah-qhan, recalled the CutvaF, 
arid defifted fiom a proceeding fo hazarded. His attention was befides

that is oix the tenrli of Zilltidj, which is always the day of Corban 
facrifice, he went out of the city to make his devotions .in the fields, as 
the cadon, with avail multitudeof people; and on returning to to>vn, he repair¬ 
ed direAly to the caftle, where are guaided the Princes of the Imperial blood: 
he was accompanied by Abdollah-qhan^s two Envoys, and it was with them 
he prefenied himfelf at the door of the apartment where lived the Princes, fons 
of M ezzeddin-diehandar-niah, whom he reqnefted to come out. But fo far 
were they from complying with-fueh a requeft, that they\all refufed to a man, 
an d even one of them, Nico-fyur by name, Hole away, and hid himfelf. 1 he 
Envoys confounded at fuch a repulfc, repaired to Soltan Hibraliim’s apart¬ 
ment, a young Prince, who wasfdn to Refi-al-cadr, and coufm-german to 
B.ihadyr-lhah, and having prevailed upon him to accept their proficr, they 
br ought him put; and on the next day, they placed him on the throne under the 
name and ftyle of Abol-fetuh—Zehir eddin—Mohammed-hebriham (140)* 
Abdollah-qhan being arrived two.days after, went immediately to pay liis 

homage to the new Prince, from whom he obtained for Ghazi-eddin-qhan 
tire office of firft Pay-mafter-general, with the grade of eight thoufand hoifes, 
and the title of Emir-ul-umerah. Ned'imeddln-aaly-qlian was made fecond

Pay-mafter; Selabet-qhan, third; and^Bayram-qhan, fourth. Favors and 
promotions were Jikewife granted to their relations and friends; and then the 
minifter aimed bis attention towards many antient Lords, who having been of 
the court of Refi-ed-derdjat, now lived at home, without office and without 
employment, utterly neglected and forgotten. Thefe were now fent-for, receiv¬ 
ed widi.refpe 6 "l, accommodated with offices and employments, and affifted 
with fums of money, adequate to all their wants, from fifty thoufand down to 
a lie each. Some who had ftrved widi diftindion, were propofed to the

ny others more, who lived neglected this long wh > and moreover uneer* 
tarn of their fete, were now requefted to attend, and promHed honors and 


digniiies, if they wotfld attach themfelves to the young Prince. Some of 
thetpj like Iflam-qhan and Mahmcd-yar-qhan and Sefi-qhan, who did not 


like the complexion of the times, excufed themfelves upon their bad health, 
and abfolutely refulal to meddle with honors or dignities or offices. But 
ticad qhan and Seif-qhan'agreed to tl;ie propofals, and accepted a fum of mo¬ 
ney for their neceffities, but without having really any fincere intention : for 
both thefe Lords,, as well as feveral others that had commanded in the 
guards called Vala-fliahies, returned home after having followed Abdoilah- 
qhan for forms fake duritig one or two days marefe The dignitaries or 
Manfobaclars of leffer note, fuch as thofe from 6ve hundred to- a thoufand 
horfes, proved more fincere in their attachment, and were therefore preferred 
according to their merits.- As to the ^ommon troopers, their pay was earned 
from fifty rupees a month to full eighty. But as men. and horfes were pro- 
mifeuoufly admitted,; without giving a due preference to old foldiers, thefe as 
well as thofe that were adv.antageotilly mounted and armed, took offence at 
an tsndiftinguifliing inattention, that coafounded thenr with- enadequate new 
levies, and they became dlfcontented. Nevertbelefs the neceffities of the times 
not allowing the rulers to pay to their difcontentall the attention it deferv- 
ed, the levies went*on widiout much minding the diftinflions of old or new'fbL 
diers, and flill lefs that ol the tribe and' race; infomuch that whoever brougfit 
a horfe, was inlifted of couife, without much inquiry about what nation oi*

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tribe fie might be. In this manner an army of ninety thouland borfcs wasJn 
a Hrrie dme levied in the capitalj at the expence of one coror of rupees Ibr 
levy-inoney('4i). 

The feventecnth of Zilhidj, tint is five days-after the Coronation, Ab;:.ii- 
lah-qhan brought die new Emperor out of the citadel, m the middle of as 
much cortege and as much royal pomp as could be put together on-fo ftiort 
notice, and he marched .ykh him to tlie Yld-^h^i42), out ofthe city, where 
he encamped^ and where he was joined by feveral peifons of ccrnlequencfe^. 
who quitted the Imperial anny and joined him- with \heir troops-. , At the 
laine^tiine GhSlatn-aaly-qhan and Nedjabet-aaly*qhani (the latter was Coufin* 
german to Abdollab-qhan and only fourteen years old,) were lent back to- 
the city, with eonimiifior: to keep it quiet and free from tumults. And as 
ihp newshe no\v received aflured him tliat Mahmed-Ihah was advancing by the 
Pjatt country, he took to the road of faint Co8t8b-eddin’s monument in or¬ 
der to be on his- paflagei but on being better informed, he ftVuck to- tlic 
left and encamped at Fciid-pBr; whilfi Mahmed-fliah was coming through¬ 
out Ecber-abad. There he made fome ftay in expeftation of being joined 
by bis younger brothers Seif-eddin-aaly-qhan, and SSd mahmed-qbanj as well 
as by fome other Lords- and commanders who-were to-bring a body of Seids 
iof Bar with: their own troops. This Jliort ftay pioved offervice to hiinj 
as every day he-was joined by fome body of troops, as well as by tlie bravefV 
amongft the Afghans; befides feveral' confiderable Zemindars who flocked

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ajpongft the Afghans; befides fevcral confidcrable Zemindars, who flocked 
tct Iiim fiom the environs at the head of their men. Shoals of H<>flein-aaly- 
C|han's veteran foldiers, who had been prevailed upon to inlifl with Mahmed- 
fliahj and to touch one month of his par, now made it a practice to fteal 
away and to come by hundreds and two hundreds at a time, all mounted 
and armed. AbdoUah-qban thus ftrcngihened, moved to Pel 81 , where 
he waSjjjjflipcd by his two brothers, and by fome c!her commanders, who 
befides thejfj:' own troops*, had brought one hundred and fifty Cart-loads of 
Seids Y>f every one of whom thought bimfelf equal to a Ruftem and 
an Efililfnab. Thcle were ordered, to form a circle round Abdollah-qhan’* 
cle^ihant .* a peft for which they had Ihewn much eagernefs,* not only in 
hopes of preferment, but alfo to exliibit their regal'd for that Miniftcr math 
whom, as Seid's, they claimed the rights of kindred and brother-hood. 
As to die veterans brought by his two brothers, they amounted at leaft to ten 
thoufand efiedive troopers; and hardly were they in camp, when they 
were follow'cd by Churatnon the Djatt (fadxr to Eedun-fing and grand father 
to Barchund) a powerful Zemindar of the Province of Ecber-abad, and owner 
of the very ground whereon Mahmed-lhah was treading- Immediately 

alter, arrived Radja Mocum-fing late Divan to Hoileiii-aaly-qhan, the lame 
who had been lb kindly ufed by Mahmed-Ihali. But his inclmadon over-- 
tallancing tliofe new ties, he fled from that camp and came to Abdollab- 
qUan, bringing widi him a good body oftroops with feveral \ eteran officers 
and commandeis. All thefe levcral fuceeffivc bodies were in addiiion to that 
siumerous army brought out of the capital, and they formed lb immenfe a fur- 
face, that the foil undertnxldcn by lb much cavalry and infantry difappeared 
at once and could not be fcen , but after (bme fearch. All thcle forces were 
in fuch high fpirits, diat Churamon having gone a Ikirmitbing the very day 
■of his arrival, he biought away three or four elepliants anti a large number 
of camels, bclcnging to the enemy, all which he prefented to Abdoliah- 
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cihan, as an aurpicioiw beginning; bnt which that General recjnefled hi^ 
ta accept at his hand, as an earneft of future vidory. The two adverfe rarmfes | 
had alvar.ced fo near, that Mahmed-fhali was encamped in the neighbour- ^ 
hood of Shah-p8r, and the diftance would have been reduced to nothiiy^;-;^ 
had not that Prince flopped there, to wait for the famous Abdol-femcd-qhiii 
Governor of MSUan, and the Radja Dehiradj djehi-fing, who however did 
not appear, either through the badnefs of thi roads, or foi‘ fomc other. reafon; 

It was then the ninth of Moharrem; but in that interval Ma'* med-qhah- 
bangalh joined him with three thoufand horfe, as did Gha'iret-chan, the 
Rohilah and Eayazid-qhan the* Mevati with their refpefl.ive corps; in a 
■little time more, four thoufand efFedlivc troopers, arrived from Radja Djehi- 
Cng’s country. , ' 

Mean while the neighbourhood of the two armies had occafioned feveral 
ikirmilhes, in which the two paitics were ellkylng each tether; and at one 
time Churamon direfled by Abdollah-qhan, had been very near feiting fire to 
the park of the enemy’s artillery; and at another he had been very near 
decoying and bringing away all the bullocks, belonging to their train, 
Keverthelefs it was the tenth of Muharrem before the aimics could face each 
oilier, and they were ranged in battle immediately. Hiiider-cSli-qhan, grand 
mafter of the artillery, who had been fo inftrumcntal in faving it from Cbura- 
inon’s atack, was put at the head of the firft line: Saadet qhan, with 
Maiimed-qhan-bangalh, commanded the right wing; and QhandoSran 
with Nufret-yar-qhan and fomc other commanders of dillindion, com¬ 
manded at the left, in the center of which appeared' Azzem-qhan with a 
body of veteran noops. Mabmed-aamin-qhan, the Vezir, with Haddy - qhan 
and Cammer-eddin-qhan, and Aazim-ollah-qhan and fome other command¬ 
ers of the firft-rank, was in the center of the whole, where Mahmed-lhah 
took his poll furrounded by the troops commanded by Shir-efleen-qhan and 
Tetbiet-qhji, befides a numerous, troop of perfons of the highcxl laiik, Vvl.o 
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as Volunteers, being peifon"lIy attached to the Imperial perfoft*^ 
Mif-djeniUh and fo.aie other commanders, amoagT; which were Radja-gopal* 
ling-bohdSdiii, were ordered to cover the flanks; and Afled-olbh-qhan with 
' .J^if-qhin and Radja Dehiradj, were placed fo, as to ferve as a corps dc re* 

le. ve, and to watch over the Emperor’s female houlehold. The war-ele-

phants, like fo minjr mountains, cafed in iron, w'ere ftationed in f'ont of all.

AaWhi. vH-ojrAN 0.1 his fide, who on the twelfth of Moharrem was ar- 

rived at Hodeii-pSrjthree codes lb:jrt of the enemy's encampment, ranged

bis battle air.ay. But the troops as well as Officer of the Bar, who on 

account of the kindred which they claimed, pretendethtoa kind of equality with 

liim, proved exceedingly troublefbme, and unruly; and they took-upto much 

time in being brought to fo.ne order, that it became neceflary to marfhall them 
* ^ 

three feveral times; at lad; they were prevailed upon to remain in front of Abdol* 
lah-qhaii’s elephant, under command of their three Generals, Se'if-eddin-aaly- 
qhan, Seid-mahmed qhan, and Shahamet-qhan every one of whom proved 
fall as head-ftrong as any of their men, which as well as they were Selds of 
Bar, but all fo full of ihc nfelves as^to pretend to an equality with the Rof- 
terns and the Afrafiiabs of old(i43). ^amed-qhan and Seif qhan, and Bay- 
ram-qhan and yqhlaff-qhan the Rohilah, with Omer-qhan the Afghan, and 
feveral other comma.ndcrs Afghan and Roliilahs, amongft which were Shud* 
jah-qhan*pcIoIy and Abdollah-qhan-tlrin, all of them Zemindars, and alt of 
them mounted on elephants, to the namber of feventy, were placed with 
their troops in the right and left wings. But Abohmolifen-qhan, the Pay- 
mallcr-genetal, and -Seid aaly qhan Pay-raafter to the regular corps, and Hi- 
ramou Pay ma'Ier of the troops fron Bir, with twenty-five cho ifai l ho (es. 
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all in AbJoUah-qhan’s private pay, and all his veteran troops, were placed 
before his elephant, which was already encircled by a body of men all Seids 
of Bar, and all Infantry, who contldered theinfclves rather as the conntry- 
men and kinfmcn of Abdollah-qhan’s than as foldiers in his pay. The artr 
being marflialled in that order, paffed that whole night, which waa that of 
the thirteenth, under arms. That very night Radja Mphcum-fing, who al¬ 
though Divan to the late Hoffein-aaly-qlaan, had been vfed with, le¬ 

nity by Mahmed-fliah, and even taken into favor, and promr'ted to the 
grade of five thoufand borfes, having found a favorable opjpv’*f£unity, 
came over, and prefented himfclf to A'bdollah-qhan, to whom he brought 3 
body of eight hundred horfes with Qhoda dad-mirza and Qhan Mirza two 
officers of diftin< 5 l:lon at their head. At the dawn of the day, as fbon'as the 
trumpets founded, and the heralds hath piiblifhcd three times, as ufuai, that 
euuragf was always ftfer than cowardice^ the foremoft dri both fides faluted 
each other (144), and made ofe of the whiftling of arrows and the whizzing 
of niofquet-balls ta compliment each other, and to alk about each others 
healdi; this was the moment which Mahraed-fliah, then in the center of bis 
army, bad appointed for Ratan-chund's fupplice. The head of that odious 
man was prefented to him, and fiftened m the foot of his elephant, on which 
he &t in his Imperial attire- Upon this, as upon a fignal, that numerous ar-

vered the whole plain, advanced Jhouting, and with a firm refolution to wring 

the fouls of its enemies out of their inimical bodies; and thofe that beheld the 

animoGry of the combattants, and heard the confuffid rtoife of trumpets and 

kettle dniras, concluded that no quarter would be a/ked or given that day by 

cither party. The artillery was already fwceping whole ranks ; and ib many 

fire-mouths opening their jaws at once, carried terror into the heart of the 

braveft, like fo many meftengers difpatched by inevitable fate; whilft die incef-

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iant flafliing of rockets in fire put an end to the boafts of the moft courage¬ 
ous : nor can it be denied but that the artillery direSied by fo adive a man 
as Haider-c8Ii-qhan, who had under his orders a body ot expert men, accul^ 
tomed to fire with fteadinefs, performed wonders that day. But this did 

s. 

uapdjy intimidate the oppofite army, where ihouliuids of brave men, anima- 
ted by a Ipiiit. of party, and carrying the hearts of fo many dragons, threw 
themfelvcs feaiiefly before thofe infernal mouths that vomited fire and death; 
and aiihoir^h numbers, were fwept away every moment, thoufands were pref- 
fingfprw\.rd and weri advancing with afteady ftep : fo that the faint-heart¬ 
ed of' iiahmed-fhah’s artillery were lopfing ground, and at laft had betaken 
to in open flight, efpecially after Nedjntieddin-aaly-qhan had given a turn to 
the (lay by a manoeuvre judicioufly Gonceiv'd and as bravely executed: 
With twelve thoufand liorfes and foot he had detached himfelf from bis mav*, 
to take pofleflion ot a grove tliat lined a village; and from fuch a cover he 
made fo hot and fo inceflant a fire, that imagination itfelf had its wings 
and feathers burned. If liis ambition was to give a turn to the fortune of the 
day, his wifli was aecomplillie d ; for his fire proved fo galling, that the 
field became too dangeroas for the Imperial troops: the rofes on the cheeks 
of the braveft loft their hue: even a fenfe of lhame dlfappeared; and dieir 
trepidation being fuch that they could no more diftinguifti their feet from 
their heads, they confounded their ranks, and were ready for an open fliglic 
Such a ftate of things hr ving been obferved by Haider-cSly qhan and Qhan- 
^dSran, they took with them Nuiletryar-qhair and S abui-qhan with I'ome 
other valorous commanders, and detatching tliemfelves from the main, they 


advanced boldly on tliat breaft work from which Nedjmeddin-aaly-qhaa 
was pouring fb much deftruition: by dint of canon-ba hs thify made % 
breadr, and rulhing upon it Xyitb Ibouts as to-an aJTuault, they carried every 
thing before them, reducing the enemies to a ikulking fire from behind broken 
walls’and fallen trees, firom which diey were finally drivenin fb much that

of things* and the cvvn parties remaining oa their field of battle after a liloo-'y’ 
■undecifive clay, .Abdollah-qhan at fun fet, ordered a finall tent to be pitehoi 
for him on the fpbc where he was; bet on recolleding hU lofs, he foobed, 

. obferved that no fcH remained for him now in this world, and counts.- 
■omandeU the tent. 

Asfoonas It grew dark Haider-cSly-qhan who commanded the Im- 
■pedal artillery, .found means to put it in motion; he ad vaheet' firing and 
•gaining ground, until he had taken an advaniageoub pod, from whence 
he kept fuch an inceflant firing the whole night, as killed and wounc. ‘d an 
infinity of men. No heart could fUnd fo deftruaive acanonade; md 
whole bodies not being a^l*’ lO bear it’s violence, returned to camp, Where 
being ffiii expofed to a rain of balls, they fled farther; fo that moft of thofe 
Vdlliant commanders, that had cut fuch a confpicuw.’*? figure on their Ele¬ 
phants in the day-time, now fought their fafety in a fiiameful flight, biit were 
intercepted in their retreat from camp, by armed bodies of pealants who 
ftriped them of every thing. About the dawn of the day, a bail of a canon 
having broke the Haod rh on which fat Moheum-fing, he jumped down 
in a fright, and took ho: fe and fled W'lth fo much earneftnefs, that a long 
lime el-ipfeJ before any tilings could be had of his being dead or alive. 
The day broke out by this time, which was the fourteenth of Moharretn 
ii33;'and it appeared that out of fifteen or fixteen thoufand horfes that 
had flood during the night that terrible canonade, not one h-ad eaten 
any thing thefe twenty four hours, or even drank any water, that element 
being too far off, and moreover in the j^offeSion (/a body of Djarts: fuch 
was the fenfs of Iiooor, and fuch the Icnfe of zeal amongft them, that not 
one of thic whole multitude llrrimk from bis poll: they were moflly Seids 
of Bar, commanded by their own countrymen, and equally with the-ti 
jealous of ihvir honor, as w.ilas ztaloufly aiucUcd to AbioUali-qUan’s perfon. 
* ' EtiyAj. 
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fleadirtefs was exhibifcd on the oppofite fide. Mahmed-fliaJi 
mounted on his favorite Elephant, called Shah-pefend (145), was gracing 
by his perlbn all that hold of officers, commanders, and illuftrious volunteers 
\^at fiirrounded his throne : It was remarked that he had remained filing 
SffiNaJjale night as well as the whole preceeding day. Ac day-break, the 
enemy was already in motion; and Nedjmeddtij-aaly-qhan at the head of a

’ body'of Seids of Bar and another body of trufty foldiers, advanced again 
td the cha/ge ’with the refolution of one refolved to carry the day, or %o 
perilbjio.^t’he atiempc.’ Setting at nought the thundering of that dedr’uflive 
Artillery that had done lb much havock the whole night, he made a furtoys 
attJirk tliat gave an image of the day of judgement, being refolved to recover 
diatImportant pod:; lie was oppQfed by Haider-’cCi^-khan and QhandoSran, 
who fenfible of the importance of example in fuch circumltances, came out 
of their breaft work tr. encounter the enemy : and they werefupported by valo^ 
rous troops and valiant commanders, amongft which laft was Nufret-yar-qhan 
a Seld of Bar, who althotigh priding himfelf in his being related to both 
Nedjmeddin-aaly-qhan and Abdollah-qhan, wiflied to Ggnalize hiailelf againft 
them. And here again the conteft became bloody and obftinate: the valo¬ 
rous commanders on both fides, having made fb many targets of their breafts, 
exerted themfelves heroically as if eipulous only of walhing away with the 
waves (146), flowing from their fabres,.the doubts which might have re¬ 
mained in their minds about each other’s bravery. Both fuics were rufliing- 
f-irwacd like fo many crocodiles emerging from out of an innundation, or 
likefamiihed lions from out a howling wildernefs: and fuch fereams and. 
fuch.an uproar rofe every where as would hive drowned thole at the day of 
judgement. From the repeated conflia of fo many flecly fabres agalnft tlte 
flinty firmnefe of To many .intrepid cimtmnders, a fire was ft hick out which

riieir forlorn families, by thouiands. 

Saadet-qhan, who (aw this dangerous tonfilft, and wifhed to acquire 
honor, advanced fcveral times like an elephant m rut, to the affiflanceof 
diofe dxat were diedding their blood in the Emperor’s caufe; and h** Uiaclc 
fcveral vigorous charges; and Shir-eken-qhan, who marched to their aflifl:- 
ance by the Emperor’s eiprefs commands, threw himfelf on the enemy ’s 
pointed fpears and threatening lances, like a familhcd tyger that t-K the hum 
ters at nought, Neverthelcfs the Iraperialifts feemed to lofe ground; mi Der- 
vilh-aaly-qhan, commander of QhandoSran’s artillery, Abdobghaoi-qhan, who 
commanded ihatof Haider-c8li-qhan’s, with Meiaram his recretary,and IVaU- 
med-djaafer, nephew to HoUein-qhan, with an infinity of others, were already 
lilm, and Uy iiretched on the ground. Nufret-yar-qhan had two arrows 
fixed in his body; and Doft-aaly^qhan with a raulr-tude of others, was 
wounded and difableJ. On the part of Abdollali-qhan SiKihamet-qhan, a 
comninder of great renova, v/kh one of his fons, was flain, mgether 
with Abdobcadyr-qhan, brother to the Cazi, Mir Baha-dyr-fliahi, and his 
brother Fa*teh-yar-qhan, and Tahover-aaly-qhan ; and this was the fate 
of Abdol-ghani-qhin, fun to Abdohrahim-qhan Aogrenzebi (147), and 
Gholam-muhi-eddin-qhan, and Sabqhat-ollah-qhan firnam-ed Sheika, and 
Gholam-aaly-qhan the iiluftrious warrior; all three brothers and all three 
commanders of importance in Abdollah-qhan’s army, as well as Shu* 
djah-qhan fon to Beloli- They were all flain in that 'trying occafion, where 
none but the braved could flicw their faces; all of them, after exhibiting 
feats of proweTs and attachment that aftonilhed the beholders, ftibrnitted 
cheerfully to their fate, and without hefitation drank to the dregs the bitter 
potion ptefeiired them by death. After they had exerted themfelves to their

their men, whd bad gamed away the capital of their lives in that feene of 
llaugluer and blood-drinking match, quitted the w;.rld in hafte, and like fo 
many banknipfs that had loit their all, they plunged at one dip into the abyfi 
eternity. The valorous Nedjnieddin*aaly qhan, who had hitherto been 
the hlghe!t' bidder in that marker of death and flaughtcr, after having receiv* 

ed leveral wounds by hatul-blows, was at laft hitted by an arrow, which fUck* 

/ 

iivg imo'hi^fiye, deprived him of the delightful garment of fight, to the un- 
f rcakable ^[jrro v of his brother Abdolhh-qlun; who obferving how matter* 
went, marched-up to his afliftance with all the braves of Bar that remained 
abode his perfon. At this very timi, and wliilft every one’s attention was ta^ 
ken-Mp with the critical fituaiioa of things, Churamon the Djatt, who wai 
the beif partizan in Abdollah-qhan’s fervice, wheeled ievnd and-fui 
the Emperor’s rear which _ filled With canfufion and fereams. He feixed 
on a thoufand fparc" bullocks belonging to jhe Imperial artiUcry, with a num¬ 
ber of camels laden with the chancellciy and kitchen offices, aU which were 
grazing on the banks of the Djumna j and pufiiing his point, he went as faf 
as the Imperial camp, where he found at laft people ready to receive him,. 
The Emperor himfelf fhot an arrow at him ; and Mahmed-aamb-qhan and 
Hadi-qhan marched againft him with the infantry which was round the Im¬ 
perial elephant. AbdolUh-qban occupied only with what was paffing oa 
fcis front, was mardung to the aOiftance of his people j when Itis flank 
was attacked by Saadet-qhan, Hat Jer-eSU qhan, and Mahmed-qUaa Bangalh; 
and this motion being oWerved by AbdolUli-qhan, he wlieeled round and 
piarcUed up to them. But his people were exceedingly galled by Haider-cS- 
li-qhan who had always bis bow in action, and by that body of expert mul- 
queteers whom he had trained hi nielf. Abdollah-qhan toll two officers of 
merit by this attack: Sheh habilah, comixiander of his artillery, and Seid-aa*- 
^y-qlun, brother to his Pay I after-general, Abol-raohren-qh^n.! This attack

having fbmewliat dlfordered the ranks of Haidtr-cSli^qhan s itierij he form* 
ed them again, and being joined by a good body brought by QhandoSran, 
be renewed his attack with fo much vigor, that AbdoUah-qhan loft his ufual 
prefeoce of mind. It had been a ftanding rule with him in the many battles 
which he bad leen, and in which he had often been reduced to extremiti''®, 
never to be guilty of die. thoughtlcffncls of the Hindoftany Generals, who on a 
moment of danger, ufed to quit their elephant^ and to combat on foot, mixed 
with the crowd. AbdoUah-qhan on the contrary had always cdhierved his 
prelence of mind on Inch occalions, and had made it a point to oppole ftrmnels 
and fteadinefs to forwardnefs and impetuofity : Like a lion lying in wait'forthe 
moment of falling on his prey, he keptdifplayedtheftandardofafcendant and 
fuperiority, (which after all o^sght to be the intent of prowefs), and looked tipon 
iit^unei’;. .and pf” 5 c'verance as more inftrumcntal in the gain of a battle than 
ardor and impetuofity. Nevertbelefs hisftore of goed hick being now fpcm by 
this time, and fo'tune having h-;» back upon him, he forgot his own 

maxims, and jumping without any neceflity down his elephant, he took to 
his fabre and bucler, and mixed with the crowd; without once minding that 
be had ftill three thoufand Seids of Bar about his peidbn, who feemed like¬ 
ly to ftand by him to the very laft. But as fortune alter having quitted his 
party, feemed now bent on coiinieraftirfg all his fclicmes, he was hardly 
down, when moft of his officers and men, taking it for granted that he was 
fl:un or difabled, or that he had defpaired of victory, abandoned their pofts 
for and near, and betook themfelves to flight. Some other accounts fiiy that 
Seif-eddin-aaly qhan, his very nephew and one of his beft Generals, had al¬ 
ready quitted his ftation, before Abdollah-qhan had thought of jumping 
down; and tliar his example had been followed by all the others. Be it as it 
will, Abdollah-qban, although aftoniflied at this defertion, kept his footing 
vigoroufly; but being now furronnded on all fides, and the weight of his ar¬ 
mour obftrutfting his ailiviiy, he received an arrow in his forehead, and then 
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two fucceffive cuts on his neck and handj and being .preffed clofe and over¬ 
come with fatigue, he was feized oh by the claws of fate, and made a 
prifoner. It was at tke \'ery moment bis younger brother Nedj-meddjn*aaly- ' 

qhan, was ciofing with him, relblved to fliare his fate; and they were both going 
*to be flain, when Abdollah-qhan was recollected by Haider-cSU-qhan, who \ 
refcued Biera both from the hands of the foldiery. The defliny of thofe tw^o 
noble peifons affeded the feelings.of an infinity of men; and people thought 
they faw diCtn defjgned in thefe verfes which were then handed about:

Haidcr-eSli-qhan-having mounted >the two wounded Noblemen upon the 
fame elephant, carrkia them to tlve^Umperor; and tliis Piince, who had a 
great deal of benignity in his nature, call a look of compaffion at them, and 
tlten ef.:fiiigned them both to- Haider-c 81 i-i!lhan.'s cuftody: after which he 
ordered the Imperial mufick to ftrike up foi fo fignal a victory. As to 
the vanquiflied army, fome bodies of it fled, fome mixed with the vtftori* 
ous ; and Ghazi-eddin qhan availing himlclf of this moment of fufpenfe, re¬ 
turned to camp, and packing-up as niuch of AbdoUah-qhan’s baggage, as 
had not been yet plundered, he fled towards Dehli, at the very time when 
tlic commanders and olEcers of the vi^^lorious party, were prefenting their 
Nuzurs, and congratulating each other, and returning dianks to- God for lb 
important a Viftory. As to the enemy's- camp, and his baggage immehfe, 
whatever was of a nature to cfcape a general pillage, was fecured for die Em«T

A siNGiTLAH anecdote, which then became a general topiCK, 13 reported by prwudiion oa 

men of authority and credit. On the very beginning of the divifions between 
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ilie Seids and tlie TSranlan party, a pcrfon attached to Abdo!hh-chan re^ 
pa'red to the lodgings of a learned man, renowned for his fltill in aJtrological 
prediftions, and pot to him a variety of qtieftions abont the futnrc event of 
thelc dinrentions, as well as about the fucccfs of the expedition. The philo(i>- 
pher without eiefting any fchcme, extrafted his anfwer from the veiy words 
made ufe of by the propounder, and they proved to be thele letters : Ghaitt^ 
Lam, Se, Ain, J>dl, ^oio and Cj/, which on being aflfembled in the ufual 
manner, formed the Arabic words: Ghaiub Aitica, tli^t is tbtne eneny JhaU 
frevffili and on being invctxcd, fignifyed, thine end if fome. And In fxft 
thefe words were not belied by the fucceeding event, and few predilfllons 
have proved fo fortunate: for Sbitan Hihrahim, who had fled from die Geld 
of battle, had been purfued^, and fent back to his former apartment; apd a 
Comnl^te vldory had been gained after a bloody comeft of thirty hours. 

THK news of fo decifive an engagement reached the capital in the even¬ 
ing of the fourtecnilh of Moliarrem, beir^g Friday, ahd'ihey tranfported aa 
infinity of people with joy, whilft tliey aiHiflai an infinity of others with all 
the pangs of furprife and conftdroation. Thofe that were attached to the 
tlirone ordered the Imperiai mufick of the citadel, to announce that happy 
event to the public; bitt the family and houfchold of the three Seids flain, 
recommenced their mournful rites (148), The women efpecially belonging 
perfonally to AbdoUah-qhan’s three brothers, exhibited the moft afiefling 
pifhtre of difmay and umittcrable woe ; whilft fome of them, but of the in¬ 
ferior foit, availed themfelves of the confiifion and opportunity fo far, as ta 
ky their hands upon whatever precious came in their way, and ftolc away 
vnder the ^irguife of dirty clothes and the rover of homely veils; they dif- 
appeared fome time before the police thought of raking pofTeflion of the

Thofe whole golden nature and undebafed fidelity had been tryed in die fie-

ry crucible of the late bloody battle, and found to be of a pure (tindard, 
were now expofed to the fun-fhine of diftirwSion and favour, lionorcd wiijj a 
variety of titles and oiEces, and rewarded with high preferement. The fix- 
tcenth of Moharrem having been fixed-on for the Emperor's aufpicious de¬ 
parture from that memorable fpot, he mounted theJPakfrey of atchteve- 
mem and vidtory, and turned its reins towards tlie papital of his Empire, 
H'ortening his diftance, and haftening his march with fo much expedition, 
that on the nineteenth, he was already at the monument of faint Nizam-ed- 
din-EvIiah, in which venerable fpot he performed his devotions, and be- 
ftovyed favors and Hberaliues on every one of the attendants. Here he 
fpent two days in’expetfation of a lucky moment; in which time he 
raifed Hatder-cSly-qhan's grade by a ih<x:fiiiid horfes, fo as to mak ehlm a Man- 
fobdar of eight thoufand troopers, with the efteftual command of feven. Saa- 
det*qhan washonoured with the title offiahadyr-djungjOr Valliant inbattiCs, and 
decorated with the infignia of the Mahi or fith (16o), whilft a variety of fivours 
and offices were pouring on every one of their friends and dependants; but 
Ncdjabet aaly-qhan having been brought-in whilftthe Emperor was beftovv- 
ing preferments and diftindions, that Nobleman was received with a look of 
compaffion, andconfigned over to Haider-cUly-qhan’s cuftody. 

All thefe matters being over, and rhe Ceremonialof riie Emperor’s entry into 
his capital, beingadjufted, he now thought it high time to (hew liimfelf to his 
people. This aufpicious event happened on a Saturday, being the twenty-fecond 
of hloharrem I in the year 1133 Hedjrah, in the middle of a pomp and an

■ and filver-trappings; by beautiiul ilavc-boys and young men, in gold- 
clo !^‘; by thrones and Imperial chairs of gold and by fedans of jewel-work; by 
embroideredenfignsand flrearaersequally fuperb and elegant; and by crowds of 
fervants fhining in gold and filver tiflue, that {bed fiich a luftre, as rendered the 
fun’s rays of i'mall value in comparifon; All thefe were interfperfed amongft bo¬ 
dies of troops that marcjied in battle-array, and in ranks differenced by rows of 
commanders and noblemen, ail advantageoully mounted, and all confpicuousby 
the brightnefs of their arms, as well as |jy the richitefs of their apparel. Already a 
number of the inoft beautiful horfes with enamelled faddesof gold and jewel- 
work, were antioundilg from afar the Emperor's approachl i.'id now this PriTice 
adorned by all the graces of youth cind beauty, was making his appearance 
mounted on a rnountain-Iike elepiia'.vf.-.^^d leated upon a dirone that blazed 
with a profufion of jewels and elegant ornaments. He directed his march 
througlfdie Adjmir-gate, fprinkling his way with handfuls of gold, and enrich- 

■ ing by fucl^ a long forgotten liberality, a multitude of needy people, that had 
this long wlrile fixed the eyes of expeftaiion on fuch an aufpicious moment; In 
the vidorious moment of the fifth hour of the day, he arrived at die Imperial 
caftle, and landed at his auguft habitation', where theEraprefs Cadefliah, his mo¬ 
ther, widi a Cortege ofchalle Princefles and Ladles of the higheft diftindlion 
was waidng for fiim at the inner door of the facred apartment. 1 he Emprels- 
mother holding a large plate of gold and filver, filled with gold and filver 
coins of fcveral denominations, as well as with a variety of gems and precious 
icwels, poured the whole as a libation over his head; and after wifhing him a 
long and profperous icign, Ihc introduced him by the hand within the impciial 
fam^tuary.

ciaiing a pain in his bowels, as would deprive him of‘ the honor of holdingi 
the Imperial ftirrup. The next day his diftemper increafing in violence, a to¬ 
tal alteration was peiceivcd in that mihifter’s petfon; and his Oiolic aug- 
mentiog from moment to mdment, rofe to fucha heighth, that the remedies of 
phyficiawj .'kilful men produced no effe(fl: a terrible vomiting took place, 
and he threw towards nothingnels the garment of his exigencej in fo much 
that on the twenty-ninth of that fame tiaonth he departed towards the regions 
of eternity, after a fhort lived miniftry of three months and twenty-two days. 
His cHate, mightily hvollcn by his conHfeation of Hoflei'n-aaly-qhan*s for¬ 
tune, and the feifure of his baggage, and by fovcral favings and benefits, 
was fo amazingly great as to be reckoned only by cotors, and yet it was 


Je/t entirely to his heirs; but by his death the people of God w^ere releafed 
foom the opprefiion they were likely to fufFer, They fay that intending to 


enlarge his palace, and to cnclofo more ground within its yard, he with a

by what remained in their coffers, the whofo having been made away by the 
pillagers of the army and by hij owi generals; ib that the ornaments Of 
gold. an<^ filver which decorated the public i?nd private halls of audience, 
and which in thofe days of calamity had been torn away and ■^"rr.;ed into ftam- 
ped coin, remained nnrepkced’t day; and the halls themfelvcs wMi 
the bdier apartments, '«'anted a thcrough repair immediately : nevertlie- 
iefs when the lift of die deceafed minifter’s property came to be pre- 
fented to the Emperore (and it amounted to feveral cotors, reckon¬ 
ing only the gold, filver, gems and precious ftuffs;) he payed no atten¬ 
tion to it, and ordered the whole to be left to the natural heirs; and y« 
it was an eftabliffied cuftom with all the Emperors of the Babrian family, 
nay, with all thofe of the Timurian race (t53)j to take pofreflion of the ef- 
ftates and wealdi of their deceafed minifters and fervants, to the exclu- 
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fion of the natural heirs; to whom they were plcafed to vouchfafe as a 
favour fuch a ftiare as they thought they deferved, or it was their pleafure

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tiir allow. But indeed it was fuch a cuftom, aad fucli a law, as no man, 
no religion, no jiiftice cquld approve or admit. Tim a man after having 
feh’cd them his whole life at the expenfe of his J'wdit and blood; na’, 
after having loft his life at their feet and in their caiifc; after having fptot 
the beft Of his days, and even die whole of thfem, in toiling and underg^i- 
ing every hardfhlp to execute their conunands; that fuch a man fliould af¬ 
ter his death, have all his laborious lavirigs carried away and confiTcatedj 
and Ihould leave his children, eonforts, heirs, dependaots and friends, en- 
groffed by the thoughts of an approaching diftrefs, aiid much more folici- 
tous how to fubfift the nerr day, than how to lament his death; is- fo atro- 
clous an injuftree as will reviuc the moft ignoiant mind.. It was obferved of 
Aazem-ftiah, that with fo many prcceilents before his eyes, he was the firft of 
tliat race, who .totally abandoned that cuftoin, and even exprefled a detefta- 
tioii of it. One of his licheft minifters being deceafed, a lift of eftimate was,, 
according to the eftabliflicd cuftotn, prerented to him of his cftiue, w-tf ich 'in- 
jewels and money alone amounted to animmenfe fum; The Emperor feemeil 
Ihocked at the fight of the paper, turned his head from it, with ftrong marks 
of emotion, exprefled his deteftation of both the cuftdm, and the reader, and 
forbade any one under pain of his indignation Irom prefenting to him Inch 
papers and fuch reports for the future- ivftcr having been fo much taken up- 
with wars and bloodflied, our artention is diverted at once by fome events lefs- 
fliocking, but of as intcrefting a nature.

Emir-qhan dymg about tlnis' was received by 
the arms of divine nnr t; and his confbrts and family repaired to court * 
but Mir-mahmed-hollein, anadied by his office to the city df CabSU remain¬ 
ed there; and after a certain time he prepared a-quantity of eflence of ?^b{cs of 
Piff^ver (156), as well as much l ofe-water and other perfumes for the Empe¬ 
ror’s ufe, and that of the principal Lords and Grandees of die court :?withfuch 
aprovifion he fet out for the capital, in hopes of making him fe If known ta the 
Emperor aijd pufliing liis fortune at court. Having confirmed Kmifeif in 
his refolution, he fa out from CabSI and anived at Labor, where he learned 
that die Emperor Aorengzib was no more. His hopes of preferment on 
that fide being blafted by ihat unexpeded intelligence, he fold his perfumery 
in that very city at a high pripe, and having thereby acquired fo large a futn

■ •« of rV,e multitude, and the ftariag of the-vulgar, and bad brduglit the mob

As the turn of both their minds was alike, the haafler’s inGnuations took root

he immediately woiiltl itiouth out to bis followers. Tbe rites he had inRitutcd^ 
were no lefs fingnlar; His FerbSds in thdr affemblies, after having faluted each', 
otiter, as it is cutlomary amongft Muffiilmcn, by the word Selam-aaleikefa; 
(161;), ufed to add in a lower tone of voice, the facred words of their ft^it: 
to wit: Qhyfjlan-mmWU^t. The day in which he faid the revelation 


had defeended upon him for the firft time, he had denominated the day 
luminous; and he on the annlverfary of it, lifed to aflemble a multitude of 
people, to whom he diftributed a perfume of Amber with 'which they rul?- 
bed each others faces, after which they fung and made rejoicings ;^ and when

middle of Heaven; rfiirdly, at fun fet, when the horifon confervas ftill 
fome rednefs towards the weft. The rices of thefe his newfangled aflem- 
blics were thefe; hiinfelt, or his fucceftbr, or reprelentatlve," ftood in the 
]^ddle, his FerbSds firming round him four ranks m a perfea fqilare, 
like dre four walls of a lioiife, each rank ftanding with the face to the 
quarter,'of the horifon, then in froht; and each of' them, at one and the 
liime time-, after having pronounced the new fatigled words he had learned

The firft 
of Uiofe was Narlhid, that confidant of his, for whom he had coined in his- 
new fangled-language the new zramc: oh FedjUhar; the fecond, was Mir- 
Bakyr, fon-in-law to Emir-qhan : there were t wo more for whom he coined 
out the two names of NomZdd-oUah, and Nom^da^nom^di. and in'the 
fame manner he impofed new names to his children and to liis followers, all 
of which were drawn from his new-invented language; for whoever pre- 
fented himfelf for admiffion, was fure to receive a new name, wbicKlJis' 
called a fign; nor was admittance given on any other tenns. He had three 
fons, to the firft of whom he gave the name or fign of Nema-ncm^d ; to tlie 
fecond, that of Fegbar ; to the third, *ibat of Did. His two daughters were

Little by little his followers fwelled into fuch 
numbers, andtliofe numbers proved fo zealous in alluring others to the net, 
that at laft, they formed a mighty miutitude. Bahaaj*t-fliab djHhg about this 
lime, there arofe diyifions amongfl the Princes of the blood, which occafio- 
ned didemions in every city and every town; fo that the impoftor availing 
himfelf of the opportunity, fpread his net the wider; and now growing bold 
and ‘glaring, he dropped the veil entirely, brought forth his new book and 
new language to the light of broad-day, gave himfelf in fpedlacle to the {faring 
multitude, and fearlelly, exchanged the obfcurity of his proceedings and 
.aflejpbiies for the broad Sun-folne of publicity. His Ikili in argumentation, 
rendered him a formidable adverfary; fo that whenever any one amongft the 
gaping multitude attempted at any tiipe to raifo objetEfions againfl: cither his pre¬ 
tentions or tenets, he was foon outwitted,and overmatched by his antagonift, 
who never failed ro overpower his man, over whom he always had the ad¬ 
vantage of more expertnefs at controverfies, and a greater knack at lyllogifms 
and fophifins; hence the multitude confounded at what they were feeing 
and hearing, flocked to him jn flioals; and this was the cafe during all 
thofc diflTentions that ended by bringing Feroli-fyur to the throne, a Prince 
exceedingly idiotic and ignorant himfelf, whilft his two miniflers, eternally bu- 
fy upon matters of their own, minded nothing tile: HolTein-aaly-qhan being 
niofUy engaged in wars and expeditions; and the orher brother, Abdol- 
lalt-qlian, being eternally engroflcJ by his pleafures and his inlatiabk love for 


women; 
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women; ueJefsi indeed his attention was now and then awakened by die Em*'' 
pcror’s machinations againft him, at which time lie had too much bufinefs 
of tiisiown upon his Iiands, to think of the impoftures and lies of that ■svo^-

many odicrs of that impoftor’s cohveits; and his converfion produced fb 
impofiog an efliwS, that the mob took the belief and fincerity of fuc^ great 
men to bfe'ah unanfiverable argument^for yielding i'mplkitly their own'.hC' 
quiefeehee, and even for goirg a little farther. But that noble Lord’s attaph- 
mem, as well as that of ..t omefs, ft-K .. ignorant, whimfical and fanatick as 
himfelf, added lb much fplendor and credit to that impoftor’s perfon, that in 
a.Uttlh tune he came to count fi've and twenty ihoufand men in his alTemblies 
ati hoc time. The Emperor Feroh-fyijr himfelf, inftigated by forae of his 
Liosds, men; loft to all religion, went once to fee that inipoflor. it was i» the 
night time, and as it were by ftealth and incognito, being accompanied only 
by fqme eunuchs,- without any retinue and without impatting his defign to 
any otlttrs. The ira-pofter WbiwStl having got notice cf a vifit from a Pnkefe*' 
equally idiot and ignorant, had the affurance and craftinefs to fhut up the 
dopr of his own room frewn within, and to make difficulty to open it, whilfl 
thd Emperw defeended to entreaties and fupi^ications, and was fupported by 
the impoltor's clulJren and difcrpics, who redoubled their importunities; At 
lall he was prevailed upon to open the door. The Emperor on feeing him, in¬ 
clined hia body, made a bow, and went forn'ards, Nom&d drawing out a ftag’s 
hide, fpread it for the Prince and faid; Ism h what 'will de bath for kingt 
and btggarsi^huf whith you pitafs. Feroh-fyur, who was nan-ow-mmded 
and had none but hoitidy concejitions, cliarmed with his refignation and po- 
verty, conceived from thence a higher opinion of the man’s fatiiflity; and at 
his’departure,lie prefented him with a bag containihg a thoufand nipees and 
Elhreffies mixed, and- with a quilted carpet or aiBrnbcr. The man ttfufed

nor was it but after a thoufand refufals, that he could be prevail- 

.cd upon ter compliment the Prince with a Coran of his own writing, for which 

deducted feventy rupees out of the bag for his own pains (this being his 
I - - ftated price for Corans of his own writing) and returned the reft. The Prince 

I ' ^ having flood up out of relpeA to receive the Coran, carried it to his fore head 

- and making his bow, he returned home. NomSd, without reconduifting the 
Princ-t, came out of the roont, and finding the bag and money on the ground 
l^ rjfdered the whjjJe of it to bediftributed immediately tohisftarers-at^ an 
aifefted piece of felf-dcnial by which he raifed his clmraaer fo high in their opi- 
iUon, that nothing henceforward could>(bafce it; fo d.ar it became of a folidity 
not to be reafoned againft; whitftfo much eclat rendered the man intrepid and a 
bove all confideracion. He now thought it beneath his dignity to make a fecret 
of the feftivals and fafts which he hat! appointed; nor had he the leaft fcni- 
ple about difpuying full open hisftamtard within the city, and marching in 
ftate to his rendezvouz; and this he always did at the head of multitudes of 
his difciples, with whom he refolutely ctoftol the wthole city in parade, 
wi;;hout either fear or precaution: fo far wds he from it, iliat after having 
performed there tbofe ridiculous rites of his, he ufed to return in triumph a- 
mongft vaft crowds of his folIaWers, who repeated in a local linging tone, of 
voice ihofe myftjeai words which he 1^ tmmpcd-up. 

The reign of Feroh-fyur being over, as well as the power and prevalence 
of the two brothers, the throne fell lo the lot ofhTahmed-fiiah, and the Vezir- 
Ihip to that of bis favorite Mahmed-aatnin-qhan whofe miniftry lafted only three 
or four moadrs and fome days. But that minifter who tlied of execruciating 
pain® in his bowels, having chanced foitiA days before his death, to hear 
for the firft time trf diat impoftor, he ordered fome of rhe foldiers then at !us 
gate, to fet out iminedbtely arid to feize and bring that Pimp away, (for fuch 
was his expreffioii on that oecafion;) and they had orders to kill him inftant- 
ly, if he made the kaft reliftance. As it was already paftmoon when the or- 
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der was given, and the Vezir had difrailTed his people, there were but 
few men at the gate, and only pan of thofe went to tlie inipoftor’s, where they '■ 
fignificd the order they had received. At that moment Qhyfshan BomSd : 
(for lb he ftyled himfelf,) was taking his meal within his room; and hea¬ 
ring the folditrs talk without, he loft his wits, and remained ftupified with 
fear. But having had tune to recolleA himfelf, and being a man fertile in 
expedients, he fent out Did his youngeft fon,»who was extremely liandi^ie; 
and putting in his hands a few cakes ot mixed wheat ant^ barley, with 
difties of pulfe and greens, which he had before him, he added tins meflage;- 
fikfidsy as you are come to r Fakir’s houfe^ partake of his fare for a whiley mtit 
he comes himfilf. The loldiers equally furprized and {truck with the fin- 
gularity of the meffage,’'and the beauty and tender age of the meflenger, 
waited a while. In the mean while Mahined-aamin-qhan Whole diftentper 
was a violent chollck, being actually feized with* a paroxfyiii of his evil 
the news in an inftant fpread every where, and reaching the foldiers, they 
all left NomSd, and repaired to their quarters at their mafler's gate; being an¬ 
xious about the arrears due to them. The Vezir, who was actually attacked’' 
and over powered by the w-oift fpecies of that diftemper—^had loft his fenfes 
and was fpeechlefs : but as foon as he could' open his eyes, he alked where 
was that man ? It w'as reprefented to him that his accident had fo much affec¬ 
ted all his fervants, that their attention had been entirely engroflfed by their maf- 
ter’s fituation, on which account the feizing and bringing the man had fuffered a 
ftnall delay. The miniller difpleafed with the apology, ordered him to be brought 
without fail to morrow morning.. But in the evening the minifter himfelf 
being feized with another violent fit of Ifts diftemper, feemed to be fb near 
his end, that his life was defpaii edof; and Nomidi who was thinking how 
to make his cfcape, but to-whom Haddi-aly-qhan and fome others of Ms 
ftiends and followers, were from moment to moment conveying intelligence 
oftlie miftiftcr’s defpaired ilate, at once plucked-up courage, and lending for 
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' a number jof l’.is followers who fidcke^^ ‘In fhoal^i tohlm, he gw broad hints 
of t!i4 Vezier>S‘beingat the agonies of death; an intelltgehce'rii&t was noiv 
‘brought to hirn explicitly. On this notice he came exit of liis boute with a fe- 
rene air of fatisliiifign, and took iip'his'leat in the niolque ClOfe‘to fiis door; 
upon xvhich his followers, hnd relations; and fi'iends, immedia-cly filled the 
mofqi'fe aiid'ftreet Butat this very rime Camer-eddin qhan, fori t«> the-dy- 
ingiV|trtiftcr, having been overcoine by the fears of the old women of the fera?- 
glio/ and by the appfchbnfions 'of'rnen as weak as the’'women'themfblves, ife 
fent'at day-break his own Divan ftiili a bag of five thooifkhd'rttpees, to-that im- 
{poftor as an atoneniencfor’hisfathef’s hriifbehavibur, '’"d a pfieefbi fome Amu¬ 
lets of his own writing, which were reqctHfcd as afitvotir. The man who iiad 
already received a fliort note with intelligence of the niinifier-a death, now 
'Ipreadlng his wings* hill open, and dkirig a lofty'fbar, be'was difcourfiHgdh a

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for t^mf^hut hfs midifadvmtage. The paper being written, he put it in the 
■ Divans hafltlsj an<i bade him cany it quickly, although added he, 1 Hono 
it will avail mihiugi as by the thm thou JhtU be arrived, the maa will, already 
have aafed to live. The Divan humbly infifted on his accepting the money, 
but he refufed ltconftantly, faying, that for hhpart he would nolfo meh 
touch■ it i but that the poor people prefent might iakeip , // they pkajsd. Hardly- 
had thcfe words come out of liis mouth, when dwfe Indian beggars, ac^iRom- 
cd to overbrim, a whole city for the fake of a few pi-eces.of copper, 

:up at once, in a moment made away wldi the whole fum. The Divan on 
his retutn, heard by the way c at the Vezir was gdne to the place he had cc. 
ferved; and the intelligence being then publickly conveyed to NomSdd, he 
got up, difmiffed the congregation, and went home with an air of fatisfac- 
iion and triumph. Buc mean whilethb miracle of his being rumoured abroad., 
and exaggerated all over lire city, did^not tail to produce a plentiful crop of 

fots and idiots. ' , - c . . 

Three years after this miracle, KomSd himfelf with all his whimfies and 

artifices died, andtwas.fucGeded by his eldeft fon Nema-nomSd ; who feJlj/Out 
widi his brothers; and yfith feveial of his father s followers, on account of the 
fhares of a family eftaie, which he had been prefented-with by his difciple 

Hadiqhan, and wliich the hither Iwd.afligned to Vedji-bai and to his other 
confidaiits, in his life time, as an. acknowledgment for their faithful ferv.iccs. 
Thefe difputes did not pleafe Vedjioar, who more diaa once, obfcived to 
Nema.iu>inSd, th^t he had better fit quin and be fdent, than to fall out with 
one, who by his age was not likely to be his guefi many years longer. But 
as Nema-nomSd was already in his father’s life time accuftomed to bear a fway, 
and to govern his fq-lowcts; and be could not fufpea that they could alter 
or change their notions of his fon’s importance, he payed no attention to Vedji- 
bar's clamours: a coiiduawhich could not foil to incenle the latter, who thought 
liimfeU equal to hi paaaer in every artifice and every impo£lqi;e, and had more- 
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over, always acled as the other’s right hand-man. Thefe dhrentions rofe lb 
liigh, that when the congregation of FerbSds proved more numerous than 
■' 1 ufual, he appeared in the middle of them and with a deal of deliberatcnefs, 

, he'delivered himfelf in thefe words: Friends, faid he, do you krmi »/)? hand 

^ /''t'w that of the late NomoSifs. He was anfwered in the affirma- 

f. tivcsby niimliers, who really knevv both* hands. Upon wliich he went 

into cbfet and brought oiit-from thence the flap of his cloak full of a 
’(p^'inlity of writings, containing the rough draughts and original minutes 
of', the law-book, wltidi tiie impoftor had publiflied. The text appeared 
- ^ evidently writtai by both hands alternately,, wi'rh plenty of alterations^ 

interlineations, in either hand, and plenty of eraftffes. Thele being han¬ 
ded about for fome time, amongll the by-ftanders, mofl of whom' could 
' readily diftingtulh one hand from the other, die man ftill Handing add-

' cd, thefe lyords: Friends f Let me tell you that this new religim and 
JeB have been eontrived by NomZd with your humble fervant's affijlmce, bad 
it come from God, it would have come at om>Jlroke witbmit needing fo 

miscb erajing, and fo many alterations and carreBtoas. Thele words ftruck the 
whole aflfembly; the writings and evidence being acknowlalged on all hands, 
many who had Hill Ibme common fenle left, fmlled at tlieir own c-redulity, 
and went away pretty much altered in their belief^ arid die matter being 
rumoured abroad, die defertion increafed, and thofe mixed aljerablies of 
impoftorsand idiots, and knaves and letSs were very much thinned. Ke- 
ma-fiomSd confounded at fucli a reverfe, made up matters with Vpdji batJ

This Sibab-figbar or Sm\i Feghar v^as aman of a pleafant afpeft, and 
veryfcnfible converfation; iior wa^ he deftitute of learning; I, the poorman, 
knew both hioi and his brother Did, as well ars Vedji-bar, as well as Mtr- 
bakyr,who all became his fucceffbrs each in their turrii . l.lurfve feen theni'all/ 
tnowh tliem all perfonally, fpoken often to them; and what has been dcllveicd 
in thele Ihcets, afc the refiik of' either wliat 1 have heard from their months, 
or of wiiaL wsLS laid by thofe who converfed with them thefe many years paft, 
Shah-feghar lived mtrflly under Mahraed-lhah; and he even faw fome j«ears 
■of the beginning of Ahttied-fhah's reign. This monarch, w'ho, after NadJ^i*' 
lhali’s departure was oblerved often to amufe himfelf with Faklis and other 
religious perfons, had given him free accefs to his perion. But after that Prin¬ 
ce's decedfe, he found means to introduce himfelf to the Navvab DSjavicT- 
•qhan, another infpired perfonage, whofe revelations called I^avidiaji-reveratt- 
oiis, fevcral perfons out of flattery were cpllciSfeing into one vblome, in writing 
and arranging which Shah-feghar was afl'oe^t ed to fome other corredlors. Did, 
his younger brother: died about this time, and was in a few years followed by 
his elder, Shah-feghar: it was about the beginning of Mahmed-fliah’s reign. 

Moll of his fother’s feftators and admirers were already dead in Feghar's life 
time, and more had defen ed him ft nee that event; nor did there remain to 
him but fbme few idiots flupidly wedded to thofe whim lies.’ After Shah-fe- 
ghar’s deceafe, and the ruin of Shah-djehan-abad, fome of Nom8d’s neareft 
relations, like die remains of the tribes of Ad and Semood (lyOi taking a 
dill ike to that ruined city, repaired to Bengal, where they were recommen¬ 
ded by fome filly courtiers to Miren, fonto Mir-djaaferrqhan, who had af*

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fumed the Nlzamecor government of that province; and they were fo well 
fupported , tlut Miren complimented them with a fpot of ground. Cnee cal¬ 
led, Cadem-reiTBl, and a penfion of five rupees a day; but moft of tltefe 
people were already gone to hell, the place of their dcftination, in Mir-djaafer- 
qhan’s life time; of which Prince I hope tofpeak at large in thefubfequent 
fheets. Nor did any one remain of diat worthlds Impoftor's race, that I

know, except Nema-nom8d-yar, and fome of the Impoftor's women, who 
are^ alive to this day m the year 1194 of the Hedjra (173). So that the race 
of jhat worthlefs man was put an end-to, thanks to God; and we can now 
revert to our general hiftory. 


Mahmed-aamin-ojcan who found that his diftemper gained ground, 
was not fatisfied with the denials and anfwers given him by his phyficians, but 
^bfolutely infifted upon fome relief or fome medicine; fo that the Phyficians 
nfter confultiqg together, agreed upon'admmiftering a clyfter; and as this rerae 
dy, allhougli repeatedly given, did not procure any relitf, his excrements cam^ 
out at his mouth, and he took his journey to the ocher world.

by tlie way a man who fung the words Mlj, the Saint of God, he prdered his 
tongue to be cut-off (174).

After 
a full hour had ehpfed, flie according to his inftruftions, opened the door, 
and faw an ugly black dog fitting quietly upon his hams, and tailing leifure- 
iy of evay plate, and licking his chops : Struck with the fight, flie ran to 
her mailer, and out of breath, fereamed out: “Why, my Lord, fliould you

It is reported by people of the higheft credit, that on Emir-dgmlah being ap¬ 
pointed to the government of Azim-abad, the Lords and Grandeesof the court, 
went out of the city to wifh him a good journey, and to take dieir leave j but 
drat the late J^aamet-ollah-qhan, fon to Roh-6IIah-qban, being then taken up 
with the mourning-rites and other ciiftoms ufual in the ftdl'tcn days of Mo- 
harrem in commemoration of the Prince of Martyrs, Hollein, fon of Aaly fon 
whom be peace!) came late, and he excufed hlmfelf to Emir-djemlah, with lay¬ 
ing “ that he had been in mourning.” ivlahmed-aamin-tjhan, happened to be 
prclcntatthat vifitjMidfaton one Iiand of Emir-djemlab, whilflNaamet-oHah- 
qhan fat on the other. On hearing the apology, Mahmed-aamin-qhan alked 
whether any perfon had died in his Lordftiip’s palace ? Naaraet-oilah-qhan an- 
fwered in the negative; but added that his mourning was on account of die 
Prince of Martyrs. And pray. My Lord, replycd Mahmed-aamin-qhan, 
were not Hofletn and Yezid younger fons of the fame holy family? and' 
does it become us to mourn for the one, and to rejeil the other? the 
** younger fon of the holy ikmily, fur us,” rejoined Naamet-ollah-qhan, “ has 
** been killed, and we mourn for him ', whereas your younger fon of the holy 
family did gain rhe vidory: do you then rejoice on his account.” At 
thefe words, the converfation growing warm, they both laid their hands upon 
their poitiards, when Emir-djemlah interpofed and made up the matterr Af¬ 
ter fuch a digreffion on that ininifters turn of mind, we may now revert to 
public matters.

having been recalled agiiin within the. city on account of his fetung-up. foine 
eseeflit'e demands for the lands of his Djaghlr, and for fome odier points, 
was reprimanded for his artifice, taken into fovor again, and appointed'a 
new. At the fome time the Imperial. G'azettc from Ha'ider-abad brought die 
following ftrange news.that die feventh of Sefer of the fecond year of his 
Majefty’s reig^ there fell, out of fcafon, fuch an immenfe quantity of rain in 
the Country ofCarnaticb, tliatall the rivers, refer voirs and pieces of water, 
had ove^ljowed diek boiinds, fubmerged the grounds to die diflance of ten. 
or twelve eoffes at the riglit and left, and tweptaway and drowned an infioiry 
©f men and catde, carrying away whole villages and towns, and levelling 
diem with the ground. A mountain in the fome country hod fpUt in two, 
crulhed mid^its ruins a whole to.w-n with all its inhabitants and cattle, and 
ruined the whole country around- Tiie Emperor after hearing diat news, 
went a hunting, and took Agliyr-qhan the Turk widi liim, to whom he

ipoke Turkifli during the whole hunting, taking care to fliew him a deal of 
kindnefs and good will i three or four days after, the Emperor of his own 
motion, and without any one’s mediation and interference, added fifteen, hun¬ 
dred hol ies to his grade and a thoufand more to his command, making him 
at the fame time a prefent of a Serpitch of jewel-work and of a kettle-drum j 
aid a few days after, another tlioufand was added to his grade, and another to 
his effeftual command; fo tha, in a tew days he was railed to the grade of 
four thoufand horfes, and to the real command of threy thoufand. At Uie 
fame time time news came from Ecber-abad, that Dilir-qhan, Lieutenant to 
Mahmed-qlian-bangafli, having fonre difpntcs about his mafter’s I^aghir, 
ivlth a Zemindar of the coiintfy of Bundll-cund, he had repaired thither with 
a body of two thoufand horfes, in order to examine the dlfputed grounds by 
himfelf ; but riiat the conference having degenerated into a difputc, and this 
ended in a brittle, that officer had been llain, with about eight hundied of his 
men. On this intdllgence, the Emperor oatered a letter of confolatlon with 
a Qbylajit and Serpitch to he feat to Mahtned-qban-ban-gafli s fbn. 

After having interrupted our narrative by relating ihefe little occurrences, 
w’e fliall revert to the flream of our hiftory. The inhabitants of the province 
of Adjmir and the city of Ahmed-abad-GSdgerat; being diflatisfied with thier 
Governor, who was the Nawab Radja Djehi-fing, tliey lent fbnie of their 
body to complain of him at court. They found that the Radja, out of ha¬ 
tred to the two Seid brothers, and alfo out of partiality againfl the Mufi 
fdmen in general, with whom he was eternally at variance, had been guilty 
of va;ioLis exceffes. Ihefe complaints having been found grounded, the 
Radja loft both his appointments, and Haider-c 81 y-qhan was appointed to 
the government-general of the G 3 cljerat, which was conferred upon him in 
the am pi eft manner, comprehending the Fojdary of the diftriils relieving 
of the Imperial Qhaliflah, together with the Divan-flilp tffid Controul-office,

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Id aH which were added the command and 'receipts of the city and port of 

SSret-bender. (Surat) Cazern-c|hanj one of the hdan{bbdars of the province of 

Godjerat, wasappointed Na'ib-fSbah^ or Uieutenant-governor, with three thouf^ 

and hoifes added to his grade, andtwo thoufand to his command, moreover he 

was decorated with the fir-name of Shudjaat-qhan, and with a ftandard 

ahd a .Nagara (179), as was his brother Mooiteza-cS!y-beg with the grade 

of a thouHind hoiTes, and the command of five hundred, and the fir-name 

of Roftem-aly-qhaft? To thefe diltinaions were added the Deputy-go- 

vernor-thip of the feveral Purgunns • or diftrias dependant on Broudah. 

Didinations were iikewifd beftowed on Ray-ragSnat, Divan to Haider- 

cSly-qhan; he vvas fidl promoted to an increafe of grade and an addition of

command, and then ordered to attend to the finances of the Godjrat and of 
the ..port of SSret-bender; and as a coinpenfaiion to Camer-eddin-qhan, who 
had heretofore enjoyed the colledton of that port, he received the Fodjdari of 
M8rad-ab:id, vacant by Haider-cSIy-qhan^s promotion. The government 
of thd" province of Adjmir was bellowed on Muzafer-aly-qhan, a Nobleman 
who had been introduced at court by Qhan-douran and Radja d'lei-fing-fevai. 
He was ^rthcr prefented with a Serpirch (180), of jewels, a Qhylaat, and 
ah elephant, and then difinifled to his government. Atyah-ollah-qhan, fori to 
Yaniet-ollah-qhan, was appointed to die office ofPoft-mafter, as wasFazl-aly- 
qhan, to the fupeiintendency ofthe elephant office, vacant by Terbtet-qhan’s 
difiniffion, and both received their Qhylaats, or drefles of honor. Saad-eddin- 
aly-qhan, who had come on the part of Nizam-el -mulk, to pay his obey- 
fiyice and who on that Generafs recommendation, had been promoted to the 
grade of five thoufand horfes with the command of three, and to a Nagara, 
was now honored with a Qhylaat.

But he was miflaken m hia 
reckoning,:, there waa then;in the city a Nobleman, caSIeu* Mehr-.\Jy-qhdn, 
who having been Pay-raafter of the forces and Dejjuty-govemor on the part 
of die Rohja Adjet-fing, had fallen unu:r the-lafh.of the auditing office, and' 
now lived difoontented and upon ill terms with his fomier mafter, as well aa

with the new Governor Haider-c8Iy-qhan, who- on his fide wa$ diffatisfied 
with him, as well as with a friend of his, StiHer-qhan-babi. Tliefe, tWQ men 
joined together to rid themfelves of the Deputy-governor's, vloience, and le- 
Iblvecl- to render fuch a fervice, as fliould evince iheir zeal and acquire,' fomp. 
nght upon the new Governor’s gratitude and good opinom Cailing to tliei]r,afi.ftr- 
ance a number of Afghans and a multitude of inhabitants, they fell upon the 
Deputy, and after a bloody engagement, in which, they killed, a vaft num¬ 
ber of RadjepoSts and wounded the reft, they drove him out of the city. 
The Na'ib having taken fbclter in the houfe of a nephew of Sefder-qhao^ 
babi's,. was befieged there, and at laft got out of tlie city with the utmoft diC-- 
gracc; in his flight to Djudeipoor, his country. He took cate to plunder 
fome villages and diftriifts that were on his way. Mehr-aly-qhan and his col¬ 
league having taken a full revenge of that mlforeant, fent word Co Naher- 
qhan. Divan of Ahmed abad, who was alfo one of the dependants of the 
Seids, requefting him to abflain from meddling with tiie public money in 
tlie treafury and with the afiairs of government. The man, who felt liimfelf 
ftrong, aiked them their authority and wanted to quarKl; and the mat¬ 
ter was proceeding to an open rupture, when Shudjaat-qban arrived with st>

The ^hperorat the fame time, akhoughbydifpbiition little fittedwidi that kecn- 
has and firmaefs of temper required fof a tleady attention to matters ofdiftribu-

tive juftice, and little inclined w'^tend to them, yet to Ihew his inclination 
tQ (^good, and his difpofition to afford juftice, he ordered diac a bell fliould

anyonevvho flrould think himfelf o^iprcfled, and could not find admittance 
at the gate of fhe caftLto repair to ^le chain and to ring the bell. The 
ninth of Shevvalthe Emperor’s acceflTion to the throne w'as celebrated widi 
the utmoft pomp and magnificenre. Before the end of this year, Muzaffer- 
aly-qhan, having been appointed to the governmenr of Adjmir, was for wantot 
means and a proper equipage loiteiirg lus timi, at Revaii, wjilckisonly at three 
cofles from the capital, when news coming that Radja Adjet-iing had marched 
to that country from l>)d lepSr with an army of thirty ihoufand horfes, 
fwelled by a number of Zc.iiln lats and R.iJjpt 3 s, the new Governor w^as now 
in earneft obliged to make afurilier ftay. Adjet-ftng having mean, while pof-

much fullied by his former ill ufage of the Mulluhnen, he fenc for jhc redors^ 
and attendants of the mofques, recommended their performing their religious 
rites as ufual; and appointed a fum of money towards tire repairs of thofe fytj 
places: After which, having affembled all the crown officers and all the men 
in ftation, he produced in the middle of them an Imperial-parent figned with 
the impreffion of the Emperor’sSvboli ad purporting under the moft 

facred oaths, and moft folemn promifes the gift to »im of the two governments 
of Adjrair and and Ahmcd-abad for life. As the Radja teas a friend of the 
Seids, and a man of great power, whom it was Important to gsth over, the 
patent had been put in his hands, by the Emprefs-mother, on the firft 'intelli- 
gence of Refi-ed-derdjat’s drawing to li^s end, and of her fon Rbihan-aqhtar’s 
being intended to fjccced him in the Imperial throne: of this patent the Geo* 
too prince ordered authentic copira to be taken by the Imperial Divan, fee 
fent them under the fame cover with fuppUcarions of his own, both to Qhan- 
douranand to Zaafer-qhan, the two principal rainifters. The purport of his repre- 
(entation was, that although to depriye him of both governments was con* 
** trary to the faith given, yet in compliance with the Imperial pleafure, he 
“ had complimented away the province of Ahmed-abad-gudjerat; but that 
after fuch a facriftce, to be deprived of the province of Adjmir, alfo would fo 
deeply affed his honor in the eyes of his own clan and of the whole world, 
that he could no more fliew himfclf; and that as honor had been at all times 
dearer than life to men of generous feelings, he hoped that of out regard to

Tins General who was a man of valor and refobtion, immediately obeyed 
die.

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with that, had fiirroviDded and befieged their Genera!, and forced him to part 
with whatever he \^'as potreffed of in difeharge of their arrears, not excepting 
the horfes and the elephants he ufed; fo tliat finding himfcK reduced tc 
fiich a fituation, and fearing even for his life, he fled to Amber,, and took, 
flicker under the proteftion of Radja-djehi-fing’s Deputy, from whence lie 
lent back to court both his Qhylaat of his iaveftiture, and his patent .'sf 
governor. But his dlfgrace was not yet at an end : lor Adjet-fingV two Ions 
having put themlelves at the head of a great body of ’tfi®0|ls, penetrated ihto 
his government, and facked add plii lered four or five villages of the Tnir- 
perial territory. Mean while a number of bandi^ies and eemindars joined 
together, and availing themfclves of the turbulence 'of i|ie times and of 
Adjet-fing’s countenance, they fell upon the town of Narnol. Ba;faxid-qhan> 
the Fodjdar of the place, who had come*out to make- his round, tlil^iking 
liimfelf overmatched by their multitude^ fled with all his might; and was with 
the uunoft riik and difficulty joined by his Nephew who was adually within 
the town. The principal men of that unfortunate place, fin,iing themftkfss- 
forfaken by their rulers, refolved to (ell their lives, as dear as poffible in de- 
fenle of their properties and of the honor of their families; and having 
fought bravely as long as they could, they doled with the Indian cuftom or 
point of honor: that is, after having .made away with their families, which 
tliey put to the fword with their own hands, they layed violent hands on 
themfelves. The wretched oppreffors having at laft mallered die town, plun¬ 
dered it fo mercilefly as to leave not a rag upon either man or woman; and 
riiey carried multitudes into captivity.

This 
reprefentationaSeded none but Camer-eddin-qhan: On Qhandourah's fiiewing 
fo nauch baCkwardndlsi he undertook tlie expedition, biirihe rupplicaced that 
the t\VO prifoners AbdoUah-cjhan and Ngm-eddin-aly-qhan, fliould be for at 
lifoeity, and made over to him, as he intended to makeufe of their fervices in the 
future campaign : he likewile madefonie otherpi orolals tliat di'l nor pleafe the 
Emperor; and asthefetung Ahdolkh-qhaiiat lilierty, was veiy unwelcome 
to mofl: of the grandees, Cam.er-eddin-qhaak expedition w'as nipped in the 
bud.

while between thefe broils and thefe reconcilations, the expedition againfl 
Adjet-fing, came to be totally dropped. It mud beacknowleded diat repea¬ 
ted letters had palfed beween that Radja and QhanabSran: this minifter 
who was endeavouring to Ipoth his mind, and to reclaini him fi’om his mil- 
chievous intentions, had defired him to refleA on die confcquences ot 
his revolt: and in faft he was rpd:’h-npd. At the lame time, news arrived at 
court, ihatNizam-el-mul!cwascoming to die prefentp- That Viceroy, alter hav¬ 
ing put in order the afiairs of tjie Carnatick, returnetl nis Aoreng-a- 

bad(i86)wh£re he arrived in the firfl: days of Zilhidj, from when*?, he let out 
the feventcenih, with intention to repair to the Imperial prefence. Beingaf lived 
at BfirhanpSr, he fent for Dianet-qhan, a nobleman, fometime ago profofed by 
the Emperor to the office of Divan of l/ecan, prefented him with a Qhylaat 
and an elephant, and gave him < pofleflion of his office. That Viceroy^ ap¬ 
proach being now certain, all further deliberation and councils for the affairs 
of ftate, were fiifpended, until he fhould be airived. 

News came alfo by the gazette of CabSl and Pifliavur, that Qhane-zad- 
qhan, who had been fent by Ser-b 81 end-qhan, his father, to quell fome dlf- 
tmbances that had rifen in CabSl, had been in liis return from dience, ftop- 
pal at the fame place where Mahmed-aarain-qhan, Ibn to Einir-<hemlah, 
had once been plundered. Qhane-zad-qhan now underwent the fame fate, 
being lurroundcd by fuch multitudes of mountaineer Afghans as equalled the 
myriads of ants and the hofts of locufts- The young man having put him-

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Mudjahed, an officer of cliarafter, who commanded his body of battle, was 
woundol and taken with the lofs of about eight-hundred of his braveil 
men. Qhane-zad~qhan after having exerted himfelf to -the utmoft, had two 
holies killed under him, and was himfelf wounded with a mufquet-ball ; lb 
-that finding it in vain to contend any more, he had quitted the field, and fa- 
-‘red his life with .a'fnsall aiuraber of men; but the whole baggage, with the 
tents, elephants and artillery fell into the enemy’s hands. The gazette mention¬ 
ed Itkewife that Abdoldemed-qlian, Governor of Labor, whofe fon Zekeriahr 
■qhan, had -been appointed Governor- of rslhmir, hearing of the troubles in 
that country, and of the tiirbulence of fifiiref-cddin, fon to the late MuhtevU 
qhan, who had ^fnrrbiihded and befieged his/Deputy he had refolved to 
punilh infolcot. Putting himfelf at the head of three or four thoufapd 


Mogu\horfes (187), he marched with fo much expedition that he arrived 
unexpeftedly’in that country. TLlhrti-eddin, not daring to ftand his ground 
before fuch a General, at firft keik ffimfelf out of the way; and dien thinking 
to fiibrnit humbly without difpute and without blood-lhed, he lur* 
tendered; and the troubles hiv'ng at once fubfided, the countr_, had reco¬ 
vered its tranquility. Btit as there were in Calhniir numbers of people that 
enjoyed penfions from the Imperial treafury, as a charity, and many others 
that had Djaghiry lands or Apanages out of the fame principle, every one of

fattier of Victory, and the fucconrer of religion, Gn the fixth of Redjeb, 
in the feme year, the Qlialifia office was committed to Radja Godjer- 
; and a few days after, the Givanfliip of the mufters was.bcftow- 
cd on Sheh-fiau-Sll^^^' Me(%h'while -Nlzam-el-mulk, who was a man of 
much gravity, of a tati-ved behaviour, and alfo very fond of ixiwer, un¬ 
dertook nrft of all to bring into order die. moft important affairs of the 
Empire, and then to pafs from thence to other matters of a more pri- 
vate nature. He' was adviling the Emperof to afllime in public an air 
ot. grav'Ky and ferioufnefs; to- correa his morals; adapt His behaviour to 
his fituationj reprefs his fervants; divide -his tune into ftated hours fof 
each bufmefs; and to appoint a timeffor rendering juflice, (an important du* 
ty of Princes, and without which could not exped to fatisfy heaven;) 

Jrjqnc wordto difdurge wonhily die duties incumbent on command and 
fovereignty : all thefe admonitions were liUcned to by the Emperor, but not 
reliflied: that Prince was yet in the feiwor of youth and the pride of domini¬ 
on, and had a dirporuion of mind wholly addlded to a life of pleafures, a- 

mufemeats and merriment.; nor were, thefe reprtrcntatioas more pleafing to 
fiiofl: of the Grandees of the court, and efpeciaUy to Qh mdt^ran, who could 
,/not bear to fee at court fuch a man as Nizam-cl-mulk by whom he would be 
bfalUbly eclipfecl. The Vezir therefore was always looked upon with an e- 
vil eye and tpoken-to with peeviOi expreffions; and one day, HalJer.c 81 y- 
qhan inCUgated by the courtiers and die principal eunuchs, went fo far as to 
forget himlelf in bis prefence. That Nobleman, who was himfclf a man of 
co-rrage and ambition, and very lond of power, had amaffed fuch fnms of 
money from his Bjagbirs and f-om his Governme nt of Gudjrat, as well as by

In the next year which was the H3_5th. of the Hedjra, an event happened in 
Ae Emperor’s family which could not but affltdhis mind : on a Tuelday tho

Gurd-hut-bahadyrj who 
was transferred to the government of Malva. Saadet-qhan pleafed to revifit his 


ancient government, and left in his ftead at Ecber-abada man of abilities, called

Ad JET-5 life, on being appointed, Ireceivcd orders to march againftChum- 
mon the Djatt, a powerful Zemindar of the province; andjie accrdingly bc- 
f eged his tortrefsof T8n, refolved to turn him out of his Zemindary; and ha¬ 
ving gained over to his party Budun-fing, nephew to Churamon, he layed clofe 
liege to the fortrefs, and obftined hinifelf fb much before it s wall, that Moh- 
cum-fmg. Ton to Churamon, took in fullalfembly the liberty to reproach his fa- 
ther with the miferics the befleged endujed; he like wife forgot folar the relpcA 
due to a father, as to make ufe of improper expreffions. The hither liftening 
to his tendernefs for an only fon, forbore to-chahife him as he deferved ; tub 
giving way at the fame time to his difeontent, he with a thouglulelfnels in¬ 
herent to the Gentoo conftitution, took poifoa and died.

cs, and Aled-qhan, Ghazni, and many other commanders both Iranian and’

The Emj>eror, who was a youth of little rcfolution and enterpnfe, thought only 

of puffing his time in plcal'ures and delicacies; fo that whenever any emergency 

did happen that required vigor and finnnels, he paOed it over with condefccn- 

dence; and fatisfted with enjoying foe company of Umdet-chmulk-emzr-

qhan (214), and of fome 6foer young lords, of a lively temper and of a turn 
of mind inclined to good fellow-Ih ip and raillery, he did not give to the af¬ 
fairs of the Empire that attention which their importance required. Hence 
foat refpeil and awe which the Imperial name ufed to impofo, commenced 
wearing away little by little from the beans of men in power and office, one 
might fay from almoft every man ; every one was fancying liimfelf of im¬ 
portance ; and fitting at home on his own carpet, he entercnlned thoughts 
oflhaking ofl'conftraint, and of afluming independence.

tion, either to the Emperor or to his favorites; nor were Nizam-el-mulk’$ 
turn of mind Or manners relillied at all by them : fo far from that, they were an 
objeA of their fcom and contempt; and his perlon, as foon as out of fight, 
never failed of becoming the conftant topic of the molT: pointed raillery (it 5). 
Nizam-el-nmlk informed of al> I 's, conceived a difguft againft the. coute 
^ d an indignation againtl: tke Courtiers; and having refolved to rid hiiil- 
felf of thetn by repairing to his governments of Gudjrat and Decan, where 
he bore an abfolute fway, he pretended ficknefs, abftained from goingto court, 
and remained at home: being already intent upon rev'cnging himlelf by exci¬ 
ting troubles and mifing mifehievous commotions v/hich he knew would ren¬ 
der his prefence neceffary. He intended to refiga the Vezir-fhip; but being 
a man of much prudence and confideration, he was inclined to temporize, 
and often proved dilatory. Mean wliile this refolution of his having been 
gueflTed-at by the Emperor and the Grandees that were of his mind, it was a- 
greed to humour that minifter, by acteptiiig bis relignation, and letting him 
live as far fiom court as he willied, provided he lived latisfied and contented 
lb that the Vezir hirnfelf informed of this inclination of their’s, thought it 
was fo much gain to himlelf; and both parties yielding fomething of their 
pretentions, meflages, and notes were interchanged, an appearance of union

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and tiricerity took place, and on the fecdrid of S-'fe-, in tlie year 1156, Nixam 
-cl-mUlk cimeagain to court, payed his r^fpeifts, ^as honoured with the office 
of Vekil-mStlac, or iibroiute laeutchailfc benefai of the Einperor, decorated 
with the newtirle of Afef-dja,(i i6)ahd compllinented with every dernohftrarion 
of favour and regard. The Viceroy, after this comprotnife, alked leave to go 
a hunting;-but icftead of that, he marched towards the Decan, an exteii- 
jlve empiie, where he reigned like a monarch to all inteiitS alid purpd* 
fes.' Being therein hife center, he bent his droughts on chaftifiiig an indolent 
Emperor, and curbing a fet of thoiightlels profligate c&uitiers. It was already 
the feventh month fince liis depaiture, when the Emperor, Without touching 
in appeai-ance to the two high offices which 'the Viceroy enjoyed, beftoW- 
cd the title 6 (l^Jumiet-el-mulk onCamer-cddlii-tjhan, that is, Si'pfc)fte 

over the ki'^gdorns of the Kmphe t and that noblCnian, in receiving the tnvcl* 
ture of that high office, promifed to humour Nizatn-el-inulk in every thing 
in Iris power. 

But all this feemed to be only a hiatter of ftyle and form ; jfbr M foon a» 
he was departed, the minifters fenfible of his difconient, and refolded to be 
before hand wifli him, difpatched in the greateft fecrecy, to Mubariz-qhan- 
Nazera, or Military Governor of BSrhanpSr, a letter of the Emperor's hand* 
Writing, which gave him mftruiUons tq fight and kill Nizara-ehmulk, by any 
means in his power: informing him at the fame time, tliat the patent of the 
Viceroyaliy of. Decan would foon follow. Mubaiiz-q^n finding himfeJf fup- 
ported by the Imperial powca-, and being cf his own nature ambitious of the 
bigh preferments held out to him, rcfblved to fall on Nizani-el-mulk, He dil” 
covered hisprcyefl to Hibrahtm qhan-Peni, brother to the late Da8d-qhan, 
Beni, and to tliefamilies of Shell Nizam and Shell Minhadj, fomilies ot great 
power and influence all over theDecan, and which Itemed to chei ini in theic 
boloms a decided'cnmity againfli Nizam-el-mulk, and his over grown power; 
and all thefc having confederated with Mubariz^qhan, enabled liltn to raife an

liand war bo* 
the Em* 
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army well-appointed, and capable of appcarbg in the field againft fuch a for¬ 
midable enemy. The General alTeinbled his troops with difpatch, ranged them 

with ftiU, and marched to meet Nizam-el-mulk: The latter informed pf his 

intention, and of his mighty preparations, haftencd to encounter hiinj and the 
nvo armies joining battle on a Tburfday of the month of Moharrem in the year 
113 7 of the Hedjrah, a bloody engagement took place in which theimperialifts 
loft four thoufand brave men widi four elephant’s left on the field of battle. 
Victory declared for Nlaam-ebmulk; and Mubariz-qhan with his two fons atid 
his beft friends, being flain in the engagement, haftened into eternity. Nizam- 
el-mulk, after this victory fent a fupplication to the Emperor containing an ac¬ 
count of the battle, with tlie npmber ofthofe llain on Mubariz-qhan’s fide; to 
which he added his congratuladons on die vidory of the Imperial troops, with 
a number of Elhreffies (217), ufual as a Nuzur on fucli occafions, without 
omitting any of the property feized in the vanquilhed camp. 

Hitherto the diffatisfadion and dlftenilons between the Court and Niz- 
am-el-mulk, although well known and apparent, had been carryed oniinder the 
malk ofdiflimulation and protradion; but after this defeat of Mubanz-qhan, 
die veil was a little withdrawn; and the Emperor fent for Haider-cSly-qhan 
whom he knew for a man of power and bravery, and one heartily attached to 
his caufe. That Nobleman, on this invitation, quitted Adjmir and repaired to 
the Capita!, where on a Friday, the fourteenth of the fecond Reby, at about 
twoaftronomicai hours after fun rifing, he had the honour of paying his obey- 
fance to the Emperor, who appointed him to the Office of Mir-ateftiy, or 
great Chamberlain and fuperintendant of the Imperial houfehold: adiftindion 
to which was added another, that of being complimented for his Qhylaat

Efhre^v Uchc Hmdoftany wordibr wliaUlflc Engiiiti can a 
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wiiti a drefs of his majefty’s own wearing. At the (lime flitife, the preTenYIn¬ 
cumbent of that important office, Saad-eddin-qliar., a T3ra')i.in of Ni'43.m cl- 
mulk’s recommendation, was difmiflfed. This Viceroy who vvas.informed' 
of all this, and trufted.tohis' own-power and to his late viaory wer Mubarii- 
qlian, wrote to Hamed-qhan, his iraternal uncle, governor of G-udjrat, to 
eominence hoftiliii'cs/ in eombihatiQn.wtith Silla-dji-and Cqnta-dji, tworiVIar-' 
hatta commanda^, whom he engaged id make incurffotis inrathe Imperial te- 
ritory. Hamed-qhan, on this' intimation^ beat the drum of independence, 
raifed the flandard of defiance with the motto, wha is this ceuxtrfs /»x%fr /O" 
and feizing on aU the Djaghirs or Appendages belonging to the feverar: 
grandees now at Court, he dilmified their ftewards from tlieir offices. The 
mlnifters informed of thU, were holding councils amongft themlelves, where 
they agreed in nothing, but in not coming to any conclufion at all, and in 
fixing on no Ichcme whatever- The Emperor, fcnfible that the TSranians, 
had grown too numerous and too poweiful in the Empire, refolved to oppofe 
the late Vezir, Abdollah-qhan, his prifoner, to their over grown Influence; 
and hefenthiraatrufty perfon to inform him, “that ‘tvire notv becomt 
“ fuch that ^£n he might be of feme ufe to majejly,” AbdoUali-qhan aiifwcred 
“ that if ever his Majelly fliould pleafe to over ftiadow the head ofhisfefvaiic,. 
“ by (Iretcliing over it the Imperial hand of clemency and forgivenefs, he, 
“ his faltliful Icrvant, trufted, that as foon as he Should be admitted to the 
honor of paying his refpeits to the prefence, he would be able to aflemble s- 
“ good body of five or fix thoufand veterans, with which his Majedy’s mini!# 
“ ters mighttry his zeal by putting him upon any ffirvicc they fiiould devife/' 
This aufwcr, unfortunately for AbdoIIali-qhan, was no fooner reported to the 
Emperor, than the enemies and jealous men of dial nobleman’s family, bccom* 
ing fearful of the confeqiiences of his being fet at liberty, found means to 
convey a dofc of poifon to that much injured. Siiid, and to fend him to lus 
lUuItrious anceilors. 
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We have left Miibariz-el-mulk Ser-bSlend-qhan (21S) difmilfled from his 
government of CabSl, and NaiTyr-qhan promoted to that important office 
by Zaater-qhan’s influenGC : the diCpoffeCrcd general was now retired fo his 
hoofe in the capital, and but feldom appeared at Court. However, on Ab- 
dollali-qhan’s repairing to the manfions of divine mercy, the minifters refolv- 
ed to avail themftlves of Ser-b 81 end-qhan’s abilities and charaacr; and this 
advice was opened by the Eunucli, Hafyz-qhydmct-carKiban, upon whofe 
attachment and fmeerity the Emperor repofed the grcateft confidence. It 
■was relblved to fend him againft the revolted Hamcd-qhan, and to confer for 
that purpofe upon him the government of Gudjrat, where he was to receive 
every kind of fuppott; But as Ser-bSlend-qhan had long been out of employ- 
raent and it was known that he had copfumed his equipage and all his favings, lo 
asaobe ill-fitted for takingthe field (219); acororof rupees was-fent him from the 
pubikk treafui;y together with the patent of the government of Gudjrat; and 
he received orders to chaftile the revolted Hamed-qhan, and to recover that 
country. The general, who was fenCble of the military talents of Nedjm-ed- 
din-aaly-qhan, brother to the hue Abdollali-qhan, fupplicated his raajefty for his 
liberty, and requefted tohaveliHii for his coiiip.inion. This requeft was gi an¬ 
ted .with the better grace by the Emperor, as he had always thought kindly of 
Nedjm-eddin-aly-qhan, who had been the pertba lent to bring him away from 
thecaftleofSelimgar, and to condtuft him to Ecber-afaad. Nedjra-eddin-aly- 
q|iaD then v/as releofcd from his confinement, and adniitted to the honor of 
paying his obeifimeetorhe Emperor, who complimented him with a CJhylaat, a 
fabre, and the title ofBiUiadyr or Valiant. Ser-b 81 end-qhan, who wasprefent aC 
the Ceremony, having received leave to proceed on liis expedition, took Ncdjna 
eddin aaly-qh ui upon his own elephant; and they arrived together at the 
camp,that had been pitched out of the city. There iScdjmeddin-aaly-qhan foon

It was after fb expeditious a jundtion 

tliat the two Generals thought proper to f].>cnd ftill four months oh that part of 

the country where the road divides partly towards Adjmir and partly towards 

Acber*abad ; for Ser-b8iend-qhan was continually fed with the hopes of being

promoted to the Vexir-fhip. But as the ftar that favored the TSrani^n par¬ 
ty-was yet on its afeenfion, lifts defign, wlftch was pregnant with fo many falu- 
: tary effeds, was dropped; and the army after'fo detrimental a delay, marched 

s 

at laft towards GSdjrat by the road of Adjmir: In this interval of inadioti 
Ncdjmeddin-aaly-qhan who had returned to the Capital, where ^e had fallen 
fick, was, on his recovery, honoured^with the government of Adjmir, and or- 

cd to attend ?er-b8lend-qhan, as his Colleague. 

Mean while the Emperor difgufted with that fpirit of intrigue and dif- 
fatisfadion,which Nizain-cbmulk had blown up amongft the TSraniaos of the 
Court and Empire, had conceived fufpicions againft their whole body, as 
well as againft every one of them; and his avcrfion increafed to fUch a dc- 
giee, that he refoived to difpoJOTcfs them of all influence. Camcr-eddin-qhati 
was the Nobleman who firft felt his difplcafure: the Emperor ftiddenly took 
from him fouje governments and fomc offices which he as ftiddenly dif- 

cributed 
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rributtd to otiicrs, At the famf time Saadet-qban, an Iranian Lord, received 
leave, to repair to his gavernment of A8il, where he applied himfelf to bring, 
chat country into (ubordinatlon and ordci*. But Ser-bSiend-qhan who’ hatl 
tarryed a little more-until his colleague, -reduced to diftrefs by his long 
confinement, Ihould have lb far recanted his finances to as appear in the field 
with fomcthing like an ■army and a fuitable equipage, tlioaght now of 
marching againft the revoked of GSdjrat. So that ft. few days after that 
i ofiicer, who had been - joined by the numerous fi lends of his family, and 
by his perfonal companions, followed itis colleague, and at laft.efleaed his 
junftion with him. VVhilft they advanced, Hamed-qhan, who had difregarded 
the good advices which Ser*bSlend-qhan had Icveral times conveyed to him,, 
found means to engage Conta^dji and Pilac^i, two Marliattas of the Cakvar 
flunily, to follow his fortunes j and he joined them to his own army, com¬ 
manded by his Bacfhy or Major General, Amaii-beg ; but rfiefe combined 
troops having foon Ixen encountered by Ser-bSland-qhan in perfon, they re¬ 
ceived a great defeat in wliieh Aman-beg remained amongft the flaln, after 
which the vainquifhed army difperfed. At the end ot the battle Sheh-el-hayar 
the Belgramlpt', Pay-mafter to Scr-bSlend-qhan, who had been detached 
froln the Imperial army, having got into, the city of Ahmed-ahid by one gate, 
he was taking pofleflion of it, whiUI Hamed-qhan was going out by the other, 
from whence he took flieher in Nizam-el-mulk’s camp. This Viceroy little 
drfeouraged by fuch a cheeky engaged fome other Marhatta Generals to join 
Hamed-qlian, and to make an Invafion in GSdjrat. But tliis invafion occalio- 
ned feveral bloody engagements,in which the Marliattas were conftantly defea¬ 
ted by Ncdjrn-eddm-aly-qhan, who every where exhibited proofs of that valor 
which was hereditary in his family, and which he held from his glorious and 
holy anceftors (zao): Ac laft matters came to a General engagement, in^

tacked the Marliattas, gave ihcm a <;omp!cat defeat, puriued them fora 
long tinW, and never gave over the purfuic, or turned his-horfe about, until 
he had driven, thwrt beyond the Nerbudda. TKia great v i£tory was ob¬ 
tained in the plains about Cainbaer-bender (Cambayc), -where the Mar- 
hattas left a vaft nuojber of dead on the ficM of battle. Ft had been pre¬ 
ceded by an irruption which they had made' into the territories of Nuguf 


and Pil-nugur, towns held by Camerddin-qhart in Djaghtr';: and they were 
aftually occupied in lacking and ptufuiermg, when they were? fuddcnly attac¬ 
ked by Nedjm eddin-aiyrqhaii, and by Qhan^-zad-qhan, Ion to Ser-bSlend- 
qhan. The Marhattas afier this great Vidtory, being |>iirirut’d every'where, 
evacuated ev&ry part’ oF G8djrat. It muft he obferved that as the vic¬ 
torious army was m^rtieroi.is, if received'monthly-, a regular {lipply of five 
heks from the Capital, vvhrch fbm was forWarded by Hafyz-qhydnietcaJr- 
qhan, that fudifiil friend of Ser-BSlefid'-qhan's, and'^after his death, by Zaafer- 
qhan; the intent of which fupply was to enable tbat general to go onbii&ly 
with his operations, without troubling hindelf with contributions; and it was 
dttenniiied tc^ continue the fame, irnril the country couiii be fo for fubdued' 
and qiiietedj as to alFord a fuffideilC revetiiie to fupportihe viftorious army.- 
But on the news of the great obtained, the fiipply was flopped by 

the advice of QliandoS'ran, and an order was fent to diftnifs fucli nunacroui 
troops as had become unnecefliiry. Xlii's order ruined that viftorious army, 
and fpoiled all the fruit expeaed fi otn viaory; for before that order had come, 
fuch was the dread which the Imperil power had fpread univcrfaily, that 
the refraaory throughotif tnofe Countries, did notdare to look up to it buL 
with, refpea and. ednfafion.. 
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We lia\’e faid that Zaafer-qhan, was the perfon that had the greatefl: in- 
lluencc over the Emperor’s mind : and it muft be acknowledged that this 
nobleman had many good qualities; but he was addifted to the love of 
money, and open to bribery; and juft at this very time it came out that tlie 
twelve lacks which it was his duty to tranfmit yearly to CabSl for the pay¬ 
ment of the ganilbns of that province, had been regularly curtailed by full 
fix, which he converted to his owm ufe; r-or did he aft with more referve 
throughout that infinity of aftkirs that pafied through kis hands. One would 
think after fo bold a peculation that he was upon the belt terms with every 
one of the minifters of ftare: tBut it was the very reverfe ; fo that his praftices 
came to be mentioned to the Emperor in fueh terms that this affair ended totally

bSljS'^ret^" difgrace. That Monarch gave him a lev ere rcpiimW in public, and he 

made him over to the controuling office, which having found a balance of 
fall two corors of n^ees agaioft him, obliged him to replace the money in 
die public treafury: he was moreover difgrated and fell into contempt; and 
the bufinefs of providing for CabSl together with fiime other expenditures, 
was committed to QhandoSran, whofe fidelity was now acknowledged. The 
fame charge of corruption and bribery was proved againft one (S21) Shah- 
Abdol-ghafBn, a Fakir of the TSranian p'arty, who got fb much afeendant 
on the.Emperor’s mind, as to appoint and to difmils whomfbever he thought 
proper amongfl: the comptrollers of the Qfsiliffah-officft Grown proud of his 
power and influence, he had been guilty of many unworthy fliameful abufes 
that had come to the Emperor’s knowledge. But now he was fent for, pub- 
lickly-difgraced, caft in prifbn, and exiled into Bengal; and two corors in 
money having been found in his houfe, befides an infinity of other effefts, 
the whole was confilcated and fent to the publick treafury. Cd8ky hcrfclf, the

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OTTinipotent CoSky, who had bcea cntrufted with the Imperial llgnet wkhin 
the feraglio, and had acquired fo much audiority as to recommend to offices 
and charges, having been found to be the aflbciate of tliofe two men, was dif* 
mifled with difgrace, forbidden the feraglio, and obliged to refund* 

After the many difgraces which had oeen brought upon ininifters as well 
as upon the Empire kfelf, by mifeondua:, and bad politicks, one would be 
apt to think that the acccfiion of power and influence which QhahdoSran 
had**now acquired would ha'i^e rendered him more cautious i inftead of that, 
he liftened only to his diflike againft the difgraced minlftcr Zaafer qhan; 
and he Was hardly fixed in the vacated office, w hen he made liafte to fpper- 
cede Ser-bSknd-qhan, that great friend of (he dirgraced minifler; and he 
{oon appointed R.adja-abi-fing-rhatoi'j to fucceed him in GSdjrat, whither 
he had orders to repair with the ticmoll expedition as well as with iryunftions 
to.difmifs Scrubs lend-qhan to court. Abi-ling fond of his repofo, and proud omStr-bsSl 
of his hereditary dominions, font a Na'ib or Deptiiy to take poffeflion of the

new goverment;''but this Deputy having Been chaftifed and expelled with Prjnce., 
difgrace by Ser-bSIend-qhan, another Deputy was fent with a greater force, 
and this commander alfo was received in the like manner: at laft Abi-fing 
alhamed of being repeatedly foiled with fo much difgrace, mlrcfaed himfelf 
at the head of an array of fifty thoufai^ men, moftly cavalry, to which he 
added a good artillery; with which he entered the GBdjrat. Ser-b8I- 
end-qhan although equally iincafy at the intrigues of the capital, and feaiful 
ofthe power of Nizam cl-mulk, refolved with that inconfiderable, ill-payed, 
ill-furnifhed force which had been left him, to encounter his enemies. Coming 
out of the city of Ahmed-abad, he encamped at fome Farfacks faza), from 
it; and putting himfelf at the head of his little army, and of a certain number

Ser-bSIend-qhan, twhafaw 

hiinfelf equally ex'pofcd to the machinations of his enemies at court, and to the 

power and inrrigues of Nizam-el-mulk, in the field, becaroe faiisfied with A- 

bi-fing% retreat; and contented with having given him ale (Ton, he relblved 

to come to terms, with him; aiid this he c6mpafled in an unexpeftedmanner* 

AboOt the bhd of tho day, he put oji a white plain dre!^, anti rolling a w-hito' 

turb^i jtjand his head, be with no ocher,efcort or retinue than a few Cliop- 

dars of. Mace-beaters and fervants, advanced to vifit the Gentoo Prince. Abi- 

fmg at firft .extremely- firprifed and confounded at this intelligence; but 

as. at the. fame rime he ihouglit hinifelf highly honored by fuch a vifit, he got 

up, advanced to the gate of his tent-walls, and after the ufuil embrace, lie

took the old Geneiail by the band, made him fit on his own Mefned, and 
(heweu Ifim every mark of lelpeft in his" power. Ser-b8lend-qhan after fome 
converfation, turned towards the -Gentoo Prince and Ipofce to him in thefe 
very words, “ Youngman,” faid he, « To your own furprife I inform you 
** that there ftibfifts much friendfhip. between me and you t there was a time 
when your father and I exchanged tiubans(223) as brothers; and I there- 
fore look upon you to be my nepheWi. The little fighting that lias palled be- 
tween us, was with an intent to vindicate my honour, and to approve my clia- 
** raster, as a fbldier; for there is not the Icaft enmity between you and me; nor 
do 1 fee why, being an hereditary friend to your family and fclf, I fliould 
abftainfrom paying you a vifit.

he dep.irtv"d content and fatisfyed to his own camp : where the money and 
■' equipage arriving feon after, he quitted the country and took his journey 
towards rhe Capital, But all this mantcuvre gave much difcomect at Court; 
and QhandSoran inforrned that contrary to his own pleafure and^o the Imperial 
command, he had dared to come to a battle with an Imperial CA'ctnor; after 
which only the General had thought offtjning our for the Capital; he wascxceed- 
ingly incenfed; and lie fo far exafperated the Emperor againll him, that a ge¬ 
neral* order was fent to the guards of the higla-ways to flop bin whenever he 
fhould make his appearance, with mjundioas to hinder his advancing one ftep 
fonher until he had obtained a paidon for his mifiJemeanour. Moreover two 
hundred guards citraordinarj', were fent, one half towards the road of Adjmic

ing, that if he were pleafed to refer thefe mutineers and their aYaars to

** to fatisfy their claims.” This generous meflage inflead of foothing the Go- 
neral’s grief, ferved only to wound his pride: he politely declined the offer, and 
anfwercd “ that thanks be to Providence, matters had-not come yet to fuch

JU al of a high chara^f tr in thofe parts and of a fwgh pedigree, as drawing hii 
" opigfti horn- iheRadias'Kirtibha and Sevai, the founders of that Empire. He 
propofed t’o h 'Ti to conquer the Malva from the hands of Kadja GSrhd- 
hor, the /tSfii'il Governor ofthaC fine province; and to rscovcf the Gudjtat 
from-th e hands of Radja Abi-fing-rathor; or at lead to ruin and defolate thofe two 
fo as to render them of no ufe to his ehemieS:. Nothing being more 
Welcome all times to the Marhattas than fucK propofals, BadjtrSo and the 
other Marhattarulers, affembled a mi^fj'' army virith which they invaded both

I'tiE M.iriiattas now eflablulKd in their conquers of Malra and GSdjrat, 
found ih^ir views enlarged ; and eticonraged by theftillncfs anti piililbniinity 
of an admlnillration th.u feenied motlonlefs, and gave but f liift ligns of life, 
they now coniinenced afpiring to Ibaie more acquifuions, beuig coniinually 
bufy in providing quarrels’with the Imperial governors their next neighbours: 
iittle by little they ftretched their feet witliin the frontiers of the provincer, of 
Ecber-abaU and llah-abad.d.ove the Fod jears rext to their own conqiiePsand 
infenfibly extended their limits to the detrioieni of the Impetia! territory. W hiUl 
the Marhattas were perpetmlly encroaching on die Imperial territory, Mah- 
nicd-qhan-banga(li, fliled the Ghazenfer-djung, or Lion in war, hadaflem- 
bled a good army from his own c)rd, that is from the Rohllla Afghans, and 
atram of artillery ^om his^ortreaTes, which he marched into The counrry of 

Bunddeund, a (iependcnce of Ilali-abad, with intention to make a conqiieft

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of it^ and ro drive avvay the Radjas Cheterfal and Naga, die mod; 

Princes of that region. He advanced intothe very heart of the countrj^ made 
hlinfelf tnafter of all the ftrong hoUls; and having feized on the cajjfial, he 
refolved to laktj his rainy-quarters m k, in order to accuftom his new fujeA 
to the yoke. The difpofleffed Radjas with the other princes of that tni£t, 
fenfible of the weaknefs of the Empire, and making as little account of ^he Mf* * 
nifter’s rdemment as of his influence and ^attention, turned their v .^5 - 

wards theMarhattas of the great NagpSr (zay); (acity a,i»u iTtgio.' that enght 
to be reputed a dependence of Aoreng-abad, fince it is in die Pn ’’^mce oi 
Barar, which is on the back of the Bundclcundj) or poflibly they apjri^ed to the 
generals left hv Badjiraoat Oodjein, the capital of his new conqud'f t ^Mva. 
Be it as it may, the difpoflefled Radjas, onpromifihgafiimof mo-cy and a 
ceflion of part of their temtory, obtained an army of Marhattas, with which 
tJiey returned into Bundekund, where Mahmcd-qhan-bangafll^ had thought 
liimfelf fo flecure' in his conqueft, that he difmifled the greateftpart ofius 
Afghans to their homes, retaining only a irnuU bodv A and had been 
too little time in the countiy to be informed of all its inlets and pafies, the 
dUpoffefled princes found means to be upon him, before he had any advice 
of their corairtg. He had hardly time to mount his liorfo and to march with 
what little force he found under his hand; but being foon over powered

by number's, and obliged to quit the field, and to think of fome place of 
fiielter, he after wandering two or three days, found a fort called Djeit-gur, 
where he had juft time to throw himfclf with his troops and followers, and 
where he was immediately befieged; and the Radjas with their Marhattas 
were fo intent in their bufinefs, that not.a blade of ftraw could find its way to 
the fort.

..Cows, hoffes, aiw.1 afles came foon to be eaten; things horrid became food; 

attracted a thonfand eyes, i^or was it poffibk to receive any 
fupply without, or to get out of the fortrefs. Such a flate of diftrefs could 
not long reinan concealed from Mahmed'qhan's family. On the firft news of 
the bloCjJ^c, his conlbrc and children had quitted Feroh-.ibad, the place of 
teir r iSdence, and had repaired to the capital, where with cries and tears 
they HO in“pjy]^ ul^ miniftcr’s alSftance, and due Emperor^s attention; no 
man too; notice of them, or minded their defolation ; and this forlorn family 
m dcfpai-, applied, as a laft rcrource, to their own tribe and clan, die Afghans 
The mother fent her veif round amongft thdr principal 
men; .;ik 1 Caim-qhan, the eldeft fon, addreffed them himfelf. Such afpec- 
rade produced, a full efied; the Afghans touched with the deep diftrefs of fo 
principal family, refolved to make an efForC in its behalf, and to faVe 
their countrymen from impentlirig deltrddlion; and having put up with the 
litde raone- anaj'^wek r.iuchthe mother and fon could afford to diftribute 
amongft them, they affembled in numbers, and appointed that fon hiiiilclf to 
lead ihem to wftion, as their genaal. The Afghans by inceflant marches, ar¬ 
rived in the nick of time, attacked the befiegers, and getting io the gate, of 
the foitercfs, they drew out Mahmed-qhan-bangafti and their countrymen, and 
canied them fife to Ilah-abadr an action ever mdhoraWe, by which this worthy 
fon immortalized himfdf, in favlng his fetlier*s life. But tire minifters litewife 
performed their part from the capital; and asa punttion to Mahmcd-qhan- 
bangalh, for his having naiicarryed in Hii expedition, loft a battle, and fuffei'ed 
himfelfto be blockaded, they deprived him of his government of Hah-abad; 
which was trasferred to Ser-b 31 cnd-qhan, whole mifoemcanors were now for¬ 
given. This genml accepted employment, but fent thither hU fo n, Qhanc- 

zad- qhan, as his deputy; .md himfelf remained in tlic capital, but however, 
without much appearing at Court, his difeontent being fuch that he moftly 
kept himfelf in his own houfe. A

dry having attempted to pacify them, met with nothing hut infnlts and dlf- 
graces. The tiiinuk being \ipon the increafa, at latl attrailed the attention tif. 
the Court; and Cacoer-eddin'qlKm theVezir, as well as Za:ifer-c,han ilicnii.* 
nillcr, were feat on a Friday to perform their devotions, and to fee divine fer\ ice 
performed in the Cathedral. They came with their own reriat:es tutsl a ntimbci 
of other Lords, and were preparing to commence prayers, v.hendiev ,fi.iiiled 
and much injured people, commenced curfin* 

mal-adininillration as well as their ibocklng fupineftefs ante odious lutii^-wariTiitefs 
in what ever coacerned Religion; and proceeding from words to deedsy they feli 
upon them and put diem to flight. Zaafer-qhan being clofely purij^fld., took 
flielter under the bucklers of tlA: Afghan feldiers thai accorapanijVf- k'fiii’; 
fhoemakers purfuing their blow, continued throwing their flippers at thofe 
guards and at the I^rds and their fokliers, and put them to flight again. The 
Vezir alone, flood his ground; and on his ordering feme unboxed rackets to 
be fii-ed and thrown over their heads, the fedicious were reducedto filence,and 
iinprefled wkhfome fear,’ and the tumult fubfided a httleT die VeH: 
them reduced to fome order, addretfed them in - naodeft terms; and by eipploy- 
by tiirns,^ expreflions of feverity and conlolation, he prevailed upon tlimti 
to rlifperfe. The Poet has faid: 

“ Fir irrncfs and condefotridcncc muft bi? employed together i 

" The Chiturgcoii that optnathc vein bring* hi* bandage with him." 

The tumult had rifen to fuch a height, that moft of the grandees were infulted; 
and as the people were preparing to proceed farther, fome great event 
as terrible as the day of Judgement might have taken place, but for die 
Vezir’s exertions. 


At the end of die year, between die months of Slievval and Zilcaadeh, 
there arofe for forty days together out oi "he ground, futh an abominable 
ftench all over the city, that the po ir and rich bring equally aflefted by it. 
Were atucked by an epidemical fever that filled die houlcs, with fick; the 
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(hops and markets were (hut np^ the ftreets became defart, and the city looTc- 


' ed like a place forfakeii by its inhabitants. People (aid tliat they had never 
.^Taen or heard oflbch a calamity. The flench and ficknefs(a3o), commenced at 
i ' Patna, and Uah-abad, flom whence it preceded to Ecber-abad and Dehly, and 
I'. ■'•i,->oed fpreading over Paniput and Serhend, until it extended to Labor, 
'•,,ppw\. By a favor of divine providence, none of the fick died; they 
\ .-h except a verv .%a', whofe laft hour was already amvcd. This 
(Irange eved was toiiK-ved by-,a ftranger one; the winter proved fa very feveie 
this year ,m Slnh-djehan-abad and old Dehly, and its environs, that the water 
would f'eeze in veffels of copper which were all burfl. Running waters, 
anv.V dK iW'delf froze likewife. This happened for three nights together in the 
month of Redjeb of the year 1143. It alfo rained ice in fevcral places: this 
tightful year ended by an expedition which the Emperor undertook, 

Ost a Tuef^ay, being the fifdi of Redjeb, of the year 1145 of the t-Tedjra, he 
fet out of the Citadel of Shah-dj^_an-abad ^tith his Vezir, Camer-eddin-qhan, 
die Ciprd ofLor^s-Qhaitldjiran, and his whdle court, and marched to Eaz- 
abad and Berhot and Soniput, where he encamped, fpendlng a whole 
niftnthinthe pleafures of a general hunting. Returning from thence, he atlght- 
cd at a feat and garden called Beral-caatra (231), where he amufed himfelf 
with the beauty of die place: from thence he advanced to the banks of the river 
Djumna, which lie crofled at Feroh bahnia’s feat and garden, where heflayedtfen 
or twelve days. There, hearing that the Marhattas had made an incurfion as far 
as Ecber-abad, he refclved to march and to chaflifethat race of free booters; and 
advancing uvo ftages more as fir as die hide river of Hcniden, he encamped 
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at the Sera (^^4^ of BtmghJl, where be ftopped feven or eight days. But the 
tree-hooters having difperfed and quirted iholc parts, on the repoit of li!,3 
' march, be returned by Talpntt to Feridabad, and on the month of Sevval, be 
under the aufpices of fortune and profperity, alighted at his palace, the feat ot 

gloty and ro^'al pomp. . 

' T H IS hiuiung party of the Emperor’S feemed to be only a prclud|„ 
tl in^^- more ferionst for on. the fixteenth of Ramazan, ud the vcat _ die 

Hedira, about three hoiire and a half after fun-tinng, Muzafer-qhan, brother to 

QhandoSran and Grand-mafter of the houfehold, received orders U march 

and cha'tife the Mvhittis; he was inveaed witlt a Qhylaat, wbkh^^? put 
on; and without giving himfelf rime to go home, he marched at oii'^_ put of 
die city and encamped at the feat of Djivandas. It is tnic that jhe Marhat- 
tas, after haying completed the conquefts pf GSdjrat and Malya, had conti¬ 
nued their ravages-and incurfions, oij gnding that no one moved from the 
capital to oppofe thdr ulurpations; but k is uo-lffs mie, thai: th^ had been 
fatisfied with fettling contributions, and then had refled a little: however, Co. 
foon as they faw- that no notice was taken of their motions, they recohoi^n- 
ced again, afliimed the dominion of ihofe didrias, and by encroaching upbfi' 
onc or two territories more, they kept the Imperial frontier in a retrogiding 
pcftiirc; till at .aft through perpetual encroachments and continued intluftry 
on one hand, and the moft ftiameftil negled and moft barefaced ftipinenefs, 
on the other-, they poflTeired themfelves of al! the territories as fir as GSaliar, 
w!iich is a famous and importint fortrefs of Hindoftan, and quite in the ncigh- 
botfthoad of Ecbci-abad. Elated wkh diefe fucceOes, they talked oi nodiing 
hut of new conquefts, being encouraged thereto chiefly by Nizam cl mulk 
who blew the coals of anlmoGiy and conifu^onj and excited them inceliantly 

to new eyiiedirions. The Marhattas, fenfible of t!' e we^ki efs the Empire,

t’ tiiey advanced to the verj' gales of GSaliar, and puQied tlieir contributions, 
as far as Ecber-abad on one fide, and as far as Adjmlr, on the other* Qhan- 
" db8ra.n, who was too knowing not to feel the confequcnces of I'uch encroach¬ 
ments^ who thought it! improper to maixli liimlelf againft them, fent liis 
brochy: iVti^ffer-qlwn, to put a flop to thofe encroachments: this was a man 
fo full of'his own valour anc, prowefs that he endleflly talked of it The 
Empero/ difmifled hit 3 w'lth a deal of diftin<fllon; and he fet out at the head 
of the |.nperial troops, as well as of tliofc belong'ng to leveral Lords, who to 
die ijuinber of two and twenty were commanded to attend him ; fb that the 
whole formed a fine fpeftacle, and a vafl inulritude that covered the plain. 
Muzaffer-qban invefted with full power, and at the head of a numerous ar¬ 
my and a numerous artillery, put his foot in the ftirnip of authority and com- 
liiand, and marched out to fTiCdiunrer the epemy, refolved to give the Mar- 
ha ttas battle. But ihefe free-hooters accuftomed to wage war only by fltir- 
enith'i and incurfions, without ever coming to a general engagement, never 
^made a fland before him, but kept him marching and purfuing, as far is Se- 
rondi, where MuzafTer-qhan thought proper to flay. On this the Mathattas re- 
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turned, furrounded his camp, and by continual Ikirmiflies, lottieightened his 


quarters, that provlfions and neceflaries became fcarce in his army; but he con¬ 
tented himfelf with confervinghispcrfoii, and waiting for orders from his bro¬ 
ther and-from the Emperor. An order for his return being at laft arrived, he was 
fiulffied with bringing his at-my entire, and he rerumed to the capital,‘where oh 
a Ttrcfday being the thirteenili ofMuharrem, in the year 1147, he bad thi. 
honor to pay his obelfance to the rv-fence, and was complimented with a plate 
full of jewels and -t wliich, he repaired "to his own palace which had 
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been at aM times the fcope of his wiflics; and. where alms were C2';3)41il^'‘i- 
buted by him, exvotm payed by his friends, and Nuznrs offered by his favo¬ 
rites and flatterers, " in thanUrgivings to providence for its exertions in extri-. 
eating fo illuftrious a general from die manifold dangers of that mighty expe¬ 
dition; all, all with one common voice extolled the. amazing abilities and 
llie aftonifliing condud he bad exhibited in that dangerous campaign'; and 
tliey felicittated him and themfelves on bis fafe return, as on a pier of good 
luck that had been beyond their moft fanguine hopes: but„yS. pccnle that 
Jinew the man, ajid were unconnected with hi a, did not fail to mtutjoQ often 
the following verfc; 

“ Vou to perforra fuch a bufintfs! Is U To that the braves behave ?'• 

This year the forgiven prince Aly-tcbar (234) fbn to Aazem fliah,,took his 
journey tpward? the manfions of divine mercy, it being the fixth of Moha- 

rem, and he, was buried clofe to his mother Kerpa-p8ry (235^, in the Man-

'foleom flic had built for her felf. On ihe twenty founh of the fecond Djema- 
dy in the fame year, the tiuft worthy of thc-Eoiplre, the Vezir Camer-eddin- 
qhan, and the Prince of Princes, QhandoSran, were both appointed to chaf. 
tife the Marhattas. Both tUefe heroes fet out together, and after havin^ougUl’ 
die Marha! tas for a long time together, they returned to die city together; 
and this expedition ended like that of fdniiafer-qhan’s. On the return of 
theft generals to the capital, the accurfed fi ee-booters attacked and plundered 
die town of Sanbehr, which is only at a hundred cofTes from Shah-djehan- 
abad- The Fodjdar of that place, by name FahrS, to redeem himfelf and 
the town frorn fack and plunder, agreed to give them four elephants, and three 
lacs of rupees, with fbme other cffeCls; and he punctually performed his part:

The Cazy or Chiefjuftice 
of the ^lacf, unwilling to triitt ro thole infidels, gave way to what they call 
in Hindoftan , a point of honor, that is, he put to the fword hb Conlbit, his 
children and his whole family; and then taking to bis arms, he with a few 
friends defended hishoufelo the lalt drop of his blood; and it cannot be deni¬ 
ed, .bM that he bchaved valiagdy, and performed feats of prowefs and bodily 
ftrajgdi. It was after f ich calan?ities all over the Empire,that the elements feem- 
cd to have confpired agfai'ife dW inhabitants of the capital. On the eighteenth of 
the lecond Reby of the "year x 148, in the evening of the Wedncltlay, a rain 
commenced that continued for thirty hours togedier whh fo much violence, 
that moftjof the hotifo; fell down in tlie capital ; and the little ft ream at the 
Sera of Rotlieii-^r^, rofe to Inch a heighth, that feveral ftreatns of five feet iii 
depth, ran through all the lliects: and news came that the city of Ecber-abad 
had likewdfe felt the lame calamity at the fane time. 

Whilst the Empire labored under the confufion we have mentioned, and 
ever/ one was making his particular profit of the troubles to pulh his own 
point, no wonderthat a Zemindar, that is, a man refllefsand refractory by na¬ 
ture and by trade, Ihould afpirc atinSejpcndence. AdjadjS, a Zemindar of the 
Checlaw of Corra, availed bimlelf of the weaknels of the minlftry , to revolt 
againft die Fodjar of that diftriCt, under whofe command he was; and ha 
ving killed him, and plundered his cffe£ts, hc moreover took pofilflibn of 
his famil y. The Fod jtlar was no left a perfon tlian DJan-neflar-qhan, brother 
to .the Vezir Camer-eddin-qbao. The fatter Ihocked at the enormity of the 
crime, lent Azim-ollah-qhan hi? kinlman, to puniili the Zemindar, and to 
refeue the deccafed^s family and •v!'6nfbrt from his hands. But AdjadjS who 
was accufto’ncd lO mifeSief, and knew bow far he had become obnoxi¬ 
ous, quitted hv ufual relidcnce to Aziai-ollah-qban, and retired to feme part 
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of Ills country which he knew to be of difficult acceTs, This retreat havrifg be¬ 
trayed Azirn-ollah-qhaii into a miflake of the man’s being but of little con 
fetjuence, he concluded that his commifiion was not an objeA worth his while, 
and he made only a fliort flay in tlic country ; where he left Ql^djt'm-beg- 
qhan, a TSranian, with fome other commanders, whilft himfelt was repair¬ 
ing to the capital. But no fooncr did AdjadjS hear of the other’s d?,yarture, 
than become prouder than ever, lie yidded to the violence of his tem¬ 
per, and quitting his ftrong holds, he fuddenlyfell liji'dri Qliadjefn-tieg-ahai?, 
and his troops, which he put to the fworcl, L’ainer effdin-qhan on -he^v'.i^ 
jfuch an intelligence, was confounded; but beirg bin it 'If too deficient in per- 
fonal courage and in firmnefs of mind to remedy evils of fuch a nature, he 
applied-to Saadet-qban, Governor of ASd, whom he entreated, if he had 
any regard for the Mogul name, and any zeal for the Mufulman religion, 
to come and chaflilfe that turbulent federate. Saadet-qhan, who was a man 
of perfonal prowefs, and a zealous afleptor of his Rdigion, no fooner receiv¬ 
ed the letter, than he refolved to undertake the expediti-'o. I'le was ah eady up- 

' V. 

on his march to the capital on fome other bufinefs, when receiving Gamer- 
eddin-qhan’s letters, he quitted the main-road, and ftruc^ upon his'right, 
with intention to challife the Zemindar. The latter wanted to amufe this ge¬ 
neral alfb with fair words; but finding that the other would not catch at fuch 
a bait; and being befides a man of mucll pride and courage, as well as elated by 
his late fucceffes; he refolved to ftand his ground and to fight; and he only 
waited for the enemy's arrival to cotnmence the attack- It happened thiC 
the Viceroy fatigued with his day’s journey, was jud refiiing to his tent to 
take fome repofc, when AdjadjS’s fjiies, who were jtill at hand, went and in¬ 
formed their matter that the Viceroy was a tall dout man, drefieJ in green, 
with a flowing white beard; and they 4ddeJ that he had juft got'into his 

If- 

tent. The Zemindar who juft w^aited for fuch an dg^jo. iiii'Wy, gating directly 
toiU out of his ambufcaJc, prcfcated liimfelf at the head of'jjs troops. On 

fight 
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fight af tins Saadet-qhan got upon Elephant, and was cxemng himfelfm 
putting his troops in tjatde; he advanced with what people were at hand, and 
in the condition they were at that time. It happened that Saadet-qhan hav¬ 
ing ftnpped. himfelf of his dufty clothes, had juft put on awhite apparel; and 
that one of the foiemoft of hisiconimanders who advanced to engage, 
was Ah 3 -t 8 rab-qhan, die TSranian, one of his ancient and baft officers, who 
was that lay dreffed in gi^en, and was rernarkable by along flowing white 
beard ^s well as him! elf. Adj.idjS having fpyed that officer upon an eler 
pla'Rf, him to ue- Saadet-qhan himfelf; and widi a number of bravoes 
that followed him, he>-^hon i full gallop to diat part; aiid foon joined die 
elephant, when brandilhing his fpear, he gave the old officer fucli a violent 
•blow, as pierced him through and through, die fpear* coming out at his back, 
and lodging itfelf into the board of die haodah. Saadet-qhan’s foremoft troops 
intimidated by the man’s prowels, and. by the execution done by that fele< 9 : 
body which accompanied him, commenced to fluctuate, and to lofe courage; 
when Saadftt-qhan himfelf with a chofen band flew to their affiftance; and 
after having difeharged fliowers of arrows on him and his followers, he clofecl 
at once with him, and engaged Sabre m hand. At this very moment a Gen- 
too officer, called Durdjuii-fing, a relation of the Zemindar’s, but from along 
time in Saadet-qhan sfervice, having difeovered the man, pointed him out to 
his mafter, and fpurriag liis horfe, he engaged him -with reproaches mixed 
with blows; and AdjadjS receiving at the iamc time two wounds, one by a 
ftroke from Durdjan-fing, and another ■ by an arrow from Saadet-qlian, 
fell down and was under trodden. From tlus moment a zephir of viftory, 
feemed gently to raife the drooping ftandards of that General; and the divine 
favour blowing in full upon his troops, gave liis troops a complete viaopr. 
The vldorious General took po/icffion pf the enemy’s camp, and ordered 
the Zemindar's head to ?e fent to the Emppor, and his Ikin ftuflfed with

But it fs time now to Ieave‘thofe Ohall occiir- 
rence^ (and indeed whatever came to pafs'rit . the capital had diis long i'hfie

Eattern parts of the Empire/ which after having' lain iiV dbfcdsrty And 
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>^n for fucU a length of time, now emerg^ at once fo become a theatre fertile 


in thofe importaot events that hate paved die way for the cohqucH which 
ftraiSgetehave made in them, and ■ which ch^ have ftretched as far as the neigh- 
bourhoc'l cfrhe capital of Hindoftao.

I a M mot informed which governors fucceded Nttfrec-yarHqhan in the go- 
vertmifjnt of that province : I only fcnow tliat’in the year 1140 Falir-eddi^ 
iah, bio her to Zaafer-qhan, havidg obtained the government of that pro¬ 
vince, ..emamttd five j-cars in,it; but as he was a man chat could neither read 
and was iightdieaded befidcs, his aiiions faVored of ncglefl and 
ignotaitoe. He was alib^ven;' proud and :vcry prone to anger; and at the 
fame tiiTie fo ineonfiderit^e,. that for a finall fulgcQ, be fell<nit with Shelia 
iAbdollahj a man of confequence in thofe parrs, who fccmed to be the. main 
hinge pf all the govcrntttent-bufinefs in that provipce; for he had been for 
a’lengtliofciinc always employed tby . every governor, eiihd: as lifs deputy, nr 
as a generat-farmei: of the Revenue: had. cbnnoAions with almoftail the 

■Zemindarsj,wa!> 'greatly iefpe^ed by every one of them,:and had’acqtiired the 
■good wi 'f of d-ie troops, as well as of cveiT: individual in the province,, wheFe 
he was uhiverGiliy refpcclcd. FAhr-etlddSlaH incited by a-fenfe of jealdufy, 
fet lip feveral chicannes againfl-him, and he made, him fb tinealy, that die 
other thought it expedient to quit his houfe at Azim-^lxid, houfe which he 
had bought with his own money,} and'to repair to the other fide of the Gan- 
ga,’ wlrere hediad built a mud fore, alxmt die town of Sevani, and bought fe- 
H’Ci'al viila^'with adeAlofgfeimd, whfete he now retired much difeontented.

The governor not fatisfied with this retreat, croHed the fiver after him, anil 
•belieged him in die fajd caftle.; and,,he .wanted no.lcfs than to obtain poflef- 
fion of the fort and tofeizc and ill life his perlbn. The man reduced to'.eir- 
treralties, applyed to Saadet-qh^n, governor of ASd, liis iiext . neighbour; 
to wlmm he-expofed his iituation, with the fubjed of the difttjrcnce: and on 
. , lik hciiiii by liini, he failyed out of the fort, iurced^biayely b'b pa^ 
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Tage through Fahr-edd68lab's camp, and efTedcd his retreat: by a valorous 
aaion, in which he eluded Falir-edddSlah’s inimical dcfigns, and approved 
himfelf a foldier as well as a financier. Sheh-Abdollah being arrived at p^d- 
et qhan's court, was received with diftinftion and honour; ami the inimi¬ 
cal Governor hav'ing mifTed his prey, returned to the capital, where he 
fome time after commenced a ouarrel widi Qhadja-Mutaaflem, wh jm he 
greatly dlfobliged. This Qhadja or Fakir, was np kfs a man than a brother 
of QhandbSran’s, who under the garb of a Fakir, and the refignatluiiA. <’ a reli¬ 
gious retired from bufmefs, lived at Azim-abad in all the fplehtQr of J 
blefnan of the firft rank. Shocked at the iii?prud>^nce and the .imperiouf* 
mefs of the Governor’s tehaviour, and at the levity of his adions, he quitted 
Azimabad, and repaired to the capital, where on his brother's enquiring abdv^t, 
the fubjeifl of his coming, the other informed him of the Governor’s tyranical 
conduft. The minifter who had already heard of it, procured Fahr-eddoS- 
lahs cUfmifllon from bis appointment j and having annexed the government of 
Azimabad to that of Bengak, he feat the patents of it to Shud]ah-qhan, 
who on the demife of Djaafer-qhan, his father-in-law, had fucceed^d him in 
that government. And as thofe Eallem countries are now going to cut a 
capital figure in our hiftory, it will not be improper to introduce their aflual 
ruler to the reader’s acquaintance.

opinions between thefe noble perfons, that they could no more live together 
upon thofe terras of concord which decency prefcribed; the fon in-law there¬ 
fore wiKhed to live at a dillance from his father-in-law. He was a man of a 
moderate temper and a lover of juffice; and he bore a character for many va¬ 
luable qudincatiOns that had acquired him the efteem and refpeft of all the 
world, v'I^aafer-qhaa was the very rcveife of him, and univerfally known 
for fuch. Another fubjeftof difference, was the diffike tdken at Shpdjah-qhan, by 
his confqrt Zinct-en-neflTa-begum (239), daughter of Djaafer-qjian and mo¬ 
ther of Ser-efraz-qhan. This Princefs, who was of a virtuous difpofition, and

She parted with 
him, and caking her fon witli her, (he chofe her refidence in Moorfhohdabad. 
a city founded by Her father, and named with his title which was Moorlh-Jbd- 
cSIy-qhan; where (he lived in great fplendor and wliere (he would, have pro¬ 
bably continued to enjoy tranquillity, had not fate fufcited a man prcdefljn.- 
ed to overturn her family, and to change the face of thefe countiies^ "There 
appeared at this time at court aperfon called. Mhia-mahraed, to a 

lady, ^vho being herfelf of the Afshar tribe, was allied to Shudjah-qhan. ThA 
Mirza-mahmed had with hlinan elder fon of his, by name Hadji AhmU., 
and a younger fon Mirza-mahmed-aaly, fince known under the name of Aly- 
Ycrdy-qhan, and the title of Mchabet-djung. This Mirza-mahmed had been 
ill the feivice of Aazem-fliah die forgiven; and on his mafler’s death, he waj* 
reduced to the uemoft poverty and diftrefs, having lived a long time out of em¬ 
ployment, and being obliged to fupport a family, equally nun'erous and in¬ 
digent. In .his extremity Mlrza-mahmed-aaly, fon to Mirza-mahmed, betook 
himtcif to the expedient of fending his mother and father to the court of 
Shudjah-qhan; and this happened in the beginning of Mahmcd-lhai/s reign. 
That governor glad to oblige a relation, conferred fcveral favors on Mirza- 
mahmed, took him into his fervice, and (hewed him fo much kindnefs, that 
Mirza-malim ed-aaly, the fon, refolvcd to repair likewife to the court of Ben¬ 
gal and SreOii; a refoUition which be effedled with the utmoft difficulty, 
on account of his being Intirely deflicute of the means of performing fo long 
a journey. He at hfl arrived at the court of Sreffa; and being a man of 
a keen genius, of an infinuiting turn of mind, and of a temper capable of the- 
mod delicate affairs, to the niceties of which he knew how to adopt himfelf; 
he foon joined to thefe civil qualifications, the military ones of an Intrepid brav¬ 
ery, and an undaunted prowels; and he acquiilxl lb great a charafter, diat Shud- 
jah-qhan congratulated himfelf on tne acquifition of lo excellent a fiibjedt, 

and looked on his arrival- as upon an event of unexpefted good'feck, diat- pt og-

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noftlcated ibe rife of tiis proteiftor’s family; in Co much’that Mirza-mahmed-

introduced into the department "of finances, and the revenues greatly argumcn- 
ted by their‘application and their induftry; but Mirza-mahmed-aaly, who to 
the pchtical abilities of bis brother, joined a brilliant charailer, as a fold ter, 
and had always difplayed^’a greater extent of genius, than either his father or 
brother, came foon to eclijjfe all his relations, as well as all the pedbns in Shud-

jah-qhan’s fervidc, in lb much that he becanae in tiraeexpofed to thefliafts of

the latter applied to both Aly-verdy-qhan, and to Hadji Amed, bisl^other» 
for advice. The two brothers agreed in giving^otie and the fame ’^<>unfelr 
and in pointing at one and the fame method of fucceeding they firft ’-fail; 
recommended (bme acc|uaintances of th ear’s, men of talents, and of a reaOj- 
fpeech, to be difpatched immediately to the court of Shah-djehau-abad, with 
foil powers to treat; and dicn, they brought the minutesofruppli cations which 
it became neceflary to write to the Emperor, to the Vezir, and to the Fridcc' 
of Princes, QhandoSran. Thefe were drawn up in an elegant, conciliating 
ffyle^ calculated to footh and to peifuadc: and they requested the pa¬ 
tents of Divan and Nazem in Shudjafi-qhan’s li^ne, for both the provinces of 
Bengal and OrilTa. With thefe credentials, the Envoys were diipatched ra 
the capital and ordered to make the utmoft difpatch. Other men 

of the military k'nd, were at the fame time difmified.upon fome pretence from 
Shudiate^qhaa’« fcrvicc, but in faA, were only difpatched by various mads to 
Moorihoodabad, with orders to keep themfclvcs disjointed, but in the envi¬ 
rons of DJaafer-qhan's palace, fo as to be night and day, ready to execute fuch 
new orders as would be fenr after them- But as the rainy feafon was at Iiand, 
and it was forefeen that the innundation would ncceffarily prediidc all com¬ 
munication from Catedeto Moorihoodabad, a vaft number of boats of all fizes,.

^ thftc capital and Moorfiboodabad. At l:dl a letter of undoubted credit having 
inforiArd Shudj^-qhan, that DJaafer qhan hadliardly five or fix days to live. 


he fet out fioin Cateck, taking with him Aly-verdy-qhan, and iucha number 


of friends and troops as he thought fufficieiit, and he proceeded haftily to Moari- 
Iboodaba^J, fometimes by water, and fometimes by land, juft as opportunity 


H^Jaad a fan by alady uifFerent from Djaafer-qhan’s daugliter: It was 
Mabr4cd-tacky-qhan,=and him he appointed his deputy at Cateck. Whltft 
he was pipceeding with ib much, expedition, he received certain-intelligence 
that Djaafer-qhan was dead,- and a few days after being yet upon the road,' 


ue received the patent for ■which Ire had applyed to coint. r This fpot proving 
foaufpicious to him he flopped a whilej and calletl it, Mubareek-menzil, 
or'tlie aufpicious ftage, ' From thence he proceeded with as much expedi¬ 
tion as a fimpjt courier, and in a few days he arrived at Moorfhoodabad; where 
without giving himfelf time to' take breath, he dircdly Repaired to the Che- 
hel-fStSn, 3‘place raifed by Djaafer-qban on forty pillars (241) for fuchfolem- 
nities ; and fending for the Vacaa-navifs or gazetteer, and the Sevaneh-nuvifs or 
rrbw'n-imelligencer, with fome other, crown-officers, and the ;;^iiriclpal men of 
, the ciiy, he produced his patents,, got them read alottd by thofe two officers, 
and having' procured himfelf to be acknowipdgcdas the lawful SSbahdar of the 
two provinces, he took polfcffion of the- Melhcd, farin it, and ordered the Impc- 
rialr mufick to ftrike-up in rejoicing; after which he received Nuzurs ofacknow^- 
ledgment, and coogratularionj from every one prdent. What is very fingular, 
is riiatjhis fon, Ser-efras-qhan, an vnifuTpedting young man, fall afleep in the lap 
of ignorance and fecurity, and was ^dually at a country' feat about two 
miles ftom the city, in the full confidence that he was the deCgned and 
undoubted heir of Diaafer.-qban his grand-father in his offices and eftatc ; and

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that there was no man daring enough'to difpmc his title; nor did he know 
any thing of what was pafling within the city. The firfl imcl!igence he had, 
was from the found of the Imperial Nagara(a42)and from the raulicfc^vhich 
had ftruck up. Confotindcd and afboniihed at the intelligence drat was foon 
brought him, he ftopped' fliort, and alkcd his principal courtiers, and the 
principal officers of his troops, Avhat they thought was to be done,) moft of 
them anfwered unanimouily," that as his feth'er had received and D^^-oclaimwI 
** his patents j had taken poffeffion of the Mefned of command as we/as of 
the palace and die city; had been peaceably acknowledged; and was 
■ “ mailer of thetreafury; there remained no other party, but that of fub- 
" miffion.” This unanimous opinion of their’s having been fiibmitted to by 
the young man, he left Iiis princely retinue behind; and taking only a few 
fervants^ he advanced briftly; and whether he would or not, he killed his 
lather’s feet, prefented his nuzur, congratulated him on hig accelTuin, and 
dropped every thought of difpine and contention. This inauguration being 
over, Shudjah-qhan turned his mind, (and be had an excellent one) tow¬ 
ards putting in order the affairs of Government and finance. 

His chief tbuncellor and advifer vras Aly-verdy-qhan : But he availed 
himfelf likot/ife of die abilities of Hadji-ahmed, the latter’s brother; and of 
thole of Ray-aalem-chund, an antient div'an or miniller ot his, who was real¬ 
ly a Hindoo of merit, and fuch as deferved all the confidence and trull repofed 
in him. He alfo called to hiscouncils fevcral well-wilhers of his, and efpecially 
X^ag'at-feat-fatch-chund, a famous banker of - thole days, whofe wealth was 
reckoned by corors, and who has never liad his equal; All this afliftance 
was only for public bufinefs; but in priWte matters; and in every difference 
between man and man, he would truft t"* no one Whatever; but fending for 
the parties, and lillening patieittly and leifui'cly to the tales of t^ch, he ac¬ 
curately uimmed-op the reafons of both fidcs, and with much fuhtility dfew

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cp his conclufions from them, pronounced the featcnce, and had it executed 
with difpatch and punftUaiity. No rccoumendation, no Intreades from the 
neared; relation, would avail, if they proved to militate agalnCt die julUce 
ariilng from a thorough examination of the cafe. His equity and humanity 
were no lets confpicuous to the Zemindars and other land-holders of Bengal. 
Thele under Djaater-qhan's adminiilration had been moftly kept in prifon and 
confinement, and tormented u± Tuch a variety of manners, that it would be 
a pity^to fpend any paper or ink in defcribing or mentioning them.. It is 
doubtlefs fuch were the charaders and morals that the Poet Saady had in 
view when he wrote thefe verfes: 


' ■“ Ncrcr beguilty rffachaflions as diflionouT^^our faifiily *na peTfon, 

For fear lefi people one day QipuM curfe both your perfon and famtlyw 

Shudjah-qhsni, after having firmly eftabliilred his Government, diTmijOTed 
fuch Zemind^’is and other land-holders, as he found to be innocent, and free 
from crime or fraud ; iU ’‘P the others, he ordered them to be all brought 
into his prefeace and to form a'circle round his peifon; and this being done, 
he alkeJl them, how they would behave in future, fhould tie releafe them 
from the miferics of confinement and reftore to them the blcfling of liberty 
and die fweetsoffrec air? The poor people, who had been for years languifti- 
ing in confinement, and had undergone a variety of torments and racks, 
furprized at this addrds, broke forth in encomiums on his gerlerolity and 
goodnefs ; and after fupplicatingheaven td grant him a long feries of profpe- 
foiis years, they uhanitnoiilly railed dieir voiced, and protnifed that hcnce^ 
forward they would pay their rents with’a thotifand times more punduality 
thari they had done heretofore^ and Wobld -moreoveri prove, iobcdicht and 
dutiftil in whatever fervkcs his ^oodneft might think fit to Cdmmajidi: Th» 
promife they couched dovm fo a parrktilati irriting, which was atithehiicatcd 
by the proper form'alitiesj arid after havihgfrppofed-their hands and foals cd «, 
diey-cpnoitncd diair promifes wlib the moft facred qaths^, and with the irioft 
iblemn execrations agaihft any one that Ihould a^’ contrary to its fciidr .This' 
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matter being over^ Shudja-qimn fent for a number of rich Qhylaacs, in which’’

they" were di'efied every one of them acc6r(i?ng to theirrefpcftive rank and 
flaiiOij; in fo’fcuch, that therC'was not a man in that affcmbly that did not re¬ 
ceive a fuiiab'e prefent: after that ceremony they were 'all difmilTcd to 
ihcir regretted homes, with injunaions to ti-anfmit henceforwards their rent by

die means of Qagat-fear. . 

J r is in confeqitence of fo much benignity"of temper, and foch a celeftial 
dillriburion of juftice, that the kingdom of Bengal, which in books is called 
ilie terfeftfiai paradife, came to enjoy fo much profperity, as to exhibit every 
where an air of plenty and bappinefs quite analogous to the title it bore. The 
inhabitants of that'happy regiori enjoyed under his govxrnment every cafe and 
benefit, which a government founded on jufticcand benignity could bellow; 
and every one of them were unanimous in ofleniig up their fiipplicatioijs to 
heaven for his confervation and profperity. As foon as the A'emindafs weie 
•difmilTed, he furned bis views towards the diftribution of offices and employ- 

mchts; and firft of all he continued his eldefl foriy Scr-cfraz^tjhanj in^the Di' 

vanlhip of Bengal, as he did Mabmed-tacky-qhan, his fccond fon, in W go¬ 
vernment of 8The government of Djehan/ghir-nagur-Daca he beftnw- 
cdon his fon in-law M8jfhood-C8ly-qhan. The family of his friend and fa¬ 
vorite Alt-verdi-qhan, could not fail to partake of that diftribution of graces 
and employments; and as the favorite Iiad three nephews, to whom he; had 
given his three daughters, they were promoted equally. Siiyd-ahraed-qhan, 
fecond fon pf Hadji Ahmeded, was, appointed to the Fodjdary of RungpSr; and 
Zin-eddin-alimed-qhan, the youngeft^ to that; of Aebar^naguriRadjejiu- 
hal. But Ntrvaziflt-mahamed-qhin, the eldeft, was- invefted witltthe office of 
Paymaftcr of the forces (m^). Thefe were particular offices: for in thegencral 
affairs df government and finance, he had fornaed a kind of council contpo/cd

and the Diagat-feat-fateh-chund-> iand thdc were invefted with the power of 
binding and loofing, and aded as his chief niinifters. Matters remained in' 
that ftate, Fahr-edd68lah being dHiniflcd from his government of Azi- 
n abad, that province was annexed to the Viceroyaky of Bengalj and the 
patents ‘of it were fent to Shudja-qhan by QhandoSianj his particular pvo- 
tedor. 

SHtrojA'QHAiT on being invefted with the new government, turned his 
thoughts towards dilcoverlng a proper fubjed to fend thidier, as his deputy; 
and feveral perfons were propofed to him by his council, to all of whom he 
objeded: at iiUl: he refolved to fend one of 4 )is two fons. But Zinet-en-nefla, 
bis confort, would not confent to her being parted from her fon, wlio aded 
already as ’Z 5 :yan of Bengal; And on the other hand, flie objeded to Mah- 
med-toky-qbanji' as to a ftranger; fo that her liufband at lafl became of the 
fanife opinion. He Teflett&d“ftiat the Bahar was a country diat required a cur¬ 
bing hand ;'that it bordered on the A 3 d, die llah-abad, the Barar and the 
dependencies of Aoreng-abad, with the governors of which countries, it 
ought to keep a correfpondence; and he concluded that fugh a poft could 
not tjj properly filled by any but by Aly-verdi-qliaa. On his propofinghim 
to his council, his choice was unanimoufly approved, as none of his eounfel- 
lors had any views of his own; and they payed many encomiums to the pene¬ 
tration of his mind, in Tingling out the very man wanted. The appointment 
being publiflied, Shudjah-qhan refolved to decorate Aly-verdi-qhan with 
new titles, and new honors, and dignities. The tide of Bahadyr or valiant and 
that of Mehaliet-djung, or the formidable and majeftuous in battles; an 
addition to his military grade that ftiould raife the whole to the command of

were rhe new honors which be wanted to koefer upon him, and for \Viiich he 
'•immediately applied through his agents to the Emperor, and to his favoiite 
minificr. QlianddSran. Zinet being informed of the new appointment, expref- 
fed her approbation; and willing to confer an obligation on Aly verdi-qh..n, 
fhe fent fop-him to the gate of her apartment, and having ordered a rich Qhy- 
laat to be put upon his flioulders, the conferRed u^n him the Government of 
Bahar, as from herfelf (£46). And it was only after this Invefture, that SKud- 
:jah-qhan himfeif feat for him, and prefented him on his p^trt alfo, with the 
Qhylaat of the Deputy-folp or Niabet of Axim-abad, to which he joined the 
patent of it, with an elephant, 3< £ibre, and a quantity of jewels. A number 
of forces was appointed to ferve under him; after which he w-as difmilTcd, 

with injunftions to bring the province under a proper order fuboidma-

tion. Hiftory ought to remark that a few days befot^' jbis elcyation, 
a grand fon was born to Aaly-verdi-qhan from I'Js-^uungeft daughter 
married to his youngeft nephew; Zin-eddin-ahmed-qhan; and as he had no. 
fon of his own, he called him Mirza mahnied, after his own name, adopt¬ 
ed him for his fon, and had him educated in his own houfe. He aliribed to 
his aulpicious blith, that fudden flow of honors, dignities, and favo^; and 
on that account he redowblcd his aflTeAion for him. Aly-verdi-qhan before 
his departure obtained leave to carry with him two of his fons 4 H-law, vvkh

Tlie readier will cdiferve with wonder aud «Tnaecmcftc that, that chdd to whofe aufptcbu^ bittli ail the Inmors 
then heaped on his Eimily were attributed, and at whofe coming lutotlie world it made t]:e firft ftridts cowards 
domuiionand foveteignty, proved to be the very per£oQ ini,wUgi» both the touiy ^d fovcreifnty ended for even

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feveral of his relations; and after a profperous journey^ he made his entry in 
Azim-^bad; and having ftayed^>vhoIe year in the province, he returned to 
Moorihoodabad to pay his refpefts to his benefaftor and mafler, was receiv¬ 
ed with evc!;y maik of diftinftion and favor, and fent back to his Government; 
n|r was it long before he received the patent of thofc dignities and thole ho¬ 
nors that had been devifed for him by his protestor. He recicycd from 
court the fringed Paleky, and the ftandard and kettle-drum, with the other in- 
lignia of his dingity; and thefe did not contribute a linle to the exaltation of 
his chaiader inkhe mirds of the people, by adding fb muchluftre to his pomp 
and retinue. But he was not dazzled by them: being a man of wildom and 
induftry, endowed with a lofty enterprlfing' mind, ever Intent on high de- 
ftgns, he loon obfcrved how precarious was his fituation; and he thcrejfbre 
comraenceti his adminiftration by introducing order in the city, augmen¬ 
ting and inuring’ his forces, gaining the hearts of the fobjedts, attaching the 
military to his perfon, and cliaftifinglitld bringing to order the Zemindars 


;and other r^fra<flory perfons and' inlurgent! of the province. Above all he 
made it a ftandlng rule to bring into his fervice as riiany military of charafter 
as he, came to hear of in the neighbouring provinces; and by thefe means he 
in a 'i)file time found himfelf at the heatl of an army, well appointed, and,fur- 
nillied vith ever)' thing that could infure fuccefs.' Intent on adding to his 
power, an(| preparing himfelf for higher atchievements, he was alert in. chaf- 
tifing fuch of his dependants as attempted to go aftray fix>m the path of duty; 
and he made them ferve for an example- He had taken into his fervice one 
Abdol-kerin-qhan, an Afghan Rohila, who commanded fifteen hundred of his 
countrymen, and had fuch an opinion of his own ftrength and prowefs, as to 
make little account of others; and in reality he deferved the high opinion he 
had conceived of liis own feif, Aly-verdy-qhan who had made ufe of him 
in many an arduous occafibn, coutd not be but fatisfied with his fervices; but 
he wanted, likewife to reduce him to the rules offuboi tlination, and to reprefs 
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that forwardnefs of his, which prompted him to ftretch his feet beyond'the 
carpet of obedience and fubmiffion.The Afghan proud of his prowefs, iirinding 
no fijperior, and fearing no one, fet his mafterat defiance, and continued to be 
guilty ofatlions that ftrongly favored of an affuining refractory temper, and of a 
fpirit of independence that fpurned at controul. Aaly-verdy-qhanrefleded, tllat ^ 
to' diffemble"\vich him any longer would only add to his prefumption and excite 
that of others; and that to connive at his excefl?*: and infolenctes any more, might 
prove highly imprudent, and even dangerous; and he was convinced at the lame 
time, how exceedingly improper it would be in a perfon of llis high ftation to 
defer the punition cf a head-ftrong man, whofe punition ought to be held up in- 
terrorem toothers. The day then being fixed for that execution, Aaly-verdy- 
qhan ordered a number of his truftiell men to keep themfelves in the hall of 
audience, and to fall upon him wkh their fibres, as foon as that ^fgftan lliould 
enter, and prefame to anfwer to a reprimand which he intruded to give him. 
ESe£l:ively the next d.ay the man as ofttal prefeRSed'iilthftJf with ten of bts'rol- 
iowers, armed; but as he had always at the gate a couple of htindred of hts. 
men ready to fupport him, and he was himfelf a man of great perfonal ftrength 
and prowefs, it was not an eafy matter to come at him, or to find peopji: that 
could match the man. Three fuch men having been pitched upon at la^T^ere 

Jr ^ 

ordered to attend and to difpatch him; the next morning the ^ecution 
took place, fo that the fmoke that ufed to arife from the heads of thejirefraftory, 
was at once diffipaied. The foldiery began to tremble, and many of the Zemin¬ 
dars, who had hitherto proved refractory and had aCled with all the freedom 
and infolence to which the weaknefs of the former adminiftration had accuf- 
tomed them, were fet upon one after another, and feverely chaftifed. Some

cuYt/wnent. roois, and fome, that were guilty likewife, but who had 

fliewn tokens of fubmiflion and attachment, were not only forgiven but taken 
into favor, and they attached themfelves to his perfon. In confcquence of fucb 
a vigorous adm:n ill ration, which never abated from its vigilance; he 
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^ found means both to conferve Shudjah-qhan’s good will andefteem, and to 
ftrengtlitn his own power, and influence. 

But before we go on with that great mao’s biflory it -is proper we Ihould 
enter upon fome events that have happened either in the capital of the Empire 
or in its environs ; after which we fliall refiime our account of Aaaly-verdy- 
qhan and the affairs of Bengal! 

We have already mentioned that Yad-ghar*qhan the Caflimirlan had been 
fent from Conn to the Marhattacamp to conunence a ncgociation with Badjrao 
by the mediaticn of Radja-diehi-fing-fevai : and that thefe two envojs had 
been entaifted wnh the Patents of the governments of both Malva and Gudj- 
rar for that Marhatta General. As this ex^raordirtary ftep and this conde- 
fcendance on the Emperor’s part did not produce the effedt expeded; and as 
it was 1 b far ft'om ertinguilhing the flames of the Marhatta ambition, that it 
feemed to have added fuel to that nation’s prefumjitioiJ, to have infpired them 
wjlh higher and higher'iiWions of themlelves, and to have excited new en¬ 
croachments and frerti infolencies on their part>; it was refolved to have recourfe 
:o force. On rite foventh of Zilcaadah of the year 1149 tff the hcdjra, about 
fix hburs after fun rife, the Lord of Lords QhanbSran departed on an expedi¬ 
tion frV chaftifing thofe free-booters; that Genwal ®n receiving liis/leave \v«a 
honoured wfth a belt; and that minifter with a view to ,acknowledge tins 
mark of. Hiftmdlion, fet out immccliaicly, without fo much as’^going honae. 

- He marchett'out of the city and encamped at Talpai which is nine coffes from 
,Shab-djehan-abad. On the twentieth of the fame month, the fupreroe Vezir Ca- 
iiier<eddin-qhan was equally honored with a belt, and fee out likewife on the

There he 
joined by feveral eminent Radjas with their trBops; and his forces now be 
tame fo numerous, tliai his army covered, the plains, and fouck the q-es 
wtb admiration and terror. It was expeaed he would advance direaiy 
^pon the enemy; infteail of that he v.ho had fet out to fig^t the Marbanas, 
<ontented himfelf with loitering his time at about forty coffes from the capital 
Jvloft of his troops^ divided betwixt fear and hope, like men m fafpenfe be- 
^ixt foe and deadi, were anxiouHy waiting for wliat might happen. JSTor 
did the VezV Camer -eddin-qhan behave with more earnettnefs. This ramiller 
had fet out, at the head of a luimcroufi body of Moguls ?>ad»HindaIlanees, 
attached to his pefton and in his own pay; and he had joined them toa whoic 
army of TSranin-Mogub, allontient fervants of the Emperor, and all in 
Tuch high clliruatioiT, that the whole province of Sehrind had beena 0 i.gned 
to them for cl*’r pay l with foch a ntimerous army, he had marched tr,wards 
A'djmif j wth inientidft to make an end of the Marhattas. He had w*th him 
• >cery netdiary for a canipaign and ati inhoity of volunteers, who ft/ight for 
"Oppt^mties to fignalife themfdves and to acquire promotion. ^The pomp- 
and'eclat of his march are hardly to be deferibed; but after marching alitdfc 
on the frontiers of that province, he fropped thort to wait for the arrival’ of 
iheMarhattas-ifudi was the cant-ex preffion. Here he was joined by Mahmed- 

• qhan-bangafoi who having quitted Feroh abad, his refidence, (a rown whioh 

was built and-named in honor of Feroh-fyur his protedor), was come with * 
good body of troops ; and he wdted alfofor the arrival of the Marhattas- But 
not one of thofe illuflrblis wariors, and not one of thofe famous generals ha.d

by alledging fhe aecelTity of .defending his own heriditary dominions, .and by 
brirtgitig'fo?‘*'ards foms fuch .fotile excufos» On the other hand, Canter-ed- 
din-qban, the Mr, fometimes pot of himfelf, and forae.times intent only 
ftmeonferving his army; fpenr fos.timetla confulting with his fiiends, and ivitli 
\ tjteT8raniat!3, his country-mcu. But his fofpenfe continued, and he kept 
’ .his eyes fixed on the fuccoar which he expedited horn Nizam-el-raulk. Thp 
kt^. who had quitted the coyrt exceedingly difgufted with the Emperor, 
and with Itis favorite QhandoSran, payed but little attention to the troubles 
tlut wi e ruining Hindpftan: lie even wiflied to fee.ihe mlaitlers as well as all 
die grant'ees humbled to the daft, by any means whatever. On the other hand, 
the Eroperi^ had conceived too-ftrang hifpicions againll him, and was- too 
much obfeded by QhandbSran, to refolveon an appUcaionto him; he had 
ewen fo- bad an Opinion of all the TSransan grandees ofhi^court, that he made 
•jt appoint toabftain from-confulting any of them. Meanwhile, whole days 
and nights paffed.ln coafukationsand. incertitude; and no decifive part was 
taken; andrindeednoprlncipkof lifeand a£tion could be communicated by thpfe 
impotent Lords, and thoie Monlubdars and dignitaries fo fertile m excufes, 
who fwartned m ibe capital as well as in camp, and moft of whom were men 
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df no capacity at all. As to thofe amongft them, that were capable of think¬ 
ing, they did not dare to open any advice, chat might clafli with Qhand^8ran*s 
opinion; and the Eniperor himfelf, wbofe favorite he was, and on whofc 
mind he had acquired an unbounded influence followed by an abfoliite pow¬ 
er over the whole Empire, was unwilling to liftcn to any thing that might 
him umbrage. That Prince ufed to write both to QliandoSran on one hand, 
and to Camer-eddin-qh in, on the other, whatever came into his mind t and 
ihefs two did not fail to excufe themfclvcs by far-fetched rcafons, and out of 
the way confiderations. Letters and confultations were peipctiially pafling 
and repafiing between the Emperor and QhandoSran ; and an open com- 
munication was imintaincd betiylxt the city and camp, it caitte at laft to be 
the general wifh of the court, that an agreement fliould take place with the 
Marhattas. QhahdoSran himfelf, now fully fenfible, that to give it ccm- 
pleat defeat to thofe free-booters, was more than he could pe^qrin and much 
beyond his courage, thought it beft. to leave bath-peace and war in a.^pro** 
found obfeurity, and to envelope them- both in a clotid of delicate policy 
t?hac left every thing in fufpenle. Such a management he thought to be^jjL. 
fhrewd ftrofce ofy'poUttcks; but mean while to extricate himfelf from hk dif¬ 
ficulties, he fet out on his return to the capital. Things were in this Woeful 
ftate, when by one of thofe ftrokes of providence, and by an unc\;pected 
piece of good forttine, news came that the Marhattas had been cfaftifed by 
Saadet qhan in the manner they deferved; and this intelligence tranquilizcd 
the minds of the whole court. 

This exertion ■«’asthe more unexpe^led, as Saadet-qhan had no other Go¬ 
vernment than that of A8d, and no other office or command, than that of 
the Pike-man of the prefence ; in number of troops and in plenty of money 
he was reputed inferior to moft of the grandees of the Enipire; and more-over 
his Government being on the north of the Ganga, he feemed to have no 
concern at ail with thofe that were on the fouth of that iiiigljty river,y and 
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/Jill iefs, witli the Marhactas themfelves. But he was likewife a man of great 
■' perfoaal courage, full of a fcnfe of honour, jealous of the glory of the Etn- 
pire, always intent on fome high undertaking, and fond of military glory 
and renjtwn : Shocked to fee the pufillanimous behaviour of men at the head 
. i ' ' fuch numerous armies, and fired with indignation at the incefliint en- 
croachments, and endlefs infolencies of the Marhattas, he refolveJ to avenge 
. the honour of the Empire, and to take that talk upon himlelf, as a particular 
bpfinefs of his own. Full of thole high notions, he reviewed his troops, (and 
\ thefe were always kept in readinefs,) augmented their number, furnillied them 
with fuch amunitjon and fuch a quantity of provifions as he thought nccelTary ; 
I and joining to /hem a train of Artillery, he quitted A8d his capital, taking 
with him his Nephew and fon-in-Iaw, AbSl-manfSr-qlian; and he marclied 
at tbejiead of his army, firmly refolved to. fight , the Marliattas. With tliis 
view, be crolKi^thc Ganga, and wanted likewife to crofs the Djumna, in 
order to^give aluiftalfce to Rai^a Behdaor,. a friend and a dependant of his.

This ititya being.befieged in bis fortrels by an army of Marhattas, had ap¬ 


plied to, Saadet-qhan for alfiftance. The latter anlWered him by tins Ihoit 
notc'fi. Be Jure ml to he (lipiayeJ, ifaJ he. Jure ml to give tben^ne farthing; for 
look; 17v.ill he'ypithjou hjlmflj;. Aitet writing fb much, he'ia out: but as 
tlte. l^jid^as of Bsindelcund hadjoinerJ the Marhattas, and' both were intent in 
watchingIjie fords of die Djumnii, fucli a pallage was become difficult, and 
not to be performed in hafle; and mean while the Radja his friend had re¬ 
ceived a great defeat, and was raluced to the lad: extremity. At the fame 
time, Malvao, who was. one of die. greaiefl Generals of Badjirao's army, ha¬ 
ving found means to crofs the Djumna, and to turn Saadet-qlnin’s rear, with¬ 
out his fufpefting any thing of the matter, had falleii at once upon tile pro¬ 
vince of Atiiya and was adtually burning and facking every thing from the 
gates of that city, to the feat of Moty-bagh, which is clofe to Ecber-abad; 
>Yherever he paffed he left nothing but flaughter, defolation and alhes: from 

thence 
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thence he tamed towartk the towns of Saad-abad and DjcIaV'r, and was going 
to ferve them in the lame manner; when Saadet-qhan, on the a ad of Zilcai- 
dah of the year 1149, luddenly appeared in the Marhatta’s rear, like a ftdrm 
that tlireatens deftruilion from afar; and finding the free-booters difpeHed, he 
fell fo vigoroufly upon them, that he never ceafed killing and flaughterii 
until he had chaced them beyond Ytimad-abad, which was at four coffes diT- 
tance from the field of battle. Heaps of de,ad where to be feen every where, 
and the road for eight miles together was ftrewed with corpfes. Three Ge¬ 
nerals of charafter were taken prifoners; and Malrao being feverelv

wounded, thought himfelf happy to make his efcape witU a few followers. 
The main of the run-aways, having thrown away their booty j fled towards 
the Djumna; and having in -d-ieir hurry and confternation, miftaken one 
place for another, they plunged into a part of the river that had nolftHd, where 
dilappearing in the eddies of annihilation they perilhed in Ihia]^. Malrao with 
the few that kept pace with him, found with infinite pains his way to J^adji- 
lao’s camp, to whom he prefemed himfelf in the moll difinal <fonttiiion, fqr 
this Generallffimo of the Marhatta Empire, was then encamped at Coutele,^?,. 
little towninhabifidby Seids, clofe to Gwaliar. Whilft that wretched waji fly¬ 
ing, Saadet-qhan was purfuing incefiantly at the rate of ten coffes a day and 
piore, until be reached the town of DeholpSr-baii, which is at f^ghteen 
cofles from Ecbcr-abad, and on this fide of the river Chunbul, wh^e he had 
heard that Badjirao was encamped with the main army, and whire he inten¬ 
ded to attack and ferve that Generaliflimo in the fame manner, he had fer- 
ved Malrao, fo foon as he lliould have done with the remains of the run-a- 
ways. He wilhed by fuch a double vidory to recover the fullied honor of 
the Hindoftanics; but finding alter a fruitlefs purfuit that not one man of 
that accurfcd race was to be difeovered, he returned to his own camp, where 
he gave two days reft to his troops. At the end of that time, he publilhed 
that every trooper fliould keep himfelf ready to march with four days

^ h®,ur cf .departure, his liorie would be hatnftnJug (240), and himielf carried 
; iA^dctifion roimu the camp. Mean while he ordered a number of ox-ikins 
and other leathern veffels to be filled with water; and a vaft quantity of cakes 
bal^, to the end that troops might not want for either victuals or 
vcr, in the intended ptJrluit. Some light artillery he loaded upon ele¬ 
phants, and a quantity of wall-pieces and fwivels upon camels; and having 
diftrlbuted his water and provifions upon his mules, camels, and other beafts 
of burthen, he publilhed that he was refolved to purfoe the enemy beyond 
the Chunbul, artd that he would be the firft at the head of his troops to throw 
himfeif into die water, and the foremoft to ^ive his men an example of cou¬ 
rage and ircifeverance. Whilft he was fetdng out on this expedition 
whfLiv>-!i:id jiow engroffed his affeftion, letters came from Qhandouranf 
That minifter I'^d heard of Saadet-qhan's bravery and decilivc condud, 
and flung to the quick by a fuccefs that icfloded fo much difhonor up¬ 
on himfeif, either to join that genejral and lliare in the honor of the 

expedition, or by withholding him from it, to make him a fltarer in his own 
inadion and difgrace. With thefe id^as he wrote him fever^ letters, in which 
under the moft “ facred oaths, he affured him that he was fetdng out to join him, 
and -ecommendal his waiting a httle undl he might proceed Vith him on 
the deftrudion of thofe free-booters, but by ah means advifed him to avoid 
“ all precipitation." Saadet-qhan who hadjuft mounted his horfc, found bim- 
felf ftopped fhort by thefe letters of the miniftcr*s, and greatly at a lofs how to 
ad. Neverthelefs, he thought proper to fufpend his march; and three or four 
days after, he was joined by Qhandouran who on the approach of the Mar- 
hattas, had been ordered by the. Emperor to join Saadet-qlian with feveral 

other folds and commanders. All this while the Vczir Camer-eddin- qhan was

3 ered. An immenfe booty was-made here; and the Marhattas -haid^ 
the night near Qhadja-efitSb-eddin’s monumens, the nextyday, which was 
Arefat (251) day, they plundered.the ftreei inhabited by the'jewellers, and 
facked and burned all the {hops of that town. About noon they proseeded 
farther and facked the to-.vr^.of Pakm^ from whence the fhoals of runaway 
and w'ounded flyip-g into the city, filled it with dre.adfifl accounts of what they 
had fden anti felt; and the citizens, without ftrnber inquiry, loft both their 
courage and'lenfes, filled the city with a general tiproar; and the whole fcon be¬ 
came one continued feene of difinay- and confufion. The Einperot hearing 
of this fudden approach of the enemies, ordered the few lords and troops that 
were about hisperfon, to Tally forth and to repell the Marhatras: on his or¬ 
der, Emir-qhan, Radja BaKqt-mul, and Mir-haflen-qhan-gocal-tafh, with 
Munevver-qhan, brother to Zaafer-qKan, and Abdol-MaabEd-qlian', and the 
Hindoo Shi 8 -fing, Cblbnel of the corps calkd Amberies, with many odier 
comraaoders, fallied forth, and advancing out of the city to an advantageous

, (]han avho was endowed with both, rejjeatedly lent them word to ftop, and it) 
obferve that to fight the Madiattas at this parricuhr time, lb as to partfrf>mdi;ir 
main, was a ftep utterly improper ;-i-le thought It better that they flio ild keep 
together with the others. Butthis advice made no efleit on thofe two Imprudcat 
men; they would not hear it, iuiS continued advancing.

and with theic^Ihort fpears and long fwords commenced fuch a terrible exe- 
cucion as threw the whole into the utmofl difmay. A man wounded found 
means to efcape, and running-up to Emir qhan, he had the boldneft to re¬ 
proach him wjtb. backwardriefs and negloSt: “ What are you doing here, laid

remained, with him, made his retreat, wounded, and hardly alive, and ther 
run-aways defpoiled of their arms and liorfes, crept back every one, to 
houfe. Emir>qhari and the other commanders, after having tairyed at 
pofl; the whole day, on the diilk of the evening returned to their tents,'' Mean 
while the plundering and facking of Tf>ghl8c-p8r, and the danger whicJi 
threatened Shah-Djehan-nabad having been rumoured abroad, the Lords 'at ^ 
the head of the armies in the environs of the capital, knowing that the Em^ 
peror was left alone, aird that the Marhattas had fuddenly disappeared, haf- 
tened to court with the rapidity of fo many Couriers. The Vezir CameV* 
eddin'qhan who was the neareft of all, being only at thirty cofles, arrived the 
firft; and having had on the ninth of Zilhidj a ikirmifh with dje Marhattas,

he on the next day, which was the day of the facrifice, encamped in the fu- 
burbs of the capital, at which fight the Marhattas retired a little farther. Saadet- 
qhan on his fide, quitted Ecber-abad where he was, and having meafiired fixty 
fivecolTes in two days, (254) he arrived on the evening of the fecond day 
at Talpat which iS'^doie to the city. Qhandouran who’had fet out Witii him, 
arrived fome time after; and the third day Mahmcd-qhan-bangalh joined 
tliem. As the ]^ 4 rhactas had already felt the weight of the blows dealt out 
by Saadet-qlian, and they had plentifully drank of the water (155) that flow¬ 
ed from his fibre, they did not like to fee him again and in fuch numerous 
company; and being befides heavily loaded with booty, they wheeled round 
and retreated, burning, and facking, and utterly deftroying in their retreat the 
towns of Itivari and BatSdi; after which, they marched on to Malva and 
Gudjrat, their new conquefts, ruining and deftroying every thing in their 

journey, but without tarrying any where. The refult of all thofe troubles

and movements was, that the Emperor obferving that of fo many generals and 
Lords, not one tut Saadet-qhan had thought of attacking the Marhattas or

escufe, to remain where they were, without moving a foot; he fell into a flate 
" delpondence, and concluded with his whole council that it would be ex- 
pcdientto put an end to all his anxiety by paying them achout or tribute. 

^ That prince although completely convinced thatNizam-cl*mulk was the 
contriver and dircftor of this incurfion, was likcwife lenfible how difficult it 
would be to pimifh him for fuch a conduA; and chinking it better to ufe po¬ 
licy, he wrote him feveral letters full of kindncls j gave him the title of Aflef- 
d:^(256), raifed his military grade to eight thouland horfes, and flattered his 
pride fo much, ^hat the other refolved to come to court. Leaving therefore 
his fccond fop Nizam-eddoulah-nafr-djung (157), for his Deputy and Lieu¬ 
tenant in the kingdom of Decan, he fet out for the capital; but the rumour- 
of his coming being fpread every where, Qhandouran hurried with all his 
might the agi^ement with the Marhattas, to prevent his having any 
concern in the treaty. It was ftipu'ated that they would hcnceforwards ap- 
prove themfelvcs the Servants of the Imperial court, and bbey his Majefty*s 
commands, as well as the directions of his minifters, without keeping up any 
correfpondence with Nizam-el-mulk, or fiding with him ih <tny manner. This 
was the purport of the agreement; but the Marhatta Gcneraf perceiving the 
pufillanimity and cowardice of the grandees at court, and fenfible of the 
want of difeernment in the mmifter, made a treaty with both parties, and 
kept fair with both the court and Nizam-el-mulk. The latter being arrived 
at Sbah-djehan-abad On thfe 16th of the firft Reby in the year 1150 payed 
his refpeCls to the Emperor; and about a month after, the Qhjdaat of the 
two governments of Malva and Gudjrat, were confered on his elded fon 
Ghazi-eddin-qhan on the diftniffion of Djehi-fing and Badjirao. On the 
Friday following news arriving of the deceafe of Abdol-femed-qhan, the fa-

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mous Viceroy of L^ihor, a Qhj laat of confolat'ion was bcRawctl on the 
Vezir Cimer-etldin*qhan his brother; and other Qliylaats of condplance 
were fent likewifc to that GencFai*s family at Lahar» together with a partitHi 
lar one to Zekeriah-qhan, his Ibn who received thereby a confirnjation of the 
Governments of Labor and MSUan- At the fame time Nizam-tl niulk in.' 
obedience to the Emperot ’s commandj marched out to chaflifc Badjii ao i Oiid 
he advanced to Acbar-abad ; and having tixed as bis deputy in that city, a 
Ifelatlon of his own, he marched to Maiva by crofling the Djumna at Acbar^ 
abad; and having pafl'ed to Atva, he recroffed that river at Calpi and arrived 
in the Bondelcund, where he arretted the Radja or Prince of the Countiy. 
From thence he advanced to Bhopal, which is a town of the 'tippendency of 
Maiva. Badjinio hearing of his defign, came out from the Decan at the 
head of a mighty hoft, and meeting Nizam-el mulk on the plains of chat 
town, feveral bloody engagements took place; but as none of them proved 
decifive, the latter who now received intelligence that Nadyr-lhali {tad invaded 
Hindoftan, thinking the Marhatras but a fmall object ‘iti conrtparifon, pre¬ 
ferred an accommouation with Badjirao, and leaving thofe enemies behind, he. 
reciirned to the capital with all expedition. 

TnotrstEs 4nd evils of this magnitude were reckoned but fmall oVgeffs 
by a fet of Traiterous grandees, who intent only on ruining each other, made 
no account of the confequences, if they could but compafs their private ends: 
nor did they make any fcruples, when neceflary for their purpofe, to flied 
the blood of Mufulmen, and to flaughter a whole race of Seyda, Saf-eddin- 
aaly-qhan, one of thofe noble perfons attached to the late AMollah-qhan, had, 
on that Vezir’s defeat, retired upon his paternal elbte, where he fubGfted 
upon a fmall revenue afforded by a Djaghlr of Impenal gift and aTaallookof 
land (158), which had been hereditary iii his family. This flender fubfiftance,

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juft enough to fupport life> he ihared with a number of old, impotent, or 
r uined perfons of his family and dependence; and if was this fin^ll eftite that 
proved an eye fore to Camer-eddin-qhan and to the TSranians, who unable 
fo bear the fight of a Seyd, and chcrifliing in iheir bofoms an enmity to the 
whole race, were refolved to extirpate every relation of tfoflt m-aaly-qhrn’E, 
With this intention Camer-eddIn-qhan appointed one Huftimet-qhan ig the

li ttle wliicli eonftituted their very fubfiftance. Red need to the laft exiremfry, and 
at a lofs how tor efcape from the claws of that vvretphed, they, according to the 
fenteare, defpatr knows »;? Wi, role in their own defence, and deprived their 
opprelfor^of^the garment of life. This a£h of necefliiy wis highly refented by 
the Vezir and his brother Ai.ini-ol!alj-qhan; and thofe mm that had put up pa¬ 
tiently with E^an-neflar-qban’s death, and with amifereant Gtntoo’s taking poC- 
feflion of a Mufulman's confort and family; thofe tnenthat liad made fo fmall 
account of fo black a crime ; and had fo little fenfe of honor and ftiame, as to 
have not thought fo much as once how to lake an adequate revenge for fuch 
an enormity; thofe very men now looked upon fuch an adl of neceffity, and 
tire killing of Huftimec-qhan by a Seid’s hand (260), to be a flagitious affront 
that concerned the honor of government, and reflected upon iheunfullied cha-

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raster of its minifters; and nothing now could expiate fucli an enormity, but 
(pilling the blood of an illuftrious Seid and putting to the ftvord a whole 
firaily of needy people. The expedition was thought of importance enough, 
to require no lefs an appointment than that of that lecond AbSfoffian, 
(261), his own brother, Azim-ollahqhan, who with the remains of the ar¬ 
my of Damafeus, that is with a body of TStanians under his cointnand, and 
a bodyofRohillas under that of AIy-Malime 4 -qhan Rohilah, joined fome o- 
iher troops of Ferid-cddin-qlian, and Oztnet-ollah-qhan’s, both Sheh-xadas 
of Lucknow, the latter of whom was Fodjdar ofM 3 rad-abad on the p 
of Camer-eddin-qhan, and they marched to deftroy the Nobleman in quedion, 
and all the Seids of Barr (262). Thofe wretches animated b^ a diabolical 
Ipirit of revenge, being anived in that country, ranged their troops in order of 
battle; and Seif-eddin aaly-qhan on his fide having put htmfelf at the head of 
his dependants and kinfmen, and the few that chofe to ftand fay him in that 
critical moment, both parties advanced againft each other,.. the Injured Seid, 
being refolved to de;end bis honor, life and property : he was infetlor in nunir 
bers, and deftitute artillery and of fome other neceffaries; neverthelefs he 
drew fo much flirength'from bis own defpalr, tl;iat he repulfed Azim-ollah- 
qhan, and made him lofe a great deal of ground^: he was even going to fend 
this wretched with his milcreants to tlreir deftined feats at the bottom of hell, 
w'hen another array of arcurfed RohilaAfghans made its appearance on the 
Scid's flank,- and poured fuch a violent fire of mufquetry and rockets, as 
made all thofe Seids with their Lord at tlieir head drink of tlie cup of martj'r- 
dom. After that they advanced to Djanfitah, a town where the imfortuntc

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had taken ip his rcfidence, as having been built and peopled by his 
illudrious anccftors; and liftcning only to the didlates of indolence and 
avidity, i' ^ j-iundered and facked it, throwing themfelves on the hoiifts 
of thole unfortunate Seids, nor were they afliamed to lay their prophane 
hands’*oon thole chafte Seidanee matrons that had never let a foot on a ftrecr, 
and to expof-'^their nakcdnels (263), to the open air after having covered their 
heads with the alhes of woe and defilement. That unfortunate town became for 
fame days a pifture of the Laft Day’s defolation. The cries and lamentations 
tl,^ inc^liandy came from fo many impotent people ftriped of their all, and the 
fcrcams that rofefrom thofe defolate habitations emptied of their contents, found 
their way as as the cupola of the feventh Heaven. For it is reported by per- 
fons worth/of credit, that for fcveral days together after the perpetration of aU

thcfeenojinitics, fuch an uncommon rednefs overlpreadthc horizon morning 
and evening, that it feemed as if the hem of tyrannical heaven had been fteeped 
in the blood of thole unfottunate people, and the eye of the day and night had 
been Ihedding tears of blood on the fate of thofe alHifted wo ncn. Thelc violen¬ 
ces cxercifcd upon Seids, aud die confequent rednefs of th- horizon gave room 
to the conje&ures of thofe tfcc were verledin hiftory; anci -perons Ik tiled in 
unravelling Phyfical caufcs, and who, to that knowledge of times and Phe¬ 
nomena, added an acquaintance with tlic niceties and particulars that are dio 
refult of the heavenly bodies, were all unanimous in affirming, that this 
country would infallibly be afflidted by fome General maflacre and i 
variety of milcrics, as a punition for the Vezir’s blind obftinacy, and as a 
chaftifement for the violences exercifed by that accurfed Azim-ollah-qhan on 
the defeendants of the Prophet: For they affirmed that fucli and the like ca¬ 
lamities had always been portended by foch an extraordinary rednefs of the 
Sky. •

Y this time QhandoSran’s power and influence had riien to a heightli; but 
fuch a ftrange perverfiry had grown up in his mind, or he was naturally fo 
very unfortunate, that whatever he took in hand or contrived, was hire to tnif- 
carry, or to be produdhve of foine mifcliief; and Co foon as he had done any 
always had reafon to repent of it: luch was his treaty with the 
Marhattas, mentioned in the foregoing fhcetsi and this is to be underftood 
as a lample from a quantity, and as a handful from a heap. His conniyanp^ 
at die peculation cxercifed in die 8i:dck of public money fent to Cabul; and

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his ncglcdl in the guard of the narrow pafies and defiles of that province 
are of that number, together with the little attention he payed to the complaints 
of the troop , appointed to guard thofe inlets of that mountainous province ; 
nor can it be doubted but that to fuch a neglect is owing the mighty calamity 
wfiieh hbdollan fuffered from Nadyr-fiiah's invafion. For had he attended 
to the paymei^t of the Mountaineers, deftined to guard tliofe difficult palTcs; 
and had he taken for the confervapon of that province, fuch other precautions 
S3 the cafe required, it is probable that Nadyr-lhah would not have thought 
Oi .nvadlng Hindoftan ; or if he had, that he would not have found in liis 
pafiage thofe unexpeded facilities that fomuch expedited bis march. Nafyr- 
qnan, the Governor of chat important proyiivre, was a pious man, that, fpent 
his whole !^me either in hunting, or in devotions and in reading the Goran ; he 
had Defer made the leaft reprefentation to QhandbSran on the latter’s with¬ 
drawing, as of no purpofe, the penfion of twelve lacks a year, which ufed 
to be lent for the guards and garrifons vf ihofe parts. Heijvsc the vaifies and 
and defile's'liif the provinc^ were left unguarded both by jlie Governor, who 
did not mind them, and by miniftcr who did noL'iftfiik them of fo much 
importance, as to .trouble hL’ head’VJith them. Hence the guards being ill-, 
payed, abandoned their pofts, and the garrifons being utt^Jy ncgleited", 
invited the invaders; and die report of the minifter’s inattention, and of the 
weaknefs of government, being rumoured every where, every one without 
fear of controul or examen, thought only of cutting for himfelf without 
minding any confequences. The roads and paffes being neglebled, every 
one palTcd and repaifed, unobferved; no intelligence was forwarded to court 
of what was happening ; and neither Emperor nor Miniller ever afked why 
no intelligence of that kind ever reached their ears. But diis neglect was 
followed by another ftiil more ruinous in It’s conTequence.

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IT is a fingular obfervation tliac tbc Princes of the illufti ions race of Sen (164^ 
never had the Icaft occafionto apply to thcEmpcrors of Hlndonan foi any lei- 
rice; and on the contraiy that Emperors of Hi ndoflan, namely, Snkan Babr 
and SiiltLvn HSmaTSn, rook refuge in the Courts of the immortal Shah-iUnaa 
and of his virtuous fon Shah Tahmafp, (that precious gem worth-u/pi .re 
in pkadife,) and that they were clierilhed and affined by tliofe^Princes in the 
recovery of their dominions. Neverthelefs is certain and notorious chat the 
Emperors of the Sefevian race, aUhough no ways influenced by necefflty, or 
anyviews of their own, kept byRmbaffies and congramUtlons, aconfeht int?^- 
courfc with the Emperors of Hindoftan, and thereby exhibited proofs of their 
good nature and civility; nevenhelefs fo uncivil was the Court of Shah-djeban- 
abad under Mahmed-fhah, and fo unattentlve to thofe marks of^itmity and 
fiiendlbip, thatitfeemed intirely infenfibleto them, or even ha.i afluiaed op- 
poCte fentlments: for on the fubfiding of the civil wars in the Empire of Iran, 
and onShah-Tal^afp the fecoad’s taking poffeffion of the, Throne of his an- 
ceRors, and driving from thence the.Afghan invi.fers, Mahmed-thah, fo f;u‘ 
from taking any bj&irig concern in that e v<| by a congratulation or any 
other mark o^ attention, on the cootraiylia J^ kept a friendly correfpon- 
dence with the Afghan Pir-veifs, and had thereby opened a door for meflages 
and letters, akhongh Pir-veifs fon had never made any difficulty of invading 
Moltan and putting every thing to Rre and fn-ord m that province, during 
the little time hisfiimily kept poffeffion of Candahar.

much bad weather, was much experienced ia the ways of the world, anti 
thoroughly apprifed of the dilference betwixt day and night. Tht 7 kept 
him at court, although he wanted to return to Decan jaind they were refolved to 
put his abilities and his experience to the teft, fhould any untoward cmergenr 
cy come to take place; for about this time Nadyr-thah had advanced as 
Candahar, which he befieged; and from thence he had fent aga^ n Mahmed- 
qhan the Turk-man, with a repetition of his<former mefTage, and a complaint 
upon the former fubjefts. The envoy being arrived at. the capital, deljver- 
ed his letter and ineilage, and was dehred to wait a little, but with'iio poh-* 
tive anfwer, aUhough he infifted upon his departure. The minifters difputed a- 
mongft ihemfel ves, fonietiines about the purport of the anfwer, and forae- 
times about what ftile was to be ufed, and what title Diould bq given to 
Nadyr-thab : they went fo far as to think it a piece of good policy 10 delay 
the Ambaffador’s return; and they waited to fee whether the Afghan-huflTein- 
qhaii, after having ruined Nadyr-lh^h 5 forces before Candahar, would not 
fo far weaken thator i nee, as to reduce him to nothing; after which there 
would not be any op jAlioh to write an anfwer . ’it all. Mean while the fiege 
ofCaiidahar being converted into a long biockade, and Mahmed-qhan not 
making his appearance, Nadyr-fbah wrote him a letter, and fent it by a few 
horfetnen; the letter inquired about the reafons of fo much delay, and it recom¬ 
mended deligence, and a fpeedy return, with an anfwer. But all this did 
not luaen liis departure; and he continued to be detained under a variety 
of pretences, without being able to obtain any anfwer at all. The blockade 
of Candahar drawing to a length,Nadyr-(hah ordered a town to be built over 
againft it, which .he called Nadyr-abad'; and from thence the fiege was re¬ 
newed, and aifauks given ; until at laft a body of Cuzzelbaflies cfcaladed the 
walls, put the Afghans to the fword every where, and took the forterels to-

Ir muft be obferred, that fince the fignal defeat given the Afghan s at

Shiraz in Iran, they had led a wandering life without King and without Go- 


verr- in fo-mneh ihatmoft of them, hard preffed by ihdr enemies, had 
fpread all ove- Hindbftan where they had turned hulbandmen in fortie parts, 
and fokiiers in others,. Icttling ihegafelves in feveral provinces of that Empire, 
where they incorporated with the other fubjefts. Aly-mahmcd-qhan, called 
Rdhilla, was one of them. In the battle againft Sfif-eddin-aaly-qhan, ,hc 
had rendered an important fervice to Azim-ollah-qhan, that had recom¬ 
mended him to the notice, and al(b to the fivor of the Vezir Camer-eddin- 
qhscn, whergave him in free gift Ibme Lands and fome Djaghirs dependent 
OB the QialilVah office. This man, aldiough only an adoptive fon to an Af¬ 
ghan, being originally a Gentoo'Ahir or herdfinan, found means to approve 
himfelfa man of courage and abifities; and having taken im*^iiis fervice, and 
aflembled abbot his perfon Shofe herds of Afghans that were i continually flying 
from Candahar, he formed t'senl into an army, and uj" their means fpread 
his authority in the countries c jfltigubii 4 to hisDjaghiry lands, ftich as AnoSlah, 
Sumbul, Moradabad, Bedahon, Bcrheily and fome others, of ^«hich he took 
poflfefiion- From this narrative it will appear that the propotai made to MaK- 


med'fhah for Ibutting the paffages of CabSl, fo as to prevent the Afghans fiOin- 
flocking into India, was in fact beyond his power; for the garrifons ofihofe parts 
having been totally negkacd; theeuftomary mmitrances in money from iho 
Capital, fapprefied; and the guards of the defite anti diffiEuit pafles’, left un¬ 
payed and unihoughc of, w^lft the Governor himfelf was contented with refi- 
ding at Lalmr; where was the man that would mind tbofe troopsoffree-boo- 
ters, and thofcffioals of Afglian banditries that-were ccntinually paffingand re- 
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together, had never minded liii raotkaiSjihoiiki ever trouble thertifelves about 
«ther matters of an inferior importance? or that, after having been fo carelels 
abovlt N^idy r-fliiah’s vifewsand fchemes, they Qiould think of the motions of fomc 
Afghan banditries ? 

To return jagiun to Nadyr-flj^, that Prince, after the capture of Caie’ '-aj*, 
ordered that fbrtrcfs to bfcTuIhed, and its inhabiiants to be tranfported to Na* 
dyr>ahad;ahd irom thence he marched tovoards Ghaznin and CabSl. In his 
way thither he fent this meffage to the Gutvalof the fatter place (267)** Know, 

that I have no bufinefs With Mahmed-ihah’s dominions: but as rhefe frontiers 

* 

are an inexliauilable mine of Afghans, and a number of thofe run-aways have 
joined him as well as you, I wifli only to deftroy that race of miicreants: be 
therefore under no concern or appreltenflan for yourfelf^and make twery thing 
** ready to receive me as your gueft.” After this meftage, he advanced’-and en¬ 
camped under the vay walls ofthefortreft, ontheturrcis of which the CabS- 
lians, with the C» at their head, appeared in great numbers, ready to defend 
themfelves, withou paying any regard to the admt^ition fent them. A body 
of Cuzzelbafljcs bet ig ordered, to efcaladc the stalls and to undemiinethc for- 
tiftcarions, the Borghers on the firft attacjc, callcri out for quarter; and quar¬ 
ter being granted, they came out of the gates and furrendered the fortrefs, and 
acknowledged therhfelves his fut^efb. intelligence coming at the lame rime 
that feveral bodies of Afghans were ikulking atout in the mountains, troops 
were font after them, and as many of thofe mountaineers as could be come at, 
were put to tiie -fword. No news mean while coming from Mahmed-qhan- 
' turkman- the En voy, Nadyr-fliah made a choice of a certain number of con- 
ftdcrable Cabs Hans, and fent them with a meftage to Mahmed-lhah and his 
minifters. The envoys making 'liafte, w'ent by Labor to Shah-djehan-abad 
where they delivered their meftfige, but where none would hear it, or if he did, 
none would comprehend it. It is reported by men of confequence and peiibns

CuevaJ, j* |u'gLpor{/ fpeaking a dvU otHcoft a kJid of juftlc*o£j;i*£tce: he is the u&cr of th* 
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of veracity and credit, that whenever thefe CabSlian!:^ or any other perfons of' 
underAanding that came from thofe parts^ would open their inouthS;, and men-* 
tion any thing of Nadyr-fhahj QhandoSran turned the whole into ridicule, and 
uled to add t that the houfes of this capital had wry lofty roofSj (268 J from which 
the Qthens teere enabled to fie Nadyr-Jhab and bit Aiguls from afar. Himlelf 
with hi? friends and favorites looked upon this embafly arwi melTage of the 
CabSlians as’ a farce contrived by the Vezir by .Nizam-cUmulk, and 
by the TSianiacS at court} and efpecially by Ztkeriah-qhandie Vicaoy 
ofCab^I, whom they knew to be a relattonof the Vezir’^j and they 
treated with contempt and with raillery thofe that pretended tber^ wjss no con¬ 
trivance at alljbut that the whole was mere matter of fai 9 ;. In a country where the 
prime m^jfter is aiSlually under fuch an infatuation of mind, and Where the ift- 
tcUeib df thofe about his perfon, extend nO farther, it is curious to fee howthcy' 
will manage curb the afpiring grandees, and how they fhall intibduce order 

and fubordination in the affairs of the empire! Nadyr-Ihah not tired with the 

■ repeated mifearriages oO his envoys, .difpasched from CabSl another man 
under the efcort of ten trooj^rs. Thefe being arrivH ''i';f)jelalabad no fooner 
alighted at a lionfe, than thty wets Jet vipoa by a mob that affembled about’ 
them and were all flain, after having been firft difarmed; none efcaped but the 

■ tenth, who found his way back to GtibSl, wlierehc gavean accoutitofwhathad 
paired. Nadyr-lbah, who had been already full feven months in this province, 
bufy indifeovering bodies of Afghans, and in putting them tothefword, heai'- 
ing of this affair at Djelallabad, loft all patience ; and marching: to that 
place, he fuixounded it on all -fidefi and ordered all the inhabitants to be maf- 
facred. It is very ftrange, but true, that many Qliyiaats had been lent ftoni 
couit to reward thole concerned in the murder of thofe ten men; and .nothing 
prevented their being pnt-on by the perpetrators, but the general maflacre that

ibUoffed foon after. It is no lefs true, that on the firft intelligence of Nady- 
fhah*shaving entered tlie province of CabSl, QhandoSran and Nizam-el-mulk 
bad been ordered to march out and to oppofe him; but tliey contented ihein- 
felves with lOTtering theirtimeinthe City, after fpreading feveral times liie re¬ 
port of ihek marching out: a condutH: which they thought to be a piece rc^ 
fined policy, and a political ftroke in the art of government. Nadyr-fhalt 
having facked jQjelalabad, marched to Pilliavor, in the envifbns of which- 
place he was encountered by NalTyr-qhan, governor of CabSl, who, having" 
joined to'whattrcops be couMmufter a multitude of Afghans, which he jr roLight 
together, refolved to make a ftand in a certain defile and a narrow valley, as 
dilHculc as that of Qhaiber (269), and which be imagined to have put beyond 
infults, Nadyr-fhah hearing of his preparations, fent him this ftiort n,efiage: -I 
inform you that IJhall h an fuch a day «*• fuch a plate ^ from whence you wlli'do well 
to retire, until 1 am pajfed. The mellage produced no efFeft : Aat very day 
Nadyr-fhah appeared; and having put to the fword every one that attempted 
to Hand before hirt, whether Indian or Afghan, Naflyr-qlian’himfelf was- 
wounded, and fell inl^:" ^:::.*ids.of the-Cuzziil-ball'cSibut on his informing them 

who lie was, th«y carried him to Nadyr-fb&h, who in a few days after fent for

him and honoured him with a CJbylaat, TbatPrihee froia Piftiavor, advanced’ 

to the Ateck (,2,70), which he crofledin boats, and he entered the FroVince of; 

MSitan, the Capital of which is Labor. This unfortunate country exhibited 

ahready a fcend<of coofofioft and mafra<;Ee: feveral thoufands of bandittiesa- 

vailingthenUcIvesoftheweakDefs of government, coalefced into two oppofitc 

bbdies, and thefe waging war amongfl themfelyesjhad put under contribution 

and mined feveral of the befl: dlftricls. On the approach of Nadyr-fhah, Ze-

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he conld fijppoit them, came out of the cky, and having choftn an advantageous 
poft on the Ravi, the river that waflies that city, he prepared for battle. But 
fools never know any thingofeither war or pcacej when it is at their own ex- 

pence. Nadyr-flhah on deferying that multitude of Indians huddled together, - 
Ipxinea his horfe into the water,, and, with the few Cuzzel-bnihes tliatwere at 
hand, he puflx ‘d on to the oppolkc fide, where heibon put to flight the foremoft 
of ihofe that feemed the bell mounted and fkilled ; die reft, feeing tliis bavockv 
fled wl;h the utmoft cbtifternation; and the Governor joined them, and took 
flicker witHn the CicyjwhiHtNadyr-lhah encamped clpfe to the wails. Zekei^ 
riah-qhan, fenfible now ofhis error, wrote a fuppltque to dieMonarch to cxcufe 
die error o^iiis conduft, and to ofFerafurrender^ the offer being accepted, ha 
come our^ payed his relpefts, and was honored with a Qhylaat,, From Labor,, 
Nadyr-fliah proceeded direftty to Shah-djehan-abad,from which city Mahmed- 
Ihah had likewife fet out with his whole court and a numerotK army: but he 
moved on widi la much lUwnefs, diat in two months ume.ihe had only advan¬ 
ced toCamal,atown feated at the head of the canal made Hi/Aaly-verden-qhan; 
and this was juft four daysjout^y'%)inthe capital* There-he encamped, and- 
having a numwous ardliefy,he ordered it to be placed round die Gamp,and the 
guns to be made faft to each other by. chains. Nadyr-fliali on his march froni 
Labor had two or three times fent ameffageto the Indian Emperor, informing 
him of Mahmed-qhan Turkman’s ernbafly to his court j to ail which meffages 
no anfwers were given, nor was the Ambaflador himfelf difinifted: he was 
kept in camp, without any one bemg able to guefs wliat might be the intent 
of fuch a ftrange Policy. QhandoSian had long ago wrote to Radja-I^ehi- 
fing'favai and to fome other powerful Radjas,on the valour and prowdfs of wholer 
RadJpSts that minifterrepofed the higlieft confidence ; and whole afliftancehe'' 
reckoned as certain; but it iailedhim; and every Gentoo Prince contented blni- 
felf wkh-amufing the minifter with frivolous pretences,and hr fetched excufes: 
every one kept himfelf at home; and not one of ihem did move a foot. Xfie

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Emperor and Hs whole court expe< 3 :ed with imparience the arrival of Saadet- 
qhan; and tlie eye of hope was fixed on die ground he was to tread on the 
higliway. What looks ftrange is, that although Nadyr-llah was now fo very 
near, and his army was a numerous one, neverthelefs not a man either 
public or private in the Hindoftany army knew for certain where he might be; 
and the firft intelligence received, was from die grafs-cutters (ago), and other 
army men, who going out of camp at about eleven in the morning for the pur- 
pofe of bringing forage and other neceflaries, had advanced about three or 
four cofles in the plain; where havingbeen fet upon by lomc detached troops 
of the enemy's, they returned founded to camp, which they filled with migh¬ 
ty reports of the heavinefs of the blows they had received, and of fee proweft 
of the Moguls. The camp was in a tumult in an inftant; and a g&^eral pa¬ 
nic leeiiied to have lei zed every mind; and eager was every one„to lee Saadet- 
qhan arrive: at news came, that he was at hand, and on aW’ediiefdaythc 
fifteenth of Zilcaad^h in the year 1150, Qiiand68/an advanced out of camp 
to meet him; and Mvins- embraced him, he brbught him to the Emperor, 
who received that general with dlft:ngui^bed ^h^ts of favor and attention, and

ordered him to encamp clofe to QhandoSran's troops. That general repair¬ 
ing to the fpor, was waiting for his baggage, when news was brought that his 
aggage had been let upon by fome ol Nadyr-lhah’s light ti oops, which 
were committing much havock there. Saadet-qhan allarmed by fuch intelli¬ 
gence fent QhandoSran notice that he could not help going to aflift his 
people a* 3 .ual]y engaged with the enemy; and he immediately advanced' 
to the fpor. Mean while this meflage having been imparted by Qhan¬ 
doSran to the- Eipperor, and by him to Nizam-el-mulk, the latter an- 
Iwered, that it was already three in the afternoon, by which time Saa- 
det-qhan’s people muft be fpent by die length of their march; and that

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I « it was unreafonable therefore to fight that day; let his Majefljr, added hej 
“ iflue his commands to that General to contain his cagernefs for a few 
« houra until to-morrow morning, at which time the army being aflembled, 

« and in battle array with that numerous Artillery in their front, would march 
« up to the enemy, and under his Majeftyi's aufpices, would perform 
fomc glorious aftion.” This anfwer of Nizam-el-mulk's having been impart- 
,cd by a meffageto QhanddSran,’ the latter aferibed it to forae negfea or ' 
jeal&'afy in Nizam-cl-foulk, and he returned for anfwei:> that Saadet-qhan 
was already far off, and muft undoubtedly be already engaged with the 
** enemy; and that it would be ungenerous indeed and cowardly to. fuffer fo 
« brave ai^ to f^ihfol a fervant to be expofed alone to die enemy. Such neg- 
** left, foid he, is very contrary to rule, and highly dilhonorable to the ferl- 
vice. Let others do as they pleafe, for my part I muft go, and fupport 
« Saadet qhan.” He faid, and immediately mounting his pephant, whidl 
was ftanding in readioefs^ he marched forward, being followed by his own 
troops and by fome light ArtiUery; and there remain^! only two or three 
hours of day-light, when he arrived on the field of battle, where he took hia 
' V poft on Saadet-qhan's elbow, at about one mile diftance from him. Nadyr- 
, fhah, on feemg his van engaged, left part of bis army for th^ guard of hia 
camp, and marching out with the main body, as far as the field of battle, hi| 
divided his troops in three pans, kept one with liimlelf, and fent the two others* 
to engage the two Indian Lords; when the brave Cuzzel-bames fpurring theic 
hoifes, ruChed upon the enemy, and fell a wounding, killing and difmount- 
ing; and in a couple of hours, they did fo much execution, that the troops of 
thofe two Lords were Uirown into the utmoft diforder and fled, efpecially 

tliofe ofQhandd8ran’s,who Ioft.thebraveftand moft lUuftrious of his com¬ 
manders : Thefe with Muzafer-qhan, his brother at their head, fet-outma 
body for the Regions of eternity. Of this number were QhandbSran’s eldeft 

fon, Aly-haihed-qhan, Shelvzad-qbaa» Yad-gar-qhan, with Mirza-akyl-beg 
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ihe Gujr«6-wearer (281) and moft of die men of his corps; as well as Mir- 
gSlS, fon to Mit-mMflirtlf, and Ratun-chund,, fon to Ray-qhofliall'chund. 
C^anddSran himfelf being fevetely wounded,and fcofelcfs, wascanied away by 
a, few friends, who on the dulk of the evening arrived at the army, where in. 
cpnfequence. of that difcipline fo confpicuons in the camps of the Emp0:ors of 
Hindoftan, they found nothing of QhandoSran's encampment, but an empty 
wafte, with not even a. tree to afford fliehef to tliat minifter’s, fenfelefr and ex¬ 
piring body : the whole including ticafure, fumiiul-e, tent?, equipages, 
horfes, and cattle, had been plundered by the Hindofranies and his own 
people. At laft a fmall tent was fent by foine perfbn, and QhitndbSran was 
ftretched at his length upon the ground; where die Veair Canjer-eddkt- 
<^an, and Nizam-el-mulk, together with the principal eunuchs of Jiis Ma« 
jefly’s feraglio, came to vifit him to condole on his misfortune, and to fuppli- 
cate heaven for his confervation- QhandoSran, who was now come to hirn-

feif, opctied his eyes; wi.di difficulty, and finding himfelf going, he laid thefe 
words: as to me,^^iy ^ulinefs is done : indeed we have done it omfclves: 

« now take care of your own concerns:--let me tell you only a few 
** words: beware of letting the Emperor go to vifit Nadyr-fliah; and beware 
** ofdectipg N^yr-fhah proceed to die city ; better to avert that calamity from 
hence, and to make him go backiprocia'e this by every means in your power.” 
The two lords, after hearing tlicfe words, and coAferring alitde together, re¬ 
turned to tlieir homes; and QhatiddSran, on the nineteenth of.the fame month 
departed this life, and repaired to the manfjons of eternity. 

Me an while Sa^et-qhan was ftfil in the field of battle, and thofe of his 
men that had efcaped the daughter had formed into a body,and furrounded him 
on all fides,: when die Cuxzel-baflies forming a general attack, one .of them

Saying this he 
fixed f-is fpear in the ground, alighted, and making his horfe fafl to ir, 
he got hold of one of the elephant's ropes, and mounted into the Haodah

(2S3 ), were heprefented his poinard to the other’s throat. Saadet-qhan who 
knevt' the eiifloms of Iran, Tnade a Pgn of fubmiflion and furrendeting to the 
man, was f-ii:ed as prifoner by the claws of deftiny and’carried to Nadyr-foah, 
That Prince l|oke a few words to him, and ufedhim with much kindhefsj and 
it (r>‘'^T'?ng dark, he quitted the fiekl of battle, anef retired to his cailhp. £aa« 
det-qban being now informed of QhmidcSran’s death, conceived dstt thiswai 
a favourable moment forfucceeding to that Nohleman^s office of Princebf Prin¬ 
ces, which iTefiad always kept in view'; and with that intention he made aihe- 
rit of his opening a negociation with Nadyr-Ihah; That I'rihcc agreed to Con* 
dude a peace, and to go back to his dominions, qn .b^mt^ payed two corors of 
Rupees: and it wasftipulated, that as foni as Nizam-trmulk fliohld come 
and provide for the payment of that fum,Nadyr-fhah’s fabrV^Wld be returned 
into the foabbard. This good piece of news was announced in 'arndte frofri him 
to the Emperor and another to Nizatri-el-mulk: the Emperor glM or the turn 
which his affairs bad taken, at a lime when both he, and his eoilifollor Niz* 
am-eUranlk,had hidden their licads withirrthe fleeTC of trepidationl^d defpair; 
and were at a lofs what party tb take, immediately dilpaticl|^ !Nizam-el- 
mulk with foil powers to conclude. The latter being anived iffNadyr-fhah’s

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catnpj \ras introf^uced to iliat Priace by Saadet-qhan’s mediation, where he pro'. 
mifed to pay the two corors; after which, he rettimed in high fpirits io hia 
mafter, to wliom he took care to fet in the faireft point of view his owni 
abilities and h‘^ ^ealous■ conduct throughout this treaty. Tlie Emperor confi- 
deiing that this negpciatipn had turned out much more favourably than he 
IkuI reafon to expert, loaded bis counfcllor with encomiums and favdrs, and 
heard with patience his requeuing, as liis reward, the office of Prince of Princes 
as wed as the Qhylaat of that high dignity. That Monarch who hitherto 
had all -along been .agitated widi feats for botli iiis life, andv crown, 
thought it incumbent upon him to comply with this general's ambitious de¬ 
mand, and to keep him contented; he therefore fent immAiiately for a 
Qbyiaat and invclled him with iliat high office. The next dayh^ios; the 
twentieth, that Monarch on a note from Nadyr-fliah, fet out at day 
break for the Iranian camp with Nizam-el-mulk’s advice and approbation. 
On his approaching, Nalr-allali-mirza (284) fon to Nadyr-ftSah, came out 
by that conqueror's order to meet him; and on the young Prince's being 
deferibed at feme diftance, Mahraed-Crah ordered bis Talsi-revan or moving

ilirone to be fet down, and from thence he embraced lilm as a foni and triking 
him in his Taht-revan, he proceeded to Nadyr-lliah's quarters. That con¬ 
queror on deferying the Indian monarch, got-up, advanced to the end of the 
carpet, and (^braced him. After which he took him by the hand, carrycd 
him to his ji 4 wn Mefncd or Throne, made li*n lit together with himfelft and 
after having, Ihewn him every mark of honour and difUndion, he difmifl'ed 
him with the ottooft regard. As foon as he had fet out for his own camp,, 
news came fo. Saadet-qhan, that he had been fupplanted in die dignity of 
Emir-ul-umrah, and that Nizam-el-mulkhad been invefted with it; this piece of 
news tlnrew him into all. the agoniesoftheftidl violent paOion andrefentment; 
and now liftening only to his indignation, he waited on Nadyr-lhah, to whom

The latter 
truftin^ to the treaty concluded, and to Nadyr-flialt’s word, fer out withour 
hefitation; being introduced to the prefence, he received orders to come back 
in the evening, and to bring Mahmed-fhah with him as to a fecond intervie w 
Nizam-el-tnulk reprefented that fuch were not the terms of rhe treaty, but was 
anfwered, that the treaty was ftin fubfifting: have, faid that Prince, no 
defigns againfl Mahmed-fltali’s Frrtr.ii e, nor againfthis life or his honour; 
** only it is proper that I fhould fee him again." This' order with Nadyr- 
fliah’s pleafure, was tranfmttted by Nizam-el-mulk to his maffer; chat Prince 
aftually under the prefiurc of a fet of clrcumllances which he could not go¬ 
vern, was fain to comply ; and taking with him Emir-qhan, and I/ac-qhan, 
with a few Pike men, and fome fervams and eunuchs, he fet our for the Ira¬ 
nian camp; boding that his lords, and Monfubdars (285) with his whole 
houfeliold, were abfolutely bent on following him, he flopped, and obliged 
them to go back ; after which he baftenal his pace, fitting on liis moving 
throne : being arrived, he was delired to alight at a tent that had been pitch* 

Militarj men, enjoying the grades of 50®, loocf to ibout'^nd I ci*hp?, w itii the 

command fometifnes of fo many triX}por.>^ but in E^n<;-ral of only orie lijitfof that luin^hcr i Ai:d roni<.riniet 
%ith of fo croopets iA two boi'les a^id livtu thice I.orlts , 
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cd-up for him; and a moment after, he received this meflage : fend for the 
veiled ones of your faniSuary, together with your family, and houfehold 
** and campj. equipage and furniturej and likewife for your chancellery, and the 
ofHcers attending the fame: live cafj and Cifisfied with us in our camp.’* 
this mefTage was followeil by an order fent and pubhfhed intheHindoHany camp, 
giving leave to every one to remain where he was, or to return to iliah-Pjehan- 
abad; and perfons took the latter party. Mahmed-ihah having fent for 
his family and houihold and for his other o.^cers, an order was brought by 
a Niffikb-chy (i 36 ) to Camer-eddin-qhan, commanding his attendance; and 
t;he Vezir complied immediately. A little before this latter tran(a< 5 lion, Saadet- 
qhan in cunopany with Tahm ifp the Djelair, an officer who coinmandedtiie 
corps of that name, had fee out for the capital with an order ft om the eoiiiqii'’CeP» 
and another from Mahmed-fluh, enjoining LStf-ollahqhan-faduc, Deputy go- 
vernorof that city toopen the gates of the calllc^and to deliver every thing and 
every office to ihoie two lords, Aficr their departure, Nadyr-flial: himfelf fet 
out ^ylrh Mahmed-lhah in his company. As to the HinJoftany army moft of the 
men on hearing of their mojaarch’s detention, and of the Vezir’s depart me, took, 
fright and difperfed; and they were aiVkilleJ or plundered by the Iranian parties 
that were marauding; and many more by the reafants, who rofo every,where 
«pon''ihem. Mod of them were flain; aorl thofe that were fpared, were fljrip-< 
ped to their fltin. On the eighth of Zalhij in the year 1159, Mabmed-fliah 
entered the city, and went to the caftie where two days after Nadyr-fliah fol¬ 
lowed and took up his quarters. Mahmcd-fliah occupied his old apartments 
attmded by ail the lords of bis court and all his houfliokl, which took up their 
abodes in the places and pods to which they were accuftorned. On the tenth 
qf die tnon^h^yvbich was the day of iheCorban (iSy.) or focrifice, the Koot-

_? fd fti Tie Oiie of ci^k' dutitf tt to itaad ncha ’ 
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ball was recited (218) in the principal mofquefor Nadyr-fiiah, And the next 
day a report fpread every wliere that he was no more. Some faid that lie 
had died of a natural death, and fame, as if to coverMalimed-fliah, faid that he 
had been killed by a Caltnac-woman (289). Be tliat as it will,this report which 
ran il^oiighOiit the city, filled it in an hour’s time, although he was actually full 
of life in the Citadel; and the gates of it were open day and night; fooie of his 
Troops were encamped before thofc gates, many had taken up their lodgings 
throughout the City; and many had encamped on the ftrand which is betwixt 
the City and die Ri ver. Hardly had this falfe rumour Iprcad throughout the City, 
than armed b^ies of Hindoftanies made their appearance in the principal 
ftreets, puttin^^to tlie Sword, as many Cuzzel-baflies, as they could lay their 
hands upah; and as the latter, uninformed of the report, and unacquainted 
with the Country Language, were rambling about by two or more together, 
without fulpe^ting any harm, they were malTacred with cafe; and althoughnight 
came on, and it was expelled dint the tumult would fubfide, it took new 
force on the countrary; and thofe feditions, without taking a moment of reft, 
were more eager than ever. Nadyr-lhah being informed of thefe matters, or¬ 
dered his. men to remain every one whe’"'- lie was, but armed and ready to 
lake a revenge, and if attacked to repell force by force. It is obfervable, that 
offo many Indian Lords lodged cm- ftationed all over the City,, not one of 
them took the trouble to move about and to appeafe the tumult. Nay feme 
of diem that had taken from Nadyr-ftiah a number of Cuzzel-baflies as fafe- 
guards to their families and houfes, fuffered them to be maflacred in thofe very 
houfcE,or maftacred tlicoi themfelves; in fo much that although In the engage¬ 
ment at Carnaljtherc were no more than three men fiain and twenty wounded in 
the Iianian army .this tumult coll Nadyr-lhah more than feven hundered men. 
The day being now daivning, and the fedition raging widi greater fury than 

(tSSy The it a form of a prajen pronounced every Friday t^the'miniacrjt the Mofrior: amonelt 
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ever, Nadyr-ftiah taounted his horfe, and came out of the citadel with an inten¬ 
tion to appeafe it; but on beholding the flaughter that had been made of his 
people, he ordered a general maflacrc to be commenced from that very fpot; and 
as bodies of Cavalry and Infantry were departing^on that errand, hedireded 
them to leave not a foul alive wherever they fliould difeover the body of a mur- 
dered Cuzzel-balh. In an inftant the Ibldiers getting upon the tops oft he houfes, 
corameccedkilling, flaughtering and plnndeiing die people’s property, and car¬ 
rying away their wives and daughters. Numbers of houfes were fet on fire and 
mined. At about noon, when the number of the maffacred had exceeded all com¬ 
petition, a general pardon was proclaimed by Nadyr-fliah’s order, atid rhe Jbldier 
every where flieadied his fabre. In a few days the ftench arifmg from fo many 
unburied bodies, which were filling the houfes and ftreets, became fo exccillvc, 
that the air was infedted throughout the whole city, and die paflage bated in 
many places. On information of this, the Ciitval received orders to • bury 
the dead, arid to cleanfe and clear the ftreets. That magiftrate, having brought 
all thofe bodies together in heaps, fuirounded them W'ith the beams and rafters 
of the ruined houfes, and feftihg 6rc to die wood, the whole was confumed, with¬ 
out any dlftindlion of Mufulman or In^thrl. A few days after, Saadbt-qhan di¬ 
ed of a Cancer which feized his foot; but the two Corors of Rupees wMch h’e 
bad promlfed, were payed by his Xephjew arid Deputy AbSl-manfSr qhati, 
and brought to Nadyr-lhah by Sher-jdung, who had been fent for that pur- 
jxife with a body of a thoufand Cuzzclbafh horfes. That Prince not con¬ 
tent with tlie treafui es and wealth fo und in the Imperial repolitones, raifed 
immenfe coiuribudons on ihe inhabitants : after vvliicli, he drew from the 
Seraglio a Virgin Frincefs From amongft the defeendants of the Emperor 
Sliali-djehan, and married her to his younger fort, Nafr-aHah-mirza, a young 
PilnCe who accompanied him in that expedition ; and, as he was in haftc to 
return tor his dominions, he contented himfelfwiefa fettering from the Empire’

<>f Hiadoftan, and adding to his own, the whole of the Provinces of Sind, and 
CtibSl, S^itiiTome diflcidls ofPendjab, that had always been let apart for the 
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pay of the garrifons of CabSI ; but he rellored the Empire of Hindoftan to its 
owner. On his departure, he received from Mahmed-fliah a futuptuousenteitain- 
ment, in which this prince had appointed a number of the Lords of his court 
to perform each a particular fundion: that of Emir-qlun-uradet-ul-mvlk 
was'to prefent the Coffee (290). On mixing the Coifee in prefence of the 
two monarchs, a fudden thought ftarted in his mind, that if he did not pre^ 
fent the fitft difh to Mahmed-iliali his mafter and Lord, fuch a negled 
* would be coaftrued ipro a want of zeal and refped, and would create fulpi- 
cions befides; and if he did, fuch a preference might give offence to Nadyr- 
fliah, a prihee languinary and little fcmpulous, and whofe rcfentipent no 
one could iacur with lafety. At lafl: he filled up a difh, and putting it in the 
hands of Mahmed-fliah, he faid j>auf fervaHi is two imtonjiderdble to put a dijb 
sf Cofee in the bands of the King of Kin^s ; kt ytntr .Mejejfyf who are 
my imfier an 4 bis brother^ prefent it yourfeff. The two monarchs, pleafed 
with the ingenuity of his expedient, foaded him with encomiums j and his 
conduft was applauded both by tlie Hir.dbflanies and the Iranians. And 
in fail, he was a man of an elegant depoitment, as well as exceedingly 
ingenious,; and full of delicate tafte in whatever he did. After tliis enter- 
tttirinient, Mahnaed-fliah being fent for with all his grandees, which we,se for¬ 
med into a circle, was prefented wdth ? Djica (291) by the hands of Nadyr-fhali, 
who gave him alfo many advices and counfcls, and returned him his crown 
of Hindoftan; and that Prince having Ukewife decorated with a Qhylaat e- 
very one of the Hindoftany grandees, he, on the Seventh of Sefer, in the 
year 1152, quitted Sbah-djehan-abad, and departed for his own dominions.

Afteb. Kis departure, Maimed-flmh turned his views towards his own af¬ 
fairs: he was affifted by the counfels of the Vezir-Camer-eddin-qhan, by Ni- 
zam-el-mulfc, and efpecially by Is-hac-qhan, a Nobleman lately come withirr 
the circle of adminiftration, but who by his perfonal atcachmeiit, and by die 
many important Cervices he bad rendered in tbe aigagement at Carnal, and 
throughout the whole war with Nadyr-ft>ah, had greatly endeared hlmfelf to 
to the Emperor, He was mads Divan of tbs C^aliflkhor Exchequer-office. 
Emir-qhan was decorated with the tide of Umdec-el-mulk or the grcatefl of 
the ftatc, and the charge of third Pay-maifdr-general; and that of Sedr was 
beftowed on Azim-oilah-qhan. On, the twenty-ninth of the &me month 
M3iteza-qhan, received the Qhykat of Mir-tSrki, as did Maamfet oliah-qliati- 
nephew coNiiam-ebmulk, that of Garaol-begHyi Ohthe eighth of die firft Re^ 
by, the Elephant-office was beftowedl on Hady-aly-qhan,brodierto Emlr^qhan; 
in a Qhyiaat of fix pieces, and Seyd-felabet-qhan fon to Saadat-qhan,' was 
made Superintendant of the Ahediah guards, as was Emir-qhan hirafelf 
of the Ala-fhahians. The Poft office and the Gazette office were beftowed on- 
the Phyfician, Maafooia-aly-c^-rn. On the feventeenth of Sbaaban the- 
dignity of Mahi or fifh was beftowed oh IfaaG-qiian as well as Sclabct- 
qhan ; Saad-eddin-qhan, Mir-atefhy, received the office of the tegiftered 
favors. 

After allthefe promotions, the Emperor turned his thoughts towards 
the management of his own affairs: he had long ago harboured ftifpicions 
againft: the zeal and fidelity, not only, of Cameieddin-qhan and Nizam-el- 
muik, but aganft ail the TSranians in general; nor had thefc fufpicions receiv¬ 
ed any alteration by their condufl all along the. troubles of Nadyr-fhah's in- 
wafion: Refolved, therefore, to weaken dieir confederacy, he was fearful toad: 
openly; but,as he Imd given hlsconfideiice to Emir-qhan and to llaac-qhan, he 
wilhed to hear their opinion about what line of condud he ought to purlue^ 
Emir-qlmn who joined a of courage to the moll keen difccjrmncnt, was for 

the 
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Emperor'sailing apetily, and for hfsdifrfiiflilrig Caiiiftr^^in-qiiah frorrt tfia 
Miniftry; and in his private conferences with the Etripefor,‘lje to tc!|- 
him, that fltould his Majefty vouchfafe to extend the Prihcfely hand of h/i 
goodnefs fo as to ovCrfhadaw the head ofliis faiihful iervant, and fteadily to 
perfift in that refoluiioft, he entertained no doubts, but that he might brin^ 
the afiairs of the Empire under whateyer re^irktiori be fliould think propen 
The Emperor who now repofed the higheft confidence in his zed and abilities, 
Tcfblred to difmiis Camcr-cddin-qh'an, and waited onty ibr the time when 
I'Jizam-el-mulk fhould be gone to his Vtceroyalty of Decan; ndr was the lattcf 
Icfs defiroiis of revifiting countries where his abthorky had fuffefed ^'om his 
ahfence mconfeqUenct of thO troubles aad'cotjfuilon occafiotied every wherd 
by Nadyr-flmh’s invafioft; and In eoiifeqa^ticc of dtat fpirit of infuibordi- 
nationand independence whieli berfayeditfelfin the behaviour and conduct oi" 
his foti whom he had left in Deckn as his Deputy-general. Fear- 

fid of -fome diibrders that wtxild overfet the tranqiiillity of thole countries, 
he transferred his offiCe of Prince of Princes *td his ehkfl Ion Ghazi-eddin- 
qhan, who was ailb fon-in-law to Gamer-eddin-qfian, obtained the Emperor’s 
content for fucli a transfer; faw the ydung L.ord invefled with the Qhylaat 
of Lii new office; and then obiainal leave to depart; after wKich lie wenj out 
of the city and took up his abode in rgits. On Ins departure the Emperor ferit 
fecretly the Scmcore oftlie Vezir-fhip toEmir-qhan; but this nobleman who 
was fotnewhat fanguine in Ins temper, having commenced doing Tome open 
afts, and holding about Camer-eddin-qban fbrhe dilagreeabfe diftonrfes, that 

proved equally unbecoming the dignity and fbatlon of the one, as well as the 

* 

eminent rank of the other: the latter, who was foon mformeJ of thele new 
matters, wrote toNizam-cI-tnuIfc; whoffill was encamped in the fuburbs, and" 
liealkcd what he thought (Sight ro be done in fuch a conjefture ? the Viceroy 
anfwered that to refift his M^efty’s will, or to oppofe the pleafurc of one's 
mafter and L-ord, was neither proper lior laudable; and that he had 
** Eiothing more to do, than to aik his Xvlajetty’s leave, and to come with him 
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" in Dccan.” On this latitnatbn, the Vezir addreffed a fupplique to the 
pmperor in thefe terms : “ Your faithful fervant is not confeious of ever having 
** been guilty, and is far from being guHty now; but as a great alteration 
" feemsio have taken place in your Imperial mind, polSbly on the foggeflions 
** of inierefted men; and your faithful fervant is not a man to harbor thoughts 
" of ingratitude or of difobedience, he is going to Decan with Nizam-el-mulk: 

let your Mtyefty confer the direiftion of the public affairs on whatever 
** zealous fubjeil you fliatl devife.** Camer-eddin-qhan having forwarded 
this fupplique, went to Mizam-cl-mulk’s encampment and took-up his abode 
under tents. The Em|>eror, who had little firmnels and refolution in his 
temper, was fuiprifed and confounded $t the contents of diis petition; and 
lending for both Emir^qhan and Iffac-qhaii, hie alked them jeheir opinion on 
iffie poffure of affairs. The former made the fame anfwcr which he had al¬ 
ready made fome days before; and the Emperor laid nothing, but difmiffed 
that Nobleman (292);. After his departure he a&ed Iflac-qban his opinion 
and conjured him by ev-ery dung facred, as he valued ids Emperor’s welfare, 
and that of the Empire, to* fay-without difgulfe, and without regard to perfons 
or times, whatever he thought advantageous to the public,. Tffac-qhan who ow¬ 
ed his preferment to Enjir-qhan, and had promifed that Nobleman that in what¬ 
ever circuinftahces he might chance to be; he would nev.er give an ad vice con¬ 
trary to his benefador’s opinion, declined aafwerlng, and remained filent. The 
Emperoratloniflied at his reludance, urged him with the moft footh in g entreaties, 
and the moft facred oaths.Theother anfwered in thefe terms; “ if I fpeak according 
to the diftates of my confcience, I commit a breach of a Solemn promifo,

Majefty fhall vouchf^e to hold me exetried,” The Emperor aftonifhed at 
thefe words, became more eager tlian ever, and made ufe of fo many increaties 
and fb many lacred oaths, tliat IflaC'qhan, unable to refift any more, delivered 
himfelf in this manner; “Although Emir-qhan is undoubtedly a man of merit, 
and a man of courage and counfel, yet he bears amongH; the grandees of In- 
dia, a certain charafter of preferring a bon-mot to any confiderationwhate- 
** ever, andof ailing with an unbecoming airinels of language and behaviour; 

onthe other hand, thofe who, like your'kunable fervant, have been introduced 
** t^^preferment by his means, and owe tb his recommendation the honour of 
kliSng the Imperial threfliold, of paying their refpeils perfbnnaily to Majei- 
'** ty, i&nd cf'reacliing to the higheft idigniiies and honours: thofe, -as 
well as myfdif, have not yet acquired any:adequate weight in the eyes of the 
“ Hindoo Rodjas, and of the grandees of Hindoftan, or of the Lords of the 
** court: in the eyes of all thefe powerful people, wc are ftill the men of yefter- 
“ day, and our ftatiorr, as well as rank, is'^et that of yefterdaye thofe fame men 
lookuptoNizam-el-mulkand toCamer-cddia-qhan with the higheft refpeft; 
” and accuftomed longhand to obey dieir diilates, and to conform to their plea* 
fare, Submiflion is become natural to them; and they diink it an honour to be 
“ inftrumental in putting their commands in execution : tofail out then withttvo 
fiich mtnifters on tliebarc ftrength of die abilities of fuch men as weare, cannot, 

“ in the opinion of your fervant's deficient mind, be produdlive of any good. As 
'‘to the reft, whatever you fhall have determined in your Iinperial mind,will un- 
" doubted’.y prove to be the moft ildvantageous party.” JThe Emperor at thefe 
words recovering as froinn profound lleep, abandoned his late purpofe, and 
rcfolved to live upon good terms with both Nizani-ei-mulk and Camer-cd- 
din-qhan. The next day Emir-qhan cams to court as ulual, and on obfeiV- 
altenition in the Emperor’s air and appearance, he with much furprife 
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aiked chc reafbn of chat'change : the Emperor anfvvercd T hare refle^?^e<l on*, 
the iajtcndcd proceeding, and find that to; difcontent t-heTSranian Lords*, 
who are now the main hinge upon which my atTairs turn, is not a proper- 
** meafure; nor can it redound to my honour, it becomes therefore important 
to the well-fare of this Enrtpire,. that they remain quiet and faiisfied,: and- 
“ k is incumbent upon you likewife, as yoti value yotir character of a zea- 
Ipus faithful fervant, to abltain henceforwaird from any thing that may 
raife diflendons, or give diem umbrage,” Emir-qhan ihouroughly fenfibJe 
jof che g?‘eat change ihiir haxl taken place tbefe two days, haftened out of 
tow'n; and going to Nizain-el-rnulk, he made him as well as Cainereddin- 
qhan 'every apology in his power; and he defired them both caexplain theip 
intentions, as he was' refolved toaiL in conformity to their pleafure, Ni:^am- 
cl-tnulk, after having pafied many encomiums on Emir qhan, added, mat as 
fotne cool Dels had of late taken place between him and Camet-eddili-qhaii^ 
he thouglit it expedient tl>ac be (Emir-qlian) fliould repair for •lomettme to- 
ilah-abad, wliich after all, tydded he, is your Government and office. 
Emir-qhan promifed to comply with their advife, and took his leave fmin 
them; and haying likewife obtaihail tlie Emperor’s confent, he fet out of 
tire capital, and encamped in the environs, where having fpetit fbme time in 
providing a Ireld-equipage, putting his affau'S in order, and appointing pro- 
per agents to aft for him in his abfence, he continued his voyage; whilft 
Iflac-qhan, who remained at Court, acquired the higheft afeendant over the; 
Emperor’s mind, was held m the higheft eftcem, and became extremely ref-: 
pefted by both Nizam-el-mulk and Camcr-eddin-qban. After this depar-- 
til re, there were fonie other changes at couit. AbSl-manlBr-qban, fon- 
i"n-law to Saadet-qhan, who had been htwioured with the Government of 
ASd, repaired to that capital, and applied hirafelf to all the arts that could 
fupport and incrcafe the power of iiis Government. Zckerlali-qhan wasfuffei ed 
to remain in his Government of Labor and MSlcan, in which he had been 
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continued by Nadyr-fliah liimfelf; and that Governor’s youngeft fon, who 
. bore a charafter for courage and rcfolurion, and who on his having accom¬ 
panied Nadyi'fliah and forvcd him as guide in his expedition againfl the 
Afghan, N8r-mahomed-qhan-leiIi, had, been honoured bytlie Conqueror 
with the fir-name of Shah-nevaz-qhani (293), was fuffered to continue in Pend- 
iab> where he Teemed to have no bofmefs but that of quieting the diftriifts be- 
ftowed dn him, and in enjoying ithfeir revenues. 

After Nadyr-fhah’s'departure, the feene that had been dull forforaetime in 
the capital as well as in all the provinces, now became interefling in Bengal. 
Shudjaii-qhan, whom wd havefoea Viceroy of Bengala and Azim-abad, and 
Cieffajdeparted this life and repaired to the manfions of divine mercy about the 
timd^when Nadyr-lhah arrived at Shah-djehan-abad. It would be difficult to 
mention all the good qualities of that worthy man,and ftill more difficult to de- 
feribd '?fcw of them in this book; for there was not a man inhis forvice 
whom he had noT-eflentially obliged by Tome perfonal fivours: and finding 
bis diflblurion at a prefent of two months wages to every noble- 

man, ev ery man, Ci ril and Mi litary; and to e^i'ery foklier or trooper in his forvice, 
, without except t ng the fervants of his houfehol d, ore ven the women that attended 
as menial fervanrsin his Seraglio. And a few days l>efore h'isdeceafe hefent ibalk 
pardon from ct'ety one of ihcrn,. intretking their forgivenefs. His benevolence 
was fuchjthat, whoever had once chanced to have been of his acquaintance, was 
fore of receiving feme favour; and even the old women he hadfeen arBur- 
han-poor, the place ol his nativity, or which he remembered to have heard of, 
did nor fail to experience his munificence, every one of them receiving a fuit- 
able penfion. He was fo impartial an obferv'cr of Juftice, and a Judge of fo 
much benignity, that the poorefl; foitoi' was fore of being in his prefence. upoii'.a 
footing w'lth his very Ton ; and the fearful fparrow, certain of finding in liis bo- 
fom a fheker againfi: the hawk’s purfult, flew towards him with a perfeft reli-

pital upon whofe application, he always granted the whole or part of^lie ftran- 
gets demand; elfc, if heobleivecl that the man had neither acquaintanees nor 
friends, he aflembled his Court, and after having mentioned die man’s arrival 
and his errand, he would obferve that to all appearance not one man of the 
epmpany knew any thing of the (lranger’% oiherwile, added he “ I fuppofe i

dtould have received feme application on his behalf already.” After mefe 
fewwords he would paufe a little to give time to feme one prefent to take'bame 
to Iiimlelf, and to apply jin which cafe he always gave a fa v curable a^^-.v-r/die, 
he lent to.cnqttire ot the man himfelf, and to inlorm him, piax. lince he had 
come from fo fir,lie ought to have given him his circumftaiices, 

and alfo to pay him a vifit: after this he lent him under liand alupply of mo¬ 
ney; nor was any of his fervants daring enough to impofeupon him in thefe 
matters ; nor was fucli a cuftom in his houlhold, as has taken lo deep a root 
(295) and is praftiled every where and upon alloccafionsj I mean that the

themfclvcs: t vile prafftcc which from becoming natural to fueh low-mindccl 
people, hasfprcad aniongft fbme others of the better fort, who are not alliamcd 
to imitate them. Such exadions, if at any time put in praftice, never failed tb 
cone to his knowledge; and the guilty was furc of being'dtlmiffed the fcrvice; 
whilft til? infonner received a fhrfher bounty: Hence ftich fhameful prafttces 
were unknown in his houfehold and government, it is ih’e people of 

his houfehold itfelf were fo genoroufly ufcd, that they never Caft the ey^e of Co- 
vetoufriefs upon what was beftowed on others ; and that living contented and 
in, cafe, they were little inclined to defcend'to fiipplications. Sometimes having 
gofinforination of the ftranger’s neceffities, he ufed to fond for him; and if he 
perceived that he intended to fake fervicewith him, he adinited him with cohde- 
fcnd ei. 'S.3iYJiionour; and on his going home, he would immediately fend him a 
fum of money"%ith an apology In thefe fow words, “ In fo very cheap a country 
asthis,evenfofi^ 4 P a mader may luffice; l ut’G d in cafeofneed,can do a great 
“ deal more for you.” To every one of the perfons in his fetvice whom he kne^V 
perfonally, he ufod to fond Qhoans or frays full of a variety^f exquifite vic¬ 
tuals : to fome every’ day ; to others every other day; and to fomc tiyicc a 
week ; and whoever had once becij corntriunented with fuch a piece of li¬ 
berality, was certain of it for ever; iKjr is there an inllance of it’s having ever 
been difeontinued fo much as once, pf all the perfons perfonally known 
to him,whether gentlemen or others, ha kept a note in a certain memorandum 
book of bis, made up of Ivory-leaves; and it was bis cuftom every night 
on his going to bed, to perufe it and to fot down under fome names fuch a 
fum of money, as he thought proper, (and this was fometimes a large one;) 
after which he font fora Zemindar dilatory in his rents, or for his agent, and he 
informed him that having appointed fuch an one to be Sezavul or inforcef 
of payment over hirqj he wiftied that fuch a fom might be his perquifitc. 
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This requefl was always eomplyed with; and otcen with Ibme addition from 
the Zemindar hknfelf, who made it a point of honour to oblige a perlbn lb 
recommended. After Ibmttirae he always alked the Sezavul about what 
reception he. had met with, and on a fair confeffion of his benefits, heuled 
to hold the man in eftcem and to increafe his inelmaiion to him^ elfe, ifh® 
prevaricated, or concealed any thing, he from tliat moment cealed to rewfc. 
any confidence in him. After having, in tliis. manner promotcd'the benefit of 
a certain number of perlbns, he efaced their names, and tioted down another 
fct; and this fecret practice of his he kept on foot during the whole courfc of his

life. May god’s forg.ivenef3 reft upon him, and m^y his gpodnefs aliiga 
him a place amongft his clefts! .^en.. * 

That excellent man, after Ins deceafe, was fueoeeded, by his fon Ala- 
eddbSlali-fer-efraz-qhan (296), who mounted the Melhed(297) and tooli! poA 
feffion of the three SSbahs; and it was he that received. NadynfhgJ. s tetter 
which had been onginally written to Shudah-qhani But .Aly.verdy-qhau 
who had been promoted to the deputy-fliip of Animabad oy the latter, and 
did not much truft Ifts fon, whilft he faw diftinflly the diftratfllons that would 
follow in the Empire after Nadyr>ftiah’s departurejpayed little diffe rencehis new 
roafter, being entirely engrofled by the thoughts of fecuring Himfelf in his 
office: and with that view he was actually encamped on the frontiers 6f his new 
government. Not that he had much to fear from the new viceroy of the three 

Provinces : tins proved to be only a pious man addicted to the praftices of

lefidcsrhe blelTed month of the Ramaz an, and was fcrupulousin the difchargc 
of thefeveral duties prefcribed through out theyear; but at the Came time he prov¬ 
ed greatly deficient in that keennefs of difcernmentjand that t xtent of mindj fo 
indefpenrablyneceffaryinarovereignPrince: his foul wholly engrolTed by thofe 
little pnuflices of Religion,did not pay a fufficient attention to the affairs of ffate, 
and dici not reach to thofe nineties and thofe qualifications foneceflary in a 
man of his liyion and rank. It is true, he did not offer any Injury to die Riiy- 
rayan, Alum-ihund, Divan to his father; nor did he moleft either Djagat-featj 
or Hadji-ahmed, two mj?n of great abilities and influence, who with the Ray* 


r’%an had had the abfolute dircaiqn of affairs in the late adminillration; but he, 
had fefigned his heart and the helm of government into the hands of Ibme 
men,Xvho had perfonal wrongs to revenge: thefe were Hadji LStf- 18 ah, anij 
MecdanNaaly^qhan and Mir-mSiteza and fbmeothers, who incenfcd fromlong^ 
hand againft fli^U-ahnied, difpretiated him every where, and teized him witli 
taunting expreflloiX^at would have exafpefatcd (298) any man. Thefe 
incenfed noblemen, intent oil giving, vent to their enmity and hatred a-* 
gainft Hadji-ahmed, were every day bufy in drawing ins portrait in tins 
moll odious colours; and they went fo far as to luve produced in Ser- 
effi-az-qhan’s mind a total alteration bn his account. This Prmce took from 
him the feat of the divan-fliip,ahol}icc which the Hadji had enjoyed everlince 
Shudjah-qhan*s acceffion; and he bellowed it on Mir-m8rteza. He wanted 
alfo to deprive Ata-oIIah-qhan, fon-in-lawto the Hadji, of cheFojdary of Rry- 
mahl, in order to give it to his ownfon-in law Haflen-matimed-qban. Hadli- 
ahmed intimidated by the influence of hts numerous enemies, and finding hira- 
lelf aimed at on all fides, ufed to write every tiling to Ids brother Aaly-verdy- 
qhah,and always with fuch exagerations as magnified every unity into a thon-

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land; and as lie had already formed his defign, he under the cloak of zeal and 
attachment, perfiiaded the new Viceroy to difband great part of his forces,and 
40 contrail bis expenfes: an. advice which the other had the weaknefs to accept; 
whilft at the fame time through a natural indolence, and probably out of mif- 
trfjft and fear, he liftencd to the Counfel given him by Manoeber-qhan, 
who propofed to arrefi: and confine Hadji-ahraed’s two fons, namely Zin-r 
eddin-ahnied-qlian, w-ho was coming from Azim-abad, and Sayd-tJuiniei 
qhan who was arrived from his Fodjdary ofRungpore. But '^;t'hatflrong- 
Jy charatTterifes the Viceroy’s inconfiflency is, that after h|*ving liftencd 
to luch an advice, he h^id the weaknefs to difclofc itliimfelf to Hadji-alimed, 
end to pretend to niake a merit of this confidence, in order to difpel the old 
‘man's apprehenfions, and’to regain his heart. But there was another ftrooge 
obfurdky in his management : after making ftich a confidence, he aiframed 
him again in the moft glaring manna*. Hearing that Ata-ollah-^han’sdaugh- 
te", that Is Hadji-ahmed’s grand daughter, had been betroux^ to Mirza- 
mehmed (Z99), grand fbn m the latter, who had been adpfited by Ali-verdy 
qlmn, he wanted to break the compadV, and 'fs iftarry the youiig bride to his 
own fon; and not content with forming himfelf in his court aparty againfthis own 
interefts, he cofitrivcd to procure it ftrengfh and fupport; He fet on foot an 
inquiry into the management of the the public money at Azim-abad; and he 
recalled the troops that liad been given hy his father to AHy-verdy-qhan, and 
which thclemanyycarshadconceived anaitachment for the latter; and on their 
leeming to hefitatc about coming back, he fet up a refumption of all tite grants 
and favors which Slwidjah-qhan had beftowed.on thj;**!, and took care todif-

content them thoroughly. All thefe matters were minutely recorded by Had-, 
ji-ahmed) arid carefully tranfmitted to his brother Ali-verdy-qhan, vddithe u- 
fualexageracionsand additions of his own; and to give more credit to his afler- 


tlons, he ufed to fuperadd the fin<fi!on of S^yd-ahmed-qhan’s teftimony and 
fcal, who on that occaGon fubmitted to the weight of paternal injunfiion. It 
was after fuch proceedings as thefe, that Ser-efraz-qlian cepeded to -gain, the 
hearts-of Hadjlt-ahmed and-of his fons.

ALLi*VEi\DY-<tHiN thoroughly informed of thcre nianeuvres, and fetiftble 
that his affair* had come to fuch a pafs, as hardly to be fhfceptiblebf any mea- 
ding by the arts of diffiniulation and forbearanccjrefolved to avail hunfelf of bi$

acnuaintaxice and old connexions with bis friend Iffac-qhan, a noblemaft who 
was'^ow in complete poffeffion of the Emperor’s ear; and he wrote liim afecrct 
letteriS in which he requefted to have the patents of the three provinces 
transferred li^himfclf under promife of fending to court a prefem of a coror of 
rupees, over andabove theconftfeation of Scr-effraz-qhan’s wealth and eftate,and 
over and above the yeprly-wGial tfibiite ofa Coror. To tills he added another rc- 
queft: he wanted an Imperial order direXedto himfelf, with injuncltons to fight 
• Ser-effraz qhan, and to recover the three provinces from his*hands. After ha- 
ving difpatchcd thefe two letters,he publiilied that he had intentionsof matching 
againft the Zemind.arsof EodjpSr, a rdtofmen femom in tliofe parts both for their 
niimbersand depredations, as well as for their refradory temper; and under that 
precencehemiiftered and compleatcdhistroops which he always kept in conftanc 
readkefs. At the fame time he had the fineffe of giving to Ser-effraz-qlian 
public notice of that pretendetl defign of his, and mean while he flood unrea¬ 
dy to avail himfelf of ihe fiifl opportunity that fliould offer to promote his real 
views. At laft ten months after Nadyr ihah’s departure for Iran, and juft thir¬ 
teen monthsiPafter Shudjah-qhaa’s deeafe, he received the_ Impeml com¬ 
mand,dmwn up in the ftile he hid requefted; and being now refolvcd on mar¬ 
ching agaihfl Ser-effraz-qhan, he had procured the day-of his departure co be 
fixed by an eminent ;iflrologcr, on wUofe nrediXions he repofed an unli mired 
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confidence. Mean while he layed fuch obflxu£tions on the roads, that 
traveller could advance cowards Moorlhoodabad; and he fecretly wrote to the 
Djaget-fcat (300), Feieh-chund, his friend, that by facli a day he would com¬ 
mence lus march. The l-tter was difpatched by a trufty man who had orders 
to deliver it on fiich a day which was pointed out to him. All things being thus 
prepared Aaly-verdy-qhan on the latter end ofZilhidiintheyear 1 i52,fetouton 
his exped ition to BodjpSrand he encamped about Varis-qhan’s refervoir,which is 
at fomediftancefrom the city otAzimabad. Oh his departure he appo’jjted for lii?, 
deputy and L-ieutenanr, Zin-eddin-ahmed-qhan, his youhgeft ne^iew and fon- 
in-law; and he fent Seyd-hedaist-ally-qhan Afled-djung, the pot irman’s father 
(301)* command in the diftriifls.of Serefs and Coevembah, where the pco- 
pie were from a long time aceuftohied' to relpeifl: his orders. Two days after 
that Nobleman's departure, he wrote him a fliort note, informing him/that 
having taken the rcfolution of marching to Moorlhoodabad, he recommended 
both him and Zin-eddin*ahmed-qhan to the Almighty God; and I hope ad¬ 
ded he, That you (hall manage fo, as to live always upon good terms with 
“ him, and that you fhall adl as emergencies require." The eve of his de¬ 
parture, he gave orders to.affemble all the principal officers of his army, whe¬ 
ther Mufulmcn cr Hindoos; and on feeing them together in large numbers, 
he prpduced two men in die middle oftthe aflembly; one a venerable Muful- 
man of a known piety, with the glorious word of pod in his hand; and the 
other, a Brahmin, who held a vafe full of Ganga-water in his right and a 
twig of TSlfy or Black-Rehihan, in the other (302 ), thele two emblems being 
held in the highefl veneration by men of that perfuatioii; and the mo fir facred 
oaths being always taken on them. After a moment of filence, he requefted 
the Mufulmcn to fwear by the glorious Coran, and the Getitoos to lay their

1 hoS old r^arriors who had been bred in his camp and were 
long ago attached to him a: having re-cfiiyed numberlcfs tavors at his 
hands, foon gave theexample of taking a folemn. oath, and of con- 
tra£lirig the raoft folemn engagement: all of them fivore, the Mafulmen, by 
, carryifig the glorious word of God to their foreheads and eyes, and the Gen* 
toosjby touching the Brahman’s feet, andthe (wigofTSlfey, and then drinking 
of the Ganga-W'ater; they all joined,.ijn prayers*for hisprofperity, and with one 
voice, they pro idfed to follow him, whetherfaever he would lead. All this was 
done by the old officers who were already fafhioned to his mind, and attached 
to his perfon; and their example was followed without hefitaiion by the new 
ones. Aalli-vcrdi-qhan being now fatisfied as to that important article, dif- 
clofed to tliem the fecrec of his expediiion: and he informed them, that *‘for- 
ced by the injuries offered tohimfelf, to his brother, and to every individual ia 
their families, he was marchingagainft their opprefibr, Ser-effraz-qh an, rclbl- 
vep to put an end to that tyranny: thefe words ftartled fome^ of diem ; but as they' 
had taken an unconditional oath, and they were now too far engaged, they 
favv that the re remained no other party for dicm, but that of abiding by their 
engagement and of following his fortunts. It being already night, the

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nightj the afTembly was difmifred; and the next morning, baring the favorable day 
he at day-break turned Eaftwards, and refolutely marched towards Moorftioodabad. 
He had a numerous well appointed army of old troops, and a good Artillery fur- 
nifticd with every neccflkry for a0:ion; by continual marches, without halting any 
where, he foon arrived at Shah bad, which town has a fortification that fhuis- 
up the palTage intirely from the hid to the bank of the Ganga. There he con- 
"Cealed his army in a valley of the neighbourhood; and pitching upon Mullepha- 
Ohan the Afghan, an officer 'of approved zeal and tryed courage and cundu6l, 
he gave him a hundred horfe, and put in hts hands an order and pafs of Scr-'efraz- 
Qhan's, originally difyned for another commander, but which Aaly-verdy-Qhan 
had found to ihtercept. That officer had orders to advance in prefenting 

s his pafs to the Caifdoh, 'N^ich^beiripvanly of a obuplc hundred Mufquetecrs, were 
not upon their guard; and he was then to turn about and to overpower them, fo 
as to render himfelf mafter of the paffage: after which fuccefs, he was to ftrike up 
his nagara, as a fignal for the army to advance. Mullepha-Qhaii advancing with 
his Imall irabp within the valley, was hailed from the walls according to the cuftom, 
„ alked who he was, and what for he came, and ordered to ftand ftill. The officer 
fent one of his men with thgr^palV and the written order, which being perufed by 
a writer, the latter ordered the gate to be,fet-open, and the troop to be admitted. 
Mullapha-Qhan marched in, and ordered his Nagara or.^ Kettle-drum to ftrike-up, 
to which lignal were added feme fliouts by his people; this fignal being foon under- 
flood by the vanguard, concealed behind the hill, they marched round, and fud- 
denly made their appearance, advancing in battle array with Enfigns difplayed, and 
Mufick playing. The^Garrifon allarmed at fuch a fight, Ihut-up the gate, and wanted 
to ftand upon their deffenfe, when Muftepha-Qhan called out to them, that if they 
made the lead motion, he would fall upon them direftly and put them to fword. 
This threat having intimidated them, they all ftood motionlefs, and fuffered Muftc- 
pha-Qhan’s people to fet-open the gate: after which the troops of the vanguard paflT- 
cd without difficulty, took pofteffidn of all the polls; add this being the day in which 
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tlic man entruftcd with the letter to Djagat-Scatj, liad received orders to prefeut 
•the tatter on peruHng the contens, and comparing the dates, concluded that 
Aaly-verdi Khan, his friend rauil be by this time on this fide of the pafs ofTalia-*- 
gary; and that in four or five days more he would be in the territory of Mi>arlhaodE!,- 
bad. With an air feemingly allarmed, he immediately mounted, and with much 
confternation in his features, he prefented to Serefraz Qhan the letter which he had 
juft received from Aaly-verdy Qhan, whom he fufpeSed, faid he, -to be now a* 
Radjemail 1; at the fame time he produced another, letter from Aaly-verdy Qhau 
to that Prince hintfelf. The purport was this: " fince, after the many alfronfs 
" received by my brother Hadji-Ahnied, attempts have bpen made upon ilic 
honor and chadity of our family, your fervant in order to favc ^tbU'family from 
“ farther difgracej has been obliged to come To far, bp,* .-uc other fentiments 
tan thofe of fidelity and fubmilfion. Your Icrvant hopes therefore that- Hadji- 
“ Ahmed Ihall receive leave to come to me with his family and depen-. 
dants.” Screfraz-Qhan furprifed and .confounded at the intelligence, vented 
his refentment in fruidefs reproaches, and then called a general affembly of his 
Minifters and general officers, where Hadji-Ahmed having been likewife fent 

for, the hall of public audience was fet-open,-and he gave Iladji-ahmed 

a fevere reprimand, mixed with threats. The latter fenfible of his danger, 
afluraed a foolhing tone of voice, and in his endeavours to pacify him, he 
advanced fo far, as to promife that the moment he would be in camp, h ,’ would 
engage A^Iy-verdi-qban to. return to his Government. This propofal was 
Varioufly received by tfic affembly; fome objefting to Hadjiahmeds being dtf- 
mifled to brother's camp; and fome thinking that he ought to be trufted, and 
bis promife put to the teft. The matter remaining in refpenfe, Mahmed-ghoufs- 
ghan, an oificer of cbara6l;er and reputation, -who had been thefe many years 
attached to Shudjah-qhan, and thought he owed the fame attachment to Ser-efraz

As very little effea svas expeaed from dirmlfllrtg Ifadjiiabmed, tb^e Ufofo ini 
the alTembly a Variety of opinions- about the expediency of ntarebirif dr 'dC 
not marching,, agaiuft the enemies,. It was at M rcfolvcd tO: loarcb out; and 
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the exertions of Merdan-aly-Ohan, who was greatly incenfed both againft Hadji- 'kUAJ 
ahmed and Aa’y'Vertl-Qhan, the army, with Ser-efraK-qhan at its head, inarched out 
and in three or Jour days arrived at Comrah. it was the Twenty-fc?ond of AMiibar- 
rem in the year 1153 of the Hedjrah. At thatt town it halted a litttc, it being 
necelTary to hear the report brought by two perfons of note w’hieh had been fent by 
Ser-efraz-Qhan to examine Aaly-verdi-Qhan's veWs add deilgns. Thefe were , 

Sunnet, an eunuch, and Shudjah-cooly-Qhan, a Fodjdar of Hoogly. They were 611 ■ 

their return from the enerni's Camp, and had brought with them another 
deputy, who came on the part of Aly-verdi-qhan hinilelf; and this was the 
phyfician Mahmed-aly-qhan. Their report artiounted to this, that he was ftill a 
fubmifliyc dutiful fervant; and to this teftiraony they tdded this meffage, as 
from his own mouth: ” When people of orfr-cijr gfcuerous difpofitions 
" vouebfafe to raile any one to high (lations and dignities, they look upon 
" him, from that moment, to be their pupil and ward, and think it incumbent upon 
“ themfelves to take care of his honor and charaQer in the eyes of the world. Now 
” it IS notorious that I, your dutiful fervant, owe my well-being to your illuftrious 
** family, which vouchfafed to raife me from the humility of dull to tlic fplendor oi ^ 

" high preferraem (an obligation which'I am prcyud r;* remember); and as "'h ,0 
" infottn the public, and to gain credit to my attachment fwhicn I conceive to be 
“ equalled by no one but your moft zealous fervants), I fuppliraie that ypu pleafe 
** to grant me two requefts: The firlt, that you condefeend to turn away from your 
‘‘ prefence, apd to difmifs from your councils, lame perfons, who, having concciv- 
“ ed a jealoufy at the elevation of our family, are ever bufy in tilling your princely 
“ mind with new fugeftions, like thofe that have already given rife to theprefent 
“ troubles: Thefe are, Merdan-aly-qhan, Mir-morteza-qhan, Hadji-loif-Aaly-qhan, 

« and Mahraedrghoiifs-qhan : after their departure, your fervant, thinking his per- 
** fon fafe, fliall make it a duty to pay you his rerpefts; the fecond requeft is, that 
“ Jhould you think this favor to be of a nature not to be granted, then that you pleafe 
“ to retife to your paUce, and from thence to iffue your commands to them to march 

** into 
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into the'fidd, and to fight me, your Tervant If viflory favours tbemj let them 
“ avail theinfelves of its rights: they have gained their point; if they are vanquifh- 
" ed, let them retire, and I (hall then come mylelf, and lay my head at your feet. 

la token of my finceriry, I herewith fend you the volume of the glorious Coraiij 
'* on which I have taken the moft facred oaths." 




‘■"'The glorions Volume w'as accordingly produced by the phyfieian Mahfncd-aly- 
qhan; (a) but as the ndblemen ih queilion were in pofTeHion of the higheft influence 
both over Ser efraz-qhan's mind and over his court, and their minds were ulcerated 
againft Hadji-alnned, as tvell as againft hi.sbrother and their children; the propofal 
for p.'scc did riot take,root; but yet no proper preparatives were made foran immc> 
diace engagement, as the belt oHi’^jJrs ft'ggeftsrd. Mean while, Hadji-ahmcd being ar¬ 
rived at Ra.Ij-rnahl, was received with open arms by his brother, who direfcl,!/ took 
bi.n Hp>n his elephant; being then upon his march. Hadjj-ahmcd, as if to fulfil 
the p o nife Jie had made at his departure, prevailed upon his brother to have his elc- 
'■ nt turned'about for fome hundred yards, after which he returned to the road 
again Scr-efi-az-qhan hearing of the enemi’s march, advanced to a village called 
Cheri or Jheriah, a noted (pot ujpon the banks of the Bagraty, whilft Mahmed- 
ghoufs-qhaii puflied forward as far as the fpotMiere the enemi was encamped or. the 
’ water-fide at Stjoty: by wtiicli means, the river, which yas every where fordable 
and about one arrow's throw over, intervened between himfelf,and^Ser-cfrez-qhan ; 
ncr was the dillance between hbn and AaliTVcrdy-qban's camp, of more than 
five or fix cofes. Mean while mefi'ages and mcfle'ngers were continually pac¬ 
ing and repaffing betwixt the two camps, Scr-efraz Khan offering to receive 
Aaly-verdy phan into favor again, and wiffiing to fee him ■ and the other anfwer- 
ingin the ftraiii he had already done. In grateful remembrance of the favors 
« received from your father, laid be once, I will never form any defigns againlt ^

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“ you; Jjut it is under condition only that you dlfniifs from your fervtce thofe 
*' enemies of our family, who by their rancorous fugged ions have brought matters

" them over to me ; and if you are averfe to this aif-J, then fiandolF : pitch your

both parties feemed equally liable to difficulties,, thtj^lrjtervew did not take place. 
But although fuch friendly meffages were day)y exchanged, Djagat-Seat was nevei*.- 
thclefs buDIy employed in writing to every one bf Aaly-veidy Qlian's commanders,, 
and in conveying to- them, every one according to his Tllaudon, promifTary notes,. 
eaVjed Tips, ufual amongft bankers, under the only covdiuion of feiung-his perfon 
and delivering it to Ser-efrast Khan; * Some of tnele notes were received that very- 
evening, by many, and amongll others, by Muftcplra Qhan. That officer. In company 
with fome others, as zealouQy attached to Aaly-verdy QhaTi as/hlinfelfi carryed- them' 
to him, and expofedthe contents to his view. JJii the matter, fiiid that btfi-

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ihculd fee him enj^aged with his front, for which purpofe he now advanced 
Sevcttv z-khan, without quitting the river's bank. The body that had been fent forwards' 
had orders to keep thenafcives conceated, untill they fhpuM hear the report, of 
a gurt, ai which fignal they were to fall at once both upon. Ser-efraz 
rear artd camp. This body commenced its march in the darknefs of the night at 


one in the morning, aitd was .eotnmanded by Nevazifh-Mahmcd Qban, Aaty-verdy 
•^han's eldeft fon in 4aw, who had under his command Abdol-aly Qhan with 
Alullepha QWan and Sbimlhir Qhan and lome other Afghan Commanders. Aafy- 
vbrdy Qhan with his Corps followed, but at Ibme diftancc; whilft Nandoolal in 
compliance with orders, marched flowly and Gleiuly oppofite to Ghdids Qhan. The 
engagement commenced at the dawn of the day ; by which time Aaly-vcrdy QHan be¬ 
ing near Ser-efraKQhati's front fired on^ of his guns: On the repdrt of which the bo¬ 
dy that had preceeded, attacked SeV-cfraz-Qhan*s troops, whtlftNandoo laal engaged 
Chdufs-QIian. Ser-efraz-Qban who was then at his devotions, got up immediately, 
mounted bis Elephant, and marched flraight to Aalv-vcrdi-Qhan, at the very time 
when fbmc o'f die enemies getting at his rear, hjid penetrated to the middle of bis 


camp, where much plunder was acquired, and much daughter made, Mirza-iredj-qhan's 
Son being (Idin, amongft otheis. Mean whllie Ser-efraz:Qhan kept advancing, and 
.was already paiTed bis Nagar-qbana or b^hd of mufick, and the head of his 
aiFvy. when a bullet fent him to the manfions of eternity. He was accompanied by 
a nu : jer of men of di'ftin£tion, amongft which were Mir-Camal, Mir-Ghadai, 
Mir-ahmed, Mir-feradj-addin, Hadji-lootf-ally-Qhan, and CaibSii'aly-Qhan : and 
all thefe haying in that game of hazard loft the capital of their exiftenee, made 
ihafte to retreat into eternity: the Ray-Rayan, Aplcm-chund being wounded, as 
well as Mirza-ircdj-Qhan, returned into the city. On the other hand, Ghdufi- 
Qhan, who was engaged on ihe other fide of the River with Nandoo-laaJ, gave him 
,a compleator defeat, in which that Hindoo commander was Gain. Whilft the 
^nemy was flying on that fide of the river, Ser-efraz-Qhan’s Elephant, which bis 
had now turned about, waa deferied fteping toward;! the city; and Choufs- 
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Qhan afcrlbjng tins flight to his mafler’s want of Corage, fent him a fwi 
with orders to bring the elephant back at any rate, and to itiform Ins maiier^ihat he 
CliQiifs-Qhan Iiad defeated and flaughtered the enemies, and that now jwas the 
lime to join him and to fall together upon thofe that yet flood their geoand. Ail 
this while Aaly-verdi-Qhan, fenfible at ivhat critical point matters bad come, was 
reprefling the ardor of his peopic, and endeavouring to keep thgm together: he 
knew'for certain that Ser-efraz-Ohan had been flain, but he knew likewife thic 
Nandoolal had been defeated and killed; and tha| Ghoufs-Qhan of whofe valor 
and abilities he entertained no doubt, was at the head of a body that kept a firm 
countenance; at the very time when he had tl'j.e mortification to fee that the troops 

a 

he had fent forvvards to fall on Ser-efraz-Qban’s Camp, were aflually plundering 
and racking ihofc tents rcpleniflied with a rich bf>oty, and had difperfed every where 
without leaving to their Commander a pofiibiIity-&f his rallying them again. • Things 
were in that doubtful ftate, when the horfeman difpatchcd by Ghoufs-Qhan, came 
and informed him that his Lord was no more. Aftonilhed to the higheft degree, 
he plunged into a fea of amazement and delpair; .and fenfible that Aaly'-verdi-Qhih, 
to whom his hatred to his family was known long .ago, would now carry every thing 
before him, and that he liad nothin^:'’ta bope-for., at his hands, he refolved to ' 1 
pcrillj in the field. Calling for his tv^o fons, Mahammed-Cotob and Mahmed*pir, 
he commanded them to loofen his Cuirais and Coat of Arms from behind, andj t!Li?n 
turning to them, he faid‘thefe very words: children, "nothing remains iW for 
“ U.S, but to be Ikit? i!?jlje field. Onr lives are n^jjw as well as gone: we rnufi walh 
" -our hands on that article, and ruflj upon that body that fuirounds Aaly-verdi-Qhan 
" to try if we can come at his perfon." That commander and his fons were in faa 
the overthrowing Lions of the field, and the irrcfillibic HcrcuielTes of their age: * 
With the few^ that chofe to fiand by them, they advanced on the enemy with the

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^eatcH: iiirepidrty; for the reft of Ghdufs'Qhan s troops, that is the greateft part 
of t^icnv already apprtfedof Scr-efraz cjhan’s ^ death, had turned about, had quitted 
the field,’‘Vere retreating towards the city; and btifa very' few of them chofe to 
ftand hv anin refolved not 10 furvivc a defeat. With ihefe few,he kept advancing, 
vas ah-eady clofc upomhe enemy, when he received a wound frOtn a mufquct-ball. 
gull he continuedlo advance, and calling for his horfe/ with a firm refolntion to fingle 
out Aaly'-verdi*qhan,he wasalighting from bis ele|>hant,wlien he was bited again by two 
mufquct balls, which laid him dead on the field of battle. Ills two Tons feeing their fa¬ 
ther dpad, dir.nounted, let their horfes loofe, andtaking to their fibre and buckler, 
they rulhed on foot on the enemy, wlkn on elofing with them,^uaey were (hot at on 
aU.fides, and fell dead, weltering in hjlood, and duft.

and withTixteen men.■that-ftood by him, he ru^ed on the entimy; was (lain fighting

Two days after the battle, being about the middle of gefer, in the year i ir, of 
the Hcdjra, Aaii-vcrdy*(jhan marched fiowly and leifurcly into the city, but widjt/ig 
utmofl potnp and magnificence* On his advancing to the Palace, and before his tak¬ 
ing his feat on the mufoud, he ttruck to the riglit,and went to the appai tmeiits where 
lived the princefs Nc(ila*hegutn, daughter of Djaafer-khan, and motlicr to the late 
Serefraz-phan : Stopping at the gate, tie affumed a refpeftfuf pollure, took a moving 
tone of voice, and having made a profound how, in which he inclined his body to the 
ground, he fuppHcatcd the princefs'^T&rgiven^is, and fePt in the fviUowing meflage * 

** Whatever was pre-determined hi the books of fate, has come to take places and 
** the ingratitude of this worthlcfs fervant of your s is now regiftered ifi the unfadirig 
" records of hiftory! But I fwear,. that-fo long as life flialt exift in this. blacUcned 
” face of mine,! fhall ncverfwerve from the path of refpe6f,arKi the duties of the moft 
« complete fubmilfion. 1 hope that ' e vilenefs arid mifdeed of this poor lip'-.i.rt t 
« and alfliacd fiave of youf's, fhall . * time be efFaeed from the mirror o> j ~ j^ forgiv-

His pcrfoi’ on account of the black ingratitude be had bi^eo guilty of towards 
his lord apd benefactor's fon, \y viewed with fenciments of horror and 
i^ipi-Ration ; nor was ail his merit known at that early period- But in time he dif- 
a virtu^ius conduct, and fo moral a ebaraiter; treated the nobility and tlie 
grandees with fo much deference and refpect; fpread to indifcriminatcly the carpet 
pf condefcendence and benignity for both flranger and friend ; applyed bimfelf 
fo eameftiy in gaining the hearts of both the powerFull and defencelcfs; exhi- 
uitcd fuch a quick feeling for the lervices rendered him by thofe attached to his per-

■ fon, fb miith regard for the rights of ei|,(tant confanguinify or old acquaintance; fo 
much commiferaticn for the poor, aniffi rnusls'^teniron for the opprefled; with fuch 
a turn of mind for forgivenefs of perfonal itijnrics : in one word he fiiewed himfelf fo 
dnvalwable a man; that a total alteration toock place in every heat; and thofe 
wl:' at Brit could not bear to look on him, became in time fp enamoured 
with his amlahle deportement, and fo sittat^d to his perfon, that few inllances 
j Nbcen obferved in his time or in any od^r^, of lb zealous an attachment and fo 
much ' T ox love. Upon the whole, aklp the flaying his Lord and bene- 
faftor's fon was uRqueftionably one of the blaekeft actions that could be com- 
rhiued, and one of the moft abominable events that could' happen; 'yet it cannot

Such exertions were- 
not of a nature to be expected from Ser-efiaz-Qhan and his.miiufters; .n&r were 
they men to oppofe fneh a torrent. with any elfetd: whereas his rival, to fucli 
a modefty of behaviour, and to fa much purity of morals, joined political and 
military talents, and all the renown and power which Victory and fucry'’ 
could confer; the whole forming# a chSfu'cter, which, far frouf Iequalled' 
*by any of his contemporaries or ,any of his fuccelTors, wouldf hardly ^find a 
comparifon in the reeprds of paft time. By a felicity peculiar, to hi goveraraent, 
his three nephews, proved men of merit, and ftich as deferved to have fuch an uncle : 
every one of them, decorated with the military rank of feven-thou fan d horfe, and 
raifed to the bigheft dignities and offices of the date, feemed to have taken him for 
their pattern, and to have had nothing in view but the welfare of thofe entrufted to 
their care. But of every one of thefe, as well as of Aali-vcidi-khan's children and 
family, mention ihall be made particularly, v/henever the thread b§; hiftory fliaU
